Sad Death of a New York Woman in the 
Presence of a Big Crowd. 


New York, Dec. 1.—Mrs. Annie Lyons 
met a horrible death at her home, 227 West 
Sixty-seventh street, yesterday. The 
woman went to the cellar of the house for 
the purpose of thawing out the water 
pipes, which had frozen. She gathered a 
pile of waste paper about the pipes and 
set the stuff on fire. In some manner her 
clothing caught fire,when the unfortunate 
woman became panic stricken and rushed 
through the building. Finally she went 
put upon a fire escape onan upper floor 
and tried to throw herself down into the 
street, but failed and fell unconscious, her 
clothes blazing from head tofoot Neigh- 
bors rushed to the woman’s assistance and 
tried to smother the flames. 

Meanwhile a large crowd gathered in the 
street below. They apparently thought it 
was a bag of clothes or a bed accidentally 
set on fire. ‘Throw it down,” cried one, 
while other voices echoed the command. 
“It’s a woman,” screamed one of those en- 
gaged in fighting the fire. “For God’s 
sake get some water.’”’ When the water 
was secured it was too late. The tortured 
woman had breathed her last, and only a 
blackened and charred body remained. 


MRS. LEONARD’S FUNERAL.

SHOULD BE

Twenty Men Buried Alive and No Ef- 
fort Made to Recover Their Bodies. 


TACOMA, Wash., Dec. 1.—The story that 
twenty men were buried out of sight, but 
alive, under the earthand mud of a Jand- 
slide at Canton station last Wednesday, 
by the Northern Pacific railroad com- 
pany’s bosses, was confirmed yesterday. 
Officials of the company indignantly de- 
nied the story Sunday night, but yester- 
day a special correspondent, sent to the 
mountains, wired confirmation of it. It is 
said that no effort is being made to recover 
the bodies. Eye-witnesses say the sight 
was blood-curdling and the cruelty of it 
past understanding.

CHINA’S WAR CLOUD. 


Imperial Soldiers are Joining 
the Insurgents. 


A CRISIS IS NEAR AT HAND, 


Weakness and Degeneracy of the Gov- 
of the Outbreak. 


ernment the Basis 


Rebels are Marching on’Toward Pekin. 


Authorities are Afraid of an Uprising, 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 1.—Further advices re- 
garding the defeat of the imperial troops 
by the Mongolian rebels state that many 
of the former @eserted to the rebels, being 
evidently in sympathy with them, and 
that the force—which was composed of 
the flower of the Chinese army, men se- 
lected from other regiments for their 
proven courage—showed no spirit what- 
ever in the encounter. It is said that, ac- 
cording to the peculiar methods prevalent 
at the Pekin court, the young emperor is 
kept ignorant of the dangerous condition 
of affairs, and is entirely taken’ up with 


his recent marital arrangements. The 
war minister is threatened with dis- 


grace for not having deterred the disaffec- 
tion among the troops, and may lose his 
head. 

The rebels are described as adhering to 
their tribal, a war organization, and, al- 
though merciless in their treatment to 
those who offer serious resistance, and 
foreigners under any circumstances, they 
are strictly obedient to their own com- 
manders. The Europeans in Shanghai are 
getting more and more excited, the gen- 
eral opinion being that the crisis is more 
acute than that which existed when the 
Taepings were at the height of their tri- 
umph. A leading English merchant says: 

“It would not be a serious loss, either for 
China or the world, if the present dynasty 

Should Be Overthrown, 
so far as the dynasty is concerned, for the 
recent emperors have been utterly lacking 
in any kind of ability for ruling an empire 
like China, and the consequence has been 
the growth of a palace, or, as we would say 
in Europe, a petticoat government, at- 
tended by the vilest intrigues and directed 
by the worst influences,those which spring 
from the jealousy of the women. The 
Chinese themselves feel that their govern- 
ment is not what it ought to be, and their 
outbreaks are not by any means senseless 
explosions of rage and cupidity. The 
Mongolian tribes, too, must have heard 
something of the weakness and degenarcy 
of the government, or they would not have 
undertaken their march to Pekin 

“European nations are not without blame 
in this matter. It would have been far 
betier for Europe to have had 

A Strong and Central Government 
in China, instead of each country strug: 
gling to sce how muchit could weaken 
and humiliate the Chinese to its own ads 
vantage. A strong central Chinese gov- 
ernment, when it existed, was like a se- 
cure lock on the Pandora box of evils, the 
extent of which can hardly be guessed. It 
kept this vast population of 400,000,000 or 
s0 together. Let them be turned loose 
from Manchuria to Toukan, and the pros- 
pect is fearful, even for armed Europe to 
contemplate.” 
Pekin in Danger. 

PEKIN, Dec. 1.—Troops have been sum- 
moned from the outlying districts to man 
the capital, anda large body of laborers 
have been driven to work in repairing the 
walls, considerable portions of which are 
dilapidated. Great excitement reigns in 
Pekin and the authorities have some fear 
of apopular uprising. The closest watch 
is maintained for signs of intended dis- 
turbance. 


But One Survivor. 

NEw York, Dec. 1.—Captain Lee of the 
schooner William L. Bradley of Boston, 
makes the following report: Left Charles- 
ton Oct. 8 for Boston; Oct. 10, was struck 
by a tidal wave, which swept every man 
off deck, except the captain and mate. 
The schooner immediately sunk, and the 
captain floated off on the cover of the 
wheelhouse. He never saw the mate 
again. Oct. 11, the captain was picked up 
by the bark Famade Canaries, and taken 
tothe Canary Islands, whence he sailed 
for Havana and thence to this port. 


Tarif! Argument. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The three tariff 
cases involving the constutionality of the 
McKinley tariff act came up for argument 
in the United States supreme court yes- 
terday afternoon. All the justices were 
present. Notwithstanding the great im- 
portance of the suits only a small audi- 
ence listened to the argument, which is 
not yet finished. 


Secretary Foster's Sickness. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The continued 
sickness of Secretary Foster excites some 
uneasiness among his friends. He is much 
improved, but it is known that during 
last week his condition was such as to 
cause apprehension. He is unable to sit 
up and only the most urgent matters are 
brought to his personal attention. 


French Miners’ Strike Ended. 

Panis, Dec. 1.—A dispatch from Arras, 
the capital of the department of Pas de 
Calais, announces the ending of the coal 
miners’ strike in that district. The dis- 
patch does not state whether the mine 
owners have made any concessions or 
whether the men return to work on the 
masters’ terms. 


Encouraging to the World’s Fair. 
Rome, Dee. 1.—Although the Italian 
government has determined to ignore the 
Chicago exposition, a number of credita- 
ble exhibits will be made by firms and in- 
dividuals acting on their own initiative. 
This disposition to send displays is ap- 

parently strongest in the artistic world. 


Hog Cholera in Canada. 

KINGSTON, Ont., Dec. 1.—Owing to the 
prevalence of hog cholera, the Dominion 
authorities have instructed the officials of 
Buckwood asylum and penitentiary to 
kill off their pigs, whether affected with 
disease or not, and over 1000 hogs will be 
slaughtered. 


Canal Navigation Closed. 
ALBANY, Dec. 1.—All the canals, except 
the Erie, were closed at midnight. The 
Erie will remain open until Dee. 5, the 
weather permitting. Ice three inches 
thick formed this side of Cunajoharie yes- 
terday.

NEw YorE, Dec. 1.—The physician at- 
tending Cyrus W. Field says his patient is 
neither better nor worse.

IN HOPELESS CONFUSION. 


Assignee Gould Talks of the Affairs of 
Field, Lindley, Wiechers & Co. 


New York, Dec. 1.—Charles W. Gould, 
assignee for Field, Lindley, Wiechers & 
Co., says that the report is not true that 
Edward M. Field, the insane member of 
the bankrupt firm, is in Bloomingdale 
asylum; but heis probably in some pri- 
vate asylum. 

Mr. Gould said that the situation was 
practically unchanged since Saturday. He 
had no idea of the extent of the less or 
what the assets and liabilities would be, 
It was impossible totell anything about the 
firm’s affairsas they were in the most hope- 
less confusion. The only person who could 
give an idea of the firm’s liabilities was Ed- 
ward M. Field, and his mind was in such 
a condition that nothing could be learned 
from him at present. 

All the tirm’s bank accounts had been 
closed as stated on Saturday, Mr. Gould 
said, «nd he could not even tell whether 
there was enough money anywhere to pay 
the salaries of theclerks in charge of the 
oflice. There were some equities probably 
in some of the firm’s outstanding loans, 
but what they were Mr. Gould could not 
tell; in fact he had not been able to trace 
anything yet, bonds or securities. 

Assignee Gould admitted that there 
have been crooked transactions, but at- 
tributed it all to Mr. Field and said he 
was confident that his partners knew 
nothing of it. He said Mr. Lindley could 
have handled all these bonds on the stock 
exchange without knowing their history. 
Mr. Lindley, on account of the serious 
sickness of his wife, who is now at the 
point of death, went directly to the stock 
exchange from his home and did not go to 
his office for weeks at a time. Cyrus W. 
Field has transferred his property in this 
city to Isabella F. Judson of Irvington, N. 
Y., for $120,000. 

S. V. White denies owing anything to 
Field, Lindley & Co., and says that that 
firm is indebted to him. 

A careful estimate of the net loss which 
will probably result from the failure is 
about $800,000, of which $400,000 will prob- 
ably fallon the Union Pacific Railroad 
company. 


DIDN’T BELIEVE IN SPORTS. 


Gordon Ford Leaves $1,500,000 Behind 
but Gives Nothing to Malcolm. 

New York, Dec. 1.—The will of the late 
Gordon Ford was probated yesterday, and 
he bequeathed an estate valued at $1,500,- 
000 to the widow and two sons, Worthing- 
ton Ford and Paul Ford, with some minor 
legacies to more important relatives. The 
name of the testator’s son, Malcolm Ford, 
the famous athlete,is not mentionedin the 
will. Malcolm had incurred his father’s 
displeasure by devoting himself to sports, 
and was not regarded as a member of the 
family. His father refused for years to 
even speak to him, but a.reconciliation 
was effected at the time of Maleolm’s 
recent illness, which was thought likely to 
prove fatal. It seems, however, that the 
old gentleman did not relent sufficiently 
to make his athlete son one of his heirs. It 
is believed that the disinherited son will 
contest the will. 


BACKED WITH $25,000. 


New Organization Formed to Build a 
Kite-Shaped Race Track in Maine. 
PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 1.—A meeting of 

the horse owners and breeders of the state 
was held at the Preble House last night to 
discuss the proposed mile track at Scar- 
boro. A temporary organization was ef- 
fected, and will form a corporation at 
once, with a capital of $25,000. 

An informal vote was taken upon the 
shape of the track to be built, and this 
resulted in favor of the kite, instead of 
the regulation track. Some $4000 was 
subscribed at the meeting. 

If the track is built at Scarboro, H. N. 
Jose, the owner of the land, will take his 
pay in the stock of the association. Some 
eighty-seven acres are required. 

A Concession. 

O7TAWA, Dee. 1.—As some dissatisfac- 
tion exists in British Columbia regarding 
the regulations as to the inspection and 
quarantine of cattle entering for local 
consumption from the United States, the 
Dominion government has decided to sus- 
pend that part of the regulations requir- 
ing that cattle be quarantined for ninety 
days before entering the province, the sus- 
pension to continue during the winter 
months. 


Progress is Slow. 

DENVER, Dec. 1.—Over fifty names were 
ealled in the criminal division of the 
district court yesterday in an endeavor 
to secure ajury in the Graves poisoning 
case, but when court adjourned last night 
the attorneys were as far from the desired 
end as when they commenced on Friday. 
There is no telling when the jury will be 
completed, but itis hoped not later than 
Wednesday night. 


Brazil and the Vatican. 

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The Standard’says the 
srazilian government has dismissed the 
papal nuncio at Rio Janeiro and has in- 
timated to the Vatican that Brazil is will- 
ing to maintain relations, but will not tol- 
erate ecclesiastical interference in politics. 
Unless the Vatican acquiesces, the Brazil- 
ian minister to the Vatican will be re- 
called. 

Bondholders Won't Have It.

Hustling for Votes. 


MILLS AND CRISP LEADING, 


But McMillin, Springer and Hatch Ex- 
Confidert of 


Winning —Southern Alliance Men to 


press Themselves as 


Share in the Democratic Plums. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—With the begin- 
ning of the last week before the meeting 
of congress, representatives are flocking to 
Washington in increasing numbers, and 
their presence is giving renewed interest 
to the speakership contest. The situation 
is now beginning to assume clearer out- 
lines, and interesting developments may 
result any day between this and Saturday 
from the consultations which are taking 
place. All five of the avowed candidates 
arenew in Washington. The expressed 
views and desires of the candidates show 
plainly one unmistakable fact in the con- 
test, namely, that no candidate at present 
has a sufficient number of absolutely 
pledged votes to make his election certain. 

Messrs. Crisp and Mills are each very 
sanguine of winning, and each expresses a 
belief that the contest will be 

Short, Sharp and Decisive. 
Their aimis to bring about the with- 
drawal of some of the other aspirants for 
the speakership,and with the votes thereby 
gained each hopes to win on the second, ir, 
indeed, not en the first ballot. 

Messrs. Springer, McMillin and Hatch 
express themselves as of the opinion that 
the fight in caucus will be of considerable 
duration. Each of these gentlemen say he 
is in the fight to the end, and each sees in 
a prolonged fight a fair chance of ultimate 
victory. 

The friends of Mr. Crisp say that, after 
eliminating all uncertain votes, they 
figure ninety-two votes on which they can 
count. This list, they say, does not in- 
cludealargevote that they expect incase 
any of the other candidates should with- 
draw, nor some twenty-five or thirty votes 
which they class as “‘unknown.” They 
say Mr. Crisp isthe second choice of more 
congressmen than any other candidate. 
They expect at least 100 votes on the first 
ballot, and. prophecy Mr. Crisp’s election 
by or before the second ballot. Repre- 
sentative Catchings, one of Mr. Crisp’s 
principal lieutenants, said they had trans- 
ferred eight votes from the doubtful to 
the certain list, and he was certain Crisp 
was well in the lead. He did not believe 
it possible for any combination to be 
made that would prevent Mr. Crisp’s elec- 
tion. 

Looking for New England's Vote. 

Mr. Mills was in excellent spirits and 
confident of election. ; 

“How many ballots would there be? 
Only one.” 

“And yourself the speaker?” 

“Of course.” 

This is. in brief, the dialogue between an 
Associated Press reporter and Mr. Mills. 
Mr. Mills also said that everything was 
progressing satisfactorily,and things were 
unmistakably shaping themselves in his 
favor. He had quite along consultation 
with Sherman Hoar of Massachusetts yes- 
terday, and the New England delegation 
is confidently looked to to swell the Mills 
vote. Mr. Mills has a number of the 
“young men’ on his side and they are 
working industriously. Mr. Mills, him- 
self, would not say anything about his 
strengthin figures, but there can be no 
doubt of his confidence. He did not think 
it best to make any claims. 

Mr. Springer has quite an array of 
friends at his headquarters, and others are 
expected from Ilinoisto aid him. Mr. 
Davis, one of his workers, said their pres- 
ence was to show that Mr. Springer stood 
as a representative Democrat of the grow- 
ing northwest, and that he was strong, 
not alone in his district, but throughout 
that section. Mr. Davis said that Mr. 
Mills and Mr. Crisp claim somany votes 
that it leaves nothing for Mr. Springer, 
but nevertheless, Mr. Springer’s friends 
expect all the votes of Illinois and nearly 
all of those of Michigan, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota and Iowa, besides others from In- 
diana and elsewhere.

He gained another working sup- 
porter yesterday in the arrival of Repre- 
sentative Stockdale of Mississippi. Mr. 
McMillin said that besides Tennessee’s 
solid vote he expected to get a good part 
of the votes of Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and West Virginia, together 
with votes from Virginia and scattering 
votes from other states, 

The arrival of Representative Hatch of 
Missouri with a large delegation from his 
state greatly enlivened the contest for the 
speakership. He and his friends assert 
that they mean business. They opened 
their headquarters at Willard’s and evi- 
dently mean to inaugurate an aggressive 
campaign. 

Mr. Hatch stated that he wasin the race 
for the speakership in good faith, not for 
personal ambition, but as the representa- 
tive of his state and with the solid indorse- 
ment of the Democratic party there. He 
had no idea of retiring from the race until 
the last ballot. He declared that he would 
notenter into any combinations affecting 
any of the other offices of the house. He 
was making a dignified canvass and based 
his hope of success on the wisdom and 
sound judgment of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the caucus. He did not expect to 
win at the start, but at the finish. 

How the Alliance Stands. 

The total number of Democrats, includ- 
ing the southern Alliance men, will be 237. 
The Republicans number eighty-five, and 
the northern and western Alliance men 
ten. The southern Alliance people will go 
into the Democratic caucus, while the 
western Alliance contingent, headed by 
“Sockless”’ Simpson, will flock by them- 
selves and wili refuse to go into the Demo- 
cratic caucus.

DEATH PREVENTS SLAVERY. 


Wreck of the Brig Tahita, with Nearly 
Three Hundred Souls on Board. 


SAN Francisco, Nov. 30.—A dispatch | 


from Manzanilla, Mexico, says the Ameri- 
can steamer Roseville has .arrived there 
and reports passing a wreck—that of the 
brig Tahita—at sea. She was floating bot- 
tom up, and the captain of the Roseville 
says she must have capsizcd. The rig- 
ging had been cut away on the port side, 
apparently to prevent this. The Tahiti 
created a sensation Sept. 30 last, by put- 
tinginto Drake’s bay, near this city, in 
distress. She had 270 Gilbert Islanders on 
board, under contract for work in Mexico 
at starvation wages. These men were 
| practically slaves, and there was much 

talk of seizing the vessel. Collector 
| Phelps, however, decided he had no right 
| to detain her, and the brig left. It seems 
almost certain that all on board have been 
lost, as the ship’s boats were still with her 
and nothing has been heard of any of ‘the 
survivors. The wreck must have hap- 
pened at least a monthago. Besides the 
islanders, the vessel carried officers and a 
crew of twenty-one, makinga total of 291 
on board.

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ITALIAN GUNBOATS SUNK 


In a Skirmish with Chinese Warships 
at cre Port of Shanghai. 


New York, Dec. 2.—It is rumored in 
Chinese circles that an official dispatch 
has reached the Chinese .consulate here, 
said to be from the minister at W; 
ton, describing a preliminary skirmish 
recently at the port of Shanghai between 
two Italian gunboats and the Chinese 
navy, in which the Italian gunboats were 
sunk. The dispatch, it is stated, says 
the powers sent the twoItalian men-of-war 
outon a trial battle with the Chinese ves- 
sels, and correspondents were warned not 
t telegraph the facts for fear of injuring 
the cause of the Europeans in China. The 
Chinese consul here was too busy at are 
ception last evening to talk about the 
alleged sinking of the Italian gunboats, 
but his secretary said no such dispatch 
had been received, and advised inquiry at 
Washington about it.

PRIEST WITH PISTOL.

Fires Three Shots at Workmen—His 
Aim Poor—No One Injured. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 2.—Trouble has 
been brewing for some time between 
Father Kirwin, pastor of St. Mary’s 
church of East Orange, and the officials 
of the projected electric railway, which is 
now in courseof construction. Poles for 
the operation of the road are being put in 
position, and as the system is to run 
through the thoroughfare in which the 
church is located, it was found necessary 
to erect poles in front of the church prop- 
erty. Father Kirwin decided that they 
should not goup. Early yesterday morn- 
ing a gang of men went to the church and 
immediately began to set the poles in po- 
sition, working as noiselessly as possible. 
But the priest evidently was expecting 
such a move,for the men had not proceeded 
far with their work when he appeared at 
the window of his residence, pistol in 
hand, and deliberately fired three shots at 
the gang of workmen. His aim, however, 
was poor, and no one was injured. There 
is great excitement in the town over the 
affair. 


RAILROAD PASS HOLDERS. 


Court Says They are Entitled to Dam- 
ages in Case of Accident. 

ALBANY, Dec. 2.—The question of lia- 
bility on the part of railroads in cases of 
injury to persons riding on a pass was set- 
tled yesterday by the court of appeals in 
the case of Ira Potter, respondent, against 
the New York, Lake Erie and Western 
Railroad company, appellant, in an ap- 
peal from a judgment from the general 
term, second department, affirming a 
judgment for $2,725.35 in favor of the 
plaintiff. The action was brought to re- 
cover damages for injuries received while 
riding on a train of defendants’ cars from 
Callicoon depot to Greys Court, in May, 
1888. The defendants sought to avoid lia- 
bility by alleging that the plaintiff was 
riding on a pass and that its servants were 
not guilty of negligence. The court of ap- 
peals holds that the decision of the general 
term awardiug damages should be sus- 
tained, and this practically decides this 
question, that railroads are liable for acci- 
dent to pass holders.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The officials of 
the Indian bureau have thus far received 
no information of a reported outbreak 
among the Apache Indians in Arizona. 
If the depredations reported have really 
been committed, the Indian officials are 
inclined to the opinion that they are not 
the work of the San Carlos Apaches, but 
of afew renegades who escaped capture 
with Geronimo two years ago, and who 
have since beenin hidingin the moun- 
tainsin southern Arizona and northern 
Mexico.

Panis, Dec. 2.—A Jesuit father, while 
preaching in the cathedral at Bayonne, de- 
clared that the pope approved of the Arch- 
bishop of Aix’s conduct, where he came 
into conflict with the government. At 
this point the Bishop of Bayonne arose and 
publicly rebuked the Jesuit for his utter- 
ances. The bishop said he knew the pope 
had ordered the clergy to abstain from po- 
litical discussions.

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A TALK WITH A BU::GLUAR 


MEANS AND METHODS USED BY 
SUCCESSFUL CRACKSMEN. 


Yow a Man Who Has “Done Time” for 
Safe Breaking Operates—He Says That 
to Open Safes Is Comparatively Easy 
Work—Time and Money Spent on Tools. 


Did you ever meet a real live flesh und 
blood burglar? I mean aman who has 
made a living by cracking other people's 
safes, by housebreaking and robbery— 
who has ‘‘done time” in various prisons 
and who is under police surveillance 
everywhere he goes? The man with the 
cast iron countenance, the shifty eyes 
and the hunted look? 

Of course, no. You would shrink 
from such society. Yet there is a cer- 
tain novelty in the sensation. Such men 
pass you on the street and leave no more 
distinct impression than the touch of a 
bank president who has absorbed the 
money of his depositors, and is yet at 
large unexposed. It is only when you 
are brought face to face with the bur- 
glar ina dark room, with his blinking 
bullseye shining in your face and the 
cold muzzle of his pistol pressed against 
your temples, that the sensation is ex- 
perienced in all its blood curdling in- 
tensity. And I: feel sure you would 
rather be excused from such a meeting. 

To have an old friend ‘ton the force” 
say to you suddenly some day: **Would 
you like to meet a burglar? Here he is 
now,” and raising a significant finger 
draw a plainly dressed and shambling 
figure from the passing Broadway throng 
into a back room and say, “This man is 
a bank sneak and burglar.” That con- 
veys a different and perhaps more agree- 
able sensutioa. And thatis the sensa- 
tion I have just experienced. 

EASY WORK TO OPEN ANY SAFE. 

“‘When’ll you fellers let up on a man?” 
was the first and rather plaintive in- 
quiry of the ex-convict. His face took 
on an innocent and woe begone look. 

The policeman addressed him familiar- 
ly, asked him what he was doing on 
Broadway and a string of questions; 
not severely, but rather inviting con- 
fidence and conversation. When the 
man found he was not wanted, and that 
a newspaper man was his other auditor, 
he talked glibly. He had been reading 
arecent interview with a well known 
safe manufacturer. 

“There isn’t a bank vault or safe lock 
made,” said the burglar, ‘‘that can’t be 
opened by an expert. I became an 
adept at the business while in the em- 
ploy of a safe manufacturer. 1 picked 
locks as a legitimate business from New 
York to San Francisco. Every safe 
company has men who can do the same 
thing. The first thing a bank official or 
anybody else does, when the safe lock 
gets out of order, is to send to the manu- 
factory and they send an expert who 
opens the safe. The ordinary combina- 
tion lock is easily picked. There are 
time locks which cannot be worked so 
easily, especially modern ones. Some 
combination locks have a micrometer 
proof attachment. That? Why, it’s an 
arrangement which is supposed to pre- 
vent the successful use of the micrometer, 
a little machine which can be attached 
to the handle of the lock and has an in- 
dicator which shows the thickness and 
variation of the tumblers. 

“Some of these cheap combinatio:. 
locks have a bell-like sound or click and 
these can be easily read. And some com- 
binations run in grooves and can be de 
tected at once. You might as well have 
a house door lock and latchkey on a safe 
as one of them. The latest and best com 
bination lock gives out no sound what 
ever, and, while it may be opened, it 
would take an expert a good deal of 
time. There is a good deal of sameness 
about the old style combination locks, 
and when you get used to them they are 
as easily opened as a street door. 

BADLY MADE SAFES. 

«While the modern bank burglar must 
be and usually is an expert on combina- 
tions, he by no means relies upon that. 
A dozen years ago I could open any lock 
within forty-five minutes. Theimprove- 
ments have been such, however, that 
that method cannot longer be depended 
upon. It isn’t true, as stated in thissafe 
manufacturer's interview, that the safes 
operated upon successfully by burglars 
are simply fireproof safes, and that no 
so called burglar proof safes are being 
cracked. All that formidable looking 
array of bolts you see on a burglar proof 
amount to nothing if you can pick the 
lock. The two side bolts are the im- 
portant ones. The others catch the eye, 
but don't make the safe any stronger. 

“The weight of material is not so for- 
midable to a burglar as the quality, and 
there is much poor material put into 
safes. Now, there is a weakness in al- 
most every safe, and it is the burglar's 
art to find it out. Some have better 
steel in the back than in the front, and 
sometimes the steel is tougher and bet- 
ter tempered in one part than another. 
I can tell at once as to the hardness and 
thickness of steel plating. I've had 
drills, however, that would go through 
anything. I could put a hole through 
two average steel plates in thirty min- 
utes. The skill and genius that have 
been expended upon burglars’ tools is 
something extraordinary, and the pains 
that are taken sometimes to lay the 
foundation of great burglaries or a sys- 
tem of small ones would be astonishing 
to honest people. 

“J know of acase where a valuable 
safe was purchased for the experimental 
work. For instance, several country 
banks may be found using the same safe. 
By the purchase of one of the same kind 
and make the experts had an indefinite 
time to study out its weaknesses. They 
then descended upon the selected spoils 
and got away with the boodle. 

“Another way is to go right to the 
manufactory and see how they are made, 
just like the fellow did who wrote that 
article. You have read accounts of re- 
peated burglaries in certain sections 
within a very short time? Well, they 
are usually on a certain set of safes.”— 
New York Telegram.

age of social and moral convulsions and 
great religious unrest. 

Born in Hartford, in 1824, of Yankee 
and Protestant parentage, Thomas S. 
Preston became an Episcopal minister, 
and then a Catholic priest, and rose by 
sheer force of ability to one of the high- 
est places in the church. He has told 
the story of his struggles in most affect- 
ing language. ‘‘Friends,” he says, ‘*bade 
me beware of the impetuosity of youth 
and so far prevailed upon me that dur- 
ing the years of doubt and study I did 
not enter a Catholic church or consult a 
Catholic teacher. I read and prayed and 
conscience constrained me, 

“To say that there was no visible 
church of Christ on earth was a denial 
of Christianity in a concrete form, and 
to my mind that was infidelity. All 
human influences and all worldly ties 
would have kept me whereI was, but I 
felt that if there was a church of Christ 
on earth I must seek till I foundit. The 
‘branch theory’ of Protestanism I was 
logically and historically compelled to 
reject. I was then driven to the conclu- 
sion that in the Roman Catholic church 
only was the ark of safety where I could 
receive the truth from the lips of the in- 
carnateGod. From that moment I have 
never had one doubt of its truth.”

SARAGOSSA’S LEANING TOWER. 


Its Fall Is Now Said to Be a Matter of 
a Few Months. 

Sightseers in Spain as well as intend- 
ing tourists are grieved by the announce- 
ment that the famous leaning tower of 
Saragossa is likely soon to fall. While 
it dces not rival the leaning tower of 
Pisa, in Italy, yet it has stood so long 
that it was supposed the foundations 
would settle no farther, and it is a mar- 
vel on account of its peculiar diapered 
brickwork. It was erected in 1504, and 
owing to some defect in the foundations 
was soon inclining 9 feet and 10 inches 
from the perpendicular. 


HOW THE TOWER LOOKS. 


Saragossa was originally Casar An- 
gusta, a Roman fortress, and in the 
local dialect it is mow Zaragoza. It has 
been celebrated ever since Roman times, 
was very noted in the Saracenic wars, 
was the capital of Aragon until the 
union effected by Ferdinand and Isabel- 
la and was celebrated by Byron on ac- 
count of the heroic maid who saw her 
lover fall and ‘‘shed no ill timed tear,” 
but ‘‘filled the fatal post.” The tower 
has recently been undermined by great 
floods, and good judges say it will fall 
in a few months. 


Diplomats at Washington, 


The diplomatic gentlemen lead a 
rather gay life. Not one inadozen of 
them ever did a real day’s work. The 
young attaches and secretaries are for 
the most part the sons of rich or influ- 
ential fathers, appointed for their fam- 
ily’s sake rather than for any ability 
which they are supposed to possess, and 
they spend nearly all their time playing 
tennis, riding or driving and dining cne 
with another. I asked an attache of one 
of the big European legations what his 
duties were, and he replied: ‘Well, I 
have to open the mail every day”—he ex- 
plained that the mail usually consisted 
of five or six letters and occasionally a 
diplomatic packet—‘‘and I must dine 
three times a week with my minister 
and go tochurch with him every Sun- 
day. I believe that is all.” 


The Bicycle in Good Repute. 

Fifteen years ago the ‘‘velocipede” 
was the object of all sorts of adverse 
@mment. Now, as the bicycle, it has 
veen thought worthy of a place in the 
details of army organization, and, ac- 
cording to a London merchant, it has 
moral merit as well. He says that the 
clerk who comes and goes between his 
home and his office on a bicycle escapes 
temptations encountered by travelers on 
*buses, and is better fitted for business. 
He loses no time in waiting at stations. 
The exertion of getting home makes 
him disinclined to go out to clubs or bil- 
liard saloons, and for these reasons he 
thinks bicyclists to be morally superior.

Radical English Fashions Don’t Go. 

The recent refusal to sanction with 
the customary prompt enthusiasm sev- 
eral of the most radical changes in the 
regime that have been made of late years 
by London swells has had a decidedly 
discomfiting effect upon our English 
cousins. Their confidence of leadership 
has received naturally a severe shock in 
consequence. From all accounts the 
London swell mob is passing through a 
period of experimentalism. As a result 
men’s fashions abroad have not been so 
unsettled in fifty years. 

The heavy swells continue groping 
aimlessly after the elusive innovation. 
For their independence at this time, 
therefore, Americans have cause for self 
congratulation—the ‘more particularly 
so on account of the very divergent 
character of some of the foreign ultra 
speculations. Advanced copies of the 
recent London fads in coats and top 
coats, had they been tried suddenly on 
the New York public, would have creat- 
ed almost a riot in the streets. The Eng- 
lish swell, be it known, can dress him- 
self up as his fancy dictates and the 
yeomanry makes no outcry. 

Now that we have thrown off the 
shackles of slavish emulation and blithe- 
ly accept or reject what we want, or 
what does not appeal to the sense of the 
fitness of things, the English fashion 
framer will come down from his oracu- 
lar eminence and in the future pose with 
ameliorated despotism in the light of 
guide, philosopher and friend. I am 
aware that the sentiments above set 
forth would have been regarded a few 
years ago as rank heresy, but they veri- 
fy the aphorism of Brer Rabbit that 
“the world do move.”—Clothier and 
Furnisher. 


An Ingenious Prisoner. 

It is seldom that a convict turns the 
hours of his enforced confinement to such 
good purpose as aninmate of a Maryland 
prison. His term of imprisonment is 
thirteen years, on a conviction of horse 
stealing, of which he insists he was in- 
nocent. By working overtime he has 
earned such sums of money as to enable 
him to purchase books, of which his cell 
contains over 200. A short time ago, 
when electric light wires were being 
placed in the prison, he became inter- 
ested in electricity and bought some 
standard works on the subject. The re- 
sult was the construction of half a dozen 
different electrical appliances, including 
a burglar alarm, which he has just com- 
pleted for the bedroom of the warden of 
the prison. 

Another result of his industry is a lock 
which is so arranged that hammering on 
it drives the bolts deeper into their fas- 
tening. He exhibited a model of this 
lock to the warden, who was so pleased 
With it that it was at once adopted for 
use in the prison. Castings for the locks 
were made in the prison foundry, a lathe 
was set upin the prisoner's cell and he 
was relieved of all other tasks so that his 
entire time could be devoted to the man- 
ufacture of his locks, with which in a 
short time all the dormitories of the 
prison will be provided.—Exchange. 


Against the Insurance Company. 

A merchant who was a member of a 
mutual accident insurance association 
was killed, while hunting for recreation, 
from an accidental shot. The associa- 
tion provided for the payment of sums 
ranging from $5,000 to $500, according 
to the occupation of the member. Mer- 
chants’ certificates call for $5,000; but 
the company paid the beneficiaries of 
the man in question only $500, on the 
strength of a provision that any member 
receiving an injury while engaged tem- 
porarily in another occupation more 
hazardous than the one given in his cer- 
tificate, he shall be entitled only to such 
sum as provided for in the occupation in 
in which he is engaged at the time of 
injury. 

The Illinois supreme court held that 
the beneficiaries were entitled to the 
whole $5,000, as the word “occupation” 
in the bylaw has reference to trade, vo- 
cation or profession, and does not pre- 
clude a member from the performance 
of acts which are simply incidents con- 
nected with the daily life of men in all 
pursuits.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

AN EVIL PRACTICE. 


A General Sentiment Against 
Dating Bills Ahead. 


IT SHOULD BE ABOLISHED 


Is the Almost Unanimous Opinion of 
Shoe Jobbers 
Throughout the Country—Suggestions 


Manufacturers and 


Regarding Plans for the Future. 


Boston, Dec. 2.—At a meeting of the 
New England Shoe and Leather associa- 
tion, held on July 15 last, a committee of 
seven was constituted, and afterward in- 
creased to thirty, relative to the subject of 
dating bills after the time of shipment. Of 
this committee Edwin L. Sprague was 
made chairman. Its report is now in 
print. 

The committee sent a circular to the 
boot and shoe manufecturers and jobbers 
throughout the country, putting these 
questions: 

First—In your opinion, do the evils attrib- 
uted tothe system of dating bills after tho 
time of shipment, as stated in the accompany- 
ing communication, exist? 

Second—Are you disposed to unite in any 
measures receiving the indorsement of tho 
trade which will do away with or change the 
system? 

Third—Would you favor areturn to the old 
system of dating bills when goods are shipped, 
tobe settled for within a reasonable time, 
either by cash or note? 

The Opinions. 

To the first question 95 per cent. of those 
answering replied in the affirmative, 1 per 
cent. in the negative, and4 percent. in- 
definitely: to the second, 93 per cent. in the 
affirmative, 4 per cent. in the negative,and 
8 per cent. indefinitely; to the third, 90 per 
cent. in the affirmative, 4 per cent. in the 
negative, 6 per cent indefinitely. These 
replies lead the committee to report: 

That it is the almost unanimous opinion of 
the boot and shoe manufacturers and jobbers 
of the country that the dating-ahead system, 
as it now exists, isa great evil,and should be 
abolished or largely modified; that the manu- 
facturers and jobbers are disposed to co-oper- 
ate in any measures which may seem to them 
practical for its abolition; and that they 
will favor a return to the system under which 
the date of bills 

Shall Be the Time of Shipment, 
and settlement shall be made in a reasonable 
time, either by cash or note. 

Having arrived at the above conclusion'the 
questions which the committee were called 
upon to determine were—which of the two 
alternatives proposed, the abolition or modifi- 
cation of the dating-ahead system, is the more 
feasible, and which will better promote the 
interests of the trade. In answer to the first 
inquiry they report that no general and satis- 
factory modification of the dating-ahead sys- 
tem is, in the opinion of the committee, possi- 
ble. 

And in answer to the second : 

That not only would the interests of the 
trade be best subserved by the abolition of the 
dating-ahead system, but its welfare impera- 
tively demands it. 

The committee recommends the follow- 
ing as 

A Basis of System 
under which sales should be made: 

First—That the date of bills shall be that of 
the date of shipment of goods. 

Second—That settlement of bills shall be 
made by notes or cash within thirty days, or 
within other reasonable time subsequent to 
the date of bills. 

Third—That the maximum time given be 
such that one season’s bills shall nos overlap 
the bills of the succeeding season. 

In commenting upon the past custom, 
the committee says that the adoption of 
the dating-ahead system not only revolu- 
tionized the general mercantile credit sys- 
tem, substituting one of long-time open 

accounts for one of short-time ac- 
counts and notes having a merchan- 
dise basis, but also revolutionized the 
general system of note issue, forcing in 
place of that which had a merchandise 
basis the one at present existing, which, 
upon examination, bears a tooclose re- 
semblance to a system of fiat money issue 
not to be contemplated without feelings of 
insecurity and apprehension. 
A Daring Robbery.

AT A RIPE OLD AGE. 


Death of Rev. Samuel Devens, Who Was 
Loved by All Who Knew Him. 
Boston, Dec. 2.—Rev. Samuel Adams 
Devens, died at his home, 13 Chester 
square, at 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 


Mr. Devens was born in Charles- 
town, Oct. 27,1808. He was a son of 


the late Hon. David Devens, and a great- 
grandson of the patriot, Richard Devens 
who was commissary-general of Massa- 
chusetts during the revolution. His 
mother was a daughter of Rev. Zabdiel 
‘dams of Lunenberg, Mass., who was & 
double cousin of John Adams, the second 
president of the United States. 

During early life Mr. Devens was active 
in preaching the Unitarian faith in va- 
rious places in New England and thesouth. 
His last service in the ministry was at 
Charleston, S. C., not long after the war. 

His extensive travel and culture and 
old-time courtesy made him a most inter- 
esting companion. His heart beat warmly 
for the poor and oppressed; he was gener- 
ous to a fault, and ever ready with a help- 
ing hand. His death will be a sad blow to 
many who depended upon him alone for a 
kind word or material assistance. 


BARMAIDS IN ENGLAND. 


System of Public House Management Has 
Much Room for Reform. 
LONDON, Dec. 2.—Before the royal labor 
commission, Barrister Shortt,secretary 
of the committee to improve the condition 
of barmaids gave some interesting and 
even sensational testimony as to the con- 
ditions and prospects of that large class of 
female workers. He estimated the num- 
ber of barmaids in England and Wales at 
80,000, and gave their average wages as 10 
suillings a week. On this sum, he said, 
they are expected to dress neatly and at- 
tractively. They are occupied in their 
work on an average of fourteen hours a 
day. Many publicans refuse to employ 
any barmaids except those that are free 
from family ties or responsibilities, and 
disposed to consult the proprietors’ inter- 
ests in every way. Hundreds of girls are 
thus ruined, said Mr. Shortt, every year. 
The rank of the barmaids are recruited 
from the middle classes, and even to some 
extent from the professional classes. Mr. 
Shortt feared that it was useless to expect 
achangein the English plan of public 
house management by the adoption of the 
American system of male barkeepers. 


NO JURY YET. 


No Progress Seems to Be Made in the 


Barnaby Poisoning Case. 
DENVER, Dec. 2.—There were just nine- 


teen peremptory challenges left when the 
work of securing a jury to try Dr. Graves 
was resumed yesterday morning. The de- 
fense had ten and the prosecution nime. 
There were but fifty-eight talesmen to 
select from as only this number could be 
found out of the venire of 150 ordered 
for the day. A venire of fifty more 
jurors was ordered for the afternoon, 
and as a jury was not obtained out of that 
number Judge Rising ordered the drawing 
of a panel of 500jurors for today. The ex- 
cuses of business men who did not care 
to serve came thick and fast after the pro- 
ceedings were resumed.

OLD HANDS AT THE BUSINESS. 


Arrest of Firebugs Who Have Swindled 
Many Insurance Companies. 

St. Pau, Dec. 2. — Detectives last 
night arrested Morris Michgel and his 
uncle, Max Michael, members of a gang of 
incendiaries who for overa year have made 
a regnlar business of setting fire to houses 
and stores in various parts ofthe city for 
the purpose of securing a portion of the 
insurance. Morris Michael, in company 
with Detective Floyd, who had gained his 
confidence, last night fired a building 
upon which a policy of insurance had 
been obtained by Floyd. Morris told 
Floyd he had burned five houses in West 
St. Paul on the percentage of insurance 
plan, and that when he lived in Chicago 
he made lots of money out of setting fires. 
There are three other members of the gang 
who will probably be arrested soon. 


Emperor William as High Priest. 

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—Among the great stories 
invented by the French press about the 
conduct of the Emperor William on board 
the yacht Hohenzollern during the voyage 
last summer to the Norwegian coast, was 
one that he hadan altar erected on deck, 
and posing as high priest preached to the 
assembled officers and crew. The fact is 
that the emperor, in the absence of a 
chaplain, conducted the ship’s service on 
Sundays and holidays.

ISAAC'S NEW STORY. 


Says He Killed His Brother 
Without Aid. 


DEED WAS DONE IN MAINE 


According to His Latest Affidavit, Which 


is Not Consistent with the Frst One. 


Sawtell and Witnesses Will Testify in 


Court Next Monday. 
Concorp, N. H., Dec. 2.—Counsel for 
Isaac B. Sawtell went to the prison yester- 
day and obtained a short affidavit from 
him concerning the details of the murder 
of his brother Hiram. They and the prison 
officers decline to furnish the document 
for publication, but it is known that in it 
Isaac confesses to killing his brother with 
a pistol. He says he did it alone and un- 
aided aud that the crime was committed 
in the state of Maine (where there is no 
capital punishment). 

The papers in the case were submitted 
to Judge Chase of the supreme court and 
at once transferred by him tothe full 
bench for action. When the case was re- 
corded on docket, Attorney General Barn- 
ard 

Moved to Dismiss the Petition, 
because the affidavits of witness related 
simply to immaterial matter, while Saw- 
tell’s sworn statement contains nothing 
that he could not have testified to at the 
trial had he chosen so to do. 

J. A. Edgerly, counsel for Sawtell, said 
in reply that the aflidavits showed that 
important witnesses for the state were 
mistaken, and further, that no crime was 
committed in New Hampshire, but that, 
in fact, Hiram Sawtell was murdered in 
Maine. The fact that Sawtell chose not 
to exercise his constitutional right to tes- 
tify at the trial could have no effect upon 
his right to a new trial under these pro- 
ceedings. 

Attorney General Barnard said: “It 1s 
simply his opinion that he had an unfair 
trial. Thatisof no consequence.” Two 
affidavits are presented to the court, in 
one of which he (Sawtell) says he had no 
pistol, andin the other hesays he shot 
Hiram with a revolver, when nobody was 
present, 

In the State of Maine. 
Which statement can the court believe? 
It is now too late for him to ask for a new 
trial.” 

Chief Justice Doe asked when Isaac Saw- 
told him Jan. 5, 1892. The matter was 
then taken under advisement. Last night 
the full bench decided to hear all parties, 
and their evidence in the matter of the 
application of the murderer Sawtell for a 
new trial,next Monday. The prisoner him- 
self will appear in court and testify, and 
witnesses willalso be called by the prose- 
cution and defense. 


EXCITEMENT IN TENNESSEE,

His resignation will be severely felt 
by our schools; and many of the teachers 
will be sorry to learn that he is soon to 
leave them.

Parties who saw the men at work in- 
quired what they were doing and were in- 
formed that the company were to put in 
Lew wires. 

When the men left North Weymouth 
they drove to Boston and stopped at a junk 
store on Kneeland street, where Paul was 
disposing of the wire when arrested by 
Officer John F. Welsh of Station 4. Con- 
stable Furnald of Quincy was communi- 
cated with and later in the evening Officer 
Welch came to Quincy, when the two 
officers located the theft at Weymouth. 

Paul is an old lineman and told the offi- 
cers that he was at work for the Postal 
Telegraph Co., and that he had been hired 
to go out andcut the wires down.

Terrible Loss of Life. 

VANCOUVER, B. C., Dec. 2, 1891. The 
Canadian Pacific railroad steamship Em- 
press of China, after one of the roughest 
trips on record, arrived this morning with 
Chinese and Japanese newspapers. The 
official report of the earthquake in Japan 
places the number killed at 3,060 and the 
injured 9,000, one-third of whom ‘will die. 
Sickness following the disaster and inci- 
dental to it will be responsible for fully as 
many more. The amount of damage done 
cannot even be estimated. 

The total subscription of foreigners will 
be close to $100,000. The government of 
Japan has appropriated $200,000,000 to the 
restoration of the water courses and other 
public works. 


Annual Report. 


The annual report of First Assistant 
Postmaster General Whitfield says there 
were 2984 presidential offices on July 1, 
1891, a net increase of 254. The aggregate 
amount of presidential salaries was $5,(47,- 
700, au increase of $434,200 compared with 
1890. The total gross receipts at presi- 
dential offices for the year ended March 31, 
1891, amounted to $50,305,057, an increase 
of $4,875,696 compared with the previous 
year. 


Marine Hospital. 


Congress some time ago appropriated 
$20,000 for a marine hospital at Vineyard 
Haven. Soon after condemnation pro- 
ceedings were begun for taking five acres 
of land, a part of a farm owned by Eliza 
Sparrow. The case was to have been tried | 
in the Circuit Court, as Mrs. Sparrow 
wanted $3000 for the property, which the 
United States thought was too much. 
Yesterday the case was settled, the owner 
sgreeing to let the land go for $1200. The 
hospital will now be built. The case has 
been pending several years.

Now is the time to start your bulbs 1n 
glasses for the winter’s bloom. Grow- 
ing them in vases of water is popular for 
two reasons. In the first place, it is a 
pleasure to watch the development of 
the entire plant, and, secondly, it is a 
very easy and clean way of obtaining a 
goodly show of beautiful flowers. It re- 
quires, moreover, no horticultural knowl- 
edge or skill, as any one may be success- 
ful by observing a few obvious rules. It 
must be remembered always that in or- 
der to produce fine flowers all bulba 
must first form their roots, and as the 
darkness prevents the top growth of the 
plant, but rather aids that mysterious 


| process of rootmaking thatis generally 


in plant life carried on under the friendly 
cover of the earth, it is better to place the 
glasses in a cool cellar or closet, where 
there is at the same time plenty of air, 
until the roots are well formed and the 
plant begins to sprout. 

The water in the glasses should just 
reach, not touch, the bulbs; and after 
they have been brought into the roo: 
where they are to flower they should pe 
kept in a place where it will not be toc 
hot. They like rather a low tempera 
ture, although requiring plenty of air 
and light. In choosing your bulbs select 
those that are hard and heavy, as for 
window plants you will want the very 
Sest.—New York Tribune.

Daudet Is Now Dying. 

“Alphonse Daudet is dying, but in 
his brief intervals from pain he pluck- 
ily sticks to his work.” 

This brief telegram recently brought 
grief to the admirers of the brilliant 
novelist. His task is almost done, but 
the virile energy = 
and forcible 
frankness of his 
books will long 
secure readers. 
Daudet’s fifty 
years may be di- 
vided in two 
nearly equal 
parts—in the first 
he suffered from 
poverty, in the’, 
last from ill 
health, due to 
that poverty. In ALPHONSE DAUDET. 
fact, he has been an invalid for a dozen 
years, and oniy his indomitable spirit 
and the unwearied devotion of his wife 
have sustained him. In his boyhood in 
Languedoc he was a very poor and 
very studious scholar. A little later he 
was a country school teacher, earning 
just money enough to keep soul and body 
together and scantily clothe himself. 

In early manhood he located in Paris 
and entered on the life of a literary 
drudge. A few years later he received 
the largest sum ever paid an author for 
a novel—his “Sappho” netted him $100,- 
000. Between the two dates, however, 
he toiled hard, was poorly paid and en- 
dured much. He won fame long before 
he gained a competence; and at the very 
time when he was patronized by the 
celebrated actress, Mme. Bohan, and 
met in her salon such men as Gambetta 
and Rochefort, associating with them 
and other notabilities on familiar terms, 
he was suffering for what was to a man 
in his condition the necessaries of life. 

His ‘“‘Tartarin,” “Jack,” “The Na- 
bob” and ‘Kings in Exile” followed in 
rapid succession, and Daudet now takes 
rank asa wealthy author. In his days 
of poverty he had a brother Ernest, who 
lived in alittle back room on the fifth 
floor of a tenement house on a salary of 
$4.50, and saved something to assist the 
struggling young author. It is delight- 
ful to learn that the brothers shared 
prosperity as freely as they had shared 
adversity. Alphonse was always domes- 
tic in his tastes, and in his death his wife 
and family willlose an intimate com- 
panion and loving guardian. 


LONDON’S LORD MAYOR. 


The New Incumbent Is Rich and Com- 
paratively Young. 

Mr. David Evans, lord mayor elect of 
the city of Lon- 
don, has several 
claims to fame, 
one of which is 
that he is the 
youngest man to 
attain the chair 
during the pres- 
ent century. His 
age is forty-two, 
his wife is much 3 
younger and a “4 
very stylishlady, 7 
and they have 
eight children at 
present. Heis a 
native of Glam- 
organshire, Wales, is very rich and is 
said to be an extremely entertaining 
gentleman socially. 

The corporation allows the lord mayor 
about $50,000 a year, with the mansion 
house, coach, outriders, secretaries and 
servants, yet the incumbent always 
spends more than his salary. In fact, 
there is a sort of unwritten law that no 
lord mayor shall go out of office as rich 
as he went in, or without adding as 
much of his own to the outlay as he re- 
ceives from the government. 

For over two centuries the duties of 
the lord mayor have been rather spec- 
tacular than practical, yet cases occasion- 
ally arise in which the office is of tragic 
importance. When James II, the last 
Catholic king, fled from his capital, car- 
rying with him the great seal, and an- 
archy broke loose on the longest night 
of the year 1688, itso happened that the 
lord mayor was for a short time the only 
undisputed power. The “‘bloody judge,” 
Jeffreys, was taken to him for disposal, 
and the lord mayor was so overcome 
that he fell ina fit and was carried to 
his bed, from which he never rose. Near- 
ly acentury later, during the Gordon 
riots, the lord mayor was equally im- 
portant and only a little less helpless.

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” STRAINED RELATIONS 


Between Church and State Giving 
Cause for Alarm in Brazil. 


Rio JANEIRO, Dec. 3.—The antagonism 
between state and church is becoming 
acute. The government charges the 
clergy with having engaged in machina- 
tions for the restoration of the empire, and 
the clergy accuse the government of be- 
ing hostile to the interests of the chureh. 
The clergy have never liked the Republic, 
and have remained, with few exceptions, 
attached to the imperial house. 

When the official connection between 
church and state was declared abolished 
the federal government engaged to pro 
vide for the payment of all salaries to the 
existing functionaries of the hierarchy 
and to support the chairs in the seminaries 
for one year, leaving it to the provinces to 
do as much more as they pleased in the in 
terest of religion. 

Most of the provinces have chosen to 
do nothing, and where priests have died, 
altars remain vacant for want of a salaried 
ministry. The Brazilians, unaccustomed 
to voluntary contribution for clerical sup- 
port, are learning to neglect religion, and 
the church sees the people stepping away 
fromit. These circumstances have cre 
ated a bitter feeling. The government, on 
the other hand, which has paid little at 
tention to the signs!of clerical discontent, 
now recognizes the clergy as politically 
hostile and possibly dangerous, and steps 
will doubtless be taken, on the reassem- 
bling of congress, towards abolishing any 

jning responsibility of the federal 
govenment for the support of the church 
establishment. 


A GILT-EDGED RASCAL. 


Mr. Weichers Gives Further Evidence 
of Edward Fields’ Crookedness. 


NEW YoRK, Dee. 3.—Another of the 
peculiar dealings of Edward M. Fields has 
cropped out. It is charged that he went 
to the private desk of Mr. Weichers and 
removed $50,000 worth of government 
bonds and $15,000 in loan notes.

On my return from Cuba the 
$50,000 worth of government bonds and the 
$15,000 worth of negotiable notes were 
gone. My private desk had been opened.”

NEW MAN MAY GET IT 


COLOGNE BOTTLE. Crisp Now Thought to 


Lead. 


But Its Nobody’s Game Up to the 
Present, 


Mills People Deny Claims Made by Crisp’s 
Backers—The Figures. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The field against 
Crisp is the situation of the contest. 
Whether the field can center upon any one 
man now in the race or a new man is the 
question asked on all sides. Crisp has a 
commanding lead, but is some distance 
from the goal, while the other candidates 
are a considerable distance in the rear. 
Wilson of West Virginia is mentioned as 
the man most likely to be taken up if Mc- 
Millin, Springer and Hatch are dropped 
by their supporters. 

No break in their lines was effected , 
terday, though several efforts in that di- 
rection were made, especially among the 
Springer forces. The attempt was made 
to draw from Springer his Wisconsfn con- 
tingent and ex-Secretary Vilas was cred- 
ited with engineering the movement. His 
friends, however, deny that he is interfer- 
ing in the speakership fight. He was at 
Springer’s headquarters several hours last 
night. 

The headquarters of the different aspir- 
ants were crowded last night, and the ut- 
most good feeling prevailed. Judge Hol- 
man of Indiana, the caucus chairman, ar- 
rived last night, but did not visit any of 
the headquarters. He refused to express 
his preference, stating that the Indiana 
delegation vould meet today to discuss 
the situation. At the request of all the 
candidates he issued the following official 
call last night for the meeting of the 
caucus: 

The Call. 

There will be a meeting of the Democratic 
members of the house of representatives at 
the hall of the house on Saturday, Dec. 5, for 
the purpose of nominating candidates for the 
offices of the house of representatives for the 
Fifty-second congress. 

W.S. Hotman, Chairman. 

It is said that 200 members are in the 
city. Itis expected that not more than 
225 members will be present at the caucus: 

The total Democratic membership is 
placed at 233; but as a matter of course, 
many candidates will not be present and 
voting. The claims of several candidates 
on the first place is; Crisp, 98; Mills, 67; 
Springer, 59; McMillan, 29; Hatch, 13. 
This total gives more votes than there are 
Democratic members, so that somebody is 
overestimating his strength. The Crisp 
people claim that they cannot be beaten, 
and with other candidates, except Mills 
out of the race, the vote will stand as fol- 
lows:

The Crisp people explain that the 99 
votes that are here given Mills, are all 
that Crisp is not sure of, and they say he 
will not get more than 75. They are abso- 
lntely certain, they say, of 132 votes in this 
contingency, and will probably add some 
20 votes that in this calculation are 
given to Mills. The Mills people do not 
concede this, and Hatch, McMillin and 
Springer all say they will be in at the fin- 
ish. The Mills workers gave out the fol- 
lowing statement last night: 

We have been giving out figures freely and 
in detail today. They are open to the inspec- 
tion of all members. We counted on the vary- 
ing and extravagant statements of Mr. Crisp 
reacting upon them and preferred not to give 
our figures until members had more generally 
arrived and committed themselves. 

The Crisp Estimates 

have varied from 114 to 75 or less, begin- 
ning at the former figures and running 
down tothe latter. A careful summary 
places 42 members yet uncommitted. Of 
those committed 13 are for Hatch, 16 for 
McMillin, 36 for Springer, 54 for Crisp and 
67 for Mills. These, with the five candi- 
dates not voting, Watson (Georgia) voting 
with the Alliance, and Ryan (Missouri) 
detained at home by a broken leg, make 
285, the full Democratic vote. 

Of course both Crisp and Mills will get 
a larger vote than is now assured. Indeed 
all the candidates may draw from the 42 
votes undeclared. The‘outstanding point 
is that we can succeed without this vote. 
The vote for Springer, Hatch and Mc- 
Millin we claim on the second choice sure. 
This, with the 67 we now have, gives us 10 
votes more than enough to nominate. 
That would be 105 for Crisp, or 126 for 
Mills, or amajority of 21. Crisp will get 
nearly his entire strength on the first bal- 
lot, while much ofthe Mills vote may be 
locked up with Springer and other friends. 

It is recognized as bad form for these 
friends of a common cause to be scattered, 
but there is certain to be 


{ Considerable Concentration 


before the caucus meets, and even if there 
is not, we have but to resist the effects of 
schemes, and the victory is certainly ours. 
Our actual majority will be larger than 
given here, as of course we will get a good 
proportion of these present in the woods. 

At the headquarters of Mr. Hatch his 
supporters felévery certain of success. One 
of his principal liautenants said that Mr. 
Hatch, while gaining no votes, was hold- 
ing hisown. The fact that McMillin and 
Hatch were not losing strength seems to 
indicate that the five prominent candidates 
will enter the caucus. The supporters of 
Mr. Hatch assert that he is unfriendly to 
none of the principal candidates, and they 
look upon his chances as a compromise 
candidate as even better than McMillin or 
Springer.

Union Truant School. 

The Norfolk county commissioners 
Wednesday, drew an order in which they 
unite with the commissioners of Bristol 
and Plymouth in building an addition to 
the Truant School buildings in Walpole, 
the said addition not to exceed $5000 in 
cost of construction. 

The schoo] hereafter is to be known as 
the Norfolk, Bristol and Plymouth Union 
Truant School. The buildings are owned 
by Norfolk County and are insured for 
$10,000 for the benefit of that county. 
Any additions hereafier made to the 
buildings will be made at the expense of ail 
three counties and it will be divided as 
follows: Bristol County to pay forty per 
cent., Norfolk County thirty-eight per 
cent. and Plymouth County twenty-two 
percent. The personal property is owned 
by the three counties in exactly the same 
proportion. At present there are furty- 
seven truants in the school, of which num- 
ber Norfolk County is credited with five 
and Bristol County with forty-two. Aaron 
R. Morse is superintendent, and the institu- 
tion is considered a model one of its kind.

Weather Signals on Trains. 


Sergeant J. W. Smith, who has charge 
of the Boston weather office, has made 
arrangements with the officials of the Old 


Colony and New York and New England | 


railways by which they agree to dissemi- 
nate the weather predictions in their re- 
spective territories by means of flags at- 
tached to the trains. 

The Old Colony officials will first make 
the trial on the Central division of their 
system, and, unless impracticable, will 
extend the ‘‘ weather code service"’ to all 
of its lines. 

The weather predictions will thus, it is 
seen, be disseminated in the less thickly 
settled regions within a short time after 
being made, for the rural inhabitant will 
read the signal code or the passing train 
long before he gets the mail.

A Chinese Governor. 

Tshang Yao, the governor of' the pro- 
vince of Shantung, who died recently, 
was one of the highest dignitaries of the 
Celestial empire. He had a highly ad- 
venturous career. Born in lowly posi- 
tion, he was obliged to flee in his youth 
on account of having murdered the tor- 
mentag of an old man. He became a 
robber and soon stood at the head of all 
the brigands who made the province of 
Hunan unsafe. When, during the re- 
bellion, the chief town of the province 
was threatened, the governor issued a 
proclamation in which he promised the 
hand of his daughter to the man who 
would save the town from the enemy. 

At the head of 500 bandits, Tshang 
beat off the attack of the rebels, and led 
home on the next day, as a reward for 
his bravery, the almond eyed beauty. 
Then he made rapid progress. He was 
not able to read or write, but was of 
great integrity, and died poor as he was 
born. He was called by his people, on 
account of his charity, Tshan;:, ‘the 
blue sky.”

Will Our Navy Be When New 
Guns are Built. 


SMOKELESS POWDER TESTS 


Will Lead to Its General Use by the 
Government—The Submarine Gun Ex- 
pected to Perform Wonders—Superior 
Merits of the Nickel-Stcel Plate Armor. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 4. — Commodore 
Folger, chief of the bureau of ordinance, 
in his annual report estimates the ex- 
penses of the bureau for the next fiscal 
year at $4,780,291, of which $4,186,250 is to 
be applied toward the armaments of new 
vessels authorized to be built. 

The number of guns required toarm the 
new vessels is 247, ranging in caliber from 
fuur to thirteen inches. The guns com- 
pleted number 155, of which 117 were six- 
inch caliber. 

Although none of the ships authorized 
to be built require guns of sixteen-inch 
caliber, it is believed such guns may be 
needed, so plans have been made and au- 
thority is sought for construction of one 
of them. 

It is believed the difficulties experienced 
abroad with these large guns can be over- 
come. 

In order to facilitate interchange of am- 
munition in case of war,it is recommended 
that all projectiles used by the army and 


navy be made of uniform sizes and 
weights. 


The Trials of fmokeless Powder 
are said to have resulted satisfactorily, 
and it is believed that soon the use of gun- 
powder will be abandoned in calibers of 
six-inch and beJow it, being replaced by 
smokeless powder. 

An order for 50,000 pounds of gun cotton, 
the best known high explosive for naval 
use, has been placed with the Duponts,and 
a plant capable of turning out 1000 pounds 
a day will be in operation in two months. 

A notable improvement in the quality 
of Carpenter armor-piercing projectiles is 
recorded. Large orders have been given 
to American firms for the production of 
forged steel,common shells and electro- 
welded steel shells. 

The experience of European countries is 
said to be conclusive as to the merits of 
the new small caliber smokeless powder 
rifle, and the navy is only waiting the ac- 
tion of the army board to arm the sailors 
with new small arms. 

The report says our navy will soon be 
equipped with torpedo outfits 

Equal, if Not Superior, 

to those possessed by foreign nations. 
Touching the submarine gun now ap- 
proaching completion, the report says it 
seems probable that the chances of thy 
ram being able to reach her antagonist 
with destructive effect will be quadrupled 
by the addition of this weapon to her 
means of offense. 

The report states that ordinance ma- 
terial of every description is now manu- 
factured at the Washington navy yard 
cheaper than outside contractors will 
agree to undertake the work. The bureau 
considers that a better plate 

Of American Manufacture 
has been produced than the department 
was able to purchase abroad a year ago; 


and the tests have developed a new prin- 
manufacture of armor which 
will furnish greater protection to the vital 
parts of a vessel than any other system 
hitherto employed. 


It is probable, says the report, that 
within eighteen months, with relatively 


slight expenditure of money, the present 
armor producing capacity of the United 
States could be quadrupled.

The Northern Pacific is fencing its road 
at the rate of 3,200 miles a year. 

It is reported that the New York Central 
Railroad company is soon to lay a fifth 
track between Albany and Buffalo. 

Anengine with three cylinders will be 
built by the Baldwin Locomotive works of 
Philadelphia for the Abt railroad to Pike’s 
Peak. 

Half the Missouri, Kausas and Texas 
general offices are to be in Parsons, Kan., 
and half in Sedalia, Mo., the result of com 
promise of the road with Sedalia. 

Over $1,000,000 will be expended by the 
Lake Shore and the Michigan Southern in 
building new stations, reducing grades 
and increasing tracks between Cleveland 
and Chicago. 

It is claimed that the longest name of 
any railroad in: America is the following: 
The Hudson, St. Vrain, Erie, Mitchell, 
Lafayette, Louisville, Marshall, Denver 
and Pacific railway. 

The total number of miles of street rail- 
waeysin the United States and Canada is 
11,029, of which 5,442 are operated by ani- 
mal power, 3,000 by electric power, 1,918 by 
steam power and 660 by cable power. 

Arailway is now being built from La 
2az, in Bolivia, to the headwaters of the 
River Madeira, in Brazil, which is the 
main tributary of the Amuzon, thus Kiv 
ing a water outlet for the Bolivian prod- 
ucts. 


AN ARMY OF CLAIMANTS, 


HOW INVENTORS ARE OFTEN DE- 
PRIVED OF THEIR LAURELS. 


Whenever Some Great Discovery Is Made, 
from One to a Dozen People Allege 
Priority—Some Uistorical Examples of 
Great Interest.

4 This fact must be 

apparent to any 
one who has de- 
voted much con- 
sideration to the 
subject. There- 
fore it is not sur- 
prising that, «as 
soon as any great 
invention is an- 
nounced, a dozen persons should im- 
mediately come forward with claims of 
priority. To a certain extent they are 
usually entitled to some credit, but after 
allit is not the idea, but its practical 
application, which makes an invention 
valuable. 

This tendency has erroneously come to 
be considered as an evidence of the de- 
generacy of the present day, and this 
very theory was advanced by some 
writer not long ago, when Captain 
Pierce, of New York city, laid claim to 
the credit for the invention of the whale- 
back steamer, the new style of ocean 
freight carrier. This human frailty is 
not, however, a plant of modern growth, 
for almost all of the world’s important 
inventions have been claimed by persons 
other than those who promulgated them. 

When Marco Polo brought the mari- 
ner’s co? s to Europe in 1270, a hun- 
dred ship captains at once came forward 
with the information that a similar de- 
vice had been used nearly seventy-five 
years earlier. The Frenchalso attempted 
to prove that Guyot, of Provence, a 
poet, had referred to it repeatedly half 
a century even before that. John Guten- 
berg, whois recognized as the father of 
printing, had his claim disputed by Lau- 
rence Koster, of Haarlem, who asserted 
that he had invented movable types nine 
years before—1430. When the Germans 
(1820) claimed the invention of gunpow- 
der for one of their monks, Bartholdus 
Schwartz, to whose memory a monu- 
ment has been erected in his native town 
of Frieburg, the English endeavored to 
prove (and thought they succeeded) that 
Roger Bacon had made it in 1270, al- 
though, for that matter, it is almost 
certain that it was known to the Chinese 
for blasting purposes at about the begin- 
ning of the Christian era. 

In 1646 the young French phenomenon, 
Pascal, illustrated at Rouen the theory 
ofthe barometer. He was at once hailed 
as an authority upon atmospheric pres- 
sure; he was believed to have proceeded 
further in his researches and to have ac- 
complished more than any one of the 
brilliant men who had preceded hit. 


ROGER BACON, 


3ut the sweets in his cup of glory were 
not without their bitter, for Torricelli, 
who had been a pupil of Galileo, straight- 
way uverred that he had done the very 
same thing the year before, and that he 
was therefore entitled to the credit that 
was being bestowed upon Pascal. The 
invention of the diving bell has been 
claimed by Spain, England and the 
United States, but there are no records 
to show that any one came forward 
after it was given to the public, with the 
announcement that he ‘shad done the 
same thing years before.” 

W 2en Edison invented the phonograph 
the world was at once reminded that 
back in the forties M. de Kempelen, 
the inventor of the original automaton 
chess player, had also managed to get 
together a “machine man” which ut- 
tered whole sentences quite iutelligibly. 
Of course this machine did not repeat 
what was talked into it, as the phono- 
graph does, but it was sufficient founda- 
tion for a frivolous claim of lack of orig- 
inality on the part of Mr. Edison. 

The invention of the balloon, which 
did not occur until toward the close of 
the Eighteenth century, was not dis- 
puted, strange to say, although it was 
really as ‘‘cumulative” as any on record, 
one man having overcome one difficulty, 
another another, and so on. Roger 
Bacon’s invention of optic lenses and 
rpectacles, which is now so generally ad- 
mitted, was disputed as soon as an- 


nounced. Even Ericsson’s torpedo boat 
did not escape. When the success of 


this marvelous and destructive marine 
engine of war was fully demonstrated, 
several newspapers called attention to 
the fact that one of the secret inventions 
of John Napier (A. D. 1600) was a craft 
for sailing under water, similar in many 
respects to Ericsson's boat, with the ex- 
ception, of course, that the propeller of 
Napier’s boat was worked by hand. 

Sir Christopher Wren has been quite 
generally regarded as the inventor of the 
art of engraving by mezzotinto, and 
though the Royal society ina measure 
recognized his claim, it was urged that 
Prince Rupert had been doing the same 
thing for years, and that he in turn had 
obtained the secret from Louis Vor 
Siegen, of Hesse Cassel. The method 
formerly used for boring large guns has 
been almost universally attributed to 
Rodney Marsh. Prince Rupert claimed 
that it was his invention long before. 
However, as the secret process of an- 


nealing died with the prince the method 
had to be invented all over again. Even 
the speaking trumpet does not escape. 
Sir Samuel Morland (1670) who was an- 
nounced as the inventor, had his right 
disputed or contested by Athanasius 
Kircher. 

During the early part of the present 
century the ordinary modern watch, in- 
cluding the balance spring, was invented. 
Three men—a Dutchman named Huyg- 
hens, a Frenchman named Hautefeuille, 
and an American named Hooke—all sim- 
nltaneously laid claim to it. As a mat- 
ter of fact, each was entitled to a measure 
of the credit, as their inventions, while 
trending to the same end, were never- 
theless nonconflicting. Wonderful to 
relate, Harvey’s great discovery with 
reference to the circulation of the blood 
was never either disputed or doubted. 

Unquestionably, one of mankind's 
greatest benefactors was Dr. Jenner, 
who invented or discovered the small- 
pox preventive, vaccination. Still, as 
soon as he had made the world believe 
in the efficacy of vaccination—and he 
had ahard struggle to do it—one Dr.

This claim was was al- 
most as audacious as the one made by 
Hans Lippershey, a Hollander, who said 
he had used the telescope in 1608, one

year before the “Starry Galileo.” Of 
course Mr. Lippershey did not make this 
announcement until after Galileo had 
proved the practicability of his instru- 
ment. 

When Samuel Watt startled the world 
by the invention of the steam engine, a 
dozen persons at once claimed to have 
previously conceived a similar device, 
while others endeavored to prove that 
Watt had stolen the idea from Savery. 
Some went still farther, and traced the 
invention back to a Marquis of Worces- 
ter. 

Frederick Allen Winsor’s inventions 
of illuminating coal gas and its purifica- 
tion by lime were alleged by Mr. Mur- 
dock, M. P., to have been made subse- 
quent to that of some unknown person 
who had submitted the plan to him. 
Robert Cole, F. 8. A., on behalf of Louis 
Paul, in 1788, disputed John Wyatts’ 
rights to the profits accruing from the 
invention of spinning by means of roll- 
3. 

When Samuel Crompton’s great in- 
vention, the spinning mule, was first 
made public, numbers of persons called 
attention to the fact that it was a steal 
from previous devices, and its name 
“mule” was a term of reproach by which 
it was designed, to show that it was a 
sort of a hybrid cross between Ark- 
wright’s spinning frame and Hargreave’s 
“Jenny.” 

Robert Fulton’s invention of the steam- 
boat was alleged to have been devised 
by Dr. Cartwright, the designer of the 
power loom, which has been truly called 
the ‘‘Master Mechanic of Cotton Ma- 
chinery.” Symington, the Scotchman, 
and others, are also claimed to have pre- 
ceded Fulton in steam navigation, the 
only difference being that their experi- 
ments were failures, while Fulton’s was 
a success, which paved the way for some 
of the most wonderful achievements of 
modern times. 

It was alleged when George Stephen- 
son’s first locomotive was built in 1814, 
that Trevethick and Vivian had pre- 
ceded him, but the world justly recog- 
nized Stephenson and will always do so, 
because his locomotive, with the im- 
provements devised by his brilliant son 
Robert, is practically the engine of to- 
day. A dozen persons professed to have 
successfully worked the electric tele- 
graph before Professor Morse had made 
it practicable, or, in other words, had 
applied the idea properly.

JEALOUSY FOLLOWS SUCCESS. 


Chilians Not Yet Satisfied with Their 
Lot—How the English Feel. 


VALPARAISO, Dec. 4.—The decision of 
the supreme court virtually quashing pro- 
ceedings against Balmacedist members of 
congress giwes general satisfaction, except 
to the extremists. Several who had dis- 
appeared when the proposed prosecution 
Was announced have made their appear- 
ance again, and others are expected to re- 
turn. Itis reported that Senor Augustin 
Edwards, who was the chief financial sup- 
porter of the revolution in Chili, has been 
showing dissatisfaction ever since the re- 
sult of the presidential election, Ed- 
wards having been the choice of the Con- 
gzessionalists for the presidency before the 
struggle began. The supplanting of Ed- 
wards by Admiral Montt is looked on asa 
triumph of the sword over acivilian. The 
successful party is divided by other 
jealousies that has been growing since the 
victors got the prize they were fighting 
for. 

The examination before the judge of 
crimes continues todrag along. The evi- 
dence of the Baltimore sailors left no 
doubt of the unprovoked nature of the 
assault upon them, and that it was 
prompted by hatred of Americans. 
Although the English here charged the 
Americans with trying to bully the 
Chilians, they now change their tone and 
go about accusing the Americans of 
cowardice in not having exacted redress at 
once. 


FOR STARVING RUSSIANS. 


Generous American Millers Will Give 
Away Part of Their Stock. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 4.—The first attempt 
in the history of this country to afford re- 
lief to the famine-stricken peasantry of 
Russia has originated in Minneapolis. The 
scheme is to send a carload of flour to Rus- 
sia by the middle of next January, and the 
5000 merchant millers of America are to 
be asked to help. The cars will be 3000 
tons or 6,000,000 pounds, or 30,000 to 50,000 
barrels of flour, worth $100,000 to $125,000. 
The Russian ministerat Washington has 
been communicated with, and in his ab- 
sence the charge d'affaires at New York 
wires that he has laid the matter before 
his government. The idea at first was to 
make the gift from Minnesota alone, but 
it was thought best to giveita national 
scope. Railroads are willing to give free 
transportation, and the scheme will be set 
agoing as soon as the Russian minister 
hears from home. Minneapolis millers 
will give twenty-five carloads of thecrop. 


The Czar’s Navy. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 4—A census of 
the vessels comprising the Russian navy 
has just been issued. It shows that the 
naval forces of the czar consist of 36 ves- 
sels of the first rate; 48 of the second rate, 
88 of the third rate, and 20 of the fourth 
rate—a total of 192 vessels of all kinds. 
The census also shows that the navy is 
manned by 30,500 seamen and marines. 


On the Increase. 

BERLIN, Dec. 4—The epidemic of infiu- 
enza in this city is daily spreading, and the 
number of persons afflicted with the dis- 
ease is now very large. The disease is pro- 
nounced of a much more virulent type 
than that which prevailed here two years 
ago. Many deaths are reported. 


Tired of Family Ties. 
ScRANTON, Pa., Dec. 4.—Edward Brady, 
& machinist, had disappeared from his 
home here. The mysterious absence. of 
& young woman who lived near him gives 
rise to suspicions that the couple have 
eloped. Brady leaves a family behind him. 


Miners Suffocated. 
MANCHESTER, Eng., Dec. 4.—One of the 
pits of the Agecroft colliery, near here, 
filled with choke damp and six cf the 
twenty miners at work in it were overcome, 
four of whom were suffocated and two are 
in a critical condition. 


Bitten by a Mad Dog. 
NEWARE, N. J., Dec. 4—John Groh of 
this city was bitten in the hand by his dog 
last night. The dog was suffering from 
hydrophobia. Mr. Groh will go to the 
Pasteur institute in New York for treat- 
ment. 


Brought Down Two Men. 
DURYEA, Pa., Dec. 4—John Lubuke, a 
Hungarian employed at the Hallstead col- 
liery, shot and killed Stephen Copko, also 
a Hungarian, and fatally injured another 
Hungarian. The murderer escaped. 


Woods is Elected. 
PROVIDENCE, Dec. 4.—By the official 
count, John C. B. Woods, Republican can- 
didate for state senator, was found to have 
53 majority and was declared elected.

a Serious Raliroad Wreck. 

TRENTON, Dec. 4.—The 4 o’elock train 
from New York on the Reading raitroad 
collided with a construction train at Pen- 
nington yesterday afternoon and made 4 
terrible wreck. Four men, the crew of 
the gravel train, were ali killed. Seven 
others were injured more or less. The in- 
jured were taken to their homes. 

The express had the right of way. The 
construction train was slow im getting to 
the switch. Doctors from Pennington 
tared for the wounded. A gentleman who 
was @ passenger on the express says the 
train was running at a very high rate of 
speed. Phe engine dashed into the caboose 
of the gravel train, which was moving 
from the main track toa siding. The en- 
gineer of the passenger train, which con- 
sisted of a baggage car, smoking car and 
three others, one being a parlor car, re- 
mained at his post,reversed his engine and 
applied the brakes, and thus prevented the 
accident from being much worse. 

The engine rolled down an embankment 
ten feet high, taking with it the track. 
The baggage and smoking cars were 
turned completely over and rolled down 
the embankment. The next car went down 
the embankment but did not turn over. 
The next rolled partly down, but was held 
upright by the Pullman car. Only the 
front wheels of the Pullman left the track. 
There were seventy passengers on the 
train. Two were badly hurt. The fireman 
of the passenger train was thrown beyond 
where the engine landed into a field. The 
passengers collected $100 for the engineer 
who acted so bravely.

CHINESE SLAUGHTER. 


Christians, as Well as Natives, 
Slain by Insurgents. 


FRANCE HAS HER EYES OPEN 


To the Advantages Offered the Euro- 
pean Nations by the World’s Fair. 
Archbishop Kenrick’s Chances for Pro- 
motion to the Cardinalate. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 4.— The situation of 
affairs in the districts overrun by rebels 
shows no signs of improvement. A Mon- 
golian prince has been murdered by the 
rebels and ten more villages have been 
looted. In all cases the Christians have 
been massacred. The murderers style 
themselves members of the temperance 
league. The government have not been 
entirely inactive. A number of rebels 
have been captured and beheaded. Euro- 
pean intervention is anxiously looked for- 
ward to by the Christian population. 

It is stated that the French minister has 
made an imperative demand on the Chinese 
government for the punishment of the 
rebels who perpetrated the massacre of the 
Belgian priests and nuns, and also the ex- 
emplary degradation and punishment of 
mandarins who feasted and encouraged 
the rioters. The minister, it is said, stated 
that France would hold China responsible 
for the outrages, and that it was necessary 
to know whether China was unable to pro- 
tect foreigners residing in its territory. 
The Chinese profess their ability to pun- 
ish all who were engaged in the massacre, 
and are summoning the Mantchu garri- 
sons from interior towns, where there are 
no signs of disturbance, to strengthen the 
force sent to oppose the rebels. 

Desultory skirmishes are reported be- 
tween bands of rebels and the imperial 
troops. Orders have been given by the 
government for the immediate execution 
of all prisoners, except the leaders, who 
are to be reserved for flaying alive and 
other tortures, provided they are caught. 
No confidence is placed here in the Chinese 
protests of the significance of the outbreak, 
which is believed to embrace the greater 
part of Manchuria. It is said that Iranga, 
governor of Northern Manchuria, is a 
fugitive at Pekin. 

Confirmatory News. 

A dispatch from British Minister 
Walsham confirms the the importance of 
the Mongolian and Chinese outbreak in 
the northwest of Jehol and beyond the 
great wall. The dispatch says that the 
insurgents have possibly been joined by 
Chinese Mahommedans from Mongalia, 
that they have captured three important 
towns and massacred hundreds of natives, 
including many Christians, but there is no 
reason to believe that any Europeans have 
been killed. The minister thinks that 
6000 picked troops, sent by the Chinese 
government to the scene, ought to be able 
to quell the insurgents. 

The minister’s dispatch is believed to 
have been sent in ignorance of the re- 
ported defeat of this body of troops by the 
insurgents. The tenor of the dispatch, 
while warning against sensational re- 
ports, is manifestly in a pessimist vein 
and presents the insurrection in a much 
more serious light than that which the 
Chinese government has officially commu- 
nicated. 

Italy Asked to Lend a Hand. 

RoME, Dec. 4.—The French ambassador 
here has made overtures to Premier Rudini 
for Italian intervention in China. The 
premier declines to act until he receives 
an official report from the Italian minister 
at Pekin. 


WILL LEAD ALL EUROPE. 


The World’s Fair Gives France a Chance 
to Show Her Supremacy. 


Loxpon, Dec. 4.—Mr. McCormick, the 
resident commissioner for the Chicago 
World’s fair, has been paying a visit to 
Paris in the interest of the exposition. He 
talked with various members of the cham- 
ber of deputies and with leading men in 
the commercial world, and impressed upon 
them the importance of hurrying on the 
work of preparation for French exhibits at 
the fair. He urged the advisability of in- 
creased efforts toward a creditable repre- 
sentation on the part of French merchants 
and manufacturers, in view of the fact 
that French exports to America amount 
to $18,000,000 per annum. This trade, he 
pointed out, is worth keeping, not to say 
worth extending; and it should not be put 
in jeopardy by an exhibit which would 
compare unfavorably with that of rival 
nations. The deputies, he says, seemed 
especially impressed with his argument, 
and heclaims that everywhere in France 
an eager desire is manifested to have 
France prove at the Chicago fair her su- 
premacy overthe rest of Europe. The 
government, he says, is committed to the 
proposing of a very large grant for the 
purpose, but the exact amount is not yet 
known. 


THE CARDINAL’S HAT. 


Reasons Why Archbishop Kenrick of St. 
Louls May Not Get It. 


RoME, Dec. 4.—Catholic Americans here 
are discussing the prospects of Archbishop 
Kenrick of St. Louis for promotion to the 
cardinalate. The archbishop is not popu- 
lar, it issaid,in the inner Vatican circle, 
owing to his opposition to the adoption 
of the dogma of papal infallibility, at the 
time it was before the Vatican council. 
Although Kenrick gave unqualified sub- 
mission as soon as it was declared a 
dogma, the opposition is remembered as 
well as that of other prelates who took a 
simllarstand. English mfluences, as well 
as some Irish, are opposed to the promo- 
tion of Archbishop Walsh, and it seems 
probable that Primate Logue of Armagh 
will get the prize. 


The Height of Meanness. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 4.—A large num- 
ber of dealers in grain in the provinces of 
Riazan and Kazan mixed fime earth with 
their flour, which added greatly to the 
weight, and sold this compound to the 
poor. Many dealers were arrested and 
each was sentenced to a week’s imprison- 
ment. 


Exz-Mayor Charged with Fraud. 

PITTSBURG, Dec. 4.—Suit has been en- 
tered against ex-Mayor Richard Pearson 
of Allegheny, for embezzlement. He is 
charged with retaining $740 of workhouse 
and jail funds. The ex-mayor was ar. 
rested and furnished bail in $7000 for a 
hearing next week. 


Three Women Burned to Death. 
SUNDERLAND, Eng., Dec. 4.—A fire oc- 
curredin a drink shop here yesterday. 
The flames, fed by the spirits, spread with 
frightful rapidity. Three womem per- 
ished in the flames.

This one name, however, might be 
the important question over which the 
attorneys might wrangle and delay the 
trial for hours to come. The prosecution 
had but one peremptory challenge left and 
the defense two. There were twenty tales- 
men present out of a venire of seventy- 
five drawn Wednesday night, and the 
lawyers went to work upon these men 
with a will. 

The talesmen were quickly examined 
and excused until only two remained. The 
nineteenth man, John J. Peters, from 
Hoboken, was called. He had no opinion, 
was not opposed to capital punishment 
and could accept circumstantial evidence. 
He was accepted by both sides, and the 
jury in the famous case was complete 
after nine days of tedious work. The 
names of the men, who are to try Dr. 
Graves for his life, are: M. L. Sterling, 
Robert Adair, M. Boring, J. P. Lower,Ed- 
ward Grace, Dave Linhart, T. J. Carpen- 
ter, Pat Riordan, M. E. Overton, Henry 
Preston, Wilson Perraine, John J. Peters. 
The court, after swearing them in and giv- 
ing them some advice as how they were 
expected to act, gave his instructions to 
the officers who would have charge of them 
and adjourned court till today. 


PORTSMOUTH’S TRAGEDY. 


Officials as Much in the Dark as Ever 
Concerning Mrs. Rawley’s Death. 


PoRTsMOUTH, N. H., Dec. 4.—The theory 
that Mrs. Mabel Rawley was murdered is 
fast gaining ground in this city. But 
what was the motive for the crime is what 
is puzzling the authorities. 

At first the case looked to bea simple 
one, but the more it is investigated the 
more complicated and mysterious it be- 
comes. The fact is very evident thata 
good many suspicious circumstances must 
be explained before the public will be satis- 
fied that the death was accidental. 

The coroner’s inquest showed that 
Michael Rawley, the husband of the dead 
woman, did not appear to particularly re- 
gret her demise. All through his testi- 
mony it was noticed that he tried to screen 
the character of the house kept by his 
sister. 

He was followed by Laura G. Tracy, 
who is the reputed proprietress of the Bay 
View. Her testimony was to the effect 
that her brother’s wife was intoxicated 
the greater portion of the time during her 
stay and that she had the delirium 
tremens. 

During her testimony she made allusion 
to a man named McCarthy, who stayed at 
the house that night. His whereabouts 
are at present unknown. Mrs. Tracy 
made several statements which contra- 
dicted those made by Rawley. 


EXPOSED BY A NEWSPAPER. 


An Establishment of the Lowest Order 
Will Soon Close Up Shop. 

DENVER, Dec. 4—The Times prints a 
sensational story of the discovery of a 
wholesale abortion shop at 1738 Champa 
street by its reporters. A man named G. 
V. Carpenter is asserted to be the proprie- 
tor of the establishment, and it is declared 
that he went tothe length of employing 
agents to solicit business for him. <Ac- 
cording to The Times’ story Carpenter 
was entrapped into the admission that he 
had thirty-five cases on hand, and he of- 
fered the reporters, who were ostensibly 
seeking work, $20 for each case they would 
bring him. Carpenter has been arrested 
twice on the charge of performing crim- 
inal operations, but has been discharged 
both times for lack of evidence. It is be- 
lieved that he will not escape in the pres- 
entinstance. His “customers” are said to 
be drawn from Capitol Hill, as well as the 
lower parts of the city.

Will Benefit Western Farmers. 

City oF Mexico, Dec. 4.—The bill 
granting the president power to decree the 
suspension of duty on cereals and all 
classes of animals coming from foreign 
countries so as to meet the emergency 
caused by the loss of crops in various 
states, has passed the chamber of depu- 
ties without a dissenting vote and was at 
once sent to the senate, where unquestion- 
ably it will be pushed through with haste. 
The passing of this bill will furnish the 
farmers of the westa good market for 
their crops. 

Czar Wants the Finns’ Service. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 4.—The Russian 
ministry is considering a deeree to bring 
Finland underthe same regulations as to 
emigration to the rest of the empire. 
The Finns are desirable recruits for the 
Russian armies, but lately the young men 
have been emigrating in such great num- 
bers that many of the farms are without 
workers, and obligatory military service is 
a nullity. 

Public Officials in Disgrace. 


OTTAWA, Dec. 4.— An order in council 
has been passed dismissing from the civil 
service of Canada, John R. Armstrong, A. 
P. Bradley, Horace Talbot, Ernest Dionne, 
R. E. Senecaland H.J. Brunskill. Bradley 
was within a year of superannuation,when 
he would have retired with an income of 
about $2000 a year. 


Big Deal Completed. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—The Chicago National 
Stockyard company has purchased, for 
$650,000, 660 acres located within the 
Stickney tract on the west side of the city. 
This completes the deal by which a syndi- 
cate of packers, exclusive of the “Big 
Four,” are to leave the present stock 
yards. 


Work of a Fiend. 

MAHONEY, Pa., Dec. 4.—Intense excite- 
ment prevails here over the finding of the 
dead and half-clothed body of Mrs. Agnes 
Lawrence on the mountain near this city 
yesterday. The limbs were cut and bruised. 
An examination showed that the woman 
was outraged and afterward murdered.

told a reporter yesterday that it had been 
decided in Chicago to declare the Alton 
boycott off, and that the announcement 
would be made public today.

CHRIST IS CRUCIFIED. 


LESSON X, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, DEC. 6. 


Text of the Lesson, John xix, 17-30—Com- 
mit Verses, 28-30—Golden Text, I Pet. 
iil, 18—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


[Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by 
permission of H.S. Hoffman, publisher, Phil- 
adelphia.] 

17. “And He, bearing His cross, went 
forth into a place called the place of a 
skull, which is called in the Hebrew, Gol- 
gotha.” 

The other gospels tell us of one Simon,a 
Cyrenian, who was compelled to bear the 
cross, but it is evident from this account 
that Jesus started for the place of cruci- 
fixion carrying it Himself. 

18. ““‘Where they crucified Him, and two 
others with Him, on either side one and 
Jesus in the midst.” 

Consider well the meaning of the words 
“They crucified Him,” make it all as real 
to your mind as if you sawit, see the nails 
driven through His quivering flesh intothe 
wood, note the intense pain, and yet you 
cannot realize atithe of it. People now 
rejoice to have found what they consider a 
painless way of executing criminals by 
electricity—what a contrast to the awful 
cruelty of crucifixion. 

19. “And Pilate wrote a title and put it 
on the cross. And the writing was, Jesus 
of Nazareth the King of the Jews.” 

Pilate once asked Jesus, “What is 
truth?” (xviii, 88), but whether intention- 
ally or not he wrote the truth when he 
wrote this title. 

20. “This title then read many of the 
Jews; for the place where Jesus was cruci- 
fied was nigh to the city; and it was writ 
ten in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin.” 

These three languages represented the 
whole known world, and thus it was indi- 
cated that the fact that this crucified one 
was the king of the Jews was also a mat 
ter of interest to the whole world. 

21. “Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of the 
Jews; but that he said, I am King of the 
Jews.” 

22. “Pilate answered, What I have writ- 
ten | have written.” 

23. “Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took His garments and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part, 
and also His coat; now the coat was with- 
out seam, woven from the top through- 
out.” 

24. “They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots for 
it whose it shall be; that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled which saith, They parted 
My raiment among them, and for My 
vesture they did cast lots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did.” 

See this prophecy in Ps. xxii, 18; remem- 
ber that it was written about 1,000 years 
before its fulfillment, and bow down and 
humbly worship God, to whom all things 
are known from the foundation of the 
world (Acts xv, 18); who declares the end 
from the beginning, and from ancient 
times the things that are not yet done (Isa. 
xlvi, 10). Observe also how literally the 
prophecy was fulfilled, even to one piece of 
his clothing, for which they cast lots; then 
see in Ps. xxii, 27, 28, how the same person 
soill treated shall yet be the ruler of all 
nations, and all the world shall worship 
Him. Expect as literal a fulfillment of all 
this. 

25. ‘Now there stood by the cross of 
Jesus His mother, and His mother’s sister, 
Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Mag- 
dalene.” 

Let us, as far as possible, take in this 
awful scene. See the two malefactors who 
were crucified with Him, one on either side 
and Jesus in the midst (verse 18); see the 
people passing by, wagging their heads and 
railing on Him; see the chief priests mock- 
ing him and saying, “Let the king of Israel 
come down from the cross and we will be- 
lieve him;’’ see the soldiers mocking him 
also and taunting him, and one of the 
thieves who were crucified with him also 
railed on him. Then see this little com- 
pany of loved ones powerless to help him, 
and with breaking hearts witnessing all 
this. Surely the words of Simeon to Mary 
have now come true, “A sword shall pierce 
through thy own soul also.” 

26. ‘When Jesus therefore saw His 
mother, and the disciple standing by, 
whom He loved, He saith unto His moth- 
er, Woman, behold thy son!” 

Asin the upper room with the apostles 
at the passover, with suffering enough be- 
fore Him to overwhelm Him, He forgot 
Himself and sought to comfort them; so 
now in indescribable agony of body and 
soul Hecan yet forget Himself enough to 
make provision for the temporal welfare 
of His mother, and give her a new son who 
will in some measure take His place. 

27. “Then saith He to the disciple, Be- 
hold thy mother! And from that hour 
that disciple took her unto his own home.” 

If his mother’s sister was Salome, the 
mother of John and James and wife of 
Zebedee, us we would infer from Math. 
xxvii, 56; Mark cxv, 40; then she stood by 
and heard the charge of Jesus concerning 
His mother. Happy John to have the 
privilege of being a son to Mary instead of 
Jesus. Happy Salome to welcome sucha 
sister to her home, if John still made his 
home with her. But neither sonnor sister 
could fill the aching void in Mary’s heart— 
resurrection and reunion in glorified bodies 
is the only cure—till then it must be faith. 

28. “After this, Jesus knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I 
thirst.” 

The three hours’ darkness from the 
sixth tothe ninth hour would seem to in- 
tervene between the last verse and this, 
during which he probably uttered the cry, 
“My God, my God, why hast Thou for- 
saken Me?” And nowthe end has come, 
but there is yet another Scripture to be 
fulfilled, for till heaven and earth pass 
away, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the law, till all be fulfilled 
(Math. v, 18). As wethink of His actual 
physical thirst may we not also consider 
His thirst for the souls of men seen in this 
His great work of atonement. In connec 
tion with thirst read also Ps. xlii, 2; Isa. 
xlviii, 21; lv, 1. 

29. ‘Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar, and they filled a sponge with 
vinegar, and put it upon hyssop, and put 
it to his mouth.” 

Thus was fulfilled Ps. lxix, 21, “In my 
thirst they gave me vinegar to-drink.” But 
while we read this and see its fulfillment, 
let us not forget the broken heart because 
of reproach and heaviness, and the vain 
search for pity and human comforters (Ps. 
Lxix, 20). See the man of sorrows, wounded 
for our transgressions, bruised for our in- 
iquities, the chastisement of our peace 
upon Him, that with His stripes we might 
be healed (Isa. liii, 3-5). Behold the Lamb 


of God bearing your sins (chapter i, 29), 
and let your heart say, ‘‘O Lamb of God, 
I come; because Thou didst thirst unto 
death for me; I yield myself body, soul 
and spirit to Thee a living sacrifice, for 
Thy glory.”

Some of the 
coaches and freight cars were burned to 
ashes, together with their contents. 

The killed are: Harry Taber, engineer of 
the Long Island express; his fireman, Jerry 
Fitzgerald, and an unknown man, who 
was in a sleeper of the train at the time of 
the accident. 

The cause of the wreck isas follows: 
The engine of the Southbridge special was 
| doing some switching onthe west bound 

track, when a freight, east bound,Conduc- 
tor Dorman, crashed into it. Dorman re- 
ceived orders at Putnam to run on the 
west bound track until he reached East 
Douglas and then cross over. A number 
of heavily loaded cars were thrown on to 
the east bound track by the shock, and 
before a flagman could be sent out the 
Long Island express, bound east, 
crashing on to destruction. The catastro- 
phe was further increased by the boat ex- 
press, which followed in the wake of the 
Long Island, the engine of which plunged 
into the rear end of the latter, scattering 
destruction on all sides. It is believed 
that more persons are injured than those 
announced.

WALTHAM HAS commenced the conustruc- 
tion of a sewerage system to cost $300,000 
but don’t seem to have settled just how the 
expense is to be met. The mayor has 
called a public meeting for Dec. 14, when 
any citizen who may so desire will have an 
opportunity to give his views and make 
suggestions as to the best course to pursue. 

The plan practically settled upon by the 
aldermen and sewer commissioners, under 
which the cost of the sewers is to be 
assessed upon abutters and a proportional 
part of the same is to be included in the 
tax bills for a series of years, as a separate 
item, isnot wholly a satisfactory one. It 
presents many complications, and seems 
likely at the best to work injustices and 
prove burdensome. The additional cost 
for entering the sewers and the large ex- 
pense for connections, etc., which is bound 
to come upon property owners, adds also to 
the objections to the plan. 

One plan that seems to meet with much 
approval is to have the whole city—not 
simply the abutters on the sewers—assume 
the cost of the system and care for it as it 
would any other municipal debt, and to 
charge abutters a reasonable entrance fee. 

This latter plan we believe would be bet- 
ter for Quincy than the one incorporated in 
the sewer act. It was proposed when the 
City Council was considering the question 
but at that time had few supporters. The 
system adopted seems to have but a few al- 
so, being defeated at the polls.

The incoming legislature will be asked 
to make such amendments to the ballot 
law as are necessary to place the nomina- 
tions by each party on a sheet separated 
from the other, and to provide that a cross 
placed at the head of each list of party 
nominations shall be considered a vote for 
the entire ticket under the mark. Political 
readers fear that in 1892 lots of voters will 
come out to vote for the president and not 
stop to mark against candidates for other 
offices, so they want one mark to answer 
all purposes. It is not a bad idea to have 
the party nominations separated, and it 
would only call for a ballot that folded four 
times instead of twice. 

Such an amendment should never be 
made. It matters little whether a voter 
who is not interested in who fills an office, 
fails to vote for a candidate. With such a 
law a city that elected a Republican Mayor 
would also elect all the Republican candi- 
dates atlarge. The entire ward delegation 
would be Republicau or Democratic, de- 
pending on which candidate for Mayor 
carried the ward. For instance ut the re- 
cent election, Mr. Duffield could not have 
been elected at large, while all the Council- 
men-elect in Wards Two and Four would 
have been Democrats and all the other 
wards solidly Republican. In the State 
election it would have elected all the Dem- 
ocratic nominees on the State ticket as 
well as Governor Russell. Such an amend- 
ment would destroy independent voting 
and not carry out the wishes of the voters,

The 
effect of this means of saving the cents 
which have hitherto been expended for 
candy, etc., will doubtless be perceived 
before long by the decreased sales at the 
customary resorts of the children. Some 
of the older pupils now have deposits in 
the South Weymouth Savings bank, the 
Co-operative bank, and the Stamp Savings 
Bank, 


Fortunes in Land and Buildings. 

Several valuable sites and buildings in 
Boston are quoted in today’s Journal, 
among which occur the following: 

J. Q. Adams and others are trustees of 
the Adams estate, in which is included the 
big Adams Building on Court street. J. Q. 
Adams and assignee are the trustees of 17 
Court street. The 2281 feet of land were 
valued at $75,000 in 1889. The following 
year the land valuation was not increased ; 
the buildings were considered worth 
$40,000. 

The Adams Building, 21 to 27 Court 
street, covers 3242 feet of land, valued at 
$104,000 in 1889. Last year the land value 
was not increased; the building was as- 
sessed at $47,000 and machinery at $3000.

UNDESIRABLE JURORS. 


Justice of the Superior Court Complains 
to Registrars of Voters. 

A few days ago, says the Herald, one of 
the justices of the superior court protested 
against the alleged undesirable character of 
Suffolk county jurors, and last week the 
judge wrote to the registrars of voters a 
protest against the furnishing of any more 
jurors like those who have recently ap- 
peared at court. 

The registrars of voters refuse to divulge 
the contents of this letter upon the ground 
that it would not serve the public interests 
to have it appear in print. 

It was learned from a person who had 
seen the letter, however, that the judge 
commented on the fact that a man who 
had previously been convicted of a state 
prison offence presented himself for service 
as a juror, that it is a common occurrence 
for intemperate men to be found among 
the jurors, and quite recently there was a 
case where one of the jurors went off on 
“a drunk” for a week. The attention of 
the registrars was also called to the fact 
that the juries in the country districts are 
almost universally composed of men of 
higher standing than those who make up 
the juries in Suffolk county. 

A gentleman who has an intimate ac- 
quaintance with Suffolk county affairs says 
that the trouble is caused by the politicians 
with ‘‘pulls’’ who can find no other posi- 
tion for their ‘theelers,” and succeed in 
getting them put on the jury list, where 
they can draw $3 a day for their service. 

He added that, were the Legis'ature to 
pass an act requiring the lists to be made 
up on Jan. 1, and forbidding the addition 
of any names after that date, a reform 
would be accomplished. 


NEW REGISTRATION LAWS. 


The Next Legislature Must Make Some 
Changes Because of Amendment. 


A lively question, says the Journal, and 
one of great popular interest, is what action 
the Legislature will take in regard ‘to the 
registration of voters in view of the poll 
tax change. Few people have given the 
subject the careful consideration it needs, 
but three suggestions are made. One of 
these suggestions is that all that a citizen 
should be required to do, asa preliminary to 
registration, is to walk into the registrar's 
office and take oath that he is qualified, by 
residence and in any other way necessary, 
to have his name placed on the voting list. 
Such a rule as that, if adopted, would give 
the man of honest purpose every freedom, 
but it would also give facilities to the man 
who was anxious to vote fraudently. 
Another suggestion is that, as far as possi- 
ble, proof of the assessment of a tax within 
two years shall be made necessary. Six 
months residence in a town or city still 
remains and will remain a qualification for 
voting, and will have to be proved in some 
way—by the Applicant’s own word, by 
witnesses, or by documents. 

These are only two of the points which 
are involved in the question of remodeling 
the laws as a result of the abolition of the 
poll tax pre-requisite. The legislature will 
have a delicate task in considering them, 
They are of vital importance, for accurate 
voting lists are at the basis of good govern- 
ment, Making new reg’stration compulso- 
ry each year, which is one of the methods 
suggested, would not remove the impend- 
ing difficulties, and would be objectionable 
to a large proportion of the citizens of 
Massachusetts. Making the applicant's 
oath all that is necessary as a preliminary 
to registration would result in great un- 
certainty as to the legal status of many of 
the already registered, for there would be 
no official proof of continued residence, 
and would open the door to fraud. The 
substitution of the word ‘‘assessed’’ for 
the phrase in regard to the payment of 
taxes which now ‘stands in the law would 
be a guard against fraud. A man would 
have to show a tax bill, if an unpaid one, 
rendered within two years, in proof that 
he lived here, and if his name was dropped 
from the Assessors’ lists it would be 
dropped from the voting lists. 


Petition for Recount. 

John P. Bigelow, the Republican candi- 
date for Councilman in Ward Three, who 
was tied with Jobn Curtis, 2d, a Democrat, 
at Tuesday’s election, has petitioned for a 
recount of the votes in Ward Three. 
Councilman Pratt led these gentlemen by 
only two votes.

LIKE BAGDAD'S CALIPH. 


THE PRINCE OF WALES RESEM- 
BLES HAROUN AL RASCHID. 


Disguised He Visits London’s Haunts of 
Sin and Misery to Secure Information 
at First Hand—Celebrating His Fiftieth 
Birthday. 


Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, who 
has just celebrated his fiftieth birthday, 
is fleshy and a grandfather, but all ac- 
counts agree that he carries it off well. 
Only a few years ago he was “arbiter 
elegantiarium” as they said in ancient 
Rome—that is, he set the fashion for 
gentlemen, patronized a new play into 
public favor or damned it by his indif- 
ference, did the honors for distinguished 
foregn visitors, and was—as he still is— 
the favored guest at any country seat 
of the rich or noble that he chose to 
visit. 

A little later he was the great man at 
the laying of corner stones and on pub- 
lic occasions at which large charities 
were organized or promoted. He didall 
these things well and was very busy and 
very much beloved. He was also a good 
rider and hunter—decidedly the best 
shot the House of Brunswick ever pro-

duced. But all at as it were, he 
grew fleshy, and long continued exertion 
exhausted him; so he took to indoor 
amusements and of his public duties 
delegated as many ashecould. Next he 
found himself a grandfather, and they 
say he did not feel happy over it. 

Most men who still have the spirit of 
youth are averse to admitting that they 
are old, and tl er business 
forces that facton the public and per- 
sonal mind. Within a few days past, 
however, the prince has quietly cele- 
brated his fiftieth birthday, the people 
have done enough to show that they real- 
ly love him, and he is doing a good deal 
to prove that he deserves their regard. 
He takes a renewed interest in the con- 
dition of the poor and has lately been, 
as the jokers say, ‘‘doing the Haroun Al 
Raschid business.” 

This means that he has put on the 
clothes of a poor laborer, and sometimes 
a wig and false beard, and with one com- 
panion similarly disguised has explored 
the slums, peered into thieves’ dens and 
beggars’ quarters, questioned the dock 
laborers at their work and taken notes 
on the methods of lifein cheap lodging 
houses. This is much easier than might 
be thought, for of those who only see the 
prince on public occasions not one in ten 
thousand would ever recognize him in a 
common st He has been very deeply 
moved by t he has seen, and is said 
to be putting in many hours of deep 
thought as to the best measures of gen- 
eral relief. 

Albert Edward, oldest son and second 
child of Queen Victoria, was born Nov. 
9, 1841, and on March 10, 1863, was mar- 
ried to Alexandra, oldest daughter of 
King Christian IX of Denmark. They 
have five children, of whom the young- 
est, Maud, was born Nov. 26, 1869. Ié 
is self evident that a boy and man in his 
position would be handicapped from the 
start, there being on one side a fierce de- 
mand that he live up to the standard of 
his family’s greatness, and on the other 
a sort of silent conspiracy to prevent his 
learning how to doso. In all probabil- 
ity the prince has passed many months 
together without once hearing any plain, 
unbiased statement, such as a common- 
er would would hear every hour in the 
day. <All who approach are, willing or 
unwilling, swayed somewhat by hope or 
fear. Yet he has done well. 

He declined to encourage any special 
recognition of his recent birthday, but 
some appropriate presents were made. 
The actors and theatrical managers of 
London subscribed £1,000 for a gold cigar 
box, ornamented with his plumes and 
monogram in diamonds, and this present 
was warmly appreciated by the prince. 
Indeed, there is no class in London with 
whom he is on better terms than with 
the theatrical world. His hearty recog- 
nition of talent, unaccompanied by of- 
fensive patronizing, and_his quick dis- 
crimination and good taste are highly 
valued. 

Many amusing stories are told of the 
prince’s experience while traveling in- 
cognito. On a recent occasion le took a 
gail with a good natured boatman, and 
on parting said, ‘‘Perhaps you would 
liketo know whoTam. Iam the Prince 
of Wales.” 

“Oh, get along with yer!” was the 
skeptical reply, as the jocular boatman 
punched him in the ribs. 

A New Yorker who was a saucy lad in 
1872, traveling in the Old World with 
his parents, tells of meeting the prince’s 
little boys without knowing who they 
were, and gaining their good will so 
thoroughly that their father took him to 
dine and pass aday with them. There 
is a good deal of homelike manhood 
about the prince at all times.

HATCH AS A COMPROMISE 


Seems to Be the Hope of Missourians— 
Iowa May Swing Over to Mills—Crisp 
Men Making Big Claims—Illinois Will 
Stick to Springer. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The speakership 
contest grows in heat as the time for hold- 
ing the Democratic caucus approaches. 
The corps of assistants which the speaker- 
ship candidates have gathered around 
them area noteworthy group. Governor 
Buchanan of Tennessee is here for McMil- 
lan, and Governor Francis of Missouri is 
lending his helping hand to the cause of 
Mr. Hatch. Senator Palmer, whe is the 
first Democratic senator Illinois has had 
in thirty years, was, of course, greeted by 
an ovation at the headquarters of Mr. 
Springer. The numberof editors inter- 
ested in the candidates is alse remarkable. 
Among them are Editor Jones of the St. 
Louis Republic, who is here in the inter 
et of Mr. Mills, and E P. Howel! of the 
Atlanta Constitution, who is constantly 
at Mr. Crisp’s rooms. Editor Clendennin 
of the Springfield (Ills.) State Register, who 
isan efficient aid in Mr. Springer’s cam- 
paign, and Editor Morse of the Indianapo 
lis Sentinel, who is an active supporter of 
Mr. Mills. 

There was no falling off in the number 
of callers at the headquarters of the 
speakership candidates yesterday. The 
Official statements made by Messrs. Mills, 
Crisp and Springer were discussed in the 
lobbies of the hotels and in the rooms of 
the candidates, but the affirmations and 
contradictions concerning them were ten 
times as many as the number of men in 
the race. What seemed to be 

A Prearranged Effors 

was made by Springer men to secure the 
total support of Mr. Mills for Mr. Springer, 
the ground for making the proposition 
being that Mr. Crisp wil) win on the first 
ballot and that Mr. Mills cannot be elected 
in any circumstances. The Mills support- 
ers approached with this argument were 
seemingly not very much impressed with 
it, and they retorted that there was no 
chance whatever for Mr. Springer, and if 
his adherents wished to share in the glory 
and spoils of Mr. Mills’ victory they would 
do well to desert Mr. Springer at once. 
There does not appear to be much pros- 
pect, however, of desertion on any side, 
and many of those who have watched the 
progress of the contest closely believe that 
there will be a hard fight in the caucus. 

Of fifteen Dem: cvats in the coming house, 
whowere mensvers of the Forty-seventh 
congress, the great Democratic assembly, 
four are candidates for the speakership, 
and an argument advanced by the Crisp 
men in favor of their candidate is that of 
the remaining eleven men whose long ex- 
perience in the house, with thosein the 
fight for the speakership, have given, it 
isclaimed,the best opportunity of judging 
what gentleman is best fitted for the 
honor. At least seven are in favor of Mr. 
Crisp. It is also claimed by the Crisp men 
that of thirty-nine acknowledged Demo- 


cratic leaders of the house nineteen are in | 


favor of Mr. Crisp, nine for Mills and the 
rest are divided between the three other 
candidates. 

The Iowa delegation have adopted a 
resolution that ‘“‘while we believe that Mr. 
Springer personally has, in an eminent de- 
gree, all the qualifications for speaker, and 
that his election would inure tothe benefit 
of the party and our desire is primarily 
for him, it seems that 

His Election is Improbable, 
and in the event that it becomes apparent 
that he cannot be elected, we favor Mr. 
Mills and think our allegiance to Mr. 
Springer should last no longer than it can 
safely be done without hazard to the 
eandidacy of Mr Mills.” 

The presence of Senator Cockrell yester- 
day afternoon at the headquarters of Mr. 
Hatch, has had a salutory effect upon the 
supporters of the Missourian; and there 
is afeeling of ultimate success of their 
leader as a compromise candidate. It is 
asserted by his adherents that there has 
been no diminution in the strength of his 
candidacy. Noconferences have been held 
or agreements made with either Mills or 
Crisp. Itis stated that Mr. Hatch has 
not only been holding his own but has 
gained a few scattering votes. It is evi- 
dent that the latter, when it becomes ap- 
parent that he has been defeated, will use 
his influence to throw his votes to Mills. 
Mr. Springer, however, is well thought 
of by all the candidates, and is looked 
upon with more or less fear. 

The friends of Mr. Springer say that they 
have entirely cured the disaffection in the 
Illinois delegation: that it was pretty 
nearly cured Thursday, and the arrival of 
Senator Palmer, justin time, settled the 
question for once and all that the Illinois 
delegation 

Will Stay by Springer 

until the last gun is fired. They are claim- 
ing, also, that he will have fifty-nine votes 
on the first ballot and that he will lead 
Mr. Milis in all probability. Senator 
Palmer gave the delegation a talking to 
which, it is claimed, was very effective. 
The disaffection which was apparent has 
been charged to the influence of W. R. 
Morrison, who is understood to be hostile 
to Springer. 

Arumor that Mr. Mills would with- 
draw if he was not assured by this noon 
that he could win, was circulated yester- 
day, but its origin could not be traced. 
Mr. Mills and his friends pronounce the 
rumor absurd. They say that the Texan 
isin to win, and that nothing can shake 
his present strength. 

The entire Missouri delegation had a 
conference with Mr. Hatch and Governor 
Francis. While the members of the dele- 
gation are reticent concerning what passed 
during the session, they do not hesitate to 
say that they will support Mr. Hatch un- 
til every chance of his election has passed 
away. They insist that the geographical 
situation of his state makes him the best 
compromise candidate in the field. North- 
ern men of the most intense type, they say, 
would vote for Mr. Hatch without doing 
violence to their sectional beliefs.

A PARISIAN 


A Prominent Woman and Her Maid Be- 
come Victims of a Mysterious Murder. 


Paris, Dec. 5.—This city is startled by 
another horrible tragedy. Madame Del- 
lard, a lady 70 years of age, in comfortable 
circumstances, lived with her maid at No. 
€2 Faubourg du Temple. She was not4& 
woman of many acquaintances. The maid 
was known to have at least one admirer. 

Mme. Dellard was not immediately 
missed, when it was noticed that there 
was nobody moving; in her apartments. 
Suspicions became arosed and an entrance 
was effected to ber rooms. A frightful 
spectacle met the intruders. Mme. Dellard 
lay amid a mass of clotted blood. The head 
was nearly severed from the body, the

flesh and muscles of the head and neck 
having been cut evidently witha keen 


knife through to the vertebrae. The white 
hair was matted with biood and every: 
thing looked asif the aged woman had 
made a terrible struggle for life 

The maid lay also with her throat cut, 
put not so deeply. She was not yet dead, 
but was utterly unable to give any con- 
écions utterance or sign conveyinga clue 
to the tragedy. The motive for the crime 
does not yet seem clearly apparent. 

Madame Dellard, the murdered woman, 
was the mother or M. Baron, chief of a de- 
partment in the war ministry The family 
is well known in the better circles, and the 
tragedy has created intense excitement.

CHECKING AN EVIL 

Genera} Land Office Has Been Re- 

proached for Errors Due to Neglect. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—In passing upona 
Minnesota land oflice case Secretary Noble 
takes occasion to call special attention 
to the fact that within the past few months 
several cases have come to the attention 
of the department where, during the 
pendency of an appeal or motion for re- 
view, or rehearsing, patents have been is- 
sued by the general land office for the 
tracts of land involved, thus divesting the 
department of jurisdiction in the cases 
and bringing reproach upon the adminis- 
tration of the land department, and plac- 
ing in jeopardy the rights and interests of 
applicants. He not regard these 
cases as errors of judgment, properly so- 
called. Before a patent can be issued for 
a tract of public land, the secretary says, 
entry must be made onthe tract book of 
the office. In the future any clerk through 
whose neglect a patent is erroneously is- 
sued will be held in strict account for 
such neglect, which will be deemed 
grounds for dismissal from the service.

OBSTACLES REMOVED. 


Reciprocity Agreement with Costa Rica 
Nearly Completed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—A reciprocity ar- 
rangement with Costa Rica will soon be 
completed. Minister Calvo has already 
had one or two talks with General Foster, 
and has suggested again substantially the 
same terms which were under discussion 
in 1885, and again recently as a basis fora 
new arrangement. 

The principal articles to be admitted to 
Costa Rica free of duty are cattle, salts, 
preserved meats, coal, petroleum, raw cot- 
ton and agricultural and mining machin- 
ery. The United States give them in re- 
turn the free list of the McKinley bill, and 
will not impose duties on sugar, molasses, 
coffee, tea and hides. 

The terms of the agreement are so nearly 
perfected that it probably will not take 
long to complete it now that the obstacles 
caused by the pledging of the customs 
duties has been removed.

MAncakEsTer, N. H., Dec. 5.—Michael 
Ryan, who claims to hail from Ports- 
mouth, lies at the point of death at Hook- 
set, fronr the effects of a coat of tar. 

Ryan was found near the gas works in 
this city, nearly smothered in coal tar. He 
claimed the men there, to have some fun 
with him, doused him with the tar antil 
he was completely encased therein, and 
then turned the hose on him. 

The men, however, claim that he fell 
into a vat of tar. He walked to Hookset, 
where he succumbed to the effects of the 
tar. The physicians say he cannot live. 


Ordered to South American Waters. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Secretary Tracy 
has issued an order detaching the Newark 
from the squadron of evolution and direct- 
ing Admiral Walker to proceed at once 
with the Chicago, Atlanta and Benning- 
ton to the south Atlantic station and as- 
sume command. ‘The order assigning Ad- 
miral Benham to the command of that 
station is revoked. Admiral Walker’s com- 
mand will comprise five vessels, and with 
headquarters at Montevideo, he will have 
an effective fleet ready for immediate 
service in either the south Atlantic or 
south Pacific. 


Buried on Separate Cemeteries. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 5.—Funeral 
services were held at the Warwick hotel 
yesterday afternoon over the bodies of Mr. 
and Mrs. George E. Barr, the murderer 
and suicide and his victim. The funeral 
corteges separated in front of the hotel, 
the body of Mrs. Barr being taken to West 
Springfield for interment, while that of 
Mr. Barr was buried in Peabody cemetery. 

Fireman SHies on Duty. 

BROOKLYN, Dec. 5.—The two-story frame 
dwelling, 608 Seventeenth street, was 
burned last night. Hugh McGowan and 
John Carniff, firemen, were fighting the 
fire on the roof, when it fell in, carrying 
them with it.

Calis Upon Russell Sage and 
Demands $1,200,000. 


HE IS MET WITH REFUSAL 


Ue Throws #® Bomb Upon 


of the Capitalist’s Office, 


Whereupon 


the Floor 


Causing a Miniature Earthquake—Two 
' 


Deaths and Many Persons Injured. 


NEw YORK, wee. 5.—A terrific explosion 
occurred at 12:30 o’clock yesterday in the 
“Arcade” building, just across the way 
from old Trinity’s burying ground. The 
building is a brown stone structure, five 
stories in height, with a frontage of 
seventy-five feet on Broadway and extend- 
ing back 200 feet to Church street. 

The noise and shock were caused by a 
dynamite bomb exploded in the office of 
Russell Sage. the millionaire financier and 
railroad magnate, who occupied rooms 
Nos. 38 and 39o0n the second floor. The 
bomb was hurled by a crank whose iden- 
tity has not yet been definitely determined, 
but he is believed to have been a man 
named Wilson, residence unknown. Wilson 
demanded #£1,200,000 from Mr. Sage, and, 
being refused and ordered from the office, 
took the Lomb from a small gripsack 
which he carried and flung it upon the 
floor. 

A deafening crash instantly followed; 
walls and ceilings came tumbling down 
upon those in the offices, the windows of 
the building were blown out and across 
Rector street into Trinity cemetery, and 
ruin and death marked the catastrophe. 
The building trembled to its foundations, 
rocked to and fro, and seemed about to 
utterly collapse. The floors seemed to rise 
up and then to sink beneath the feet. 

Panic Reigned Supreme 
thronghout the building. Every office in 
the structure was emptied of its occu- 
pants in a twinkling, and.people ran over 
and trampled upon each other in their mad 
haste to get down the stairways. People 
close at hand saw a man blown through 
one of the windows of Sage’s ollice into 
Rector street. 

Pedestrians passing the buiidingat the 
time were thrown to the ground. The 
noise of the explosion was heard for blocks 
around. For a few moments everybody 
in the vicinity was stunned, and then 
there was a rush for the building, which 
was now enveloped in athick cloud of 
white dust, which poured out from the 
broken windows. In less than five min- 
utes after the explosion, Broadway and 
Rector street were packed from curb to 
curb with a struggling mass of excited 
humanity. Probably never in the history 
of the metropolis has an event occurred 
that for the time caused more excitement 
in Wall street and lower Broadway. 

Fully 50,000 people were drawn to the 
scene, and foran hour the police were 
powerless to bring order out of the chaos. 
A fire alarm and an ambulance call were 
immediately sent out and both were 
promptly responded to. A large force of 
policemen were also soon on the ground 
and formed a fire line about the building. 

Meanwhile the injured were being cared 
forin O’Connell’s drug store on the op- 
posite side of Broadway. They all came 


from Mr. Sage’s office, where the bomb 
was exploded. One of the first to be 
brought to the store was Russell Sage 


himself. He had groped his way out into 
the corridor after the explosion, and was 
assisted down the stairway and across the 
street. He had an ugly wound on the 
forehead, frem-which the blood was flow- 
ing freely, several lesser lacerated wounds 
of the head and was suffering greatly 
from the shock. 
Mr. Sage's Story. 

Mr. Sage rallied quickly, and was soon 
able to tell the story of his mad visitor. He 
said thata man had called at his office 
about noon and sent him a card bearing 
the name “H. D. Wilson.”’ His clerk in- 
formed him that the visitor desired to see 
him immediately, and he left a gentleman 
with whom he was conversing to go to the 
outer office to see the stranger. The man 
told him he must have 21,200,000 for im- 
mediate use. Mr. Sage, seeing that the 
man was a crank, began to temporize 
with him. 

“T want it right away,” said the visitor; 
“T have a lot of dynamite in this bag, and 
if I don’t get the the money forthwith (ll 
blow up the place.” 

* Mr. Sage thought this was more bluster, 
and, telling the man to get out, turned to 
go back to his private office, 

“Then I can’t have it?” 
“Well, here goes.”’ 

After that Mr. said he knew 
nothing until he found himself on the 
lounge in the drugstore. After his wounds 
had been dressed and he had recovered 
somewhat from the shock Mr. Sage was 
taken home in a oab. 

Result of the Explosion. 

The police cleared the building of all 
persons and made a search in the wrecked 
offices. The interior of the offices showed 
the force of the explosion was something 
terrific. All the partition walls were 
blown down and the sashes and window 
frames forced outward,rendering it unsafe 
to walk upon. Desks and chairs were 
overturned and hurled into an indescrib- 
able mass, and every piece of glass in the 
big air shaft that ran to the roof was shiv- 
ered into thousands of particles. 

Just inside of the door of the general 
office was found the body of a man. The 
head was severed from the trunk. The 
man had had a pointed, reddish beard, and 
brown curly hair and heavy moustache. 
The whole lower part of the body .was 
shattered to pieces. The right arm was 
missing, as was the left leg. The remains 
are supposed to be those of H. D. Wilson, 
who threw the bomb. He seemed to have 
been the only person killed outright. 

Benjamin F. Norton, who was blown 
through the window, a clerk in the office 
of Mr. Sage, was removed to Chambers 
street hospital, where he died at 1:30 
while under operation for a fracture of the 
skull. His injuries consisted of a fractured 
skull, burns of the face and internal in- 
juries. Reports which could not be veri- 
fied increased the number of those killed. 

fhe Injured. 

The injured are all doing well, though 
some are seriously hurt, and several have 
already made ante-mortem statements. 
The list comprises the following: Colonel 
John J. Slocum of this city, a brother-in- 
law of Russell Sage and cashier in his 
office; lacerated wounds of the head and 
face and suffering from shock. 

W. R. Laidlaw, clerk in Mr. Saze’s office; 
will probably recover. 

C. W. Osborne, clerk. condition danger- 
ous. 

Frank Robertson, broker’s clerk; condi- 
tion crifical. :

Russell Sage, Jr., states that his father 
has received three or four threatening let- 
ters of late, signed by one James Walsh. 
In them the writer demanded $1,200,000, as 
he was about to marry two women, the 
widows Spinola and Manheim, and he 
wanted money to put him on their finan- 
cial level. Mr. Sage paid no attention to 
the letters,although the writer threatened 
his life. They were assumed to be the 
production of ‘‘a harmless lunatic.” 


A DISASTROUS STORM 


Causes Heavy Damage in Many Places 
in Pennsylvania. 

CARLISLE, Pa., Dec. 5.—Damage _ to 
the amount of over $100,000 was done by 
the terrific rain and wind storm which the 
Cumberland valley experienced yester- 
day afternoon, the most severe known 
in many years. The streets of the 
city were rapidly flooded by the tor- 
rents of rain. In this city several build- 
ings were blown to the ground; trees were 
uprooted and fences laid flat, and in the 
surrounding country districts the loss will 
be very heavy. At Mechanicsburg the 
storm became cyclonic in its fury, blow- 
ing down fifteen buildings. At Waynes- 
boro the Landis tool works were partially 
wrecked, and the Webster school house 
completely demolished. As telegraph 
wires are down, it is impossible to esti- 
mate the extent of the damage at present. 

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 5.—Great dam- 
age was done throughout the Wyoming 
valley by a terrific rain and hail storm 
which swept through this region yester- 
day afternoon. The Susquehanna river has 
risen three feet and the rise will continue. 
With the exception of the heights, the 
streets of the city are under water. 


TEN MEN KILLED 


And Five Injured by the Collapse of a 


Wall of « Burned Building. 

ST. PAUL, Dec. 5.—On the center wall 
of the west section of the burned Shepard 
building, recently occupied by Farwell, 
Ozum & Kirk, fell in yesterday, burying 
fifteen workmen. At least ten men were 
killed outright. Six dead bodies and five 
injured men were taken from the ruins. 
One of the wounded will die. The dead 
include Contractor Wilson. 

It was a scene never to be forgotten as 
che dead and injured were taken out, some 
of them crushed almost toa pulp. There 
were men with all their limbs broken, 
faces bruised and crushed out of all re- 
semblance of humanity. Others were not 
so badly mangled, but had evidently been 
instantly killed by the bricks falling on 
their heads

examined the walls after the fire and 
thought they were solid. My opinion is 
that the removal of the debris and exca- 
vation from the base, together with the 
sudden changes of heat and cold, precipi- 
tated the fall

The Modern Cain’s Confession Led 
to its Recovery. 


the Trial, May Escape Hanging, 


GREAT FALuLs, N. H., Dee. 7.—The 
head of Hiram Sawtell has been found. 

Acting on the suggestions embodied in 
the latest admissions of the condemned 
murderer, Isaac Sawtell, a thorough 
search through the woods in the 
neighborhood of the grave where 
the mutilated remains of Hiram were un- 
earthed, led to the missing link in the 
great tragedy. The head was buried in 
three feet of earth. 

The full purport of the find can be un- 
derstood when, according to Lawyer Ed- 
gerly, counsel for Sawtell, it goes a long 
way toward establishing the assertion of 
Isaac that 

Hiram Was Killed in Maine. 

The disclosure incident to the finding of 
the head makes the testimony of the 
Wileys, upon whom the government de- 
pended to secure a conviction against 
Isaac, look rather shaky. These two wit- 
nesses, father and son, testified to hearing 
three shots fired on the road, between 
Rochester and East Rochester, but an ad- 
ditional bullet hole in the head shows that 
four shots were fired. 

When the headless remains were resur- 
rected from the grave in tke woods of 
Lebanon, Me., three bullet holes were 
found in the trunk of the dead man. Wit- 
nesses at the trial testified to hearing three 
shots fired. They were positive on this 
point, but the finding of the head shows 
clearly that 

Another Shot Was Discharged. 

The searching party, under the direction 
of Lawyer Edgerly, consisted of Sheriff 
Goodwin, Sheriff Hurd, Henry F. Walker, 
George M. Worcester and Charles N, 
Hurd. About 8:30 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing, the party, accompanied by a force of 
volunteers, started in the direction of 
East Lebanon woods. About 12 o’clock 
Henry F. Walker stumbled over a pile of 
brush. He uttered a shout and the entire 
crowd rushed to where he stood. <A hasty 
pulling aside of the wilted branches dis- 
covered a mound of earth. 

Crowbars were brougtt into requisition, 
shovels were procured, and in a short time 
the ghastly relic of the modern Cain’s 
work was brought to view.

Opposed to Indirect Taxation—Favored 
Free Trade—And a Single Tax 


** Taxation ’’ was the subject under dis- 
cussion at the weekly meeting of ee 
society held Saturday evening. Mr. 
Smith, Vice President, occupied the chair, | 
and there was a fair attendance. | 

The subject of ‘‘Taxation’’ seemed at | 
first sight to have something of a dry ring | 
about it, but in the able hands of the | 
President, Mr. A. Souter, it assumed a | 
very interesting form and was listened to | 
with great attention. 

At the outset Mr. Souter pointed out | 
that taxation, or the raising of revenue for | 
the service of the State, had played a} 
very important part in the history of the} 
world. It was the imposition of unjust | 
taxes on the people which caused the | 
American and French Revolutions, an 
these might have been avoided had wiser | 
councils prevailed in the legislatures of | 
Great Britian and France. The essayist 
then went on to show some of the evils of 
indirect taxation. He says: ‘‘ The power 
of monopoly in the hands of a few is the 
cause of the present unequal taxation. 
To relieve the land-holder of his just 
burden 


The Meanest of all | 
kinds of taxation was adopted, namely: 
Indirect Taxation, and there is hardly a 
limit to its power. 

“It is costly to collect and for this reason 
wasteful, and takes a great deal more from 
the people than the government obtains. 
Another objection is that when imposed 
on articles of general use it bears with far 
greater Weight on the poorer classes than 
on the rich. The consideration is not how 
much you have, but how much you con- 
sume, so that the man with the largest 
family has the most taxes to pay. Indirect 
taxation, too, tends to give capital the ad- 
vantage over labor in starting up in busi- 
ness and to prove this the essayist quotes 
an illustration from Henry George, who 
says: “With a board, a knife, a kettle of 
paste and a few dollars worth of tobacco a 
competent cigarmaker could set up in busi- 
ness for himself were it not for revenue

THE Essay on ‘Taxation’ read and 
discussed at the weekly meeting of the 
Clan McGregor Society is open to serious 
criticism, and it is remarkable that it 
should have received the endorsement of 
a majority of the intelligent citizens 
present. Those who would go as far as to 
raise all the direct taxation on the land, 
would not for a moment entertain the 
abolishing of the indirect tax at the same 
time. Did the essayist or those present 
stop to consider what would be the tax on 
land in such a case. Take our own city 
tax. The land and buildings are assessed 
at $11,157,925, and the personal property 
at $3,328,905. 

If the personal property was abolished 
the tax on land and buildings would be about 
thirty per cent. larger, nearly athird. A 
citizen who now pays a tax of $30’ would 
then have to pay nearly $40; one who pays 
$100 would have to pay $130. But it would 
be still larger even for city purposes, be- 
cause the city now receives some revenue 
from indirect taxes, licenses, etc., which 
all tend to reduce the direct tax. Has the 
essayist any idea what the State tax would 
be if all came as a direct tax? If he has, 
will he go further and te!] us what the 
National government tax would be if a 
direct tax ? The total would not be less 
than ten times what it now is, A man 
whose house is taxed for $30 would then 
have to pay $300. Land and rent would 
increase in like proportion. The working- 
men could not afford to own their homes 
and we cannot see how they could afford 
to pay $120 a month rent where they now 
pay $12. Would not the burden fall 
heavier on the poor man than it now does ? 
The rich would escape, for they would not 
put their money into real estate, or else 
they would monoplize it all and make 
rents still more burdensome. 


Living Whist. A Steel Derrick. 

Among the ‘‘fads’’ that promise to be 
taken up by society this winter, says the 
Herald, is living whist, which is being 
supervised by Mme. Arcan in Boston and 
several other cities. Elegantly 
dressed ladies and gentlemen will figure in 
the principal parts, and a great deal of 
amusement is derived from the popular 
form of entertainment. 


C. E. Tayntor & Co., received from New 
York last Monday the first steel derrick 
ever built in this country. Melican 
Brothers, New York, were the makers. It 
is constructed of bridge steel, the boom 
has a radius of 71 feet, and nearly a mile 
of wire rope and guys is required to operate 
it. Its entire height is to be 99 feet, 
making the highest unsupported metal 
column in the world. The idea of such a 
derrick originated in the mind of Mr. 
Tayntor, and it was constructed according 
to his orders. It is to be raised this week 
at their quarries. 

Park & Duncan shipped a $2500 monu- 
nent to Washington D. C., last Friday.

$700. It represented a broken column en- 
twined with Ivy, and was pronounced a 
master piece of work by good judges of the 
art.—Barre Cor.

regulations. Before he can sell the cigars 
he makes he miust take out two or three 
different licenses and find bonds in the sum 
of $500.” 

After referring to the power of indirect 
taxation to augment the public debts of 
different countries and its evil effects on 
| the liquor traffic, Mr. Souter proceeded to 
call attention to 

The Principle of Free Trade. 
“Free trade,’’ says he, ‘‘is the natural 
trade. It requires not only the abolition of 
protective tariffs, but the removal of all 
restrictions upon production. 

““A single tax on land value is the only 
honest tax. The earth is the giver of all 
wealth, and belongs not to individuals, but 
to the people. All men cannot be farmers, 
but all are entitled to a share of the profits 
prodreed from land, and this can only be 
given by land paying all taxes. As the 
population of this country increases so is 
the value of land increasing. All are add- 
ing to its value no matter what industry he 
may follow after. The land shark is just 
as much at home here as he is at Great 
Britain, he is ready to buy up land if he 
thinks there is a chance of its value in- 
creasing, and the tax he pays for it is only 
a small affair. When the working man 
buys a house-lot he finds he has to pay the 
increased value he has helped to create, 
and a much higher tax, whether he puts a 
house on itornot. I do not blame the

The System that is Wrong. 

I believe everyone has a right to what he 
produces, therefore let the manufacturers 
and the business man be exempt from all 
taxes except a tax on the land required to 
carry on his business. There can be no 
doubt but the people of Great Britain are 
trying to free themselves from the monopo- 
ly of land by the few, while the people of 
this country are stepping into the same 
position out of which they are trying to 
extricate themselves, 

In this country the prevailing idea seems 
to be that because our exports exceed our 
imports the balance of trade is in our favor. 
This doctrine was exploded in 1846. I 
should like to know how much gold is 
annually exported to Great Britain without 
any return. We hear a great deal about 
the working man who comes to this country 
and sends his earnings home to support his 
wife and family, while the fact is ignored 
that he gives the value of his production 
in return. If Trades Unions and certain 
newspaper scribblers would let these work- 
ingmen alone and give more attention to 
those vampires of suciety, the landlords, 
they would come nearer the mark and do 
more credit to their intelligence. Concen- 
tration of land in the hands of a few is a 
very serious matter. Is it right that we 
consent to such inequality, that the few 
sha]l monopolize what is the common 
heritage of all. 

All that is Necessary 
to be done is to abolish all forms of taxa- 
tion except a tax on land value. Under this 
system no one could afford to hold land he 
was not using, and land not in use would 
be thrown open to those who wished to use 
it. 

The essayest closed his paper by remark- 
ing that these reforms would never be 
carried out by either political party unless 
compelled to do so by the people. Repre-

their interests. Among the working class

It was generally conceded that the land 
laws as they at present exist are iniquitous, 
that such things as taxation on improve- 
ments and the like should not be, and the 
most reasonable solution of the Jand 
problem lay in the adoption of the plan 
propounded by Henry George and other 
political economists—namely: 

The single tax on land value.

HOLDING THE FORT. 


Chinese Rebels Show No Signs 
of Vielding. 


BOTH SIDES SHOW BRAVERY 


But the Imperial Forces Get a Little 
the Best of the 
gents Take Revenge by Slaughtcring 
All They Meet on the Retreat, 


First Battie—Insur- 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 7.—Fuller particulars 
have been received of the recent battle be- 
tween the Chinese troops and the rebels, 
partly Mongolian and partly Chinese, who 
have been advancing toward Pekin. There 
seems to be no doubt that therebels have 
received a serious check, but even the im- 
perial authorities do not claim thatit is 
decisive, and the rebels still maintain the 
field. The Chinese general, Nich, one of the 
bravest and best known of the imperial 
army, and who distinguished himself in 
operations against the Taiping rebels, 
led the government forces, numbering 
6000 picked men from the national army. 
These were armed with Lauser rifles, and 
had several Krupp field cannon. They 
met the rebels at Chaoewan. The latter 
were 4000 in number, mostly well armed, 
and included a considerable number of de- 
serters from the Chinese troops at Man- 
churia. 

Nearly one-half, if not more, of the 
rebels were mounted on Mongolian horses. 
General Nich first took the precaution of 
selecting 500 trusty men, with several of 
his best officers, asa rear guard. ‘These 
were stationed about 300 yards in the rear 
of the main body of Chinese troops, and 
ordered to kill any soldier retreating from 
the field. These instructions were also 
made known to the rest of the army. 
General Nich then sent a body of troops 
to a ravine to the left, with the view of 
outflanking the enemy. Then, with the 
main force, he charged the rebels, who 
waited the onset 

Without a Waiver. 
Before charging the troops, Nich sent a 
volley intothe rebel ranks, which decim- 
ated but did not break them. 

The rebels fought bravely. It was Tar- 
tar against Tartar, the Mongol half-sav- 
age against the Mongol trained and dis- 
ciplined. For a time the struggle was 
doubtful. The rebels at this moment saw 
the flanking party. With the courage of 
despair they threw themselves on the 
imperial troops and pressed them back. 
General Nich rallied the troops at their 
former line, and placing himself at the 
head, led the final charge, the force he 
sent around at the same time attacking 
the rebels on the flank. The charge was 
irresistible. Nich, still at the head of his 
men, dashed into the breaking ranks of 
the enemy, seeking out the rebel com- 
mander. A wound, whether serious or 
not, is unknown, staid the ardor of Gen- 
eral Nich,and while the rebel leaderis 
said to have fallen, it must have been by 
another hand. The mounted rebels turned 
their ponies to the north and 

Fled in Confusion. 

The imperial troops slaughtered those on 
post on every side,and wherever they found 
a rebel they stabbed him to death. Those 
who surrendered as prisoners were immedi- 
ately beheaded, except several officers who 
were chopped to pieces. General Nich at 
once reported his victory to Pekin, where 
the news was received with general re- 
joicing. As confirmation of the announce- 
ment, the couriers who brought the dis- 
patch carried the head of the rebel leader in 
abag. The pursuit of the mounted-rebels 
was continued. The latter took revenge 
on the inhabitants fortheir defeat, pillag- 
ing, burning and slaughtering as they 
went back toward their desert fastnesses. 

At latest advices the Chinese troops 
had not again come into commission with 
the insurgents. It is stated that the num- 
ber of native Christians who perished ‘in 
the massacre that followed the opening of 
the rebellion wasabout 500. The numberof 
European victims isunknown. It is known 
that no British were among the victims. 
British Gunboat Helps Out Foreigners. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 7.—A dispatch from 
China to the headquarters of the Belgian 
missions of this city, brings the news of 
another frightful massacre. The animos- 
ity toward foreigners and the Christian re- 
ligion, which has been growing more dem- 
onstrative at Tien Tsin has, culminated in 
an attack on the Lazarist mission at Tien 
Tsin. Belgian missionaries and other} Eu- 
ropeans escaped with their lives, but many 
native Christians fell victims to cruel as- 
sassination. The British gunboat Fire 
brand, which is in the harbor,took prompt 
action to assist in protecting Europeans. 
The presence of this vessel is believed to 
have restrained the rioters froma whole- 
eale massacre of foreigners, although the 
gunboat is not capable of much execr.tion. 


Three Killed and Many Injured. 

OrTawa, O., Dec. 7—On the Findlay, 
Fort Wayne and Western road, seven 
miles east of Ottawa, last evening, a 
bridge broke down just after the engine 
of a work train passed over it. The ca- 
boose, containing a large number of em 
ployes,was precipitatedinto theriver. Three 
Italians were killed and a number of oth- 
ers were injured. 


Albert Victor’s Choice. 

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Prince Albert Victor, 
Duke of Clarence, the eMest son of the 
Prince of Wales, has proposed and been 
accepted by Princess Victoria Mary, the 
only daughter of the Duke of Teck, at 
Luton hall, where both have been staying 
lately with a large party. Queen Vic 
toria specially desired the match, which is 
said to be a love match. 


Killed by His Escort. 

Rio GRANDE CITY, Tex., Dec. 7.—Advices 
from Guerro, Mex., say Colonel Nueves 
Hernandez, who was arrested by order of 
General Garza, commander of the Mexi- 
can troops in the northern zone of that 
country, was murdered by a military es- 
cort. The government suspected the col- 
onel of being disloyal. 


Used a Razor. 

NEw York, Dec. 7.—Bernard Eagan, 
aged 34, a resident of Spencer, Mass., and 
a patient in Bellevue hospital in this city, 
attempted suicide by cutting his throat 
with a razor. Eagan came here in Novem- 
ber for treatment for spinal paralysis. He 
will recover. 


Czar is Right This Time. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 7.—In his decree 
appointing the czarewith to superintend 
the work of relieving the famine the czar 
declares that the government must pro- 
vide sufficient food to relieve the existing 
distress and that the bestowal of this 
charity is asacred:Christian duty. 


DR. GRAVES TALKs. 


Makes an Appeal to the “Fair Minded 
Men of the West” for Fair Play. 


DENVER, Dec. 7.—Ever since Dr. Thatcher 
Graves was placed on trial, charged with 
poisoning Mrs. Barnaby, he has avoided 
all reporters. For the/first time he brake 
this profound silence yesterday. The wit- 
nesses for the prosecution have been very 
talkative, raking over alleged skeletons in 
the closet of the Graves family. It was an 
attack upon the character of the yogingest 
brother of the accused that induced Dr. 
Graves to appear in print on this occasion. 

The statement was made by Colonel 
Rickard of Danielsonville, Conn., a wit- 
hess for the state, that Frank Graves, a 
brother of the doctor, suddenly dis- 
appeared from Massachusetts shortly 
after a safe had been robbed and had never 
since been heard of. 

Dr. Graves says thatit isonly in de 
fense of his brother that ‘he will consentto 
talk on the witness stand. The story he 
tells is that his brother was a prosperous 
lawyer, a partner of his father, in Bosten. 
Suffering from overwork,his mind became 
affected, and the doctor was called home. 


One morning, seventeen years ago, 
he says, the brother left the house- 


hold of his mother in Boston, having 
promised to cease from his labors and take 
arest. That noon he walked out of the 
house and has never been seen since. He 
was carrying a large sum of money at the 
time. The father immediately offered a re- 
ward of $5000 for information of his lost 
son. Dr. Graves appeals to the ‘“‘fair- 
minded men of the west”’ for fair play in 
his defense of his life. 


THE CAUSE A MYSTERY. 


Two Vermonters Wounded by Shots 


from a Pistol, One Fatally. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Dec. 7. — Brownell 
Niles and George Harwood, both of Pow- 
nal, were shot by Mark Green, who the 
past summer worked on Harwood’s farm 
up the Stamiord mountain. yesterday af- 
ternoon. Green met Niles coming down 
the mountain and ordered him to halt, or 
he would shoot him. Niles did not obey, 
and Green fired twice. 

Leaving} Niles lying inthe road, Green 
passed along and met Harwood, who had 
heard the shots and came to see what they 
meant. Harwood was also ordered to 
halt, and upon his refusal, Green shot, 
him in the shoulder and cheek and fled. 

Niles is fatally Injured, and State’s At- 
torney Mason has gone to take his deposi- 
tion. 

Both Niles and Harwood are well known 
here, and the event is shrouded in mys- 
tery, asno cause can be assigned for the 
shooting. It is, however, asserted that 
Green is insane.

As the clocks of the city were chiming 
the hour of noon, Clerk McPherson as- 
cended to the clerk’s desk and called the 
house to order,and immediately proceeded 
to call the roll. As Mr. Reed responded 
to his name, his Republican colleagues 
gave him a round of applause. There was 
a great deal of noise in the hall, and it was 
with difficulty that the clerk could record 
the responses. 

The clerk having announced the pres- 
ence of 326 members, the house, immedi- 
ately, on motion of Mr. Holman of In- 
diana, adjourned. 

In the Senate 

a large number of senators on both sides 
of the chamber were recognized by compli- 
mentary floral tributes. The new senators 
attracted much attention from the 
galleries, which were crowded to excess. 
Owing to the inability of the house to 
organize, the senate, after swearing in the 
new senators, adjourned. 

Senator Proctor has taken an eligible 
seat on the Republican side, near the vice 
president’s desk. He remarked that the 
president had not decided upon his succes- 
sor.

BOYD OR THAYER? 


The Supreme Court Trying to Ascertain 
Who is Governor of Nebraska.

case, involving the title to the office of 
governor of Nebraska, came up in the 
United States supreme court today. The 
| question is to whether or not James E. 
Boyd was a citizen of the Wnited States at 
the date of election. 

Attorneys for Boyd, in their brief, men- 
tion that he became a citizen by virtue of 
the admission of Nebraska asa state, he 
being an inhabitant of the territory of Ne- 
braska, and the act of admission in its 
terms having operated as a collective nat- 
uralization act. They also claim that 
Boyd became a citizen through the rela- 
tion, back to the time of declaration of in- 
tention, of the granting in 1890 of final 
naturalization papers to Boyd’s father. 
They also argue that the conscription act 
of 1863, making all persons who had de- 
clared their intention to become a citizen 
amenable to military duty, conferred citi- 
zenship upon James E. Boyd and his 
Ta ther. 

The brief in behalf of Thayer cites the 
case of Dryden and Swinburn from West 
Virginia, in which the circumstances are 
substantially identical with those in the 
case of Boyd, and in which the court held 
that record proof of naturalization was 
necessary, and that relation could not 
apply to matters of naturalization. Col- 
lective naturalization, the brief maintains, 
can apply only where congress makes ex- 
press provisions therefor. 


Regarding Immigrants. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Nettleton has instructed the immigra- 
tion officials at all ports that hereafter, 
and until otherwise directed, when an 
alien immigrant arrives at a port who 
proves to be of the class prohibited from 
landing, the officers shall not, unless 
specifically authorized by the department, 
permit such alien to land upon his tender- 
ing a bond of indemnity conditioned that 
such alien shall not become a public 
charge. Mr. Nettleton says it has been the 
intention to limit the taking of bonds to 
exceptional cases in which peculiar dis- 
tress and hardship, such as separation of 
families, etc., would result from a rigid 


| execution of the letter of the statute. 


The Vacant Portfolio. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Grant will continue to act as secre- 
tary of war without special designation by 
the president. The law allows an assist- 
ant secretary to act as secretary in case 
of vacancy for thirty days. It is believed 
the president will nominate Mr. Proctor’s 
successor in a few days. 


In Memory of “Sunset Cox,” 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The members of 
the life saving service have arranged to 
present Mrs. S. S. Cox of New York with 
a solid silver vase,more than two feet 
high, in recognition of the efforts of her 
late husband in behalf of that service 
while he was in congress.

This Time It Is With 
Incendiaries. 


He is Shot But Succeeds in Saving | 
Property Afterwards. 


His Experience with Burglars at Atlantic 
in 1880 Recalled, | 


Alex E, Frye, who was principal of the 
Quincy school at Atlantic from 1879 to 
1882, and is well known in this city, is the 
hero of the hour in San Bernardino, Cal., 
where he is the superintendent of schools. | 
The incident is graphically described by 
the Daily Courier of that city under date | 
of Noy. 27, and is given in full below: 

At about 7.15 last evening those living | 
in the neighborhood of the city school- 
house were startled by the sound of four 
mufiled pistol shots, and soon after by 
the ringing of the schoolhouse bell. 
Several of the residents of the neighbor- 
hood at once ran from their houses to 
ascertain the cause of the alarm, while 
some one more thoughtful than the rest 
hastened to the box at the corner of Fifth 
ind E streets and turned in an alarm 
of fire.

Y. M. C. A. GYMNASIUM. 


A Description of the New Quarters—The 


Apparatus, Classes, Etc. 


The new gymnasium of the Y. M. C. A. 
in French’s hail opened for the first time 
Monday evening. The rooms are not quite 
as large as are wanted, but they will answer 
for the present. 

There will be eight classes per week, the 
class nights being Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday evenings. The rooms, however, 
will be open evening and when 
classes are not in session exercises will be 
given on the different pieces of apparatus. 

All members of the gymnasium can if 
they wish be examined free of expense by 
Dr. Gordon, to determine what weak points 
they may have that need developing. 
This examination is, however, not com- 
pulsory. 

The hall is brilliantly illuminated with 
electric lights. Near the entrance are 
some fifty-four lockers to be used by the 
members to keep their clothes, also two 
sponge baths which are supplied with hot 
and cold water. 

The apparatus, which is the latest im 
proved, consists of a vaulting bar, an 
abdominal mat, 
weights, a rowing machine, punch bag, 
three mattresses, fifteen pair of 1 pound 
dumb-bells, ten pair of 14 pound dumb- 
bells, ten pairs of 14 pound Indian clubs, 
five pair of 2 pound Indian clubs and a set 
of parallel bars.

WHAT CHRISTMAS MEANS. 


Celebrated as a Holy Day Since the Year 
of Our Lord 98. 

At midnight on the 25th of this month 
the birthday of the Saviour of mankind 
will have been celebrated for the seven- 
teen hundred and ninety-second time, 
for Christmas was first keptas a holy 
day A. D. 98. We have no means of de- 
termining the exact date of the Saviour’s 
nativity. 

As to the year, preponderance of opin- 
jon and of such evidence as we have 
feems to favor thatof 4or5 B.C. As 
to the month, December is the height of 
the rainy season in Judea, and, there- 
fore, the fact, as stated by the New Tes- 
tament, that shepherds were watching 
their flocks on its plains while stars were 
shining in the heavens on the night of 
the Saviour’s birth, makes it extremely 
unlikely that it could have occurred in 
that month. Many learned treatises 
have been written and plausible argu- 
ments advanced to prove that it must 
have taken place in October, but the 
question will ever remain in abeyance. 

For the first three centuries Christmas 
was one of the most movable of all re- 
ligious festivals. The Eastern church 
observed Jan. 6 as the anniversary both 
of Christ’s birth and circumcision. But 
in the Fourth century Pope Julius I or- 
dered an investigation of the matter, 
and after long deliberation the theolo- 
gians of both the east and the west 
united in appointing Dec. 25 to be kept 
as Christ’s birthday. It seems not im- 
probable that in selecting Dec. 25 as the 
date of the greatest event save one—the 
crucifixion—in the world’s history the 
worthy fathers were influenced by a de- 
sire tosupplant the many heathen fes- 
tivals of the winter solstice, such as the 
Saturnalia, or great festival of Saturn 
and Ops, which began on Dec. 19 (or 
after Caxsar’s reformation of the calen- 
dar on the 17th) and continued for seven 
days. 

This presumption is made more prob- 
able from the fact that for many centu- 
ries the festivities of Christmas were 
prolonged until “Twelfth night,” Jan. 6, 
and even till Candlemas day, Feb. 2, 
while they usually began as early as the 
night before All Saints’ Day, or Hal- 
loween, thus showing the desire of the 
early fathers of the church to make the 
heathen converts to Christianity feel 
that they had lost nothing in harmless 
pleasure and enjoyment by the substi- 
tution of the Christian festival for the 
heathen one. 

Not only did the Romans observe this 
period of the year as a time for mirth 
and rejoicing, but many of our most 
familiar Christmas usages are derived 
from the old heathen festivals which 
Christmas replaced. The custom of 
giving Christmas presents, now so uni- 
versally observed, was derived from the 
old Roman Saturnalia or Feast of Satarn, 
above mentioned, at which it was cus- 
tomary for all the members of a house- 
hold to offer gifts to one another. 

The Yule clog, or log—the great stick 
of timber pleced in olden times upon the 
Christmas fire—was derived from the 
Saxon feast of Jul or Yul, at which a 
similar piece of timber gave the princi- 
pal fire and the principal light. The 
Yule clog and the superstitions con- 
nected with it are among the most ven- 
erable of Christmas associations. The 
Yule clogs that blazed in the vast halls 
of the old English feudal barons of the 
Middle Ages were huge trees, and we are 
told that even just before the close of 
the last century the mansion of an Eng- 
lish gentleman residing near Shrews- 
bury was totally destroyed by fire in 
consequence of too large a Yule log hav- 
ing been lighted on his hearthstone. 
When the Yule clog was not all con- 
sumed before dawn and burned on into 
the light of Christmas day, its ashes were 
carefully preserved until the next Christ- 
mas eve. 

The custom of decorating churches, 
dwellings and places of business with 
evergreen, holly, laurel, bays and mis- 
tletoe at the Christmas season has also a 
heathen origin, being a perpetuation of 
an observance of the old British Druids, 
whose belief it was that kindly sylvan 
spirits sought these ornaments of living 
green and hovered near them, untouched 
and unharmed by nipping frost, until 
the death of winter. 

Those same old Druids attached much 
importance to the mistletoe, investing it 
with a peculiarly hallowed and mystic 
character. They regarded it as an em- 
blem of love and believed that it typi- 
fied the beneficent feelings of their gods 
toward mankind. It is doubtless to this 
old Druidical association of the mistle- 
toe with love that the English custom, 
which still obtains, of enforcing the for- 
feit of a kiss from any female who is 
caught under a branch of it at Christmas 
time is traceable. 

By the celebration of Christmas, with 
its grand liturgy, its magnificent music 
and its pictorial and dramatic repre- 
sentations of the principal events in the 
life of him whose birth it commem- 
orated, the church sought to replace 
these heathen festivities and to lift up 
the minds of the people to something 
higher and holier, though from the first 
the day was regarded both as a holy 
commemoration of a most sacred event 
and asa mirtlful, joyous festival. In 
the Middle Ages the festive observances 
of the day often so far overtopped its 
more sacred features that the clergy 
were frequently compelled to check the 
unseemly merriment of their flocks. 

The name of Christmas assigned to 
the festival was derived from Christ amd 
the Saxon maesse or mass, and the two 
words were combined to denote a special 
service in honor of the birth of the Son 
of God. 

Probably one of the most: generally 
known of the old Christmas observances, 
next to the giving of presents, is the 
singing of Christmas carols. These were 
pious canticles designed to replace the 
ribald songs of the old heathen festivals, 
and the custom of children and even 
gtown people going about from house 
to house singing them at the door on 
Christmas eve and being rewarded with 
Christmas cheer and Christmas spend- 
Ing money is maintained in many parts 
of England even at the present;day.— 
New York World.

Crisp’s Speech. 

Representatives: Profoundly grateful for 
this mark of your confidence and esteem, I 
vledge myself here and now to devote what- 
ever of industry and ability I possess to the 
advancement of the real interest of the Demo- 
cratic party. I beg to say to you now, when I 
speak the first word to you since Iam your 
selection for speaker, that my election means 
ng step backward in tariff reform. I desire to 
say that there is in our party no man who 
more “earnestly believes in the Democratic 
doctrine of tariff reform than I do. 

After the long struggle through which we 
have passed, when _ representatives are 
fatigued and when other officers are to be 
nominated it does not become me to, consume 
your time. I wish to say, however, that dur- 
ing the progress of this canvass I have said no 
word respecting any individual or individuals 
which would at al! justify him, or them, in 
having any feeling of unkindness against me. 
I have felt that it was a friendly struggle; I 
have felt that we were all Democrats, and 
that whatever might be the result of the con- 
test, when this house shall meet and organize 
we will stick together as one body, working 
and laboring for the good of the party. 

Let me thank you again for your confidence 
and kindness, and beg to assure you that this 
whole contest has left in my bosom no unkind 
feeling toward any member of the house. 

The Minor Officers. 


The following nominations were then

Mills Wouldn't Talk. 

Mr. Mills, after the caucus, declined to 
talk about the result of the speakership 
contest. Mr. Hatch said he was satisfied. 
He preferred Mr. Crisp’s record on the sil- 
ver question to that of Mr. Mills since the 
latter’s speeches in Ohio. Mr. Springer 
said that Mr. Crisp would make an able 
and impartial presiding officer. Tariff re- 
form in Mr. Crisp’s election would be pre- 
served as the paramount issue of the 
presidential campaign of 1892. The elec- 
tion of Mr. Crisp would not complicate the 
presidential contest. No candidate for 
president will receive any advantage or 
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disadvantage from it. Mr. Springer also 
said: ‘‘We must make a record in this 
congress which will convince the people 
that we are in favor of an honest and eco- 
nomical administration.” 

Mr. Crisp’s Career. 

Charles Frederick Crisp, who received 
the nomination of the Democratic party 
for speaker of the house of representatives, 
was born in Shef- 
field, Eng., Jan. 
29, 1845. His par- 
ents were visiting 
friends in that 
city at the time 
of his birth. His 
father was a resi- 
dent of Savannah, 
being engaged in 
“ mercantile pur- 
suits. Mr. Crisp 
‘ returned to this 
country the year 
that his son was 
born, and resumed 
his residence in Savannah. About ten 
years later he removed to Macon. Young 
Crisp received such education as the pub- 
lic schools afforded, and when but 16 years 
of age he entered the Confederate army. 
This was in May, 1861. 

He, though a boy in years, was a man in 
deeds and actions, and when captured by 
the federal troops May 12, 1864, he was the 
first lieutenant in company K, Tenth Vir- 
ginia infantry. Hehad at that time seen 
three years of very hot campaigning, and 
was noted for his bravery and manliness. 
He was confined in Fort Delaware soon 
after his capture and remained a prisoner 
until June, 1865, when he was released. 

Inthe meantime his parents had left 
Macon and settled in Ellaville, Schley 
county, Ga. Lieutenant Crisp joined his 
parents, and soon after decided 

To Fit Himself for the Bar. 
He studied law at Americus, Ga., fora 
year, and in the autumn of 1866 he was ad- 
mitted to the barin Americus. He estab- 
lished an office in Ellaville, and began to 
practice his profession. 

Among his fellow lawyers he became 
known as a shrewd, able practitioner, who 
‘was fertile in expedients, and handled 
many hopeless cases successfully. His 
practice expanded, He was extremely 
popular with all who knew him. In 1872 
he was appointed solicitor general of the 
northwestern judicial district, to fill an 
unexpired term. He conducted the affairs 
of the office with excellent judgment and 
such ability, that at the expiration of the 
term in 1873 he was reappointed for four 
years. 


Mr. Crisp removed to Americus the 


Same year, and this town has since been 
his home. Thoughout his term of office 


he was as prominent as before. 

He had up to this time devoted but little 
time to politics, but he decided to enter 
the field and in September, 1882, he re- 
signed his position on the bench to accept 
The Democratic Nomination for Congress. 
He was the permanent president of the 
Democratic convention which met in At- 
lanta in 1883, to nominate a candidate 
for governor. He was elected to the Forty- 
eighth, Forty-ninth and Fiftieth con- 
gresses, and was considered one of the 
foremost lawyers at the bar. When 
his term expired in 1877 he was appointed 
judge of the supreme court of the 
same circuit to fill the vacancy. In 1878 
the general assembly elected him to the of- 
fice he then held for two years. He _ be- 
came prominent in his position, and was 
re-elected judge fora term of four years. 
At this time he was re-elected to the Fifty- 
first congress as a Democrat. 

Mr. Crisp has served on the committee 
oncommerce and on the committee on 
elections, taking a prominent part in all 
matters before them. 


LIQUOR LEGISLATION. 


Some of the Measures Suggested by the 
Republican Temperance Guard. 


Boston, Dec. 8.—An address to the Re- 
publicans of Massachusetts has been 
issued by the executive committee of the 

tepublican Temperance Guard, appealing 
foraidin bringing about the following 
legislation: 

A law to forbid all sales of intoxicating liq- 
uor to be drunk on the premises where sold, 
except to those who have resorted to the place 
for food. 

A bill for the better restriction of the trans- 
portation and delivery of intoxicating liquors 
in no-license towns. 

A bill to amend the provision in the limita- 
tion law, which allows summer resorts to is- 
sue special licenses, so that there shall be a 
special census. There is much need of action 
to cure the sad defectsfof the present adminis- 
tration of that law. 

A bill providing that a votefor no license 
shall stand for three years, and that it shall 
require a three-fifths vote to placea munici- 
pality under license.

OTTAWA, Dec. 8.—C. H. Tupper, min- 
ister of marine and fishery, has brought 
before the cabinet the complaint of the 
Nova Scotia fishermen that Newfoundland 
fish were admitted to Canada without 
duty, while Canadian boats were not al- 
lowed by Newfoundland to carry frozen 
herring.

CONFIDENCE IN GRANITE. 


The United States Granite Producers As- 
sociation Hope to Secure It. 

The United States Granite Producers 
Association held an important meeting in 
November, at the Southern Hotel, St. 
Louis, at which Mr. J. H. Shepard of 
Chicago presided. The principal granite 
producers of the West and South were eith- 
er present or represented. Some of the 
most important results attained were: 
Agreements to maintain a uniform limit on 
penalities for delays in building contracts, 
with a provision suspending all penalties in 
case of a strike; establishing a uniform 
date for the adoption of bills of prices with 
the labor unions and the entire elimination 
from such of all restrictions concerning ap- 
prentices. They also propose to deal with 
each labor union direct, and only on mat- 
ters relating to the work of each, and have 
placed the power of arbitration and settle- 
ment of all differences with the unions in 
the hands of the executive committee. It 
is confidently expected that this organiza- 
tion, which we are informed is in no sense 
opposed to union labor, will be able to so 
adjust matters between the employers and 
employes that there will be no cause for 
strikes and thereby revive among archi- 
tects a confidence in granite for building 
work which has been badly shaken in the 
past because of the delays arising from 
labor troubles.—Monumental News.

A JURY OBTAINED. 


It Visits Braintree, Holbrook 
dolph and the Great Pond. 


In the Norfolk superior civil court at 
Dedham Tuesday morning, Judge Mason 
presiding, the case of the proprietors of 
mills on the Monatiquot river, petitioners, 
vs. the inhabitants of Randolph, Holbrook 
and Braintree, was placed on trial. The 
action is to recover damages for the taking 
of the watersof Great Pond in Braintree | 
by the defendants for a water supply. 
Some 24 jurors were challenged up to 10.15, 
and six supernumeraries. From 10,15 to 
10,30 upward of 15 jurors were challenged 
by either the plaintiffs or defendants, A 
jury was finally obtained shortly before 
11 o'clock, and in the afternoon visited 
the towns of Braintree, Randolph and 
Holbrook, and personally inspected Great 
Pond, the source of supply and the mill 
privilege on the Monatiquot river, all of 
which are in the town of Braintree. 

It ought to be remembered in the case of 
Braintree that in accordance with a vote of 
the town, all further defence of the suit, 
be stopped on condition that the town pay 
its proportion of the amount of damages 
found against the three towns when the 
suit was first decided by the Supreme 
Court, amounting to $20,000, the mill own- 
ers withdrawing, lieu, therefore the suit 
against the town of Braintree. This hay- 
ing been done, there is really no suit 
against the town of Braintree; the town 
not even appearing by counsel.

The reports of the heads of the several 
sxecutive departments, required by law, to be 
vibmitted tome, which are herewith trans- 
hitted, and the reports of the secretary of the 
lreasury and the attorney-general, made 
lirectly to congress, furnish a comprehensive 
view of the administrative work of the last 
fiscal year relating to internal affairs. It 
would be of greatadvantage if these reports 
could have an attentive perusal by every mem- 
ber of congress and by all wh take an interest 
in public affairs. Such a perusal could not 
fail to excite a higher appreciation of the vast 
labor and conscientious effort which are given 
to the conduct of our civil administration. 

The reports will, I believe, show thet every 
question has been approached, considered and 
iocided from the standpoint of public duty 
jand upon considerations affecting the public 

interests alone. Again { invite to every branch 

of the service the attention and scrutiny of 
congress. 


Reciprocity. 

The work of the state department during 
| the last year has been characterized by an un- 
usual number of important negotiations and 
by diplomatic results of a notable and highly 
beneficial character. Among those are the 
reciprocal trade arrangements which have 
been concluded, in the exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 3 of the tariff law, with 
the republic of Brazil, with Spain forits West 
India possessions, and with San Domingo.

The Chilian Muddle. 

The civil war in Chili, which began in Jan- 
tary last, was continued, but fortunately 
with infrequent and not important armed col- 
lisions, until Aug. 28, when the congressional 
forces landed near Valparaiso and, after a 
bloody engagement, captured that city. Presi- 
dent Balmaceda at once recognized that his 

| cause was lost, anda provisional government 
was speedily established by the victorious 
party. Our minister was promptly directed to 
recognize and put himself in communication 
with this government as soon as itshould have 
established its de facto character, which was 
done. During the pendency of this civil con- 
test frequent indirect appeals were made to 
| thisgovernment to extend belligerent rights 
| to the insurgents and to give audience to their 
representatives. This was declined, and that

The Itata, anarmed vessel, commanded by a

While in the. custody of an 
officer of the court, the vessel was forcibly 
| wrested from his control and put to sea. It

| to have insisted that the Itata should be re- 
| turned to San Diego, to abide the judgment of 
the court. This was so clear to the junta of 
the Congressional party, established at Iqui- 
| que, that before the arrival of the Itata at 
| Xhat port, the secretary of foreign relations of 
hae provisional government addressed to Rear 
| Admiral Brown, commanding the United 
States naval forces, a communication, from 
which the following is an abstract. 

“The provisidnal government has learned by 
the cablegrams of the Associated Press that 
the transport Itata, detained in San Diego by 
order of the United States for taking on board 
munitions of war aad in possession of the 
marshal, left the port, carrying on board this 
oficial, who was landed at a point near the 
coast, and then continued her voyage. It this 
hews be correct. this government would de- 
| plore the conduct of the Itata, and, as an evi- 
dence thatit is not disposed to support or 
agree to the infraction of the laws of the 
United States, the undersigned takes advan- 
tage of the provisional relations you have been 
good enough to maintain with him since your 
arrival in this port to aeclare to you thatas 
soonas she is within reach of our orders, 
his government will put the Itata, with the 
arms and munitions she took on board at San 
Diego, at the disposition of the United States.” 

A trial in the district court of the United 
States for the southern district of California 
has recently resulted in a decision holding, 
among other things, that, inasmuch as the 
Congressional party has not been recognized 
| a8 a belligerent, the acts done in its interest 
| could not be a violation of our neutrality 
j laws. From this judgment the United States 
| has appealed, not that the condemnation of 
| the vessel is a matter of importance, but that 
| we may know what the present state of our 
law is; for, if this construction of the statute 
|} is correct, there is obvious necessity for re- 
vision and amendment. 

A Disappointment. 

During the progress of the war in Chili this 
government tendered its good offices to bring 
about a peaceful adjustment, and it was at 
one time hoped that a good result might be 
reached; but inthis we were disappointed. 
The instructions to our naval officers and to 
our minister at Santiago, from the first to the 
last of this struggle, enjoined upon them the 
most impartial treatment and non-interfer- 
ence. Iam satisfied that these instructions 
were observed, and that our representatives 
were always watchful to use their influence 
impartially, in the interest of humanity and, 
on more than one occasion, did so effectively. 
We could not forget, however, that this gov- 
ernment was in diplomatic relations with the 
| then established government of Chili, as it 
| is now in such relations with the successor of 
| that government. Iam quite sure that Presi- 
| dent Montt, who has, under circumstances of 
| promise for the peace of Chili, been installed 


that,in the unfortunate event of any revolt 
against his authority, the policy of this gov- 
ernment should be other than that which we 
| have recently Observed. 

No official complaint of the conduct of our 


struggle has been presented to this govern- 
ment; and it is a matter! of regret that so 
many of our own people should have given ear 
| to unofficial charges and complaints that man- 
ifestly had their origin in rival interests and 
in a wish to pervert the relations of the United 
States and Chili.

The Baltimore Incident. 

On the 16th of October an event occurred at 
Valparaiso, so serious and tragic in its cireum- 
stances and results.as to very justly excite 
the indignation of our people, and to cali for 
prompt and decisive action on the part of this 
government. A considerable number of the 
sailors of the United States steamship 
more, then in the harbor of Valparaiso, being 
upon shore leave and unarmed,were assaulted 
by armed men, nearly simultaneously, in dif- 
ferent localities in the city. One petty officer 
was killed outright, and seven or eight seamen 
were seriously 
since died. 
sault that several of our sailors‘received more 
than two, and one of them as many as eigh- 
teen, stab wounds. 

An investigation of the affair was promptly 
made by a board of officers of the Baltimore, 
and their report shows that these assaults 


were unprovoked, that our men were conduct- | 
ing themselves in a peaceable and orderly | 
manner, and that some of the police of the | to Sept. 30, 1891, the total value of our foreign 
city took part in the assault, and used their | 


weapons with fatal effect, while a few others, 
with some well-disposed citizens, endeavored 
to protect our men. Thirty-six of our sailors 
w arrested, and some of them, while being 
taken to prison, were cruelly beaten and mal- 
treated. The ‘.ct that they were all dis- 
charged, no criminal charge being lodged 
against any ony of them, shows very clearly 
that they were innocent of any breach!of the 
peace. 

So faras I have yet been able to learn no 
other explanation of this bloody work has been 
suggested than that it had its origin in hos- 
tility to these men as sailors of the United 


States, wearing the uniform of their govern- | 


ment, and not inany individual act or personal 
animosity. The attention of the Chilean gov- 


ernment was at once called to this affair, and | 


astatement of the facts obtained by the in- 
vestigation we had conducted was submitted, 
accompanied by a request to be advised of any 
otheror qualifying facts in the possession of 
the Chilian government that might tend to re- 
lieve this affair of the appearance of an in- 
sult to this government. The Chilean gov- 
ernment was also advised that if such quali- 
fying facts did not exist this government 
would confidently expect full and prompt re- 
paration. 

It is to be regretted that. the reply of the sec- 
retary for foreign affairs of the provisional 
government was couched in an offensive tone. 
To this no response has been made. This gov- 
ernment is now awaiting the result of an in- 
vestigation which has been conducted by the 
criminal court at Valparaiso. It is reported, 
unofficially, that the investigation is about | 
completed, and it is expected that the result 
willsoon be communicated to this govern- 
ment, together with some adequate and satis- 
factory response to the note by which the at- 
tention of Chili was called to this incident. If 
these just expectations should be disap- 
pointed, or further needless delay intervene, 
I will, by a special message, bring this matter 
again to the attention of congress for such ac- 
tion as may be necessary. 

The entire correspondence with the govern- 
ment of Chili will at an early day be submit- 
ted to congress.

laborers, In connection with the exhibit of 
Chinese industries at the approaching 
Columbian exposition. ‘I regard it as de- 
sirable that the Chinese exhibit be facili- 
tated in every proper way.” 

Spanish Affairs. 

The rights of American citizens in the 
Caroline Islands was then lightly touched 
upon; laments the injustice to our coun- 
trymen on account of the neglect of the 
Spanish government, calling further at- 
tention to the proposed celebration of the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America, which event is to be held in 
Madrid, and urging congress to accept the 
hnvitation extended to this government to 
participate in its celebration. 

Russian Emigration. 

The Mexican treaty, the death of King 
Kalakua and the influx of Russians, on 
account of their expulsion from the do- 
mains of the czar, to this country, is 
referred to, and which is likely to assume 
proportions which may make it difficult 
to find homes and employment for them 
here, and to seriously affect the labor 
market. It is estimated that over one 
million will be forced from Russia within 
a few years. 

The Hebrew is never a beggar, fhe has al- 
ways kept the law, often under severe and 
oppressive civil restrictions. It is also 
trne that no race, sect, or class has more fully 
cared for his o-vn than the Hebrew race. But 
the sudden transfer of such a multitude, un- 
der conditions that tend to strip them of their 
smallaccumulations and to depress their en- 
ergies and courage, is neither good for them 
nor forus. The banishment, whether by di- 
rect decree or by not less certain indirect 
methods of so large a numberof menand 
women, is not a local question. A decree to 
leave one country is, in the nature of 
things, an order to enter another. 
This consideration, as well as the suggestions 
of humanity, furnishes an ample ground for 
the remonstrances which we have presented to 
Russia, while our historic friendship for that 
government cannot fail to give the assurance 
that our representatious are those of a sincere 
well-wisher. 

The Navassa Insurrection. 

The Navassa troubles have been referred 
to, and the cause of them particularly 
outlined by the president, and in conclu- 
sion, the president said: 

I recommend legislation that shall place la- 
bor contracts upon this and other islands hav- 
ing the relation that Navassa has tothe United 
States, under the supervision of a court com- 
missioner, and that shall provide, at the ex- 


| pense of the owners, an officer to reside upon 


the islands with power to. judge and ad- 
just disputes, and to enforce ajust and hu- 
mane treatment of the employes. It is inex- 
cusable that American laborers should be left 
within our own jurisdiction without access to 
any government officer or tribunalfor their 
protection, and the redress of their wrongs, 
The Copyright Law. 

International copyright has been seeured, in 
accordance withthe conditions of the act of 
1891, with Belgium, France, Great 
Britain and the British possessions, and 
Switzerland, the laws of these countries per- 
mitting to our citizens the benefit of copyright 
on substantially the same basis as to their own 
With Germany a special 
convention has been negotiated upon this sub- 
ject, which will bring that country within the 
reciprocal benefits of our legislation. 

Free Trade vs. Protection. 


The financial department of the country 
has been much augumented during the last 
year by reason of the conflicting predictions, 
which accompanied and followed the tariff 
and other legislation of the last congress af- 
fecting the revenues, as to the results of this 
legislation upon the treasury and upon the 
country. Onthe one hand it was contended 
that imports would so fall off as to leave the 
treasury bankrupt, and that the prices of 
articles entering into the living of the people 
would be so enhanced as to dangerously affect 
their comfort and happiness, while on the 
other it was argued that the loss to the reve- 
nue, largely the result of placing sugar on the 
free list, would be a direct gain to the people; 
that the prices of the necessaries of life, in- 
cluding those most highly protected, would 
not be enhanced: that labor would have a 
larger market, and the products of the farm 
advanced prices; while the treasury surplus 
and receipts would be adequate to meet the 
appropriations. including the large exceptional 
expenditures for the refunding to the states of 
the direct tax andthe redemption of the 414 
per cent. bonds. 

Treasury Statistics. 

It is not my purpose to enter at length intoa 
discussion of the effects of the legislation to 
which I have referred; but a brief examina- 
tion of the statistics of the treasury and a gen- 
eral glance at the state of business through- 
out the country will, I think, satisfy any im- 
partial inquirer that its results have disap- 
pointed the evil prophecies of its opponents 
and in a large measure realized the hopeful 
predictions of its friends. Rarely, if ever, be- 
fore in the history of the country has there

people. I believe that a full test will develop 
the fact that the tariff act of the Fifty-first 
congress is very favorable in its average effect 
on the prices of articles entering into common 
use. 
Our Foreign Commerce, 
During the twelve months from Oct. 1, 1890, 


commerce (imports and exports combined) 
was $1,747,806,406, which was the largest of any 
year in the history of the United States. The 
largest in any previous year was in 189), when 
our commerce amounted to $1,647,139,083, and 
the last vear exceeds this enormous aggregate 
by over one hundred millions. It is interest- 
ing,and to some wiil be surprising, to know 
that during the year ending Sept. 30, 1891, our 
imports of merchandise amounted to $324,715,- 
270, which was an increase of more than eleven 
million dollars over the value of the imports 
of the corresponding months of the preceding 
year, when the imports of merchandise were 
unusually large, in anticipation of the tariff 
legislation then pending. The average annual 
value of the imports of merchandise for the 
ten years from 1881, was $692,816,522, and dur- 
ing the year ending Sept. 30, 1891, this annual 
average was exceeded by $132,528,569. 
Free Imports. 

The value of free imports during the twelve 
months ending Sept. 30, 1891, was $118,092,387, 
more than the value of free imports during the 
corresponding twelve months of the preceding 
year, and there was during the same period a 
decrease of $106,846,508 in the value of imports 
of dutiable merchandise. The percentage of 
merchandise admitted free of duty during the 
year to which I have referred, the first under 


| the new tariff, was 48.18, while during the pre- 


ceding twelve months, under the old tariff, the 
percentage was 34.27, an increase of 13.91 per 
vent. If we take the six months ending Sept. 
® last, which covers the time during which 
sugars have been admitted free of duty, the 
per cent of value of merchandise imported free 
of duty is found to be 55.37, which is a larger 
percentage of free imports than during any 


| prior fiscal year inthe historv of the govern- 


ment. 
Tariff Not Oppressive, 

If we turn to exports of merchandise the 
statistics are full of gratification. The value 
of such exports of merchandise for the twelve 
months ending Sept. 30, 1891, was $923,091,136, 
while for the corresponding previous twelve 
months it was $860,177,115, an increase of $62,- 
914,021, which is nearly three times the aver- 
age annual increase of exports of merchan- 
dise for the preceding twenty years; this ex- 
ceeds in amount and value the exports of mer- 


| chandise during any year in the history of the 


government. The increase in the value of ex- 
ports of agricultural products during the year 
referred to over the corresponding twelve 
months of the prior year was $45,346,127, while 
the increase in the value of exports was $16,- 
836,240. There is certainly nothing in the con- 
dition of trade, foreign or domestic, there is 
certainly nothing in the condition of our peo- 
ple of any class, to suggest that the existing 
tariffand revenue legislation bears oppres- 


sively apon the people or retards the commer- 
cial development of the nation. 

General Prosperity and Contentment. 

It may be argued that our condition would 
be better if our tariff legislation were upon a 
free trade basis; but it cannot be denied that 
all the conditions of prosperity and of general 
contentment arepresent in a larger degree 
than ever before in our history, and that, too, 
just when it was prophesied they would be in 
the worst state. Agitation for radical changes 
in tariff aud financial legislation cannot help, 
but may seriously impede business, to the 
prosperity of which some degree of stability in 
legislation is essential. I think there are con- 
tlusive evidences that the new tariff has cre- 

ted several great industries which will, 
within a few years, give employment to sev- 
tral hundred thousand American workingmen 
and women. In viewof the somewhat over- 
crowded condition of the labor market of the 
United States, every patriotic citizen should 
rejoice at such a result. 

Last Year’s Revenues and Expenses. 


The report of the secretary of the treas- 
ury shows that the total receipts of the 
government, from all sources, for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1891, were $453,- 
544,333.03, while the expenditures for the 
same period were $421,304,470.46, leaving a 
surplus of $37,239,762.57. The receipts of 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1892, actual 
and estimated, are $433,000,000, and the ex- 


penditures $409,000,000. Forthe fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1893, the estimated re- 
| 


a 


ceipts are $455,336,350, and the expendi- 
tures $441, 300,093. 
Silver Bullion. 

With regard to the prophecies of the anti- 
silver men, that the coinage of $2,000,000 
per month would create disaster,they were 
not wide of the mark. The president says 
that he is still of the opinion that the free 
coinage of silver, under existing condi- 
tions, would disastrously affect our busi- 
ness interests at home and abroad, and 
that we could not hope to maintain an 
equality inthe purchasing power of the 
gold and silver dollar in our markets, and 
in foreign trade the stamp gives no added 
value tothe bullion contained in coins. 
The producers of the country, its farmers 
and laborers, have the highest interest 
that every dollar, paper or coin, is- 
sued by the government, shall be as good 
as any other. If there is one less valuable 
than another, its sure and constant errand 
will be to pay them for their toil and for 
their crops. 

Our Silver Exports Exports Reduced. 

After comparing our silver standard 
with England's, and referring to the re- 
duction of the export of domestic silver 
during the past year, the president says: 

The producers of silver are entitled to your 
consideration, but they should not forget that 
the government is now buying and putting out 
of the market what is the equivalent of the 
entire product of our silver mines. This is 
more than they themselves thought of asking 
two years ago. I believe it is the earnest de- 

| sire of a great majority of the people, as it is 
mine, that a full coin use shall be made of sil- 
ver just as soon as the co-operation of other 
nations can be secured and a ratio fixed that 
will give circulation equally to gold and silver. 
The business of the world requires the use of 
both metals; bat I do not see any prospect of 
gain, but much of loss, by giving up the pres- 
ent system,in which a full use is made of gold 
and a large use of silver, for one in which sil- 
ver alone will circulate. Such an event would 
be at once fatal to the further progress of the 
silver movement. 

Europe Wants Silver. 

The true friends of silver will be careful not 
to overrun the coal and bring its silver mone- 
tization, with the necessary attendant loss of 
our gold to Europe, and the relief of the pres- 
sure there foralarger currency. I have en- 
deavored, by the use of official and unofficial 
agencies, to keep a close observation of the 


| 

state of public sentiment in Europe upon this 
question and have not found it to be such as 
to justify me in preparing an international con- 
ference. There is, however, I am sure, a 
growing sentiment in Europe in favor ofa 
larger use of silver, and I know of no more 
effectual way of promoting this sentiment 
than by accumulating gold here. A scarcity 
of gold inthe European reserves will be the 
most persuasive argument for the use of silver. 


The president alludes to the retirement 
of Secretary Proctor from the cabinet, and 
says that his report exhibited the results 
of an intelligent, progressive, and business 
like administration of a department which 
has been too much regarded as one of mere 
routine. The separation of Secretary Proc- 
tor from the department by reason of his 
appointment as a senator from the state 
of Vermont was a source of great regret 
to him and to his colleagues in the cabi- 
net, andhe was sure it was to all those 
who have had business with the depart- 
ment under his charge. In the administra- 
tion of army affairs some especially good 
work has been accomplished. The efforts 
of the secretary to reduce the percentage of 
desertions by removing the causes that 
promoted it have been so successful as to 
enable him to report for the last year a 
lower percentage of desertion than has 
been before reached in the history of the 
army. The resulting money savingis con- 
siderable, but the improvement in the mor- 
als of the enlisted men is the most valu- 
able incident of the reforms which have 
brought about this result. 


Our Harbor Defenses. 

The work of securing sites for shore bat- 
teries for harbor defense and the manu- 
facture of mortars and guns of high power 
to equip them have made good progress 
during the year. The preliminary work of 
tests and plans, which so long delayed a 
start, is now outof the way. Some guns 
have been completed, and with an en- 
larged shop and a more complete equip- 
ment at Watervliet the army will soon be 
abreast of the navy in gun construction. 

Pensions and Records. 

The great work done in the record and pen- 
sion division of the department by Major 
Ainsworth of the medical corps,and the clerks 
under him, is entitled to honorable mention. 
Taking up the work with nearly 41,000 cases 
behind, he closed the last fiscal year without a 
single case left over, though the new cases had 
increased 52 per cent. in number over the 
previous year by reason of the pension legisla- 
lation of the last congress. 

The president concurs in the recom- 
mendation of the attorney general that 
the right in felony cases to a review by 
the supreme court be limited. 

The Chinese Exclusion Act. 

The enforcement by the treasury depart- 
ment of the law prohibiting the coming of the 
Chinese to the United States has been effec- 
tive as to such as seek to land from vessels en- 
teringtour ports. The result has been to di- 
vert the travel to vessels entering the ports of 
British Columbia, whence passage into the 
United States at obscure points along the 
Dominion boundary is easy. A very consider- 
able number af Chinese laborers have, during 
the past year, entered the United States from 
Canada and Mexico. The officers of the treas- 
ury departmeat and of the department of 
justice have used every means at their com- 
mand to intercept this in:migration; but the 
impossibility of perfectly guarding our ex- 
tended frontier is apparent. The Dominion 
government collects a head tax of $50 from 
every Chinaman entering Canada, and thus 
derives a considerable revenue from those who 
only use its ports to reach a position of advan- 
tage to evade our exclusion laws. 

More Effective Laws Urged. 


There seems to be satisfactory evidence that 
the business of passing Chinamen through 
Canada is organized and quite active. The 
department of justice has construed the laws 
to require the return of any Chinaman found 
to be unlawfully in this country to China as 
the country from which he came, notwith- 


standing the fact that he came to the United 
States by way of Canada, but several of the 
iistrict courts have, in cases brought before 
them, overruled this view of the law and de- 
cided that such persons must be returned to 
Canada. This construction was the law of all 
effectiveness, even if the decree could be ex- 
acuted, for the men returned can the next day 
re-cross our borders. But the only appropria- 
tion made is for sending them back to China 
and the Canadian officials refuse to allow 
them to re-enter Canada without the payment 
of the $50 head tax. I recommend such legis- 
lation as will remedy these defects in the law. 
Free Postal Delivery. 

An appropriation was given by the last con- 
ress for the purpose of making some experi- 
mentsin free deliveryin the smaller cities 
and towns. The results of these experiments 
have been so satisfactory that the postmaster 
general recommends, and I concur in his rec- 
ommendation, that the free delivery system 
be extended to towns of 5000 population. His 
discussion ofthe inadequate facilities extended 
under our present system to rural communi- 
ties and his sugeestions with a viewto give 
these [commurities a fuller participation in 
the benefits of the postal service, are worthy 
of your careful consideration. It is not just 
thatthe farmer, who receives his mail at a 
neighboring town, should not only be com- 
pelled to send to the postoffice for it, but to 
pay a considerable rent fora box in which to 
place it, or wait his turn at a general delivery 
window, while the city resident has his mail 
brought to his door. 

In the Interest of Law and Order. 


The president calls the attention of con- 
gress to the necessity of so extending the 
United States courts as to make triable 
therein any felony committed while in the 
act of violating a law of the United States. 
These courts cannot have that independ- 
ence and effectiveness which the constitu- 
tion contemplates so long as the felonious 
killing of court officers, jurors and wit- 
nesses in the discharge of their duties, or 
by reason of their acts as such, is only 
eognisable in the state courts. The work 
done by the attorney general and the offi- 
cers of his department, even under the 
present inadequate legislation, has pro- 
duced some notable results in the interest 
of law and order. 

Modificd Use of Telegraph. 

It isstated that over 54,000 neighborhoods 
are, under th. present system, receiving mail 
at postoflices where money orders and postal 
notes are not issued. The extension of this 
system to these communities is especially 
desirable, as the patrons of such offices are not 
possessed of the other facilities offered in more 
populous communities for the transportation 
of small sums of money. I have, in a message 
to the preceding congress, expressed my views 
as toa modified use of the telegraph in con- 
nection with the postal service. 

Bureau of Indian Affairs. 

The report of the secretary of the in- 
terior shows tuat a very gratifying pro- 
gress has been made in all of the bureaus 
which make up that complex and difficult 
department. The work in the bureau of 
Indian affairs was perhaps never so large 
as now, by reason of the numerous nego- 
tiations which have becn proceeding with 
the tribes for a reduction of the reserva- 
tions, with the incidents of labor making 
allotments, and was never more carefully 
conducted. The provision of adequate 
school facilities for Indian children and 
the locating of adult Indians upon farms, 
involves the solution of the “Indian ques- 
tion.” 

Our Navy of the Futtre. 

The report of the secretary of the navy 
shows a gratifying increase of new naval 
vessels in commission. The Newark, Con- 
cord, Bennington and Miantonomah have 
been added during the year, with an ag- 
gregate of something more than 11,000 
tons. Twenty-four war ships of all classes 
are now under construction in the navy 
yards and private shops, but, while the 
work upon them is going forward satis- 
factorily, the completion of the more im- 
portant vessels will yet require about a 
year’s time. Some of the vessels under 
construction, it is believed, will be tri- 
umphs of naval engineering. When itis 
recollected thatthe work of buildinga 
model navy was enly initiated in the year 
1883, that our naval constructors and ship- 
builders are practically without experi- 
ence in the construction of large iron or 
steel ships, that our engine shops were un- 
familiar with great marine engines, and 
that the manufacture of steel forgings for 
guns and plates was almost wholly a 
foreign industry, the progress that has 
been made is not only highly satisfactory, 
but furnishes the assurance that the 
United States will before long attain su- 
premacy. 

A Problem to Solve. 

With regard to the late Indian troubles 
on the Sioux reservation the president 
says that the relation of the five civilized 
tribes now occupying the Indian Territory 
to the United States is not caleulated to 
promote the highest advancement of these 
Indians. That there should be within our 
borders five independent states, having no 
relation, except those growing out of 
treaties, with the government of the 
United States, no representation in the 
national legislature, its people not citi- 
zens, isastartling anomaly. It seems to 
be inevitable that there shall be before 
long some organic changes in the relation 
of these people tothe United States. What 
form these changes should take he does 
not think it des,rable now to suggest. 
They should certainly involve the ac- 
ceptance of citizenship by the Indians and 
a representation in congress. 

He also suggests that these Indians 
should have an opportunity to present 
their claims and grievances upon the floor, 
rather as, now, in the lobby. If a commis- 
sion could be appointed to visit these tribes 
to confer with them in a friendly spirit 
upon this whole subject, even if no agree- 
ment would be developed, discussion 
would prepare the way for changes which 
must come soonerorlater. The good work 
of reducing the ‘arger Indian reservations 
by allotment in severalty to the Indians 
and the cession of the remaining lands to 
the United States for disposition under the 
homestead law has been prosecuted during 
the year with energy and success. 


Opening New Settlements. 


In the territory of Oklahoma 900,000 
acres of land was opened last September, 
all of which was taken up by settlersin a 
single day. The rush for these lands was 
accompanied by a great deal of excite- 
ment, but was, happily, free from in- 
cidents of violence. It was a source of 
great regret that the surplus lands of the 
Cheyenne and Araphoe reservation was 
not opened at the same time, amounting 
to about 300,000 acres, by reason of the in- 
sufficiency of the appropriation for mak- 
ing the allotments. Deserving and im- 
patient settlers are waiting to occupy 
these lands, and he urgently recommends 
that a special deficiency appropriation be 
promptly made of the small amount 
needed so that the allotments may be com 
pleted and the surplus lands opened in 
time to permit the settlers to get upon 
their homesteads in the early spring. 

During the past summer the Cherokee 
commission have completed arrangements 
with the Wichita, Kickapoo and Tongana 
tribes, whereby, if the agreements are 
ratified by congress, over 800,000 additional 
acres will be opened to settlement in Okla 
homa, 

The negotiation for the release by the 


Cherokee of their claim to the Cherokee 
strip has made no substantial progress,so 
far as the department is officially 
but it is still hoped that the cession of 
this large and valuable tract may be se 
cured. 

Court of Private Land Claims. 

Attention is called to the difficulty pre- 
sented by the secretary of the interier as 
to the administration of the law of March 
3, 1891, establishing a court of private 
land claims. The small holdings intended 
to be protected by the law are estimated 
at more than 15,000in number. The claéim- 
ants are a most deserving class and their 
titles are supported by the strongest 
equities. 

The difficulty grows out of the fact that 
the lands have largely been surveyed ac- 
cording to our methods, while the hotd- 
ings, many of which have been in the 
same family for generations, are laid out 
in narrow strips a few rods wide upon a 
stream and running back to the hills for 
pasturage and timber. Provision should 
be made for numbering these tracts-as lots 
and for a patenting thereby such numbers, 
and without reference to section lines. 

Our Pensioners. 


The administration of the pension ba- 
reau has been characterized during the 
year by great diligence. The total num- 
ber of pensioners upon the roll on the 80th 
day of June, 1891, was 676,160, There were 
allowed during the fiscal year ending at 
that time 250,500 cases. Of this number 
102,367 were allowed under the law of 
June 27, 1890. 

The issuing of certificates has been pro- 
ceeding at the rateof about 30,000 per 
month, about 75 per cent. of these being 
cases under tie new law. The commis 
sioner expresses the opinion that he will 
be able to carefully adjudicate and allow 
350,000 claims during the present ftscal 
year. The appropriation for the present 
fiscal year, 1890-'91, was $127,689,793.90, and 
the amount expended $115,530,649.25, leay- 
ing an unexpended balance of $9,155, 144.64 

The president says with regard to this 
important matter: 

The mistake which has been made by many 
in their estimates of the cost of pensions is in 
not taking account of the diminished value of 
first payments under the recent legislation. 
These payments, underthe general law, have 
been for many years very large, as the pen- 
sions, when allowed, dated from the time of 
filing the claim, and most of these chaims had 
been pending for years. The first payments 
under the law of June, 1890, are relatively 
small, and, as the percent. of these cases in- 
creases, and that of the old cases diminishes, 
the annual aggregate of first payments is 
largely reduced. 

Report on Railroads. 

The report of the commissioner of rail- 
roads shows that the total debt of the 
subsidized railroads in the United States 
was, on Dec. 31, 1890, $112,512,613.06. 

With regard to this important matter 
the president says: 

I have twice before urgently called the atten- 
tion of congress to the necessity of legislation 
for the protection of the lives of raNroad em- 
ployes, but nothing has yet been done. During 
the year ending June 30, 1890, 399 brakemen 
were killed and 7841 maimed while engaged in 
coupling cars. The total number of railroad 
employes killed during the year was 2451, and 
the number injured, 23,390. This is a crueland 
largely needless sacrifice. 

Census Bureau. 

The work of the census bureau is now 
far in advance, and nearly the great butk 
of the enormous labor envolved completed. 
It will be more strictly a statistical ex- 
hibit, and less encumbered by essays than 
its immediate predecessors. The methods 
pursued haye been fair, careful and in- 
telligent, and have secured the approval 
of the statisticians, who have followed 
them with s scientific and non-partésan 
interest. The appropriations necessary to 
the early completion and publication of 
the authorized volumes should be given in 
time to secure against delays, which in- 
crease the cost and at the same time di- 
minish the value of the work. 

Touching Polygamy. 

The legislation of congress for the re- 
pression of polygamy has, after years of 
resistance on the part of the Mormons, at 
last brought them to the conclusion that 
resistance is unprofitable and unavailing. 
The power of congress over this subject 
should not be surrendered until we have 
satisfactory evidence that the people of 
the state to be created would exercise the 
exclusive power of the state over this sub- 
ject in the same way. 

Department of Agriculture. 

If the establishment of the department 
of agriculture was regarded by any one as 
a mere concession to the unenlightened de- 
mand of a worthy class of people, that im- 
pression has been most effectually removed 
by the great results already attained. Its 
home influence has been very great in dis- 
criminating agricultural and horticultural 
information; in stimulating and directing 
a further diversification of crops; in detect- 
ing and eradicating diseases of domestic 
animals, and, more than all, in the close 
and informal contact which it has estab- 
lished and maintained with the farmers 
and stock raisers of the whole country. 

Civil Serviee Reform. 

The reportof the civil service commis- 
sion invites a personal inspection by sena- 
tors and representatives{of its records and 
methods, and every fair critic will feel 
that such an examination, either of the 
system or the administration. I¢ is not 
claimed that either is perfect, but the 
president believes that the law is being ex- 
ecuted with impartiality, and that the 
system isincomparably better and fairer 
than that of appointments upon favor,and 
Irecommend that the appropriations for 
the civil service commission be made ade- 
quate to the increased work of the next 
fiscal year.

NEWFOUNDLAND SHUT OUT. 


+— 
Wouldn’t Reciprocate with Canada Con- 
cerning the Fisheries. 


OTTAWA,Dec. 9.—The collectors of cus- 
toms at maritime province ports have 
been notified to hereafter collect duties on 
fish and fish products imported from New- 
foundland. For some years past, with a de- 
sire to preserve an amicable understand- 
ing with the sister colony, the Canadian 
government has not taken any steps to 
collect the duty on this class of imports, 
but has allowed Newfoundland fish and 
fish products to enter Canada free. It was 
hoped by this concession that Newfound- 
Jand would be prepared to deal liberally 
and reciprocally with Canada in trade 
matters. Recently an intimation wascon- 
veyed to the island authorities that the 
Canadian government would be glad to 
know if the government of Newfoundland 
could give any assurance that the duties 
on Canadian products would be soreduced 
as to justify the issue of a proclamation to 
continue the admission of Newfoundland 
fish into Canada free. 

The reply received from Newfoundland 
indicated that no reduction could be prom- 
ised and no alternative, therefore, re- 
mained tothe Dominion government but 
to collect duty on fish imported from the 
sister cnlony. ‘The fishermen of Nova 
Scotia complain that the importation of 
Newfoundland fishis operating injuriously 
against them while nocorresponding advan- 
tage is derived by them. Thejvalue of im- 
portations of fish from Newfoundland 
into Canada last year was $719,000. 


GERMANY COMING INTO LINE. 


Commercial Treaty with Uncle Sam 
Practically Concluded—Spain’s Wants. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—While it is im- 
possible to obtain an official acknowledge- 
ment to that effect, it is known that a 
commercial convention under the recip- 
rocity clause of the McKinley act has 
been practically concluded between Ger- 
many and the United States, and that the 
president willsoon issue a proclamation 
announcing thefact. Theconvention con- 
templates the free importation of German 
sugar into the United States and the re- 
duction of duty on American cereals im- 
ported into Germany from 5 marks to 3 1-2 
murks, 

MADRID, Dec. 9.—A number of conserva- 
tives have joined the Liberals with the ob- | 
ject of agitating for the establishment of a 
commercial treaty wit Germany. In 
view of the hostile tariffs adopted by the 
French government, it is reported that 
the Spanish ministers will aim at bringing 
about such an arrangement of tariffs as 
will allow Spain to compete successfully 
with France in supplying wines to the 
United States.

Some Other Interesting Statements. 


Barnaby Upon 


DENVER, Dec. 10.—When the jury filed 
into Judge Rising’s court yesterday, im- 
mediately after the judge was seated, 
Judge Furman rose and began his speech. 
He saigé . 

“When I reflect on the seriousness of 
this charge, I am almost overwhelmed 
with a sense of the responsibility which in 
part devolves upon me. I shall rely on 
your intelligence, on your sense of right 
and justice to supply any omissions 
Imay make. We do not come before you 
with any unreasonable theories, but we 
come before you with the truth. We can- 
not boast that we have a millionaire on 
our side, but we have the truth on our 
side. You are doubtless anxious to hear 
our answer to the charge brought against 
us. 

“When you have heard our statement 
and thetestimony you willsee that thereare 
two sides. If there was a bottle of poi- 
scnedjwhisky sent, I say that the man who 
sent it was more than acoward. He was 
a hell-hound and he should be burned at 
the stake. This is merely a statement 
and not an argument. The prosecution 
makes the first statement because the bur- 
den of proof is uponit. It does not have 
the opening statement because the state 
favors it, not at all; but because the ac- 
cused comes here under the supposition 
that he is innocent until he is proved 
guilty. It doesnot devolve upon him to 
prove Mrs. Barnaby’s death; that burden 
is upon the state, and therefore the state 
made the opening address. We are confi- 
dent of being able to conclusively prove 
that all the allegations are false.”’ 

Judge Furman gave an account of the 
business and social relations that existed 
between Dr. Graves and Mrs. Barnaby, 
putting upon them an 

Entirely Different Light 

from that cast by the district attorney. 
He denied any ill motives upon the part 
of the doctor and denied that he ever had 
any but the best wishes for the old lady, 
as the management of her affairs by the 
doctor will for themselves show. He said: 
“We deny every circumstance mentioned 
by the state which indicates that Dr. 
Graves is guilty of crime.” 

Judge Furman told of an interview 
which Dr. Graves had with John Conrad. 
Congad said: “Doctor, you did not admin- 
ister the property properly.” 

The doctor offered to let him see his 
books. Conrad said: “If I had met you in 
Denver this thing would have been all 
settled.” Hecontinued: “Let you and] 
settle this. We don’t want a lawyer.” 
That night John Conrad looked at the 
doctor’s books, and the next day he asked 
the doctor to go to Boston with him to see 
the securities. He sawsthem and said: 
“Doctor, you administered wisely and 1 
will cheerfully sign a statement exonerat- 
ing you.” The doctor said he thought it 
would be only right. 

“Can’t you help me, doctor,” said Con: 
rad. “I wanttobe governor and United 
States senator.” 

They met at at Mrs. Conrad’s house that 
night and Conrad said he could not fixup 
the statement then. He added he had 
contributed $25,000 in the last election in 
Montana, and he expected soon to be gov- 
ernor. He thought he could go back and 
Say it was a mistake to suspect the doctor. 

“Don’t you believe some one sent a bot- 
tle of pure whisky?” he said. “I believe 
the Worrells put in the poison and ifI can 
prove thatsome one sent the whisky, I 

Will Fix the Crime on the Worrells. 
Old Mr. Worrell is bankrupt.” 

The doctor said nothing because he 
knew nothing. The next night the doctor 
called again to get Conrad’s statement. 
Conrad pretended to be drunk and wanted 
the doctor to goto New York and paint 
the town red. 

The doctor refused, and the next morn- 
ing a partial statement exposing Dr. 
Graves was published. The next Wednes- 
day morning Conrad sent for Dr. Graves 
to talk about the will. In the first will 
Mr. Conrad’s children were left $25,000 
each. In the second will they were only 
left $10,000. Conrad said, ‘Doctor, I want 
you to sign this paper in which you admit 
you sent Mrs. Barnaby a bottle of pure 
whisky. By ——, if you don’t sign this, I 
willtake you to Denverin handcuffs. I 
will fixa jury to convict you. I am a 
western man.” 

Dr. Graves demanded to be let out of the 
house, and the next day he telegraphed 
District Attorney Stevens that he was 
coming to Denver, not with Conrad, but 
with his wife.” 

“You are not here to convict Graves, 
said Judge Furman in conclusion, ‘“‘be- 
cause some one else should have been con- 
victed. Itis with confidence we submit 
our case to you.”

HEARD FOR MILES. 


Big Fireworks Factory at Boston Blown 
Up—One Employe Killed. 


BosTox, Dec. 10.—Marsten & Wells’ fire- 
works factory on Swett street was blown 
up yesterday afternoon. Andrew Shultz, 
an 18-year-old boy, was instantly killed, 
and twenty others received injuries. The 
first explosion occurred in the firecracker 
factory, a two-story structure on Swett 
street. The cause is not known. Luckily 
most of the thirty-five employes were at 
dinner when the explosion occurred. 

The explosion came without a moment’s 
warning, and hardly had the report died 
away, when the other buildings caught 
fireand blazed up in.a few seconds, ending 
with an explosion which lifted the struc- 
ture high into the air, leaving a trail of 
flaming sparks. The buildings, as they 
exploded one after another, were thrown 
high in the air and the debris was scat- 
tered to a long distance on all sides. 

The fire started in the cracker shop dur- 
ing the noon hour; how it startedis a 
mystery. Employes who were in the build- 
ing say that the explosion came almost 
immediately after the fire was discovered, 
and thatthe five boys and two men in the 
building had scarcely time to scramble 
through the windows before the shock 
came. 

Of the twenty-six buildings comprising 
the plant nineteen were destroyed. The 
loss is total, insurance companies refusing 
to take risks on so dangerous aa estab- 
lishment. The explosion was heard for 
miles, 


RECIPROCITY FIRST. 


Many Things to Be Considered Before 
Canada Can Join the United States. 


BROOKLYN, Dec. 10.—Before the Union 
League club of this city last evening Eras- 
tus Wiman maintained that a political 
uriion witn Canada was at present unde- 
sirable and impossible. A commercial 
union, however, was within easy grasp, 
and this was absolutely essential to pre- 
pare the way should a political alliance 
ever be contemplated. At best,annexation 
would take from a quarterto half a cen- 
tury, while reciprocity, with concurrent 
legislation, could be had at an early date. 
The free admission of American manufac- 
tures into British America, anda dis- 
crimination against the manufacturers of 
Great Britain, if adopted by the parlia- 
ment of Canada, would be an indication of 
good will toward the United States, the 
greatest that could be demanded. It would 
alsoimply a fiscal freedom from inter- 
ference from abroad that would be along 
step toward practical independence; and a 
market afforded for free raw material in 
the United States would result in a pros- 
perity for Canada enormously beneficial 
to the United States. 


ON THE VERGE OF STARVATION. 


Mexican Government Orders Grain from 
the United States for Sufferers. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 10.—The des- 
titution existing among the inhabitants 
of Durango and neighboring Mexican 
states, on account of drouth and the total 
failure of crops, has reached such a serious 
state that the government has been com- 
pelled to provide food to keep the people 
from starving. The governor of Chihua- 
hua has ordered 100,000 bushels of grain 
from the United States, which will be dis- 
tributed ata minimum cost, or free to 
those who have no money. Thousands of 
the lower classes, who are naturally 
thriftless, are on the point of starvation. 


Brotherly Recognition. 

HovstTon, Dec. 10.—At the annual ses- 
sion of the grand lodge of Masons of 
Texas, Grand Master Rossemboy of Mex- 
ico was introduced. The legitimacy of 
the Masonic order of Mexico was then 
recognized by the Masonry of the United 
States forthe first time. It is expected 
that this will result in a benefit to com- 
merce as well as Masonry. 


Albanian Marauders. 

BELGRADE, Dec. 10.—The Malissori tribe 
from Albania have raided and burned 
Poschani and Vrangevce, villages in Ser- 
via, and killed four of the inhabitants. 
They afterward attacked five hamlets, 
plundered the houses and killed seven per- 
sons. Of late acts of violence and robbery 
by Albanians have been unusually fre- 
quent. 


The Senate’s Minority. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Senator Gorman, 
chairman of the Democratic caucus, has 
appointed the following committee to pre- 
parealist of senators to represent the 
minority on the senate committees for the 
present congress: Senators Cockrell, Ran- 
som, Voorhees, Harris, Butler, McPher- 
son, Blackburn and Kenna.

NEw YorK, Dec. 10.—Pete Maher has 
signed articles to box Jem Corbett toa 
finish for $5000 a side,Queensbury rules,be- 
fore any responsible club in the United 
States that offers the largest purse, be- 
tween April 15 and May 15 next. The 
articles await Corbett’s signature at The 
Herald office.

BERLIN, Dec. 10.—The members of the 
firm of Du Bois & Co. in this city have 
been arrested on a charge of selling 
sausages madeof the flesh of horses which 
had died of disease. They claim that the 
proceedings are based on a mistake of the 
officials.

NEw York, Dec. 10.—The steamer Poly- 
nesia, from Stettin, whieh arrived at this 
port yesterday, had four deaths on the 
passage, all children, from measles. Sev- 
eral cases of measles were taken from on 
board the steamer and are now in the hos- 
pital.

Quincy, Mass., Dec. 8, 1891. 
James Thompson, Esq., President of City 
Council, } 

Sir,—l return to the Council, without | 
|my approval order No. 90, which appro- 
priates $36,500 for the erection of a brick 
schoolhouse on Brooks avenue, according 
to the original plans and specifications on 
file. 

These plans and specifications call fora 
more elaborate building than I believe 
necessary or desired, and the cost of the 
same will be, in my judgment, more than 
the financial resources of the city will 
allow. 

The present debt of the city is $229,000, 
which is within $67,000 of the debt limit. 
| In view of the present needs of our city in 
other directions, including the demand for 

more school buildings, which is sure to be 
‘made in the near future. Ido not deem 
jit wise or good policy to approve this 
| order. 

I fully, realize the need of more school 
accommodations in this section and deeply 
regret the delay in securing them, but I | 
believe the Council! should, in considering | 
the question of the erection of a school 
building, also take into consideration the | 
necessity for other public improvements, | 
an( also our limited financial resources. 

1 deem it my duty to ca!) the attention of 
the Council to the important qnestion of 
heating and ventilation. 

These specifications call for the Smead } 
system, and I have reason to believe that 
members of the Council voted, thinking the 
system proposed to be the same as now in 
use at Wollaston and at the Willard, while 
in fact a different system is contemplated 
by the plans, which is called the ‘Direct 
Smead with Smith’s improvements.”’ I} 
think it unwise to adopt any new system 


without sufficient evidence that it has | 
worked satisfactorily in other places. 
The contract proposed by the Smead 


Company provides that the final payment 
shall be made on the completion of the 
work. This provision is arbitrary and 
; unfair, The final payment should not be 
required for any system, until it has been 
fairly tested and proved satisfactory to the 
State board. 

As there are other systems equally as 
good, which can be obtained at much less 
expense and upon fairer terms, I am con- 
fident that it would be greatly to the ad- 
vantage of the city to permit other com- 
panies to compete for the work.

ORDERED, That the committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings be requested to present to the 
Council at their next meeting plans and 
specifications drawn by McFarland, En-

Councilman Bryant objected to the in- 
structions.

Councilman Pratt had no objection to 
theorder being amended. He believed the 
plans of the Belmont school in Malden 
satisfactory, and had no doubt but the 
School Committee as a board would 
approve them. 

Councilman Jones believed the-com- 
mittee should have the privilege of re- 
moving the objectionable features, 

Councilman Holden enquired what the 
objections were. 

Councilmau Moxon said the committee 
would cheerfully consider any plan, but he 
knew the School Committee to object to 
the Malden plan. The objections were the 
main entrance through the basement, the 
dark corridors and the small teachers’ room. 
He favored postponing to the next Council. 

Councilman Sherman was sorry these 
objectionable features had not been 
presented before. It seemed there were 
vital objections to a square building. 

Councilman Holden said he was not 
bound to any building. 

Councilman Pratt said all the objections 
could easily be removed at small expense. 

Councj!man Powers favored reference to 
the next City Council. Thought the veto 
should not cause a change In votes. 

Councilman Bass presented some figures 
as to the cost of the Belmont schoo]. The 
highest bid Malden received was $26,500. 
It would require about $2000 more for the 
heating. He believed $30,000 would com- 
plete the building for occupancy. 

Councilman Moxon said the plans would 
require some modifications, and believed 
the committee should have the authority. 

Councilman Roberts said the plans under

WHO IS TO BLAME? 


An Abundance of Grain in the Cau- 
casus While Peasants are Starving, 


WARSAW, Dec. 9.—It is learned on good 
authority that the prestige of M. Vishe- 
gradsky, the minister of finance, has of 
late been greatly shaken, and that he has 
become exceedingly unpopular among the 
merchants and other commercial elasses, 
who now perceive that the temporary im- 
provement in the finances has been effected 
at their expense. The failure of the crops 
has been a terrible blow to his schemes, 
and many of his finest plans have been 
ghattered by this national calamity. 

The failure of the crops has not been 
universal. In the Caucasus the harvest 
was so abundent that grain is still rotting 
at the stations for want of rolling stock to 
carry itaway. The government has tried 
to remedy this drawback by sending over 
2000 trucks south, but these will not be 
sufficient. There is much reason to sup- 
pose there will be a famine next year also. 
The autumn wheat has been seriously in- 
jured by the rain, and it is very probable 
that the spring crops, in many of the east- 
ern governments, will turn out no better 
than they did this year. Indeed, the out- 
look in Russia is very gloomy, and every- 
one is preparing for a very sad winter. 


TROY HAS A “CRANK,” 


He Attempts to Kill the ex-Mayor of 
the City with a Hatchet. 

Troy, N.Y., Dec.9.—As Edward Murphy, 
Jr., chairman of the state Democratic 
committee and ex-mayor of this city, was 
entering his residence on Fifth avenue 
yesterday afternoon, a man struck him on 
the neck with a hatchet. Mr. Murphy 
dodged and did not receive the full force 
of the blow, only a slight bruise being 
made. Mr. Murphy and two men chased 
the assailant, who was captured aftcr 
throwing the hatchet in & store door. The 
man gave his name as Daniel Murphy, a 
laborer. He was recently released from 
the state asylum for insane at Pough- 
keepsie, where he had been confined since 
last July. The prisoner denies having 
tried to kill the ex-mayor, and charges 
that he himself was assaulted. When 
Mr. Murphy was struck he hit his 
assailant a heavy blowin the face before 
the latter started torun. The assault cre- 
ated the utmost excitement for a few 
honrs, and the wildest reports were spread 
about the city. At the station house Mr. 
Marphy asked his assailant if Ke (Mr. 
Murphy) had ever done anything to him, 
anid the crank replied: “hk, my God, no.” 


A RATHER QUEER LAW. 


A Young Girl Imprisoned for Walking 
the Streets with a Student. 


Lonvon, Dec. 9.—In the court of queen’s 
bench counsel representing the family of a 
girl named Daisy Hopkins applied for the 
granting of a decree nisi, calling upon the 
vice chancellor of Cambridge university to 
show cause why a writ of habeas corpus 
should not be issued in the case of Miss 
Hopkins, who, it was claimed, was illeg- 
ally imprisoned in the spinning house by 
order of the vice chancellor. The latter 
imprisoned Miss Hopkins under the pro- 
visions of an old university law, which 
gave him power to so punish a girl for 
walking with a student in the university, 
Counsel for Miss Hopkins claimed that 
there was no offense known to the law as 
walking in the streets with a university 
student, and the court ordered that the 
rule nisi be issued and made returnable on 
Friday next. 


DEATH’S SUDDEN CALL. 


Heart Failure Ends the Life of M. L. 
Stearns, Ex-Governor of Florida. 


CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Dec. 9.—M. L- 
Stearns, ex-governor of Florida, dropped 
dead last evening of heart failure at the 
residence of his wife’s mother, Mrs. H. D. 
Walker, at Palatine Bridge. 

Governor Stearns was born in Lovell, 
Me., 52 years ago. He entered the army in 
1861 as a private, was promoted to first 
lieutenant and lost his right arm in the 
battle of Winchester. He held appoint- 
ments under Presidents Grant and Hayes. 
He was elected to the legislature of Flor- 
ida, served four years as speaker of the as- 
sembly and was governor of the state three 
years. Mrs. Stearns, accompanicd by her 
mother and her brother, Edward A. 
Walker, left Palatine Bridge this morning 
for Lovell with the remains, where the 
funeral will take place. 


Queer Story from California. 

MARYSVILLE, Cal., Dec. 9.—A residentof 
asmall mining camp, known as Foster's 
Bar, named Signourette,attempted suicide 
by taking strychnine. The poison not act- 
ing fast enough heasked his wife to put an 
end to his sufferings, according to her 
story, by shooting him. She did so, and 
subsequently asked a neighbor to cremate 
the body. The latter refused and in- 
formed the authorities. She has been ar- 
rested.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


And Its Effect Upon Chilian Officials. 
Comments from London. 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—In commenting upon 
President Harrison’s message, The Post 
notices with satisfaction on the absence of 
signs of bluster toward foreign nations, 
and says that if the message meets the 
ideas of the president’s party, Mr. Blaine’s 
chances have seriously diminished. 

The Daily News says: The president's 
message leaves nothing to be desired 
either in tone orin temper. Mr. Harrison 
is less exasperating than Mr. Bilaime, and 
tonsequently more statesmanlike. He 
would not speak so tenderty of reciprocity 
if his protection policy was a success, 

VALPARAISO, Dec. 10.—The substance of 
President Harrison’s statement of Chilian

It is regarded by the Chrlians as decidedly 
menacing a rupture between the two coun- 
tries, as it is not believed that the Chilian 
government will consent either to apology 
or any material indemnity.

WHERE TO FISH FOR SMELTS. 


There are Plenty at Hull But Many Pre- 
fer Quincy Shores. 

Now that the summer tishing is over, the 
amateur in the piscatorial art, loth to give 
up the sport, naturally wants to know 
what fish can be caught during late fall 
and early winter. 

Just at this time the smelts accommodat- 
ingly make their appearance in Boston 
harbor. 

Knowing where to fish is half the battle, 
and knowing how to fish is the other half. 

It is better to use a light pole that can 
be taken apart in sections and put ina 
cover, and small hooks, 

Shrimps make the best bait; they can be 
procured at the market or fish stores; clams 
and earth worms make good bait, but the 
latter cannot easily be obtained after the 
first of December, as they go down deep in 
the ground to avoid the frost.

The 41-2 Per Cent. Loan. 

The original issue of 41-2 per cent. 
bonds, authorized by the acts July 14, 1870, 
consists of $131,596,150 registered, and 
$118,403,850 coupon bonds. 

During the fifteen years’ existence of the 
loan there were received and cancelled $77,- 
430,700 coupon bonds, for which an equal 
amount of registered bonds were issued, 
and there were retired by purchase or re- 
demption, prior to April 1, 1891, $168,089,- 
800 registered, and $28,106,450 coupon 
bonds. The amount outstanding April 1, 
was, therefore, $53,854,250, of which $41,- 
037,550 were registered, and $12,816,700 
coupon bonds. These by their terms were 
redeemable at the pleasure of the United 
States after Sept. 1, 1891, and were being 
received for redemption, with interest to 
that date, in pursuance of a circular is- 
sued by my predecessor Oct. 9, 1890. The 
bonds so redeemed were paid from the sur- 
plus revenues, under section 2 of the act 
of March 3, 1891, the sinking fund for the 
current year having been completed by 
purchases and redemptions of 4 per cent.

1892, but the provision was stricken ont 
in the senate, and, in lieu thereof, an ap- 
propriation of $150,000 was ma@e for such 
Secoinage. : 

Under this liberal appropriation a large 
amount of uncurrent silver coinsin the 
treasury has been recoined into dimes 
and quarter-dollars, and such recoinage is 
still in progress. 

The face value of the silver coins trans- 
ferred from the treasury to’ the mints for 
recoinage under this appropriation has 
been $3,858,958, upon which the loss of 
metal, representing abrasion from wear, 
and reimbursed the treasurer from the 
above appropriation, was $115,055, a loss of 
about 3 per cent. It was thought that the 
loss would be about.5 per cent., and that 
the appropriation of $150,000 wouid enable 
the department to recoin about $3,000,000. 
By careful and economical work upon the 
partof the mints the loss has been re- 
duced considerably below this figure, and 
itis believed that the current appropria- 
tion will enable the mints to recoin $5,000,- 
000. 

National Banks. 

The number of banks in operation Oct. 
81, 1891, was 3694, having in capital stock 
$684,755,865; bonds deposited to secure cir- 
culation, $152,113,850; bank notes out- 
standing, $171,368,948, including $35,430,- 
721 represented by lawful money depos- 
ited for their redemption. Their gross 
circulation has decreased $7,571,085 during 
the year, while that secured by pledge of 
bonds has increased $11,795,101. 

Tariff and Customs Administration. 

The existing tariff went into effect as to 
most of its provisions on Oct. 6, 1890. 
Under its operations during the twelve 
months ending Sept. 30, 1891, the value 
of imports of merchandise was $824,- 
716,507, an increase of $11,247,116 over 
the value of imports of the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. Of this 
total the value of free goods was $397,352,- 
107, an increase of $118,092,436 over the 
value of free imports during the corre- 
sponding months of the previous year. 
The proportion of merchandise admitted 
free was 48.18 per cent. of the total im- 
portation, as against 34.32 per cent. for the 
preceding year, thus exceeding the pro- 
portion of free goods under any previous 
tariff for a corresponding period. 

The articles now admitted free of duty 
are chiefly necessaries of life, such as 
sugar, tea, coffee, and other articles which 
are not largely produced in this country, 
and do not successfully compete with our 
domestic productions. 

Internal Revenue. 

The receipts from all sources of internal 
revenue for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1891, were $146,035,415.97; the receipts from 
the same sources for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1890, were $142,594,696.57, making 
anincrease in the receipts for the fiscal 
year just ended of $3,440,719.40. The total 
cost of collection for the fiscal year just 
ended June 30, 1891, was $4,205,655.49; for 
the year ended June 30, 1890, $4,095,110.80; 
increased cost of collection for fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1891, $110,544.69. 

Foreign Commerce. 

The value of our foreign commerce 
amounted to $1,729,397,006, as against $1,- 
647,193,093 during the fiscal year 1890, an 
increase of $82,257,913. The value of im- 
ports of merchandise amounted to $844,- 
916,196, as against $789,310,409 during the 
fiscal year 1890, an increase of $55,605,787. 
The value of the exports of merchandise 
was $884,480,810, as against $857,828,684 for 
the previous fiscal year 1890, an increase 
of $26,652,126. The exports exceeded the 
imports of merchandise $39,564,614. 

Exports and Imports. 

The total value of exports of domestic 
merchandise was $872,270,283, an increase 
of $26,976,455 over the exports of the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. 

During the last fiscal year the value of 
imports of merchandise was $$44,916,196, 
anincrease of $55,605,787 over the fiscal 
year 1890. The value of free merchandise 
imported was $366,241,352, and of dutiable 
was $78,674,844, an increase in the value 
of free merchandise of $100,572,723, and a 
decrease in the value of dutiable goods of 
$44,966,936. 

Immigration. 

The total arrival of immigration in the 
United States from foreign countries, 
other than British North America and 
Mexico, during the year ended June 30, 
1891, amounted to 560,319, against 455,302 
during the preceding fiscal year, an in- 
crease of 105,017. 

Alien Contract Labor Laws. 

Good progress has been made during the 
past yearinthe matter of enforcing the 
provisions of the alien contract labor laws. 
The fact that such laws are on the statute 
books, prescribing serious penalties for 
their infraction, has of itself had a most 
salutary effect and tended greatly to pre- 
vent all law-abiding citizens from  at- 
tempting the importation of alien laborers 
under contract. Prosecutions have been 
instituted wherever sufficient evidence 
could be procured, and these, with result- 
ing convictions, have had a wholesome de- 
terrent effect upon such employers as 
might not be influenced by a mere knowl- 
edge of the prohibited trafficin alien labor. 
Thus the effectiveness of the laws in ques- 
tion is not measured or indicated by the 
number of prosecutions brought there- 
under, nor by the number of contract la- 
borers intercepted and returned. 

Bevenue Marine Serviee. _ 

The performance of the regular duties of 
the revenue cutters has continued in a 
faithful and efficient manner. Thirty-six 
vessels incommission have boarded and 
examined 26,262 vesseis, of which 1042 
were found violating the law. The fines 
incurred by reason of these violations 
amounted to $334,046.94. In addition, 133 
distressed vessels were assisted, the value 
of the vessels and their cargoes amounting 
to $2,806,056. 

At the close of the year there were in 
operation 238 life saving station’, six hay- 
ing been put in commission and one dis- 
continued during the year. 

The secretary says the department has 
been unremitting in its efforts to enfarce 
the Chinese exclusion acts, but with only 
partial success. 

World’s Colambian E xposition. 

Work is progressing satisfactorily in the 
preparation of asuitable contribution by 
the treasury departmeht to the govern- 
ment exhibit at the World’s Columbian 
exposition. Pursuant to the provisions of 
law the supervising architect of the treas- 
ury has completed suitable plans for the 
government exposition building. A con- 
tract for the construction has been ap- 
proved, involving an expenditure of $3%6,- 
767, and work is going forward upon the 
structure.

A ¥Four-Room Schoolhouse of Architec- 


tural Beauty in Melrose. 


The new Central Grammar school build- 
ing on Main street, near Emerson street, 
Melrose, hag just been completed. 

The Journal says: It is the most ex- 
pensive school building in Melrose, having 

| been erected at a cost of $17;500, and is 
also the tinest public building in the town 
in point of architectural beauty. The in- 
terior vies with the exterior in the appli- 
cation of all modern conveniences for the 
use and benefit of the pupils. 

The basement and first story are built in 
artistic style of selected field stone, with 
projecting faces and granite trimmings. 
The second story is of hard brick laid in 
red mortar, with freestone trimmings, and 
the roof is slated with ridges and finials of 
copper. 

The heating and ventilation are by the 
Smead system, aud the interior brick work 
for hot and foul air ducts is very extensive. 

There are four rooms in the building, 
with a seating capacity each for 54 pupils, 
located on the southern portion with plenty 
of sunlight exposure, and on the northern 
side of the corridor are two recitation 
rooms and ample closets for the clothing 
of the children. The closets in the cor- 
ridur are of new design, with open wire 
work screens instead of the common wood- 
;en ones, 

There are two flights of broad stairs, one 
at each end of the building. 

The floors are of maple, and inside 
finish of ash. The walls are tinted in oils, 
the boards of fine slate, the ceilings in the 
| lower story frescoed, and in the upper are 
finished with beams and paneling. 

There are brick fire-places and mantles 
| with alcoves in each room, while the win- 
| dows are of double sash, affording protec- 
tion in cold weather and opportunity to 
| change the air without direct draught. 
| The sanitarles are located in the base- 
lenank: and also separate play rooms for 
boys and girls, which are entered on grade 
with the school grounds. 

The building by the configuration of the 
land is so placed that the basement on 
Main street is entirely above ground, and 
the outer steps are of granite, with buttress 
coping of blue stone, 

With the growth of the ivy planted about 
the building and clambering over the stones 
the school building will present a very 
picturesque appearance. Mr. Angus 
McDonald has been the contractor, and 
the architects are Messrs. Loring & Phipps 
of Boston,

CORBETT AND MATHER 


Disagree as to When They Will Fight. 
A Chance for Mitchell. 


New YorE, Dec. 11.—James J. Corbett, 
the heavyweight champion pugilist of the 
Pacific coast, went to The Herald office 
yesterday with a check for $4000, signed 
by Phil Dwyer, to make a match for $5000 
with Peter Maher, the Irish champion, 
who has already deposited $1000, as had 
Corbett.

Newfoundland Not in a Position to 
Fight Over the Tariff. 


OTTAWA, Dec. 11.—C. H. Tupper, min- 
ister of marine and fishery, states that the 
government has received no intimation 
that the Newfoundland government has 
placed dutieson Canadian products.

ALTOS, Ills., Dec. 11.—The jury in the 
case of Starkey and Brown, charged with 
the murder of ex-Senator Gilham,after be- 
ing out four days and eight hours,returned 
a verdict of guilty. They fixed the sentence 
of both men at thirty years in the peni- 
tentiary. The trial of White, who turned 
states evidence, will be continued to an- 
other term of court. 


British Steamer Missing. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 11.—It is thought the 
3ritish steamship Rossend Castle, char- 
tered to load grain herein January, has 
been lost. The Rossend Castle left Gib- 
raltar, Noy. 7 for Bristol,about two hours 
previous to the steamer Galveston, which, 
in crossing the Bay of Biscay, experienced 
a terrific gale. The Galveston sailed 
through large quantities of grain and 
wreckage. 


Will Try Pastures New. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Dec. 11.—J. Gray,a 
New York crook, arrested afew days ago 
for playing the game of “flim-flam” on 
Johnstown merchants, and in whose 
possession was found papers which proved 
him to bea burglar, settled his case yes- 
terday by paying about $200 out of the $500 
he had in his possession, and-was released.

MARQUETTE, Mich., Dec. 11.—The direc- 
tors of the Alavieska Mining company of 
Montana have begun suit in the Mar- 
quette county circuit court, against Con- 
rad Gronlund, publisher of New York 
Lehti, Finnish newspaper, for libel, plac- 
ing damages at $100,000.

And the Amounts New Eng- 
lander’s Want from It. 


IMPORTATION OF CHINESE. 


Railroad Officials Allowing Them to 
Illegally Enter the Country Will Be 
Punished — Proposed Establishment of 
a Bureau of Public Health— About 
General Grant's Remains—Other Wash- 


ington News of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The annual es- 
timates for the different departments pre- 
pared at the treasury department contain 
several items of local interest in New 
England, beside’river and harbor items and 
lighthouse items. 

Assistant Treasurer Kennard is not al- 
lowed to renew the recommendation of 
last year that his salary be increased to 
66000, but the amount is left at $5000, 

Colonel Wright of the department of 
labor asks an additional appropriation of 
15,000 for the purpose of continuing the 
investigation regarding divorce in the dif- 
ferent states, 

The ordnance department of the army 
renews the annual request for $400,000 for 
the manufacture of arms at the national 
armories. This is the appropriation which 
is always eagerly looked for at the Spring- 
field (Mass.) armory. 

Ten thousand dollars is asked for the 
general purpose of repairing the barracks 
of the marine corps at different navy 
yards, a part of which is to go Boston, and 
&2700 for the special purpose of altering 
and enlarging the officers’ quarters at the 
marine barrackes at Portsmouth, N. H. 

Five thousand dollarsis asked for the 
pest house, dead house, stables and car- 
riage house at the Marine hospital at Bos- 
ton, and $18,500 for Ianndry machinery and 
repairs to buildings and grounds at the 
Marine §ospital. 

Twelve thousand dollars is submitted 
for a machine for testing small specimens 
at the Watertown (Mass.) arsenal, and 
#9400 for fitting up a new carpenter and 
pattern shop. Ten thousand dollars is 
asked for the care and operation of the 
present testing machine at the Watertown 
arsenal. 


RAILROADS ARE RESPONSIBLE 


For Ullegal Entry of Chinese Into Our 
Country Over Their Lines. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The general pas- 
Benger agents of the Grand Trunk and Ca- 
nadian Pacific railroads have been in cor- 
respondence with the treasury depart- 
ment, in regard to the liability of those 
roads in the transportation of Chinese 
secking admissi on into the United States. 
It has been suggested to these railway 
officials that their companies violate the 
law when they convey into the United 
States Chinese who are not lawfully en- 
titled to enter our territory. 

The eollector of customs at Burlington, 
Vt., having requested instructions on the 
subject, Acting Secretary Spaulding has 
replied, saying that the act approyed July 
5, 1884, provides that any person who shall 
knowingly bring into, or cause to be 
brought or shall aid or abet the bringing 
into the United States of Chinese not law- 
fully entitled to enter the United States, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall, on conviction, be fined not ex- 
ceeding $1000 and imprisoned for not ex- 
ceeding one year. 

Mr. Spaulding holds that all persons 
concerned in the unlawful importation of 
Chinese by railroad, or by other means,are 
clearly amenable to the penalties above 
prescribed. He orders the collector to re- 
porttothe district attorney, for official 
action, any instance where Chinese are 
brought by rail into his district who are 
not furnished with the certificates re- 
quired by law, together with the names of 
the railway officials responsible for sueh 
transportation. He also says the neces- 
sary inspection of persons and papers must 
be made on trains at the border and in 
such manner as not to interfere unneces- 
sarily with the railway schedules. 


BUREAU OF PUBLIC HEALTH. 


A Proposed Measure Which Would Un- 
doubtedly Be of Great Benefit. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—In the senate 
Mr. Sherman introduced g bill to establish 
adepartment of public health. The bill 
provides that there shall be appointed 
from civil life by the president, and with 
the consent of the senate, a medical secre- 
tary of public health. The bill provides 
that it shall be the duty of the department 
of state to obtain from the consular offi- 
cers at foreign ports and other places all 
available information in regard to the 
Sanitary indications of such ports and 
placesand transmit the same to the de- 
partment of public health. 

The secretary of public health is also di- 
rected to obtain, through all sources ac- 
cessible, including state and municipal 
authorities throughout the United States, 
weekly reports of the sanitary condition 
of ports. The secretary shall also co-oper- 
ate with municipal authorities and pro- 
cure tabulated statements relating to mar- 
riages, births, deaths, and the existence 
of all kinds of diseases. Heshall also pro- 
cure information relating to climatic and 
other conditions affecting public health, 
especially of consumption. 

The bill repeals the act establishing a 
national board of health, and all other 
acts and parts of acts conflicting with the 
provisions of the proposed act. Accom- 
panying the bill is a resolution adopted by 
the American Medical association at its 
last annual meeting in Washington, re- 
questing the establishment of the bureau. 


GENERAL GRANT’S REMAINS. 


The Monument Association Objects to 
Their Kemoval to Washington. 


WASHINGTCN, Dec. 11.—General Collis, 
chairman of the executive committe of 
the Grant Monument association, is here 
trying to head off the passage of the reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Plumb look- 
ing to the removal of the remains of General 
Grant to this city. General Coliis has in- 
terviewed Senators Plumb, Hiscock, Wash- 
burne and others, and finds the sentiment 
very strong and general in favor of the re- 
moval. 

Senator Plumb says he introduced the 
resolution because he believes it to be the 
will of the American people. 

General Collis states that $162,000 has 
been raised for the tomb, seven-eighths of 
it having been subscribed by New York- 
ers; that $47,000 has already been expended 
on the foundation; that the remains of the 
dead hero have been permanently. located 
in the position they are to occupy in the 
mausoleum; that the entire amount re- 
quired to complete the tomb will doubtless 


_£200,000 salvage. 


be subscribed within thecomimg year; that 
as Mrs. Grant and her family have ap- 
proved the present site, it ought not to be 
disturbed by annual agitation, and that 
these periodical efforts to change the loca- 
tion of the grave retard subscriptions.

DENVER, Dec. 11.—Robert Shirley, ex- 
president of the First National bank of 
Red Clouds Neb., also ex-manager of the 
Farmers’ Loan association of Webster 
county, Neb., was arrested in this city 
charged with the embezzlement of $20,000 
from thetwo institutions. Sometime ago 
Shirley was defeated for re-election as the 
head of the institutions, and shortly after- 
ward both were found to be insolvent. 
Shirley came to this city to live. He 
claimed he lost every dollar he possessed 
by the collapse. It is alleged now. how- 
ever, that he embezzled the sum above 
mefitioned and made false entries to hide 
the fact.

This ended the conversation and the 
warden withdrew. 


Whole Town Ruined. 

Pixos Autos, N. M., Dec. 11.—Fire was 
discovered in a vacant frame building in 
the center of the town yesterday. Nota 
drop of water was accessible and the whole 
town was soon in flames. Men, women 
and children turned out and fought the 
fire, but the buildings burned like tinder.

THE RESURRECTION. 


LESSON XI, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, DEC. 13. 


Text of the Lesson, John xx, 1-18—Com- 
mit Verses, 15, 16—Golden Text, Rom. 
viii, $2—Commentary by the Rev. D. 
M. Stearns. 


{Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by 
permission of H. S. Hoffman, publisher, Phil- 
adelphia.] 

1. “The first day of the week cometh 
Mary Magdalene early, when it was yet 
dark, unto the sepulcher, and seeth the 
stone taken away from the sepulcher.” 

2. “Then she runneth and cometh to 
Simon Peter and to the other disciple whom 
Jesus loved, and saith unto them, They 
have taken away the Lord out of the sepul- 
cher, and we know not where they have 
laid Him.” 

There had been an earthquake and a 
resurrection not only of the body of Jesus, 
as He had foretold, but also of the bodies 
of many of the saints (Math. xxvii, 51-53), 
and when Mary and the other women 
reached the tomban angel sat upon the 
stone by the mouth of the tomband said 
that Jesus was risen (Math. xxviii, i-6). 
Mary Magdalene was the first to run with 
the tidings to the disciples, but she did not 
take in the angel’s word that He was 
risen any more than she had received 
Jesus’ own word that He would rise. How 
fearful is unbelief! 

8. “Peter therefore went forth, and that 
other disciple, and came to the sepulcher.” 

4. “So theyran both together; and the 
other disciple did outrun Peter, and came 
first to the sepulcher.”’ 

Love is fleetest; it will make our feet like 
hind’s feet (Hab. iii, 19). It says, “Draw 
me, we will run after Thee” (S. of Sol. 
i, 4). But if unbelieving love will do this, 
what should believing love do? 

5. “And he, stooping down and looking 
in, saw the linen clothes lying; yet went he 
not in.” 

Joseph and Nicodemus had wrapped the 
body in linen clothes with about a hun- 
dred pounds’ weight of myrrh and aloes 
(chapter xix, 39, 40). 

6. “Then cometh Simon Peter following 
him, and went into the sepulcher, and seeth 
the linen clothes lie.” 

Impulsive as usual; the same Peter who 
would die with Him before he would deny 
Him; who would walk on the water to 
Him, and who a little later cast himself 
from the boat into the sea to go to Jesus. 

7. “And the napkin that was about His 
head, not lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in a place by itself.” 

8. “Then went in also that other disciple 
which came first to the sepulcher, and he 
saw and believed.” 

He saw the clothes and the napkin and 
that the body was gone, and he now fully 
believed Mary’s story that the Lord’s body 
was taken away; but that Jesus had ac- 
tually risen from the dead the next verse 
would seem to teach us they did not yet 
believe. Foolish and slow of heart to be- 


lieve all that the prophets had spoken 
were they (Luke xxiv, 25), and just as fool- 


ish are we, and much more to be blamed, 
if with our completed Bible and the Holy 
Spirit to teach us we continue unbelieving 
in reference to the resurrection of the just, 
the rewards for service, the marriage of the 
Lamb and the return with Christ in power 
and glory (Luke xiv, 14; Rev. xxii, 12; 
xix, 1-15). 

9. “For as yet they knew not the Scrip- } 
ture, that He must rise again from the 
dead.” 

10. “Then the disciples went away again 
unto their own home.” 

11. “But Mary stood without at the sep- 
ulcher weeping; and as she wept, she 
stooped down and looked into the sepul- 
cher.” 

She loved Him greatly, she was truly 
His disciple (so were Peter and John) but 
it wasall dark, her heart was sad, her 
tears flowed fast, and why? She was un- 
believing, and looked for the dead when 
she ought to have been looking up to see 
the living. Mourner by the grave of some 
loved one, look up, they are not in the 
grave; that is only the house in which they 
dwelt alittle while. Dry your tears and 
see your believing dead with the Lord. 

12. “And seeth two angels in white, sit- 
ting, the one at the head and the other at 
the feet, where the body of Jesus had 
lain.” 

13. “And they say unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou? She saith unto them, Be- 
cause they have taken away my Lord, and 
I know not where they have laid Him.” 

Grief has dimmed her eyes and dulled 
her heart; she seems not to know that an- 
gels have spoken to her; she thinks only 
of the dead body of her dearest friend, and 
longs to see it. Is it so with you, O mourner 
or troubled one? Does your sorrow so fill 
youthat you have neither heart nor eyes 


and thinketh upon you, and that He is 
love (I Pet. v, 7; Ps. xl, 17; I John iv, 8, 16). 

14. “‘And when she had thus said she 
turned herself back, and saw Jesus stand- 
ing, aud knew not that it was Jesus.” 

15. “Jesus saith unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou? whom seekest thou? She, 
supposing Him to be the gardener, saith 
unto Him, Sir, if Thou have borne Him 
hence, tell me where Thou hast laid Him, 
and I will take Him away.” 

In answer to ‘Whom seekest thou?” or 
“What seek ye?” (chapter i, 88) may our 
hearts say, “Jesus, alive forever more.” 
See in Jer. xxix, 13, how we shall find 
Him. But observe from this verse in our 
lesson that He may be speaking to us and 
we may not recognize Him. Oh, to have 
Mary’s love and devotion, but let it be for 
a risen, interceding and returning Christ. 

16. “Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She 
turned herself and saith unto Him, Rab- 
boni; which is to say, Master.” 

She seems after turning from the sepul- 
cher, and supposing him to have been the 
gardener, to have turned back to the 
gepulcher again. But that one word 
“Mary” reaches her heart. Some one has 
said that “The powerful sunshine of His 
love was focused into that white beam of 
sevenfold light, and the whole soul was 
concentrated in the responsive love flash— 
‘Master.’” Filled with His love and over- 
whelmed with our unworthiness, we car. 
only say—Master; but that word tru’yy 
uttered is more than all words. See Me th. 
xxii, 8, 10; John xiii, 13. 

17. “Jesus saith unto her, Touch M’e not; 
for lam not yet ascended to My Father; 
but go to My brethren and say unto them, 
I asceryl unto My Father and you's Father; 
and to My God and your God.” 

18. “Mary Magdalene came ar,d told the 
disciples that she had seen thr, Lord, and 
that He had spoken these things unto 
her.” 

Her tears are wiped away., her sorrow is 
gone, her heart is at rest. The risen 
Saviour did itand aword from Him, and 
now she bears the first glad tidings froma 
risen Christ. The cure for tears—J esus 
alive forevermore; the c’are for sorrow and 
loneliness—His God an¢i Father is my God 
and Father; the cure for thoughts of s elf— 
run to others with tidings from Jesus. ,

Saw a Dog Neaded Serpent. |

After viewing the fishermen for a few 
minutes the serpent moved toward them 
some ten feet, and his entire body was 
seen on the surface of the water. It 
was from fifteen to twenty feet long and 
moved slowly and easily, in the manner 
of a huge snake. It took a second view 
of the fishermen for a few seconds and 
then dived, 

The sight unnerved the fishermen at 
first, but they resolved to get a nearer 
look.

BosTon, Vee. 12.—Says The Globe: 
Who threw the dynamite bomb which 
| almost blew Millionaire Sage intoeternity, 
wrecked a big office building in New York 
city and killed the would-be assassin? The 
Globe scooped both hemispheres yesterday, 
by presenting startling developments in 
the tragedy which turns all eyes toward 
Boston. 

A New York World reporter had ar- 
rived in this city with bits of clothing, bits 
of an overcoat, of an undercoat, of under- 
clothing and of trousers, which he de 
clared were taken from the morgue where 
the dead body of the bomb-thrower lay 
after removal from the ruins. 

The Globe had learned that Henry L. 
Norcross, a note broker at 12 pearl street, 
had been missing for several days. He had 
not been seen at his office. A visit to 
his homein Somerville disclosed the as- 
tonishing fact that his mother had just 
identified as the clothing of her son those 
bits declared to have been taken from the 
morgue in New York. This morning

Quincy, Dec. 11. In connection with 
what appears to be positive recognition of 
the photograph of the dead dynamiter, as 
the likeness of Hernry L. Norcross, is the 
testimony of George H, Bean of this city, 
a close friend of the missing man, 

In an interview with a Globe reporter 
tonight Mr, Bean reavealed mach that may 
possibly explain commission of the 
crime, provided Norcross was the offender, 

Mr. Bean declares that Norcross was pos- 
sessed of anarchistical ideas, and that he

} was a radical on the great questions of cap- 


ital against poverty. 

Mr. Bean occupies an office close to that 
recently vacated by Norcross. 

Last night he recognized the scraps of 
clothing gathered from the wreck of the 
explosion as having been worn by Norcross 
and the photo of the dead dynamiter’s 
head. He had no hesitation in saying he 
believed it to be a likeness of Norcross’ 
features, 

Mr. Bean described Norcross as a cool, 
calculating man—one who had the courage 
to carry out his ideas, Norcross, he says, 
always advocated the principles of Social- 
ism. He advocated them openly and was 
ever ready to back up his theories by argu- 
ments.

COMMITTEE PROBLEMS. 


They Will Be Found Hard to Solve, Both 
in the Senate and House. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Neither the sen- 
ate nor the house was in session yester- 
day. There were few signs of activity 
visible in the senate wing of the building. 
The Republican caucus committee met at 
a comparatively early hour and took up 
the thread of their deliberation at the 
point where it was dropped Thursday after- 
noon. Nearly all the Republican senators 
have been heard from individually upon 
the subject of their assignment to com- 
mittees; but, as was inevitable from the 
first, the caucus committee has discovered 
that in many cases it is not practicable to 
accede to individual wishes, inasmuch as 
several senators look forward to assign- 
ment to places on committees where there 
are few or no vacancies. This condition 
of affairs calls for much tact and manage- 
ment on the part of the caucus com- 
mittee to avoid an appearance of unjust 
discrimination, so that the progress made 
up to the present time is not very marked, 
and it was said yesterday afternoon by 
one of the committee that a report may 
not be made to the senate till next Tues- 
day. 

Speaker Crisp is experiencing much dif- 
ficulty in finding committee places for the 
overwheiming number of Democrats in 
the present house. The only way out of 
the dilemma is to increase the relation of 
the parties numerically, that is,to increase 
the members from:the majority above the 
ratio heretofore prevailing. The speaker 
also finds himself embarrassed in carrying 
out the understanding as to sectional rep- 
resentation in the chairmanships. Thesen- 
ior Democratic members are, as a rule, 
from the south. The northern Democrats, 
however, outnumber those from the south, 
which is another reason why they claim 
they should have a leading place. 


AN AUSTRALIAN COMPLAINT. 


Workingmen Object to the Immigration 
of Great Britain’s “Scum.” 

SxyDNEY, Dec. 12.—There is a strong 
feeling against indiscriminate immigra- 
tion, and the labor organizations have 
passed resolutions calling upon the legis- 
lature to prevent the exportation of the 
scum of England to Australia. The agita- 
tion had its origin in opposition to the pro- 
posed establishment of a Booth colony in 
Australia. The workingmen are afraid 
that, should the tide of English poverty 
set in in this direction, it would result in 
greatly lowering wages and injuring the 
interests of labor. The feeling is equally 
strong in West Australia, where the 
people are largely descended from con- 
victs. It is probable that strict laws regu- 
lating immigration will be passed in the 
different parliaments at the instance of 
the labor organizations. There is also 
strong opposition to the introduction of 
Russian Hebrews, 


Signs of a Truce. 

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 12.—A call has been is- 
sued by President Phelps of the American 
association for a special meeting of that 
organization at Indianapolis on Dee. 15. 
It is also announced that the National 
league will meet at the same time and 
place. Negotiations will be had between 
the two rival organizations looking to a 
settlement of the baseball war waged be- 
tween them the past season, and which 
has proved so disastrous to baseball and 
those that have their money invested in it. 


Vessel Was Deserted. 

SAN FRANcIsco, Dec. 12.—The steamer 
Maggie Ross, from Coos bay for San Fran- 
cisco, was towed into Yaquina bay, Ore., 
yesterday by the steamer Willamette Val- 
ley, which picked her up ten miles west 
from there. The vessel was badly disabled. 
The body of a dead seaman was found on 
board and the remainder of the crew are 
believed to have abandoned the vessel dur- 
ing the storm which has been raging off 
the coast or to have been washed over- 
board. 


Nine Men Missing. 

MARSHFIELD, Ore., Dec. 12.—The bark 
General Butler, from Port Gamble, Wash., 
loaded with 1,000,000 feet of lumber con- 
signed toSan Francisco, foundered and 
broke up Dec. 8, about 100 miles south- 
west of Cape Arago. Thecrew and officers 
left the vessel in two boats. Captain 
Parker and the men in his boat landed at 
Cape Aragoin an exhausted condition. The 
other boat, with nine sailors, it is feared, 
is lost. ; 

Railroads and Free Passes. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Attorney General 
Miller has decided to test the right of 
railroad companies under the interstate 
commerce laws to issue free passes over 
their lines. The suit will be brought 
against some railroad in New Hampshire, 
probably the Boston and Maine,and an as- 
sistant attorney general of the depart- 
ment of justice will be detailed to repre- 
sent the government. 


The Car Blockade, 

KAnsAs City, Dec. 12.—The car short- 
age is increasing, owing to the blockades 
of the eastern gateways. The roads out of 
Kansas City are limiting their shipments. 
The Rock Island has departed from the 
rule adopted by western roads, and toa 
limited extent in allowing its cars to go 
through in order to get the grain out of 
the way. 

Charged to Strikers. 

BRAZIL, Ind., Dec. 12.—While a number 
of ndn-union men were at work in the 
mine, a bomb was exploded in some mys- 
terious manner, causing part of the mine 
tocavein. It is believed that no lives 
have been lost. The atrocious deed is ae 
credited to striking union men. 


The Week's Failures. 

NEw York, Dec. 12.—Bradstreet’s says: 
Business failures in the United States this 
week number 380, against 341 this week 
last year, The total, Jan. 1 to date, is 11,- 
620, against 9842 last year. Canada re- 
ports 45 failures this week, against 40 this 
week last year. 


Headed Off. 

JERSEY City, Dec. 12.—Alfred C. Rut- 
gers, & passenger on the steamer Noord- 
land, was arrested at Hoboken, charged 
with smuggling. His trunks were 
crammed with costly silks and laces,worth 
between $50,000 and $100,000. Rutgers was 
sent to jail. 


Treasury’s Gold Holdings. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The net gold 
holdings of the treasury department are

FIGHTING IN INDIA. 


Tribesmen Routed by British 
After a Hard Battle. 


PIUS IX AND FREE MASONRY 


The Subject Brought Up in the French 
Chamber of Deputies and an Uproar 
Follows—Fiendish Outrage on a Little 
Child in an English Town. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—The viceroy of India 
telegraphs that the Hunza Niger tribes- 
men having menaced the Chalt fort, near 
Gilgit, the garrison of which is composed 
of Cashmere troops with British officers, 
commanded by Colonel Durand, the garri- 
son was obliged to attack the strongly 
fortified stronghold of Nilt on Dee. 2. 
Desperate fighting ensued. Captain 
Alymer and Lieutenants Boisrazon and 
Badcock, with conspicuous gallantry, 
blew up the fort gate with gun cotton, 
fought their way in, followed by a few 
Sepoys,and captured the fort. Colonel Du- 
rand was shot and seriously injured. 
Captain Aylmer and Lieutenant Badcock 
were severely wounded. Seven Sepoys 
were killed and twenty wounded. The 
enemy’s loss was severe. Nine were taken 
prisoners and one gun was captured. The 
enemy having retreated to the hillside,and 
keeping up desolutory firing, the troops 
again attacked and dislodged them. In 
this engagement Lieutenant Gorton and 
seven Sepoys were wounded. 

Everybody is eagerly discussing the sig- 
nificance of the fighting just reported 
from India. The news comes as a surprise 
to the public, though not to insiders, who 
have been aware that the goverment ex- 
pected something of the kind. The im- 
portance of the affairs of outposts, in 
fact, arises from its being recognized as an 
open movement moving many secret ones, 
in the great game which is being played 
between Russia, England and China, with 

Eastern Supremacy as the Stakes. 

Russian intrigues in the region where 
the conflict has now arisen wasso great 
some time ago that Colonel Durand, 
whose forces have just had the encounter 
with tribesmen near Gilgit, was sum- 
moned to Simla for a conference with the 
viceroy of India. This conference took 
place in October, and asa result, Durand 
received orders, based upon probable 
events, which authorized him to extend 
the military road from Gilgit to Chalt. 1t 
is considered possible by military men 
that the present hostilities origmated in 
some chance of encounter between the 
tribesmen and the forces which were at 
work building the road. 

Reinforcements have been pushing for- 
ward to Gilgit ever since the viceroy be- 
came convinced, in his conference with 
Durand, that an outbreak could not long 
be averted. The advance, however, has 
been hampered by the prevalence of snow- 
storms of unusual severity for this season. 
While Colonel Durand and his staff were 
returning to Gilgit from Simla toward the 
end of October they were forced to pass 
through terrific storms and were in no lit- 
tle danger. They suffered greatly from 
the cold, as some of the passes which must 
be traversed are 14,000 feet above the level 
of the sea. The latest reinforcements 
sent tothe scene were armed with two 
seven-pound Gatling guns. 

It is evidens from the elaborate prepara- 
tions thathas been making that a Euro- 
pean soldiery were looked forward to as 
combatants, and it is not doubted that the 
battle with natives will lead, sooner or 
later, to a meeting of Russian and British 
troops. 


DECIDEDLY DISCREDITABLE. 


French Frenzy Shows Inself During a 
Debate in the Chamber of Deputies. 
Paris, Dec. 12.—The ecclesiastical con- 

troversy caused a great disturbance in the 
chamber of deputies yesterday. M. Hub- 
bard introduced a motion condemning the 
hostile attitude of the clergy and demand- 
ing that steps be taken for the separation 
of church and state. M. Fallieries, minis- 
ter of justice and public worship, in re- 
plying to the motion, commented at 
length upon the conduct of the archbish- 
ops of Aix and Bordeaux. .In response to 
the interruption, M. Floquet, president of 
the chamber, said that Pope Pius IX had 
given authority to Free Masonry and was 
himself a Free Mason. M. de Cassagnac 
and M. Baudry d’Asson instantly jumped 
up and called M. Floquet a liar. 

A tremendous uproar ensued, lasting 
fully ten minutes. “The members of the 
Right, shouting at the top of their voices, 
hurled various opprobrious epithets at the 
members of the Left, who responded with 
equal vigor. Bishop Freppel shouted that 
M. Floquet’s charge was acalumny and 
aslander.

Throughout the uproarious scene M. Flo- 
quet remained perfectly calm. When the 
clamor had subsided he simply remarked 
that the chair was powerless to deal with 
fits of madness. 

M. Fallieries, resuming his speech, said 
that the government was opposed to the 
separation of church and state. The min- 
istry, he continued, would shortly intro- 
duce a bill dealing with associations, 
which would apply equally to religious 
and seeular communities. He added,how- 
ever, that this bill must not be regarded 
as a prelude to the separation of church 
and state. 


AN INHUMAN DEED. 


A Child Assaulted and Then Murdered 
“to Put Her Ont of Her Misery.” 


Lonpon, Dec, 12.—Another child murder 
has been discovered and the murderer is 
under arrest. Some boys, while at play, 
were horrified to find the body of a female 
child, 5 years old, ina playground at Jeal. 
The body was covered with blood, and it 
was evident that the little one had been 
murdered, A doctor’s examination left no 
doubt that the child had been murdered. 
The injuries inflicted in an assault would 
have been sufficient to cause death, but 
the fiend had hastened his work by taking 
the life of the child. The marks on the 
throat showed the imprint ofa brawny 
hand. 

The whole neighborhood was aroused 
and an active search begun for the mur- 
derer. Some railroad men remembered 
that they had seen George Woods reeling 
along in a partly intoxicated condition, 
not far from where the body was found, 
and carrying a child in his arms. Woods 
was at once sought for. Upon being ar 
rested, it was found that his clothing was 
stained with blood. He confessed his 
guilt. Woods attempted to excuse his 
crime on the ground that he was drank, 
and did not know what he was about, He 
said that, having assaulted Sthe child, he 
had strangled it to put it out of misery,

SWEPT ALL BEFORE Ir. 


Hurricane m Germany Causes Much 
Damage on Land and Sea. 


Hampvune, Dec. 12.—A hurricane caused 
consideralsie loss of life and injury to ship- 
ping here ‘yesterday. The gale came up 
with a force that carried all before 
it. Vessels were unmoored, the ropes that 
held them being snapped like twigs, and 
they went driving before the furious 
wind. 

Several collisions occurred between ves- 
sels helpless in the storm. On the Elbe 
three persons were lost from a ferry boat 
by the sudden careening of the boat under 
the fury of the blast. An American bark 
was driven ashore at Neumehlen, and five 
more are said to be missing. The storm 
did great damage on land. Many houses 
were unroofed, and the fine steeple of St. 
Paul’s went down in the gale. The mag- 
nificent tower of St. Michael’s shook, but 
did not give way. The streets were 
strewn with debris of all kinds, and 
many chimneys were toppled over. In- 
stances of miraculous escapes were nu- 
merous, but no’ lives are reported lost 
from the 1: and disasters. 


A “NERVY” CRIMINAL 


Deliberately Walks Out of a Crowded 
Court Room and Makes His Escape. 
PITTSBURG, Dec. 12.—Joseph Hanley, 

alias Larry Murray, one of the most noted 

burglars in the country, Walked unob- 
served from the criminal court room yes- 
terday, and made his escape. In company 
with eight other prisoners, whose cases 
were on trial, Manley was taken from the 
jail to the court room. When one of the 
prisoners was told to stand up for sen- 
tence, Manley rose with the man and 
quietly walked out of the box, passed the 


judge, two deputy sheriffs and 300 
attorneys, witnesses and spectators. 


His escape was not discovered for some 
time, and a thorough search has failed to 
locate him. Manley was recently re- 
leased from the Joliet (Ills.) penitentiary, 
where he served a sentence of fifteen years. 
He is krown to the police of almost every 
city as a celebrated porch and window 
climber. 


WILL GO TO PRISON. 


Once Prominent Theatrical and Society 
Man Found Guilty of Forgery. 
MEMPHIS, Dec. 12.—Albert Hope, actor, 
poet and “gentleman,’’ who has been on 
trial here two days fer forging a draft on 
the National Broadway bank, was found 
guilty and sentenced to four years’ in the 
penitentiary. Six years ago Hope inherited 
$50,000 from his father and went to New 
York, where he lived like a p®ince. He was 
a prominent member of Augustin Daly’s 
theatrical company, and his father being 
arich Kentuckian he got into the swell 
set. Mrs. Frank Leslie becume his patron, 
and when Hope found his draft had been 
dishonored he said she would “pay him 
out.”” Heis wanted in Arkansas for secur- 
ing $1000 on a fictitious draft. He was ar- 
rested in Philadelphia for forgery but was 
brought here on requisition. Hope was a 
frequent contributor to The Century. 


The Old, Old Story. 

NEw HAVEN,Dec. 12.—George Parmelee, 
a Newtown farmer, is the latest victim of 
the bunco gentry. A stranger called on 
Parmelee and by offering to purchase a 
farm some distance away induced him to 
enter a carriage. On the road they met a 
man carrying a box, which he said con- 
tained $60,000. Parmelee was finally led 
to bet on the cards, lost all the money he 
had with him and gave a check for a large 
amount on the Bridgeport bank. Payment 
of the check was prevented by a telegram. 


Time to Call a Halt. 

MADRID, Dec. 12.—Much indignation is 
felt here at the news of the atrocious 
treatment of slaves in Morrocco, and espe- 
cially of the children captured in recent 
raids by the sultan. It is said that the 
sultan is preparing for a similar raid early 
in 1892. Advices from Fez state that of 
hundreds of children sold at Fez since the 
return of the sultan from his recent ex- 
pedition all had been subjected to barbar- 
ous treatment. 


Reed Has His Picture Changed. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The portrait of 
ex-Speaker Reed, which was placed in the 
speaker's lobby of the house the other 
day, just between the likenesses of ex- 
Speakers Randall and Carlisle, has been, 
at the request of the Maine statesman, re- 
moved to another wall in the west end of 
the lobby. Itis stated that Mr. Reed re- 
quested the change because there was bad 
light where the picture formerly hung.

Suspicion That George Barr and His

The Finding of the Letter 
to himself until he reached home, when 
the father und mother eagerly read its 
contents. 

To the Adams family, who live in the 
same house, they imparted the informa- 
tion in the letter, and all were pledged not 
to divulge what the son had said. 

After several unsuccessful calls at the 
house for the convincing proof to the 
parents that their son and the bomb 
thrower were identical, a Herald repre- 
sentative obtained it. It was given out re- 
luctantly by Mr. Adams, who carefully 
gave the wording of the letter, to wit: 

Iam going to New York on business, and if I 
am not successful and do not come back be- 
fore agiven time, I shall not return alive. 

Additional Confirmation 

of the identity of the bomb-thrower is fur- 
nished by the circumstance that Norcross’ 
father Saturday succeeded in opening his 
son’s desk, which he had not been able to 
do heretofore. with the two keys found in 
the debris in Sage’s office, which had been 
sent here. One was a flat key, like a Yale 
lock key, and the other an old-fashioned 
latch key. 

The only point to be settled now is the 
disposition to be made of the remains. 
The Norcrosses want them buried de- 
cently, and they would like to have them 
brought on from New York and interred 
in the vicinity of Somerville or at Wilton, 
N. H., where the young man was born. 
Yet they are willing to defer to the wishes 
and judgment of relatives and friends now 
in New York city, and it is among the 
possibilities that the remains will be in- 
terred there.

Hampton Students. 

Every seat at the Congregational church 
was taken Sunday evening, the special at- 
traction being the Hampton students, who 
presented the work of the Hampton Insti- 
tute for the education of negroes and In- 
dians. The students, six in number, were 
accompanied by H. B. Frissell, vice presi- 
dent of the institute, who had charge of 
the exercises. 

After the reading of the Scriptures, the 
quartette gave a selection and William 
H. Daggs of the class of ‘78 spoke 
on “‘ Education by Self-help.”” Mr. Daggs 
told of his early life, of the war which set 
free four million slaves, and how he had 
worked his way through Hampton. He 
said his people were anxious for education, 
some of the children walking six and eight 
miles to attend school. Two-thirds of his 
people were illiterate, and what there was 
the most need of, was training in indus- 
tria! trades and a skilled mechanic was of 
more use to his people thana college 
educated man. 

Harry Kingman one of the Indian boys 
was the next speaker. His father was 
killed in the Custer massacre. He told 
what he knew of that event and of the 
ife among his people. He would tell his 
people when he went back of what he had 
learned. 

J. H. Wainwright another student told 
in his quaint way of his life and at Hamp- 
ton. Ife had learned engineering and 
could run an engine, do piping and plumb- 
ing, and that he was now an instructor in 
the engineering department. 

Charles Washington, another Indian, 
and Taylor, a little negro, also spoke in an 
interesting manner of their life at Hampton. 
The quartette gave a number of pleasing 
selection in true Southern style. 

Before the meeting closed a collection 
was taken for the benefit of the institute.

EUROPEAN RIVALRY 


daking Things Decidedly Unpleasant for 
Americans in Valparaiso. 

VALPARAISO, Dec. 14.—There is growing 
excitement over the situation between 
Chili and the United States, and the local 
authorities are taking precautions to pre- 
vent any renewal of insult or injury to 
Americans. The foreign residents gener- 
ally regard the prospects as serious and 
Bre not sanguine of a peaceable outcoming 
of the controversy. The better class of 
Chilians appear impressed that the United 
States will not fight and that Valparaiso 
would be protected from damage should 
war break out by the English and Ger- 
mans, on account of the large interests of 
those nationalities in Valparaiso. 

For this assurance they are dependent, 
the United Press correspondent is in- 
formed, on loose talk of English and Ger- 
man officials at social gatherings in San- 
tiago and Valparaiso when the wine has 
flowed freely, and that, so far as concerns 
the British minister, there is no authority 
for any such statement. These promises 
of foreign aid are chiefly the outcome of 
European rivalry for the trade of Chili, 
merchants and other unauthorized persons 
making the assertions without founda- 
tion in order to flatter Chilian pride and 
gain some advantage. 

Well informed Chilians share toa sur- 
prising degreein the illusions thus cre- 
ated, and some of them expressed anxiety 
for a chance to thrash the Americans. The 
departure of the Baltimore is viewed with 
regret by Américans, who are hoping for 
the early arrival of the Boston. 


THE BARR TRAGEDY. 


Autopsy Practically Settles That the 


Husband Was Responsible for It. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 14.—Medical 
Examiner Breck held an autopsy yester- 
day on the bodies of George E. Barr and 
wife, the victims of the tragedy at Hotel 
Warwick. Te body of Mr. Barr has been 
in the tomb cf the Peabody cemetery,but 
that of Mrs. Barr was exhumed from the 
West Springfield cemetery. Two shots 
were found to have been fired info Mr. 
Barr’s head on the right side; the first en- 
tered half an inch infront of the ear, 
lodging in the left eyeball, but it did not 
enter the brainand was not fatal. The 
other bullet entered above the right ear, 
lodged in the brain and caused death. 
There were three bullet holes in Mrs. 
Barr’s face, one on the left cheek, another 
on the left side of the head, the bullets of 
which were found embedded in the skull; 
a third bullet had entered the tip end of 
the nose, at the right wing of the nose,and 
then in and out the cheek nearthe ear, 
lodging in some part of the room. The re- 
sult of the autopsy practically settles the 
question that Mr. Barr shot his wife and 
then killed himself, firing five shots in all, 
which corresponds to the five barrels of 
the revolver found near the husband’s 
hand. 


MUTUAL EXPLANATIONS 


Which Will Patch Up Differences Be- 
tween France and the Vatican. 

LONDON, Dev. 14.—A Rome special says: 
Explicit declarations have passed between 
France and the Vatican with the view of 
promoting cordial relations between that 
government and the papal see. On the 
part of France it was stated that the gov- 
ernment did not desire to attack the pope, 
but that the question of internal order 
constrained the government to maintain 
its ewn authority. To this the Vatican re- 
plied that it did not desire to fomenta 
rebellion and had advised the French 
bishops to be prudent, but it could not 
impose a definite line of conduct in regard 
to such a delicate question.

DuBziix, Dec. 14.—Messrs.” Davitt and 
O’Brien went to Waterford yesterday in 
support of the anti-Parnellite candidate, 
Mr. Keane, who was chosen by the Mc- 
Carthyites to contest the vacant seat in 
Parliament for that city after Mr. Davitt 
had declined to run. They were met on 
the Kilkenny side by about 6000 McCarthy- 
ites, who marched in procession across the 
bridge, headed by Mr. Davitt. On their 
reaching Waterford the gallant 600 were 
met by a mob of Parnellite adherents, 
with sticks and stones, and greatly out- 
numbering the invaders. 

The McCarthyite musicians were the 
first victims of the Parnell wrath, their 
instruments being smashed. Having thus 
performed the essential duty of a political 
mob in Ireland on such occasions, the 
Parnellites turned their heavy weapons 
against the main body of the procession- 
ists. A good resistance was maintained, 
until the police, very tardily, came up and 
putastoptothe fight. Mr. Davitt had 
been in the thickest of the scrimmage, and 
received a severe cut on the right temple 
The wound bled profusely, his face and 
clothing being covered with the crimson 
stream. A number of others were as badly 
or, perhaps, worse hurt. The police es- 
corted Dillon and O’Brien to Keane’s com- 
mittee rooms after things had quieted 
down, and here a meeting was held to talk 
over the situation. 

Mr. Davitt’s Irish blood had _ been 
aroused by what had occurred, and he in- 
formed the committee that the scenes he 
had just witnessed had led him to change 
his mind, and if they still wanted him asa 
candidate he would rather like to take the 
job. This announcement was _ greeted 
with enthusiasm and Mr. Davitt’s decision 
was heartily approved by Mr. O’Brien. 
The formal announcement of Mr. Davitt’s 
candidacy may, therefore, be shortly ex- 
pected. 

On their way back to the station Messrs. 
Davitt and O’Brien were very inadequately 
protected by the police and were outrage- 
ously hustled, but escaped any actual 
violence. 


GALES IN ENGLAND 


Cause Considerable Damage Both on 


Land and on Sea. 


Lonpon, Dec. 14.—A hurricane swept 
over the camp at Aldershot yesterday, and 
did great damage. The glass roof of the 
barracks was blown off and smashed. Ev- 
ery building on the grounds was more or 
less damaged. The soldiers were at church 
when the storm broke upon the camp, and 
no one is reported to have been injured. 

The gales,which have been accompanied 
by snow and heavy rains during Saturday 
and Sunday, have done much damage 
throughout the country. Vessels in the 
English and Irish channels have been 
obliged to run for shelter. Vessels arriv- 
ing at Queenstown report terrific weather 
on the Atlantic. The steamer Wetherby, 
which has been towed into Queenstown by 
the steamer McGarel, had her shaft bent 
in a gale on Dec. 4. Four days later the 
McGarel commenced towing her, and 
while the latter was engaged at this work, 
four hawsers were broken. The McGarel, 
herself, was damaged. 

Buildings have been unroofed at the 
Welsh seaport of Llanelly. 

Along the Yorkshire coast there has 
been a severe snowstorm. Suspensions of 
railway traffic, owing to snowstorms, are 
reported. Floods are reported in many 
parts of Derbyshire, and many streets are 
under water in Matlock. In the Todmor- 
den valley, damage amounting to thou- 
sands of pounds has been done by the 
high water. Scores of houses are flooded 
and a bridge has been partially demol- 
ished. There have been several narrow 
escapes from death. At Cambridge two 
girls were crushed beneath falling walls. 
One of them was killed outright. The 
other now lies in a critical condition. 

The ship Albion, at Liverpool from Rio 
Grande do Sul, dragged her anchor, 
drifted across the bows of a steamer and 
sank immediately. The crew scrambled 
aboard the steamer.

THAT INFAMOUS DRUNK LAW. 


Twenty to Thirty Prisoners Discharged 
Because of a Judge's Ruling. 


The drunk law is getting more and more 
into disfavor, and long ago become a farce. 
Chief Justice Albert Mason has made a 
new ruling at Dedham which causes more 
complication. The question, says the 
Globe, arose upon a plea to the jurisdiction 
of the Superior Court argued by ex-Dis- 
trict Attorney Wentworth in behalf of 
Michael Carroll of Providence. Carroll 
was bound over to the Superior Court by 
Trial Justice Wakefield of Dedham, Oct. 
8, 1891, and has been in jail ever since, un- 
til discharged by the new ruling. 

Justice Wakefield held that he had no 
jurisdiction under the new law, and he is 
sustained by Chief Justice Mason. 

The result is that officers in Dedham, 
Hyde Park and Norwood must take their 
arrests to Quincy, Brookline or Stoughton, 
where there is a district court. 

In the counties like Franklin county, 
where there is no district or police court, 
a prisoner arrested for drunkenness must 
await the meeting of the grand jury be- 
fore he can be tried. 

In Franklin there are only trial justices, 
and in Nantucket the Superior Court sits 
but once a year. It will pay residents and 
visitors, therefore, to keep sober in these 
counties. 

The point of Chief Justice Mason's rul- 
ing is, that the Legislature of 1891 failed to 
confer jurisdiction on trial justices, and as 
the old law was repealed and nothing is to 
be inferred in favor of petty courts, the 
failure to confer jurisdiction throws the 
business upon the Superior Court, except 
where police and district courts can take it. 

But, as county lines are arbitrary and a 
man must be tried in the county where the 
offence is commited, a person intending a 
spree or exposed to temptation is advised 
to keep conveniently near a police or dis- 
trict court, unless he wants to spend the 
winter in jail. 

Some 20 or 30 prisoners in Norfolk coun- 
ty, coming under this view have been al- 
lowed by Judge Mason and Fessenden to 
goon their own recognizances, much to 
the gratification of Sheriff Endicott and 
District Attorney Pratt, whose dockets 
were burdened by offenders under the new 
dispensation.

Gives “Tips” on Cleveland, Hill, Blaine 
and the Farmers’ Alliance. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., Dec. 14.—Editor Henry 
Watterson of Louisville says he attaches 
no importance whatever to the claim that 
the selection of Crisp of Georgia as 
speaker will work damage to Grover 
Cleveland’s presidential chances. He does 
not care to declare his attitude as between 
Hill and Clevetand, saying it was not 
necessary. 

“T will say this,” said he, ‘‘that the 
whole Democratic situation turns on the 
action of the state of New York. It is dis- 
tinctly a New York fight. If New York’s 
delegation comes to the national conven- 
tion it would be suicide to nominate him, 
and he would not be nominated. The same, 
if it comes against Hill. Ifit comes di- 
vided it will go elsewhere.

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Mrs. Lucy Parsons 
invited arrest at a meeting of anarchists 
here yesterday. She scored the mayor, 
the police and the capitalistic press, and 
pointing to an American flag said: “That 
flag isan infamous lie. In theory it tells 
the foreigner that tyranny is dead and 
that freedom reigns, but it floats over 50-, 
000,000 of the most abject slaves the world 
ever saw. Every star iu that flag is but 
the concentrated tear-drop of outraged 
womanhood.’ She appealed to the peo- 
ple to do away with the existing order of 
society, and said that the time would soon 
come when the anarchists would not hesi- 
tate ta repel any attempt to suppress free 
speech such as was made at Grief’s hall.

OUR COUNCILMEN. 


Their Legislative Career in 1891 as Ob- 
served by a Constant "Attendant. 


The brief outline of the legislative career 
of the Councilmen of 1891, began in the 
issue of Dec. 11, is continued below: 

John H. Roberts. 

Councilman Roberts is a good listener, 
and nothing escapes his notice. Though 
generally silent he is influenced by no 
member in forming his opinion. He stud- 
ies the question on every side and reaches a 
conclusion only after mature deliberation. 
He is one of the safe men of the Council. 
To him belongs full credit for clearing Sa- 
chem brook, and from the first he has op- 
posed so large an expenditure for the new 
South Quincy schoolhouse. It is to be re- 
gretted that the Republicans of Ward Five 
failed to renominate him. This was mere- 
ly an accident and not the result of any 
premeditated plan. He would have been 
much more serviceable to Quincy during 
the coming year than he has been in the 
past, and the city of Quincy will certainly 
be the loser. Councilman Roberts could 
by one hour’s work have secured a renom- 
ination, but he did not lifta finger. Five 
names were presented for the selection of 
two candidates, which is the reason the 
vote became badly scattered. 

Peter T. Fallon. 

If any member of the Council thinks he 
understands the wants of the city of Quin- 
cy more than Councilman Fallon, because 
he is better educated or more fluent in 
speech, we believe that member is mistak- 
en. With a perfect disregard for grammar 
and with a style of speech peculiar only to 
himself, he succeeds always in convincing 
the Council why he votes ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no,”’ 
He looks at every matter from a purely 
business standpoint, and is generally on 
the right side. If the members of the oth- 
er wards would represent their constituents 
as wellas Ward Four is taken care of, 
there would never be any dissatisfaction. 
Some of the members are apt to forget 
which ward they come from. While we do 
not believe in ward councilmen, so to 
speak, yet we believe it is a direlection of 
duty to practically ignore their constitu- 
ents. Mr, Fallon’s re-election is proof pos- 
itive what the voters of Ward Four think 
of his loyalty to his neighbors.

Buzzing in the Bonnets of Cul- 
lom and Sherman. 


OVERNOR HILL'S STATUS 


Not Affected by the Senate Being in 
Session—A Texas Man to Go on the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission—Speaker 


Crisp Announces Committees — This 


Week in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Political gossip 
now says that assoon as Mr. Blaine an- 
nounces that he is not a candidate for the 
presidential nomination another aspirant 
will appear in the field in the person of 
Senator Cullom of Illinois. Advices re- 
ceived here by prominent Illinois Republi- 
tans state that a secret meeting of the Re- 
publican state central committee of IIli- 


| nois was held in Chicagoa few days ago 


at which it was resolved that the forty- 
four votes in the next Republican conven- 
tion should be cast for Senator Cullom if 
Mr. Blaine was not a candidate. 

In conversation with his friends, Senator 
Cullom has made no secret of his ambi- 
tion, and seems to have carefully consid- 
ered the situation. He realizes, of course, 


~ | that with Biaine in the field, his nomina- 


tion isan impossibility. It is no secret 
that the Illinois Republicans in this city 
watched with pleasure the break made in 
the Illinois delegation during the speaker- 
ship struggle. They assert that whatever 
likelihood of Democratic success in the 
state may have existed before that con- 
test the conditions have been materially 
changed. 

Feuds were awakened here during the 
memorable week that preceded the Demo- 
cratic caucus that will not immediately 
die. With trouble in the Democratic 
ranks, and Mr. Cullom as the presidential 
candidate, the Republicans say there is no 
question about the position of Illinois in 
the next election, and the friends of the 
senator are making the most of the oppor- 
tunity. 

And Sherman, Too. 

CHICAGO, Dec 14.—A Tribune special 
from Washington says: John Sherman is 
again a full-fledged presidential candidate. 
He did not intend to be, but the prom- 
inence of free coinage in the Ohio cam- 
paign has brought him to the front and he 
cannot resist the temptation to try once 
more. He thinks financial questions will 
be fully as important in congress this 
winter as the tariff and that both issues 
will be made in the presidential campaign. 
His colleagues, who have talked with 
him, say there is no doubt that his mind 
is again fixed on the presidency. 


HILL AND HIS ‘SENATE SEAT. 


Senator Faulkner Sees No Reason Why 
He Should Be Deprived of It. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Senator Faulkner 
of West Virginia yesterday had his atten- 
tion called to the public rumor that the 
Republicans of the senate are contem- 
plating a move to exclude Governor Hill 
from the senate on the ground that when 
he decided to retain the governorship of 
the state of New York afterthe meeting 
of the senate, he, by that act, abandoned 
his seat in the senate and cannot now lay 
claim to it. 

“This is the first I have heard of sucha 
move being contemplated,’’ Senator 
Faulkner said, ‘‘and I really place no re- 
liance whatever in the report. In the first 
place, granting that the rumor was true, I 
do not understand what difference it 
could make between Governor Hill taking 
his seat as senatoron the assembling of 
congress, and, say, 2 month later, when 
his term of ~ ., ~nor shall have expired. 
There is 1 . *' precedent nor reason for 
taking such ** pasis attributed to the 
Republicans. There was a case, I cannot 
now recall it, where the senate decided 
that a senator forfeited his seat in accept- 
ing an office tendered him after he had 
taken his seat as senator. 

“That, however, was an act subsequent. 
In Governor Hill’s case, the senate does 
not, officially, yet know that he has been 
elected a member of that body, for his 
credentials as senator-elect have not been 
issued, and until itis officially informed, 
the senate is powerless to act. The legis- 
lature of New York is the only body hay- 
ing official knowledge of Governor Hill’s 
election, and that body is the only one 
which could act in the matter.” 


THIS WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


It Will Be Rather Dull, as There is but 
Little Business on Hand. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—It is probable 
that both houses of congress will adjourn 
over the Christmas season from Friday 
next. There is practically no business on 
hand, and if there were the house is in no 
condition to proceed with it. 

Very little will be done in the senate 
during the current week. The Republi- 
cans may hold a caucus to receive the re 
port of the caucus committee in charge of 
assignments to vacancies and transfer of 
senators to the various commmittees, but 
this may be done without caucus action. 
At any rate it is probable that the com- 
mittee list will be submitted to the senate 
by Wednesday. Other than this and some 
remarks by Senator Turpie on his joint 
resolution proposing a constitutional 
amendment providing for the election of 
senators by a direct vote of the people, 
and brief speeches on various topics by 
other members, the senate will not trans- 
act any business. 

The house will meet on Wednesday 
next, and on motion of Mr. Holman, will 
probably adjourn until either Friday or 
Saturday, when an adjournment, with the 
consent of the senate, will be taken until 
after the holidays. No business of any 
kind will be transacted by the house on 
either date, as the committees will not 
have formed to which bills must be re- 
ferred for action. 


CULBERSON OF TEXAS 


Said to Be the President's Choice for 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.— Congressman 
David B. Culberson of Texas, it is said, is 
going to resign his seat in the house to ac- 
cept the important office of interstate 
commerce commissioner. Mr. Culberson, 
itis stated on high authority, twice de 
elined the president’s complimentary offer. 
It was only through the earnest advice of 
his colleagues that he decided to accept. 
He takes the place of Commissioner 
Bragg, deceased, and has four years to 
serve. The applicants for the position 
numbered some of the most eminent law- 
yers in the scuth, ms 

It is probable that the nomination will 
be sent to the senate at once, and quite as 
probable that along with it will go two 


yther nominations to the same office, as 
Judge Cooley’s place on the commission 
has been vacant for several months, and

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The house 
met Saturday, and, after prayer by the 
chaplain, Speaker Crisp announced the 
appointment of the committees on ac- 
counts and mileage as follows: 

On accounts—Rusk of Maryland, chair- 

man; Cooper of Indiana, Dockerson of 
Kentucky, Moses of South Carolina, 
Seeley of Iowa, Pearson of Ohio, Quacken- 
bushof New York, Griswold of Pennsyl- 
vania and Cutting of California. 
» On mileage—Castle of Minnesota, chair- 
man; Crawford of North Carolina, Kendall 
of Kentucky, Caldwell of Ohio and Flick 
of Iowa. The house then adjourned until 
Wednesday next. 

The failure of the speaker to announce 
the committee on rules was a disappoint- 
ment, for it was generally supposed that 
he would settle the matter. 


BY WAY OF LONDON. 


The Thunderer’s Correspondent Gives His 
Version of Affairs in Chili. 

Lonpon, Dec. 14.—A Santiago dispatch 
to The Times says: President Harrison’s 
message has had the effect of a bombshell 
here. It is regarded in official circles as a 
breach of diplomatic usage. The official 
gazette publishes notes exchanged be- 
tween the Chilian government and Mr. 
Egan, the United States minister. These 
corroborate the declarations contained in 
the circular, reflecting Chilian opinion, 
sent by the foreign office to all the Chilian 
legation. The foreign office asked Mr. 
Egan, in acourteous noteon Nov. 9, to 
supply the profferred testimony to sub- 
stantiate his grave charges against Chilian 
officials. A month’s delay from comply- 
ing with this request prevented President 
Harrison from knowing the result of the 
inquiry into the Baltimore affair,a knowl- 
edge of which, it is believed, would have 
altered his message entirely. 

The Ferro Carrill publishes a telegram 
saying that ninety sailors of the U.S. 
man-of-war Boston were allowed to go 
ashore at Montevidio recently, and that 
they immediately started on a drunken 
spree. The men, the telegram alleges, 
were guilty of riotous conduct and got 
into several scrimmages with the police,in 
all of which the sailors were the aggress- 
ors. 


SOUTHERN VENGEANCE. 


Failing to Capture a Murderer Alive a 
Mob ‘Roasts His Corpse. 


SHREVEsPoRT, La., Dec. 14.—Joe Patter- 
son, 4 negro, killed his wife and a negro in 
Bossier parish on Saturday, and afterward 
shot J. B. Lay and Dave Wallace, a mem- 
ber of the legislature. He was run down 
so close by a mob yesterday that he re- 
turned to his home, putting to flight the 
mourners sitting up with his wife’s 
corpse. Patterson then blew out his 
brains with a revolver. A mob number- 
bering over 100 men, white and black, re- 
moved the body of the woman, and burned 
the house. Patterson’s charred remains 
lie amidst the ruins. Mr. Wallace died 
last night. Mr. Lay will recover. 


Man and Money Missing. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., Dec. 14.—John J. 
Morton is missing, and his absence is 
causing concern to his bondsmen and 
the directors of the People’s Building and 
Loan association and the Mutual Building 
and Loan association. He had settled his 
shortage with the people’s by the payment 
of $1000 cash, the surrender of £1000 by Dr. 
Owen, who was on his bond, and his own 
note for $800. No settlement with the 
Mutual was made. The grand jury is in- 
vestigating his case. 


A Change of Faith. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—Rev. Charles De- 
Witt Bridgman, late pastor of the Madi- 
son avenue Baptist church, was yesterday 
ordained a deacon of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church, atthe Church of the Incar- 
nation. Dr. Bridgman had labored asa 
minister of the Baptist denomination for 
upward of thirty years, but he recently ac- 
cepted the Episcopal creed. 


Was Too Ambitious. 

IrHaca, N. Y., Dee. 14.—J. L. Williams, 
a former student of Ann Arbor, taking a 
post graduate course at Cornell, hanged 
himself in his room here. Despondency, 
resulting from overstudy and overwork, 
caused the act. He was poor and was try- 
ing to pay his way with money earned by 
doing chores. 

Killed by a Bursting Roiler. 

MAYVILLE, Mich. ,Dec. 14.—While thresh- 
ing was in progress on the farmof E. 
Boyce the engine boiler burst. Richard 
Forland was instantly killed, Bert Bam- 
burg was so badly hurt that he died in an 
hour and James Mitche!l was seriously in- 
jured. The barn and contents were burned. 


Viewed with Suspicion. 

New York, Dec. 14.—Milton Beideman, 
a cigarmaker, 34 years old, was struck by 
a train on the elevated railroad last even- 
ing and his body ground to a pulp. His 
friends incline to the opinion that Biede- 
man was pushed off the platform. The 
police are investigating the matter.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 15.—A dispatch from 
Pekin says that the rebels have again 
gathered in force west of Jehol. The scat- | 
tered remnants from their late defeat have | 
been reinforced by a large number from 
Mongolia and western Manchuria, and 
one more imperial victory will be neces- 
sary to decide the struggle. The rebellion 
appears to be more widespread than the |

Li Hung Chang has been called upon for 
the best part of his army, and has an-| 
swered the summons by sending several 
of his finest regiments.

WHO IS THE LOSER? 
Canadians Hit Upon a Plan to “Get 


Square” with Newfoundland. 

OTTawa, Dec. 15.—The only necessity 
Canadian fishermen had to frequent the 
ports of Newfoundland for bait was when 
herring were not running along the Cana- 
dian shores. An enormous run of herring 
takes place in Canadian waters every 
spring, and now that Newfoundland has 
attempted to cut off the Canadian bait 
supply, the Canadian government has 
conceived the idea of furnishing a supply 
of bait to fishermen throughout the sea- 
son by the plan of cold storage. This plan 
will enable Canadian fishermen to save 
and store their herring of the spring run 
soastolast them for bait during June 
and July, until squid strike into the 
shore. Thete is then little or no further 
difficulty experienced by fishermen in se- 
curing bait, for when the run of squid is 
over fall herring come in, and this supply 
usually lasts until the end of the season. 


Southern Pacific Telegraphers Out. 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 15.—Acting Dep- 
uty Grand Chief Ramsey, of the order of 
Railroad Telegraphers of North America, 
ordered a strike of all mémbers oh the en- 
tire Pacific system of the Southern Pacific 
company, beginning this morning. The 
griévances are stated to be the Southern 
Pacific’s opposition to the order of tele 
graphers, and its demand that the tele 
graphers sign an affidavit that they are 
not members, and will not become mem- 
bers of the order. 


But They All Look Alike. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Acting Secre- 
tary Spaulding has instructed the collec- 
tors of customs at Buffalo, Ogdensburg, 
Suspension Bridge and Plattsburg, N. Y., 
to have photographs taken of all China- 
men arrested for unlawful entry into the 
United States from Canada. It is expected 
thus to positively identify all ‘Chinamen 
who return to this country after having 
been deported to Canada. 


Protest Has No Effect. 

New York, Dec. 15.—The Presbytery of 
New York met yesterday to hear the re 
port of the committee appointed by the 
moderator to answer the pretest presented 
by Dr. Van Dyke against the modvrator’s 
ruling in the Briggs case. The committee 
reported that the protest was inadequate 
and that the moderator’s ruling ‘should 
stand. 


The Governor Holds the Fort. 
Rio JANEIRO, Dec. 15.—There is a ievolu- 
tionary movement in the province of Sao 
2aulo, the object of which is to depost the 
governor of the province. Thus far the in- 
surgents have only succeeded in ousting a 
number of local officials. The governor is 
still offering a stout resistance to th: mal- 
contents,

Tue GAIN for no-license in Massachu- 
setts this year is very gratifying to friends 
of temperance. Even Boston came near 
wheeling round yesterday, reducing the 
license majority from 15,249 to 4,523, Lynn 
which has not voted ‘‘no” since 1881 is 
close and in doubt. Worcester changed 
from 1226 ‘ yes’’ to 401 “‘no.’’, Newbury- 
port, the other city to vote yesterday, still 
remains in the license column, giving a 
majority of 511. Not since 1886 have so 
many of the present cities voted “no.” 
Should the total vote of the Massachusetts 
cities this year be compiled, we believe 
there would be a majority against license, 


The News said editorially of the Boston 
vote: 


The feature and surprise of the election 
yesterday was the vote upon the question 
of license. Last year the record was: 
Yes, 29,159; no, 13,910, a_ majority in 
favor of license of 15,249. Now, with but 
little or no agitation upon the subject, a 
gain in favor of no-license is made that is 
so marked as to attract the attention of 
men of all classes. What has brought 
about this change in public sentimeut it is 
impossible to say at this writing, but it is 
not improbable that the change in the law 
in relation to open bars may have influ- 
enced it largely. Again, it appears that 
there was an over-confidence on the part of 
the license men. The men who oppose 
license are earnest in their advocacy of 
prohibition. They labor in season and out 
of season, and this year has been no excep- 
tion. The result shows that their efforts 
have not been without effect. Boston may 
be a dry city yet. Who knows? 


THE MEETING of the City Council next 
Monday evening promises to be an im- 
portant one. It will be the last regular 
meeting of the Council of 1891. Wedo 
not say the last meeting, for we anticipate 
that there will be several adjournments. 
But two weeks, however, remain in which 
to clear the docket of a large amount of 
business which has been allowed to ac- 
cumulate. The present Council intends 
to pass another schoolhouse order, and the 
widening of Water street will be pushed. 
A hearing on the latter measure will 
further complicate the business of Monday 
evening. Then there is the petition of the 
Freight Railway for a location not yet re- 
ported upon, and several other matters. 
It is probable that there will be further 
petitions for increase of salaries, and 
altogether there is enough business for 
several meetings which must be crowded 
into two or three.

Parnellites and McCarthyrtes 
Have Another Scrimmage. 


THE ENEMIES OF PAPACY 


Seeking to Deal a Death Blow to the 
Church, According to the Pope's State- 
ment—Joseph Chamberlain on Irish 
Home Rule—Other Foreign News. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—At Ennis, county 
Clare, there was another illustration yes- 
terday, of the bitter animosity between 
the McCarthyites and Parnellites. The 
National Federation branch at Ennis pro- 
posed holdinga meeting to discuss sev- 
eral matters of interest. When this fact 
became known to the Parnellites, they 
surrounded the building in which the 
meeting was to be held, and as the McCar- 
thyites made their appearance they were 
met with a volley of stones. 

The McCarthyites in turn became the 
aggressors and made a rush for the enemy. 
The latter held their groundand for a 
time the battle raged hot and fast. Sticks 
and stones were freely used, and many a 
resounding whack was given and taken by 
each side. John Dillon was struck in*the 
face with a stone and receiveda severe cut. 

Finally the police took a hand in the 
row, and after a short struggle, during 
which they used their batons with good 
effect, they dispersed the Parnellites. The 
McCarthyites then held their meeting 
without further disturbances. 

Michael Davitt, stung by his rough 
treatment at Waterford, will make a hard 
struggle to win the election for that dis- 
trict. 


A PERPETUAL LEAGUE 


Urged by the Pope to Combat Assaults 
of the Impious. 

ROME, Dec. 16.—The pope, in his allocu- 
tion at yesterday’s consistory, said that 
the enemies of the church ruthlessly en- 
compassed it on every side. Not content 
with displaying their hatred in words they 
had proceeded to acts of violence against 
peaceful foreigners who had cometo Rome 
actuated by filial piety and free from 
political aims. These enemies, who 
had not hesitated to resort to riot, 
insults and threats, now sought to 
deal the papacy a death blow. Other secret 
forces, who paraded their adoration, really 
aimed at the same object. The liberty of 
the pontiff to communicate with the outer 
world was becoming more and more cur- 
tailed and the situation was daily be- 
coming more diflicult. By waging waron 
the papacy these enemies hoped to weaken 
and proscribe the name of Christian. 

The pope trusted that the heads of 
states would give earnest consideration to 
the position of the church. They would 
then understand that it wasto their inter- 
est to uphold the authority of the church 
as the greatest moral power in the world. 
It behooved all Catholics, acting in unison 
with the holy see, to form a perpetual 
league against the assaults of the impious. 


CHAMBERLAIN ON HOME RULE. 


Speaks of Gladstone, Parnell, the Recent 
Scrimmages and Civil War. 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—Joseph Chamberlain 
delivered an address in Edinburgh last 
night on the political situation, with spe- 
cial reference to Irish home rule. The 
speaker said that Mr. Gladstone had de- 
voted three years to trying to prove that 
Parnell was a reliable statesman, Parnell 
meanwhile laughing in his sleeve, and ac- 
capting Gladstone's trumpery bill as a 
makeshift. The bogey of coercion, Mr. 
Chamberlain said, was not at at rest, and 
the police, so long severely denounced as 
the minions of tyranny, now found their 
time taken'up in protecting Agitator'Healy 
from getting another threshing, and in 
saving Dillon and O’Brien from having 
their heads broken by their former fol- 
lowers. A Dublin parliament would be a 
doubtful blessing to Ireland. The major- 
ity would, in all probability, attempt to 
force Ulster and then there would be a 
civil war, upon which the loyal people of 
Great Britain could not look with indiffer- 
ence. 

It was noticed that Mr. Chamberlain 
was as emphatic as Lord Salisbury in pre- 
dicting a civil waras the result of Irish 
bome rule. 


France and the World's Fair. 

PARIs, Dec. 16.—M. Patermoter, French 
minister to the United States, has 
left Paris, bearing special instructions 
from the French government relative to 
the attitude of France toward the World’s 
fair. Most of the difficulties that threat- 
ened to interfere with a fitting representa- 
tion of France at the fair have been re- 
meved. 


Russian Taffy for Italy. 

RoME, Dec. 16.—The discussion of a com- 
mercial treaty between Italy and Russia 
will begin in this city in January. The 
Russian government has taken the initia- 
tive in pressing the subject upon the 
Italian government, and the movement is 
viewed with no little jealousy by other 
members of the triple alliance. 


As Seen Through British Spectacles. 

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—The correspondent of 
The Times at Santiago telegraphs to that 
paper that the entire newspaper press 
of Chili places the responsibility for the 
difficulties now existing between Chili and 
the United States upon Mr. Egan. None 
ofthe papers, he adds, make any attack 
upon President Harrison.

Literary and Debating Societies. 
To the Editor of the Ledger: 

Among the means of self improvement 
at the disposal of workingmen, none de- 
serve to rank higher than the literary or 
debating society. The primary object of 
such a society is the intellectual improve- 
ment of its members, which is sought to 
be accomplished by means of writing 
essays, taking part in debates or any such 
matters as may be decided on. The ad- 
vantage of such exercises as these are 
many, but for the present we will confine 
ourselves to pointing out one or two which 
we deem of the highest importance. We 
refer to learning to express one’s ideas 
verbally, as in essay writing, or orally, as 
in public speaking. We will notice the 
former first. A member undertakes to 
write an essay ona given subject. To do 
so intelligently he must read up various 
authors so as to make himself acquainted 
with the views of others who have given 
their attention to the subject he may have 
in hand. By this means his reading is ex- 
tended, and being brought into contact 
with the minds of men of genius he can- 
not fail to be benefitted thereby. 

To write an essay so as to make it at all 
presentable, it is necessary to have some 
idea of the more common rules of grammar 
and grammatical construction. We usually 
learn these at school, but in nine cases out 
of ten they are almost entirely forgotten 
a few years after school and schoolmaster 
have been left behind. It would be advis- 
able, then, that this knowledge should be 
acquired again, at least to some extent, 
and the chances are it would not be so 
easily forgotten a second time. On an 
essay being read before the society, the 
members have an opportunity of discussing 
its merits or demerits as a literary produc- 
tion, and thus its author is enabled to see 
its faults as others see them. Such criti- 
cism, as a rule, seems somewhat hard toa 
beginner, but if taken in the proper spirit 
it will usually result in a decided improve- 
ment in his next effort at composition. 

The art of public speaking has been 
highly esteemed and cultiggted among 
civilized nations in allages. Particularly 
was this so among the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, indeed at the present day some 
of their orations are looked upon as models 
of the art. Some writers have held that 
the orator, like the poet, is born, not made. 
This, we think, is only partly true. 

That some are naturally better adapted 
for public speaking than others no one 
will doubt, but at the same time we think 
that persistent practice has fully as much 
to do with making the orator as anything 
else whatever. We have read of how De- 
mosthenes used to go to the sea shore and 
declaim to the waves. We have read, too, 
of how William Pitt, when a young man, 
used to bore his hearers in the House of 
Commons. Neither of these men, nor so 
far as our knowledge goes, has any other, 
reached fame as an orator but through per- 
sistent effort and practice. 

Any intelligent man may at some time of 
his life be called upon to serve his town or 
city as councilman or even something 
higher. Then if he has acquired the art of 
fluently expressing his ideas in public it 
will stand him in good stead. This is a 
well known fact: that some of our local 
speakers are sad bores; in fact it is a 
weariness of the flesh to sit and listen to 
them. The cause is mainly this: They 
have never attended a debating society or 
other organization of a like nature and 
when they attempt to speak in public they 
make themselves sublimely ridiculous, 

We have sometimes heard these wretch- 
ed speakers greeted with applause when 
they had resumed their seats. The would 
be orator would doubtless lay the flattering 
unction to his soul that the applause was 
an expression of satisfaction with his re- 
marks. We think not. It is, rather, an 
expression of satisfaction that he has sat 
down and given his hearers a much needed 
rest. 

The debating society isthe proper place 
to acquire a degree of proficiency in the art 
of public speaking, and we would urge up- 
on young men in particular, the impor- 
tance of the opportunity thus afforded, and 
it may be that the city of Quincy will yet

INDICTED. 


He Is Admitted to Bail in $25,000, but 
is Immediately Rearrested. 

NEW YORE, Dec. 16.—Edward M. Field 
was indicted by the grand jury at 1:45 
o’clock yesterday afternoon.

His counsel entered a 
plea of not guilty to the indictment, and 
he was admitted to bail in $25,000, J. 
Pierpont Morgan and John T. Terry qual- 
ifyingas bondsmen. While at the bar 
Field kept his eyes cast down and big 
tears trickled down his cheeks. 

As soon as he left the court room he was 
arrested on an order of arrest ina civil 
suit brought by R. H. Dietz, who charges 
Field with hypothecating securities depos- 
ited with the latter’s firm for a loan of 
$125,000. Field was then taken to Ludlow 
street jail. Field will be called to plead 
te the indictment on Thursday.

The resolu- 
tion was adopted, and it was decided to 
hold the meeting in St. Louis on Feb. 1, 
The circular will bea complete surprise, 
as no intimation of the object of the 
meeting had leaked out up to date. 


Serious Railway Wreck. 

NEWBURG, N. Y., Dec. 16—A Chicago 
limited express of the Hudson River rail- 
road ran into a train of three coal cars, an 
engine and tender at Fishkill station last 
night. Both trains were wrecked. The 
fireman of the express was scalded to 
death, and the engineer was so badly 
scalded that he will die. Several of the 
passengers were cut by glass, and others 
bruised by concussion. None were fatally 
injured. The limited was behind time, 
and the coal train was switching with 
semaphores set for dander. The tracks 
were wet and the air brakes of the limited 
refused to work. 


Disregarded the Law. 

NEW HAVEN, Dee. 16.—Jesse Warner of 
Centerville, William Hitchcock of Mount 
Carmel, and Charles I. Dickerman were 
arrested yesterday by the postal authori- 
ties.

TOPHGS OF THE DAY 


Discussed by Solid Men at a 
Boston Banquet. 


BAY STATE BOARD OF TRADE 


Has Its First Annual Dinner and Listens 
to Remarks on 
World's Fair and Other Equally In- 


Immigration, the 


teresting Subjects. 


Boston, Dee, 16.—The Massachusetts 
Board of Trade, which was organized only 
a year ago, had its first annual dinner last 
evening. The guests and speakers were 
all men of national reputation. 

On either hand of. President C. E. 
Adams were the assistant secretary of 
the United States treasury, General A. D. 
Nettleton, Hon. Benjamin Butterworth, 
Judge E. J. McDermott of Louisville, and 
Hon. F. W. Peck, chairman of the finance 
committee of the Chicago World’s fair. 

After calling the company to order 
President Adams said in part: 

“The mercantile history of Massachusetts 
does not record such a_ representative 
gathering of her business men as assemble 
at this board tonight. The state board of 
trade, with a membership extending from 
the shores of Cape Cod tothe Berkshire 
hills, including the various industries and 
mercantile interests, has forits mission 
not only the perpetuation of the business 
prosperity Massachusetts has enjoyed 
in the past, but her farther advancement 
in the high position she has always main- 
tained as the 

Center of Learning, Art and Science. 

‘Massachusetts has an opportunity at 
the World’s fair in 1893 to make an ex- 
hibit that will ensure her retaining the 
place she now holdsin the front rank as 
an industrial center. 

The restriction of immigration is one of 
the most important topics before the coun- 
try today, and the business men, through 
the medium of mercantile associations, will 
be an important factor in the solution of 
the problem. 

“The state board of trade should include 
the newspaper fraternity within its mem- 
bership. With such a consolidation united 
in one purpose we shall see Massachusetts 
attain a prominence that will exceed the 
most ambitious dream of her founders.” 

President Adams read letters of re- 
gret from Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge and 
Secretary Foster of the United States 
treasury, who are both ill. Resolutions of 
sympathy with them were passed. 

General Nettleton’s Remarks. 

General Nettleton was the first speaker 
and received acordial welcome. He said 
his chief, Secretary Foster, sent a hearty 
greeting. “Is the treasury department 
overgrown, and does its supervision entail 
too much work on one man?’ asked Mr. 
Nettleton. He thought so, and that a new 
division, to be known as the department 
of commerce,is urgently needed. There are 
now under the management of the secre- 
tary 20,306 persons. 

The speaker then took up the question 
of immigration. “The tideis rising,” he 
said, ‘and it is not easy to foresee the 
ebb.” He condemned the artificial stimu- 
lation of migration abroad. True, he said, 
our policy had encouraged this. Tillable 
land is now practically taken up and there 
is danger of congestion at the centers of 
population. With the present tendency 
unchecked, municipal government in 
America, the speaker thought, would ere 
long become a farce or atragedy. There 
should be a uniform inspection abroad,and 
at the Canadian border. It is only a ques- 
tion of expense and applied brains. 

Hon, W. F. Peck spoke of 

The World's Fair of 1893. 

“Will this exposition be broadly and 
truly international in its character?” he 
asked. From the reports of agents and 
from the experience of the fair commission 
which visited Europe (of which the 
speaker was a member) the great show 
would be all that was hoped. 

The financial side was presented with 
some detail. Eighteen million dollars are 
needed. In closing, the speaker said that 
Chicago would faithfully administer the 
great trust, and with the co-operation of 
New England the event would be the 
greatest in our history. 

Three cheers were given 

Hon. E. J. McDermott, 
who was announced to speak on “The 
Commercial Interests of the North and 
South.” He didn’t hold to his topic, how- 
ever. The speaker said that one thing 
essential to the safety of the country isa 
safe and honest currency. Bad dollars 
always come to their inglorious end in the 
pockets of the poor, where they bring the 
most pain. He compared the politicians 
to barnacles which cling to the ship of 
state. “- 

“A new era,” he said, “has dawned in 
the south. Old and young realize that 
slavery is gone forever. There is a grow- 
ing fondness for the north.” With elo- 
quent words he dwelt upon the need and 
the value of the patriotic instinct, even 
though he erred, as once ia the south. It 
is recognized now, he said, that the negro 
is capable of enjoying liberty and of using 
advantageously his opportunities. But 
whether he is ornot, he is entitled to 
equality and to protection. 

Hon. Benjamin Butterworth spoke of 

Foreign Immigration. 

The baneful influence should be stopped, 
but itis not an easy matter, said he. A 
bill of the character recently adopted by 
the board of trade would stand no chance 
in congress. ‘‘Require,” said he, “your 
representatives to support such principles 
as will protect the fireside.” 

Referring to the World’s fair at Chicago 
the speaker said it was designed to let ev- 
try nation come and show the progress 
which they have made. But there is also 
something beyond this—problems, social 
and political. There willbe laid at our 
feet the best thought of the whole world. 
You may shut up Harvard and Yale, said 
he, and send the students to the fair,where 
they will learn more than during a whole 
course in eollege.

DENVER, Dec. 17.—In the Barnaby trial 
yesterday, Mrs. E. S. Worrell was called 
to the stand. She became acquainted 
with Mrs. Barnaby in Edinburgh. It was 
in 1877 whenshe first met her. She ac- 
companied Mrs. Barnaby on her California 
trip at the latter’s request. The witness 
arrived in Denver with Mrs. Barnaby in 
July, and both attended the wedding of 
young Mr. Barnaby. From here they 
went toSan Francisco, and the witness 
returned to Denver alone on April 7. Mrs. 
Barnaby was met by a woman in San 


Francisco who recommended her to a doc- 
tor. Witness thought it very strange and 
E spoke tothe clerk of the hotel about it, 
but Mrs. Barnaby decided to remain and 


be treated by this doctor. 

Witness left her with a Mrs. Fisher and 
started for Denver. Witness was told 
there was a package here for Mrs.Barnaby 
after they returned from the ranch on the 
day they took the fatal fluid. Mrs. Bar- 
naby said she was tired and thought a 
little of the whisky would help her. She 
made two toddies, and witness took one 
and drank it. She exclaimed: “It is vile 
stuff.”’ But Mrs. Barnaby drank hers and 
finally said: ‘It is poor stuff.” 

Then the witness became ill. 
hurried in and told her she should not 
have drank before dinner. Witness vom- 
ited and became unconscious until 2 0’clock 
the next morning. She could not keep 
anything on her stomach 

Witness was ableto take solid food when 
Dr. Graves arrived from the east, and 
when Mrs. Barnaby’s body was taken east 
a few days later, she was about to go to 
the depot with the party. She knew that 
when Mrs. Barnaby was here in January 
She Received Medicine from Dr. Graves 
which came through the mail for rheu- 
matism, and when they were in California 
she had on various occasions received let- 
ters and papers. 

She said she had first met Mrs. Bar 
naby in Europe in 1887, and traveled 
with her for threemonths. She afterward 
visited her at Providence on several occa- 
sions until three years later, when they 
had a slight misunderstanding, and their 
relations ceased for a short time, after 
which their friendship was renewed. 

When the witness made her last visit to 
Providence she noticed that the relations 
between Mr. and Mrs. Barnaby were very 
much strained and she endeavored to 
make peace between them, but failed. She 
told this to a reporter for one of the Bos

DEATH BY ELECTRICITY. 


Official Report of the Execution of Mur- 
derer Loppy at Sing Sing. 

NEw YORK, Dec. 17.—The certificate of 
the execution of Martin D. Loppy at Sing 
Sing, Dec. 7, was filed yesterday with the 
county clerk. The affidavits of Drs. Mac- 
Donald and Wd state that there were 
four short contacts with the electric cur- 
rent, occupying in all fifty-two seconds. 
There were no discolorations or contu- 
sions, except at the knee, when the elec- 
tric was applied, and at the cheeks, where 
there were marks corresponding with the 
restraining straps. At the knee there was 
a superficial reddishness, but the true 
skin bore nomarks. There was no evi- 
dence of settling of blood in dependent 
portions of the body. There was no mark 
under the head electrode. No signs of vio- 
lence were shown in the muscles of the 
body. 

The certificate says that an electric cur- 
rent of 1400 to 1600 volts does no damage 
to any of the internal organs, tissues or 
muscles. Professor Landy found that the 
current had a pressure of 1716 volts, with 
nearly seven amperes. An examination 
made immediately after the last contact 


| showed the prisoner was dead. The phy- 


sicians say death was apparently instan- 
taneous and painless.

His Son’s Downfall the Primary Cause. 
City Attaches Edward's Property. 


NEw Yor«, Dec. 17.—Since the news o 
the arrest of hisson, Edward M. Field, 
was made known to Cyrus W. Field, he 
has been gradually failing. 

Mr. Field is rapidly sinking, and not 
even his brother, who called yesterday,was 
permitted to see him.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 17.— The Associa- 
tion conference committeee—Von der Ahe, 
Von der Horst and Elliott—recommended 
the twelve-club plan to the Association 
last night.

An Aged Hotel Keeper Mur- 
dered in Vermont. 


REFUSED TO SELL LIQUOR 


To a Frenchman, Who, Becoming En- 
raged, Deals Him a Powerful Blow 
with a Whiffietree, Killing Him In- 
stantly—-The Murderer at Large. LR 


PETERBORO, N. H., Dec. 17.—John C. 
Wheeler, keeper of a hotel at Rindge Cen- 
tre, was murdered about 5 o’clock last 
night, in front of his hotel, by John Bur- 
nell, or Branell, a Frenchman, belonging 
in Fitzwilliam. 

Burnell, accompanied by another map 
whose name is not at present known,drove 
up to the hotel and asked Wheeler for 
some liquor.

Have Been Cheating Uncle Sam. 

NEW HAVEN, Dec. 7.—The postal 
authorities have made ae ar arrest, the 
unfortunate one this time being Post- 
master Joseph P. Miller of Highwood, a 
station in the town of Hampden. Heis 
charged with paying personal debts with 
postage stamps. Miller is the fourth post- 
master arrested since Tuesday. The 
charges against these men, it is said, do 
not disclose the true inwardness of the 
whole matter. It seems, from what was 
learned yesterday, that all of the post- 
masters have been in a conspiracy, which, 
itis claimed, have defrauded the govern- 
ment toa greatextent. All of the men 
arrested preside over offices, the salary of 
which varied directly as the number of 
stamp cancellations. 

It is alleged that the postmasters had 
made an arrangement whereby card man- 
ufacturers in towns adjacent to New Ha- 
ven, whose mail correspondence was very 
heavy, turned over to them all mail mat- 
ter for cancellation. The salaries were 
thereby increased, and the postmasters, it 
is charged, paid the manufacturers a cer- 
tain amount for the favor. It is estimated 
that by these methods the New Haven 
postoffice has been beaten out of at least 
$50,000 in the sale of stamps. 


MAN’S. INHUMANITY. 


An Old Sailor, Crazy with Typhoid 
Fever, Found Naked. 

ROCKLAND, Me., Dec. 17.—Manley Hig 
gins, a sailor on the schooner Georgiana, 
died at the marine hospital yesterday 
The circumstances of his death becoming 
known aroused a storm of indignation 
here. 

It seems that when the vessel arrived 
here Tuesday, Higgins had been sick two 
weeks of typhoid fever of the most malig- 
nant form. An attempt was made to land 
him at Blue Hill during the voyage to this 
port, but admission was refused him. 

Before the vessel got here the man was 
raving crazy, and had torn his clothes 
into shreds. Nothing could be given him 
for relief. When the vessel landed at the 
wharf and the case was made known, the 
man was entirely naked, and in this con- 
dition was conveyed to the hospital. 

In spite of the marine surgeon’s skill he 
died yesterday morning. Higgins was &@ 
years of age and a native of Belfast. 


TUPPER’S IDEA OF “TREASON.” 


He is Evidently Afraid That Annexation 
Talk May Amount to Something. 

TORONTO, Dec. 17.—Hon. C. H. Tupper, 
in an address here last night, remarked 
that while it was necessary to expose the 
nefarious designs of those who were en- 
deavoring to educate the people up to an- 
nexation there was no real danger of this 
being brought about. He quoted from 
speeches of Mr. Laurier and Sir R. Cart- 
wright and from articles in The Globe,and 
condemned them as treasonable. Of the 
writer of The Globe articles he said our 
forefathers would not have scrupled much 
to hang such men to the nearest tree. He 
claimed that too much was made'of the 
exodus, and said that in ten years the 
country would be all right. With fast 
communication between England, Canada, 
Australia and Hong Kong, the future oi 
the Dominion would be assured. 


Making Progress. 

LonpDon, Dec. 17.—It is stated that Siz 
George Baden-Powell and Dr. Dawson 
have virtually completed their work 
on the commission of inquiry in the 
Behring sea matter. Preparations are 
now being pushed forward for the work 
on the joint commission at Washington 
which will pave the way for final arbitra- 
tion.

Almack’s is no more; Willis’ Rooms 
have had their day and ceased to be! No 
more will the magnificent hall and 
salons of the dingy edifice in King street, 
bt. James’, celebrated under both these 
titles, re- -echo the sounds of revelry and 
mirth. Henceforth the animation within 
Its walls will be confined mainly to sales 
by auction. In its day Almack’s was 
the center of fashion, entry to which was 
guarded by a committee of ladies as 
closely as ever Cerberus guarded a region 
| not so inviting, and who were less easily 
katisfied than even the fabled sentinel. 

Even the Duke of Wellington—who, 
according to Lord William Lenox, earned 
for himself in his day the title of ‘The 
Beau of the Peninsula,” just as in later 
times a gallant admiral earned for him- 
self the distinction of ‘‘The Swell of the 
Ocean”—was denied admission one night 
because he had donned black trousers 
instead of the knee breeches and silk 
stockings which the committee had voted 
indispensable for gentlemen. Every 
book dealing with fashionable life at the 
end of the last century and the begin- 
ning of this abounds in references to Al- 
mack’s. 

According to legend Mr. Almack was 
in reality a Scotchman, who came to 
London in the proverbial condition. His 
real name was M’All, but as at that 
time his countrymen were not so es- 
teemed south of the Tweed as they are 
now, he thought to diminish hostility to 
his nationality by reversing his patro- 
nymic. Almack’s ultimately became 
Willis’ Rooms, and was for long the 
headquarters of social festivals, dances 
| and charity dinners. These festal times 
| are over, and instead of the toastmas- 
ter’s “Fill your glasses, gentlemen; 
bumpers, if you please,” the refrain of

An Important Translation. 

Of the Papyrus Ebers, the important 
medical manuscript which George Ebers, 
the well known German Egyptologist 
and novelist, acquired at Luxsor eight- 
een or nineteen years ago, only frag- 
ments—the chapter on diseases of the 
eyes, for instance—have, with Professor 
Hirschberg’s help, yet been translated. 
Ebers shrank from translating the whole, 
on the ground that medical knowledge 
was requisite for the task. He expressed 
this opinion when he and Ludwig Stern 
edited the manuscript in 1875. A com- 
plete translation has now been made by 
a Berlin medical man, Dr. Heinrich 
Joachim, who learned Egyptian for the 
purpose, and has been working at the 
translation for several years. Thanks 
to his labors, the oldest medical work in 
the world is now accessible to all who 
can read German. 

Joachim thinks that it was written at 
latest 1550 years B. C., but that parts of 
it are of still older date. It consists 
mainly of recipes, interspersed here and 
there with proverbs. In some passages 
advice as to the examination of patients 
is given; in others the prognosis indicat- 
ed by certain symptoms is stated. The 
treatise shows that palpation of the ab- 
domen was practiced by the old Egyp- 
tian physicians.—Berlin Cor. London 
Lancet.

TREATED WORSE THAN BEASTS. 


Missionaries’ Startling Stories of Slave 
Life in Central Africa. 


COLOGNE, Dec. 17.—At a meeeting of the 
African society here Canon Kespes read 
extracts from the diaries of African mis- 
sionaries, which told of revolting cruelty 
in connection with slave hunting near 
Lake Tanganyika. One statement read 
was as follows: 

The notorious slaye hunter, Makatubo, 
brought back with him 2000 natives of every 
age and sex as the result of his last expedition 
to Karema. These wretched people were 
vthained in batches ofa score. They were like 
living skeletons. While the caravan was 
traversing the Kirando country, where there 
was a famine, the marching slaves were 
obliged, through hunger, to dig up and eat 
roots which animals refused to eat. Hundreds 
of them died of hunger, fever, or dysentery. 
A large number of women and children, whose 
want of strength impeded the rapid march of 
the column, were drowned. 

Laggards, through illness, were killed with 
cudgels at the rate of from ten to fifty daily. 
At night they were sheltered in roofless huts, 
while the goats which were being taken along 
were kept in covered stables. Every morning 
the bodies of those who died during the night 
were dragged out and thrown to the hyenas, 
which followed the camp. Many poor crea- 
tures were covered with burns and sores, re- 
sulting from the punishment inflicted upon 
them. 

Similar accounts were given of cruelties 
practiced by other slave hunters. The 
missionaries ransom the slaves and place 
those that are sick in a hospital whenever 
possible. 


THOUSANDS OF DEAD SEALS. 


Young Ones Starved to Death Through 
the Slaughter of Their Dams. 


SAN FrANcisco, Dec. 17.—Ounalska ad- 
vices, brought by the revenue cutter Rush, 
states that more than 10,000 young seals 
were found dead at the rookeries at Seal 
islands, apparently from _ starvatlon, 
caused by the indiscriminate slaughter of 
their dams. 

The killing of blue foxes for their fur 
has been considered a prerequisite of the 
lessees of the seal islands,but the treasury 
department order forbidding it, it is 
stated, means the loss of $20,000 to the 
North American Commercial company. 

It is thought the report of the intended 
raid by the seal poachers was un fouded, 
or else that the latter gave up the project.

AID FOR PRINTERS. 


Federation of Labor Will Give $3000 to 
Pittsburg—Other Convention Doings. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 17.—The con- 
vention of the Federation of Labor adopted 
a resolution which condemns the conspir- 
acy laws of Pennsylvania and the recent 
decision of the Alleghany court in connec- 
tion with the present strike of Pittsburg 
printers, and empowers the executive 
council to expend $3000 in prosecuting the 
injunction cases, should they be2 taken te 
the highest court, or to make a test of any 
other such injunction case as they may 
deem advisable. 

A report was adopted condemning the 
decision of the secretary of the treasury 
in allowing musicians to come into the 
country as artists. A report was adopted 
condemning the sweating system, and pro- 
viding a label for union made clothing. 
Congress was petitioned to put trades 
union labels on the same footing as trade 
marks. 

A resolution was adopted urging the 
passage of laws prohibiting barber shops 
from opening on Sundays, and asking the 
friends of labor not to patsxonize shops 
that open on Sunday and keep open later 
than 8 o’clock in the evening. 


ASKED TO STEP OUT. 


Mercier Cabinet Dismissed by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor of Quebec. 

QUEBEC, Dec. 17.—Lieutenant Governor 
Angers has sent a message to the local cabi- 
net, dismissing it from office. Mr. De 
boucherville has been called upon to form 
anew cabinet. It is generally believed the 
house will shortly be called and that gen- 
eral elections are near at hand. 

It has been shown in evidence before the 
commission that Ernest Pacaud paid part 
of the $100,000 he received to some of the 
of the ministers, including Mercier bhim- 
self, and Provincial Secretary Charles 
Langalier.

Annual Report of Treasurer.—$4,900 for 
Running Expenses. 

Treasurer Goodale of the Waltham Hos- 
pital Corporation makes the following an- 
nual report of the finances of that institu- 
tion, for the year ending Sept. 30, 1891: 

Balance on hand Oct, 1, 1890, $26,913.45; 
receipts during the year from various 
sources, $12,029.09; total receipts (includ- 
ing $5,008 of contributions to the building 
fund), $38,942.51, It cost $228.02 during 
the year for permanent fittings in the hos- 
pital, $4,900 for running expenses, $948.36 
for the training school, $1,850.64 for 
salaries and wages, and $2,604.80 had been 
expended up to the date of the report on 
the new hospital.

DAMAGING EVIDENCE 


Given by Easterners in the 
Graves*Barnaby Case. 


TESTIMONY OF A REPORTER 


Yhows That Dr. Graves Severely Re- 
flected Upon Mrs. Barnaby’s Character, 
Not, Until After She Was 


Dead—Interesting Day in Court. 


However, 


DENVER, Dec. 18—In the Barnaby- 
Graves case yesterday, Edward Bennett 
was recalled to the stand. He identified 
several letters which passed between Mrs. 
Barnaby and Mrs. Worrell, Mrs. Barnaby 
and Dr. Graves. Inone of Dr. Graves’ 
letters to Mrs, Barnaby, the former said 
he would collect the rent from Mrs. Bar- 
naby’s tenants and deposit it in the bank, 
and hoyfed she would receive a “large pay- 
ment, for he had a chance to make $10,- 
000 for her.” He was acquainted with 
people in the electric and mining business 
and could get on the inside. 

Mr. Bennett identified all the letters 
and was excused. His wife, Mrs. Bennett, 
was next called. She remembered the visit 
of Dr. and Mrs. Graves and Mrs. Barnaby 
to her home in the Adirondacks. During 
this visit Mrs. Barnaby said she left Dr. 
Graves $50,000 in her first will. She thought 
this was too much. Mrs. Barnaby often 
received letters from the doctor. Miss 
Hanley attended to her correspondence. 

Cross-examined, she remembered Mrs. 
Barnaby receiving the letter in which the 
doctor threatened to appoint a guardian 
for her. This fretted her very much and 
she cried for several days. Witness did 
not hear Mrs. Barnaby complain to Dr. 
Graves. 

A Washerwoman’s Story, 

Mrs. Hickey of Providence, who was 
Mrs. Barnaby’s washerwoman, was next 
called. She had known Mrs. Barnaby and 
her family over thirty years. Mrs. Barnaby 
lived in a small house by herself, and 
when her husband died had told witness 
that her husband had left her but $2500 a 
year and she was satisfied with that. 
Shortly afterward she became acquainted 
with Dr. Graves and seemed to have been 
fascinated with him. Soon after this Mrs. 
Barnaby said that Dr. Graves had advised 
her to contest her husband’s will and she 
had advised them both not to do so. 

Later Mrs. Barnaby told witness that 
she was going to follow the doctor’s ad- 
vice, and that he wanted her tosign a 
paper that Maud Barnaby was not Mr. 
Barnaby’s child. Witness advised her to 
do no such a thing and Mrs. Barnaby said 
the doctor told her that if she could not 
get her rights she should have her re- 
venge. 

Mrs. Barnaby was very susceptible to 
flattery, and by this means Dr. Graves 
gained control of her until she would do 
anything he said. While Mrs. Barnaby 
was in California, witness received a letter 
from herin which she asked witness to 
watch Dr. Graves as she had reasons to 
mistrust him. In January last witness 
asked Dr. Graves whether he sent Sallie 
Hanley with Mrs. Barnaby to “spy’’ on 
her. ‘“Certainly,’’ the doctor replied. 

Witness saw the doctor in April last. 
They had warm words about the property 
and the doctor said “if Mrs. Barnaby 
asked for her property he would bring her 
in insane and you need not be surprised if 
you would hear some day that Mrs. Bar- 
naby has had a shock.” When Mrs. Bar- 
naby started for California it was the last 
time she ever saw her alive. ‘I wrote but 
once, telling her I would tell her about 
Dr. Graves when she came home. Dr. 
Graves told me he understood Mrs. Bar- 
naby was coming home to get money and 
give it to the Bennetts, and if she at- 
tempted anything of the kiad he would 
send her to a crazy house or havea guar- 
dian appointed for her.” 

What a Reporter Gleaned. 

Henry G. Trickey, correspondent of the 
Boston Globe, was the next witness. He 
testified to having had aninterview with 
Dr. Graves at Providence, in which the 
doctor stated that he was surprised that 
any one should suspect him of poisoning 
Mrs. Barnaby. He believed she had been 
poisoned and was under the impression 
that the poison had been set from Bos- 
ton. He refused to talk concerning his 
movements or journey west after Mrs. 
Barnaby’s death, and he also stated that 
he did not know the cause of her death 
until he reached Denver. Mrs. Barnaby 
had informed him that he was a_bene- 
ficiary in her will but he di¢i not know the 
amount. 

Being pressed in regard to the allega- 
tions that Mrs. Barnaby was a bad char- 
acter, the doctor told the reporters that 
he had been for a long time awaie that 
she had lovers and that this caused an 
extra estrangement between herself and 
her husband. On this question he told 
the story that when he was with Mrs. 
Barnaby inthe Adirendacks he discov- 
ered her drunk in the house with Edward 
Bennett, and that he witnessed scenes of a 
revolting character, and that afterwards 
the relations of Mrs Barnaby and Dr. 
Graves were but of the strictest character. 
These events he said had caused the 
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MERCIER’S DISMISSAL. 


& Document Declaring His Government 
Illegal, Spurious and Corrupt. 


QUEBEC, Dec. 18.—The document upon 
which the lieutenant governor acted 
dismissing the Mercier cabinet, was pre- 
sented to him Wednesday. It recalls the 
different parts of the evidence given be- 
fore the commission, and strikes a stun- 
ning blow at Ministers Mercier, Garneau, 
Robidoux and Langelier. It declares the 
whole transaction spurious, illegal and 
corrupt, and ends by asolemn condemna- 
sion of Mercier’s government as subver- 
sive of the interests of the province. 

The two commissioners were also the 
bearers of a letter from Judge Jette to the 
lieutenant governer. The contents of the 
letter are unknown to the cabinet. It is 
supposed, however, that it contains the 
declaration of Judge Jette that he does 
not concur in the interim report. 

Premier Mercier sent a note to Leuten- 
ant Governor Angers asking for the letter 
addressed to the latter by Judge Jette. 
Mr. Angers refused to comply with the re- 
quest,as he considered the letter to be per- 
sonal. The opinion prevails here that 
Mercier will not accept his dismissal un- 
less the report of the commission is made 
unanimous, and that he is inclined to 
treat the governor’s intervention as an act 
of conspiracy against his cabinet. 

Three-fourths of the population ignore 
the fact that the government, led by the 
acknowledged champion of the French Ca- 
nadian nationality, has been put out of 
office. The secretary is busy preparing an 
answer to the message dismissing the Mer- 
cier government. 


POKER AND WOMEN 


Leads a Kansas City Bank Bookkeeper 
to Resort to Embezzlement. 

KANSAS ClTy, Dec. 18.—John L. Fergu- 
son, a bookkeeper in the National bank of 
Kansas City, was arrested yesterday and 
jailed for embezzling $20,000 from the 
bank. Ferguson was sick Tuesday and 
remained at home, and when he went to 
work Wednesday, in order to carry ahead 
his fraudulent account, he had to change 
the figures made by his temporary prede- 
cessor. This was discovered and an in- 
vestigation followed. Ferguson made a 
full confession. His method was peculiar. 
He opened a fictitious account and raised 
the figures on the receiving teller’s 
blotter so as to show deposits accordingly. 
Then he credited the account with the 
false deposits and drew checks in the fic- 
titious name in order to keep up with the 
deposits. Nota cent is left, but the bank 
will get $6000 from the American Surety 
company, which is Ferguson’s surety. 
Ferguson declares he spent all the money, 
some on poker, some on dissolute wemen. 
He is a single man.

COLORED PEOPLE’S FRIEND. 


Death of Daniel Hand, a Generous Con- 
necticut Philanthropist. 

NEW HAVEN, Dec. 18.—Daniel Hand, a 
philanthropist, whose princely gift to the 
American Missionary association for the 
education of the colored people in the 
southern states was the talk of the coun- 
try a few years ago, died yesterday in 
Guilford, his birthplace, of old age. He 
was 90 years of age last July. 

Mr. Hand's career has been a very re- 
markable wie. In 1818 he went to Savan- 
in business, becoming 
one of the wealth- 
iest merchants of 
the place. Just af- 
ter the war opened 
he was arrested in 
New Orleans asa 
“Lincoln spy.” On 
his release he nar- 
rowly escaped 
lynching in <Au- 
gusta and had to 
be placed in jail 
for safety. During 
the war the Con- 
federates seized 
his property in 
and 
saved it. It was turned over tothe care 
of a business associate named Williams. 
Five years ago Mr. Williams settled up 
with Mr. Hand. The settlement, which 
was unexpected, increased Mr. Hand’s 
wealth over $500,0008 At the annual meet- 
ing of the American Missionary associa- 
tion in Providence, Oct. 23, 1888, he gave 
the association #1,000,894.25 in interest 
bearing securities to be held in trust as the 
Daniel Hand educational fund for the col- 
ores people. Auother of his gifts for pub- 
lic use is the academy in the town of 
Madison, Conn.,which bears his name. 

In his will large sums are left to rela- 
tives. The residue of his estate will be 
given to the Daniel Hand educational 
fund. The estate is valued at over $500,000.

Art, Science and Industry. 


PHILADELHIA, Dec. 18.—The Drexel In- 
Stitute of Art, Science and Industry, 
founded by Anthony J. Drexel, the banker, 
was dedicated yesterday afternoon. The 
invocation was made by Bishop Potter of 
New York, and Hon. Chauncey M. Depew 
delivered the dedication address. Ex- 
Attorney General Wayne Macveagh de- 
livered to the trustees, on behalf of Mr. 
Drexel. the deeds of trust. Dr. James 
McAlester, president of the institution, 
made an address, and the Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Walker of Pennsylvania pronounced the 
benediction. 

The institution is one of the most per- 
fect of its kind in the world. Its total cost 
has been nearly $1,500,000. The structure 
is of brick and terra cotta. It has a literary 
museum, gymnasium, auditorium, class 
rooms, cooking school, studiesand a labor- 
atory in which over 150 students can ex- 
periment at one time.

THE DISCIPLES SEE HIM. 


LESSON XIii, FOURTH QUARTER, IN- 
TERNATIONAL SERIES, DEC. 20. 
Text of the Lesson, John xxi, 1-14—Com 
mit 6, 7—Golden Text, Col. 
iii, 1—Coinmentary by the Rev. D. M 

Stearns. 


Verses, 


{Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by 
permission of H.S. Hoffman, publisher, Phil 
adelphia.] 

1. “After these things Jesus shewed Him- 
self again to the disciples at the sea of 
Tiberias: and on this wise shewed He Him- 
self.” 

The appearances of the risen Christ thus 
far seem to have been as follows: To Mary 
Magdalene, to the other women, to thetwo 
men going to Emmaus, to Peter, to the 
eleven at Jerusalem, then a week later to 
the eleven again, including Thomas, so 
that today’s lesson gives us His seventh 
appearance or the third to the disciples. 

2. “There were together Simon Peter, 
and Thomas called Didymus, and Na- 
thanaei of Cana in Galilee,and the sons 
of Zebedee, and two other of His disciples.” 

Seven in all, and-at least four of them 
were His very first disciples (Math. iv, 
18-22; John i, 45), and some of them were 
called from their nets on the shores of this 
very sea. 

3. “Simon Peter saith unto them, I go 
a-fishing. They say unto him, We also go 
with thee. They went forth and entered 
into a ship immediately; and that night 
they caught nothing.” 

4. “But when the morning was now come 
Jesus stood on the shore; but the disciples 
knew not that it was Jesus.” 

Unbelief makes us blind, so that we 
recognize Him not when He draws near to 
us. 

5. “Then Jesus saith unto them, Chil- 
dren, have ye any meat? They answered 
Him, No.” 

A night’s toil and nothing to show for it. 
Many still labor in vain and spend their 
strength for naught. He said, “Without 
me ye can do nothing” (John xv, 5), but 
when we are obedient to Him, doing only 
what He says, moving only at His word; 
when “it is God who maketh,” then there 
will surely be something accomplished and 
our glad testimony will be, “Not I, but the 
grace of God which was with me.” See Isa. 
i, 19; John ii, 5; Num. ix, 28; Phil. ii, 13; 
Eph. ii, 10; I Cor. xv, 10. Until we learn to 
work on this line we shall only display our 
emptiness and helplessness, and have to 
confess our poverty. 

6. “And He said unto them, Cast the net 
on the right side of the ship and ye shaM 
find. They cast, therefore, and now they 
were not able to draw it for the multitude 
GP fishies? 

7. refore that disciple whom Jesus 
loved saith unto Peter, It is the Lord. Now 
when Simon Peter heard that it was the 
Lord he girt his fisher’s coat unto him (for 
he was naked}, and did cast himself into 
the sea.”’ 

John is the first to recognize the voice of 
the Master, and yet even John is slow, for 
miracle that he 
One would think that 


But they were not like 


y seeking Him; they had gone a-fish- 
ing. Our hearts are not right till we 


nd seek Him only and al- 
There are only eight miracles in 
gospel, and the first, fourth and 
shth are miracles of abundance, teach- 
us how full we might be of all things 
needful if we would only abide in Him. 
See John xv, 11; xvi, 24; xvii, 18; Eph. 
iii, 20. 

8. “And the other disciples came in a lit- 
tle ship (for they were not far from land, 
but as it were two hundred cubits), drag- 
ging the net with fishes.” 

Jesus was then only about a hundred 
yards from them and yet they did not 
recognize Him till they saw His power. He 
says tous “So lam with you alway,” and 
in all the events of life He is saying, “It is 
I, be not afraid” (Math. xxviii, 20; xiv, 27). 

9. “As soon as they were come to land 
they saw a fire of coals there, and fish laid 
thereon and bread.” 

10. “Jesus saith unto them, Bring of the 
fish which ye have now caught.” 

How graciously He puts it, “The fish ye 
have now caught.”” Yestruly they caught 
them, they handled the net and took the 
fish, but not without Him. It was in 
reality His doing althougk He spoke as if 
they did it. 

ll. “Simon Peter went up and drew the 
net to land full of great fishes, an hundred 
and fifty and three, and for all there were 
so many, yet was not the net broken.” 

In Peter’s first lesson of this kind “their 
nets brake” (Luke v, 6); but not so now. 
Who has eyes to see this strange sight? 
This is a resurrection lesson. And what 
about the hundred and fifty-three and the 
strength of seven men given to Peter to 
draw them to land. Read II Chron. ii, 12, 
17, and observe the wisdom and prudence 
given to Solomon to build the house, and 
the 153,000 strangers who helped, and be 
not surprised if in the resurrection you see 
a connection between these events and the 
house now being builded by and of stran- 
gers to whom Peter first opened the door 
(Eph. ii, 19-22; Acts x.) 

12. “Jesus saith unto them, Come and 
dine. And none of the disciples durst ask 
Him, Who art Thou? knowing that it was 
the Lord.” 

The R. V. says, “Come and break your 
fast,” and does not this give us the light 
upon why they went fishing. They were 
hungry and Jesus was no longer with 
them, and where He was they knew not, 
and they felt that they must now take 
care of themselves, and so they had to 
learn that they could not after all do any- 
thing without Him, and that they must 
relyon Him unseen as much as they did 
when He was visibly among them. 

13. ‘‘Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, 
and giveth them, and fish likewise.” 

The risen Christ is the unchangeable 
Jesus. Asin the days of His humiliation 
He waited upon them, soin His resurrec- 
tion body He waits on them and ministers 
tothem still. Though now aseended on 
high and invisible to these eyes, He is not 
a whit different in His love to His disciples, 
and in His care of them, from what He 
was when a mortal man among them on 
earth. Look up, believer, and see at God’s 
right hand the very same person who said 
that we should not be careful about either 
food or raiment but have confidence in our 
Father in Heaven. 

14. “Thisis now the third time that Jesus 
showed Himself to Hisdisciples. After that 
He was risen from the dead.” 

The seventh time to any, but the third to 
the company of the disciples. (See on 
verse 1.) Then after this He is seen at 
least three times before He ascended visi- 
bly from them (I Cor. xv, 6, 7; Luke xxiv, 
50,51). During those forty days He seems 
to have had but one topic of conversation— 
“the things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God” (Acts i, 3). The words in this chap-

us, and show us our work while we wait 
for that kingdom, viz., to prove our love 
to him by feeding His sheep and lambs, 
and when inclined to mind other people’s 
business hear Him say to you, “What is 
that tothee?

OUR COUNCILMEN, 


Their Legislative Career in 1891 as Ob- 
served by a Constant Attendant. 


The brief outline of the legislative career 
of the Councilmen of 1€91, began in the 
issue of Dec, 11, is continued below: 


Stephen O. Moxon. 

Mr. Moxon is a ready speaker, and al- 
ways handles the subject under considera- 
tion with parliamentary skill. On several 
occasions he has taken positions at variance 
with the views of the majority of the 
Council and proved himself correct. He 
generally speaks on important questions, 
and carries conviction with his clear state- 
ments of the case. He impresses one with 
his perfectly honest position, although he 
is generally with the majority. As Chair- 
man of the Committee on Publie Buildings 
he has, during the complication of matters 
pertaining to the new South Quincy school- 
house, been prominently and continuously 
before the Council. Probably no member 
of the present Council has given more 
time to the consideration of public basi- 
ness than Mr. Moxon, with the possible 
exception of Mr. Jones. Heis always in 
earnest, and dislikes extremely any joking 
and frivolity. Heis very cautious in his 
remarks and gentlemanly in his language, 
and although he is often hit hard he never 
strikes back. His vote for re-election to 
the next Council is a very flattering one, 
and Ward Six may well be proud of Coun- 
cilman Moxon. 

J. Francis Hayward. 

No citizen of Quincy is more highly es- 
teemed by his neighbors or respected more 
by his fellow-citizens than Mr. Hayward. 

Elected to office in spite of his protest, 
and renominated against his wishes he 
seems to be the personification of the 
motto—‘the office should seek the man 
and not the man the office.’’ Without ep- 
tering into any criticism of Councilman Hay- 
ward’s legislative career, which we con- 
sider isin direct keeping with his dignified 
and gentlemanly bearing, we think this a 
proper place to say that in our opinion the 
above motto is a humbug. 

The candidate should be sufficiently 
anxious in securing the office tomake him 
interested in public affairs, and the chances 
are that any aspirant for office will be 
more zealous in this respect than he who 
has office thrust upon him. 

During ’91, Mr Hayward has simply said 
“‘yes”’ and “no” during the sessions of the 
council, and yet a record of his votes shows 
the best of all judgment on all questions. 
It will always be a matter of regret during 
*92 that Mr. Hayward was not reelected.

TO SUCCEED PROCTOR 


Mr. Elkins Will Have a Seat in 
the Cabinet. 


BLAINE’S POSITION DEFINED 


In an Interview with Elkins Previous to 
His Nomination—Reed Disagrees with 
Crisp in the Selection of the Commit- 
tee on Rules—Rumors Concerning Dem- 
ocrats’ Seats in the Senatg¢—Other Na- 


tional Topics of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—President Har- 
rison has nominated Hon. Stephen B. El- 
kins for secretary of war. 

Stephen B. Elkins was born in Perry 
county, O., Sept. 26, 1541. He removed to 
Missouri when very young, was graduated 
at Missouri Uni- 
versity in 1860, 
and studied law. 
He served in 
1862-63 as a cap- 
tain in the Sev- 
enty-seventh Mis- 
souri Regiment, 
and in the latter 
year went to New 
Mexico, where he 
was admitted tom 
the bar in 1863. = 
He also engaged 
in mining andg 
stock raising 
there, and accu-# 
mulated a for- 
tune. 
legislature in 1865-66, attorney general of 
the territory in 1868-69 and United States 
attorney in 1870-62. He was then elected 
a delegate to congress and served two 
terms, from 1873 to 1877. Mr. Elkins was 
a member of the national Republican com- 
mittee from 1872 to 1884. He took an ac- 
tive part in the Chicago convention of 1884 
that nominated James G. Blaine for the 
presidency, and earnestly supported him 
in the canvass. 

Mr. Elkins reached Washington Wed- 
nesday, but kept himself in strict seclu- 
sion at the house of afriend. Many tele- 
grams addressed to him were delivered at 
the Normandie, but Mr. Elkins was not 
there through the day. His movements 
yesterday were quiet and seclusive. * 

Blaine’s Alleged Position.

He then called 
upon the secr try of state, with whom he 
had a long and pleasant interview. ‘‘What 
effect,’’ asked Mr, Elkins, ‘“‘would my ap- 
pointment have upon your presidential 
chances next year?” 

“Absolutely none,”’ was Mr, Blaine’s re- 
ply. ‘‘AsI feel at present I shall not bea 
candidate for the nomination. If, however, 
there should come to me fromthe Repub- 
lican party an overwhelming expression 
demanding that I accept the nomination, 
I may be constrained to put aside my per- 
sonal feelings and accept the nomination. 
In that case Mr. Harrison will be for me, 
and there will be no impropriety in your 
being my friend also. On the other hand, 
should Mr. Harrison be the nominee, I will 
not be in the race, and therefore you will 
be his friend. I cannot see how your ac- 
ceptance or declination will change the 
condition of things in the slightest degree, 
and I would adyise you to accept the ap- 
pointment.” 

Whereupon Mr. Elkins accepted. Sen- 
ator Proctor is quoted as saying: “‘Theap- 
pointment is undoubtedly a good one. 
Mr. Elkins has great executive ability and 
will be an able and popular secretary.” 


THE HOUSE COMMITTEES 


May Not Re Announced Before the Holi- 
day Recess—Reed’s Views. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—There is nothing 
new in the situation respecting the organ- 
ization of the house committees. Speaker 
Crisp’s sickness will rather tend to delay 
the announcement of the committees, 
which rumor has fixed for the 28rd inst. 
The rumors, however, lack good founda- 
tion, and against itis the opinion of Mr. 
MeMillin that the announcement will not 
be made before the holiday recess. 

The majority of the committee on rules 
had a conference at Speaker Crisp’s room, 
and it is understood that the list of com 
mittees which the speaker is authorized 
to appoint was practically agreed upon. 
Itis said that Crisp and some friends, 
probably Mr. Catchings, will leave the 
city Saturday and seek rest. and recrea- } 
tion at some convenient place where they 
may escape the importunities and plead- 
ings of applicants for places and their 
friends. — e 

Ex-Speaker Reed does not agree with 
Mr. Crisp in his selection of the commit- 
tee on rules. He believes that the policy 
he adopted in selecting four men, two of 
whom were the chairman of the commit- 
tee on ways and means and applications, 
because both these committees have the 
right of way in the house, was better than 
the plan adopted by the speaker. Mr. 
Reed says the chairman of these two 
committees are practically. the advisers of 
the speaker. 

They know the great legislation which 
is to come before the house, and they are 
in a better position to pass upon the order 
of business than are chairmen or members 
of the other of the committees. He thinks 
there should be a steering committee to 
arrange the order of business and decide 
how and what way certain measures 
should be considered. 

Asa leading member of the minority 
of the committee on rules Mr. Reed in- 
tends to offer the old rules, which,he says, 
are emphatic and business like. He says 
with emphasis: “We are willing to be 
governed by the samerules we adopted for 
their government.” : 


UNCONFIRMED RUMORS. 


Republican Senators are Not Worrying 
About Contesting Democrats’ Seats. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The published } 
statements that the Republican senators | 
have virtually decided to contest the seats 
of Senators Hill, Brice and White at- 
tracted some attention among the sena-} 
tors yesterday. Careful inquiry fails to} 
disclose anything like an organized move- } 
ment in that direction, and it appears that 
the Republican senators have as yet given 
the subject little thought. So far as Sen- 
ator Hill’s seat is concerned, it is believed 
that when he presents himself to take the 
oath of office an objection may be forth- 
coming from his colleague, Senator His- 
cock, based on: the charge that Senatoz

purely legal, and some of the Republican 
senators who would be required to pass 
upon it as members of the committee on 
privileges and elections, say it would be 
disposed of, if presented, without regard 
to political considerations. 


Reciprocity and the Tariff. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 18,—It is impossible 
at this time to obtain an official utterance 
in regard to the reports that the president 
has decided to issue a proclamation in & 
few days restoring the duties’on sugar, 
molasses, coffee, hides, etc., imported 
from the countries that have not negoti- 
ated treaties with the United States under 
the provisions of the McKinley act. Gov- 
ernment officials merely state that the 
report is unauthorized. It is expected that 
an official announcement on the subject 
will be made in afew days. The action 
said to be contemplated is authorized by 
section 3 of the McKinley act. 


Confirmed in Secret. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The senate in exec- 
utive session confirmed a large number of re- 
cess nominations, but owing to the failure 
to adopt the usual notice of confirmation 
to be sent to the president, the confirma- 
tions’were not made public. The nomina- 
tion of Mr. Elkins to be secretary of war 
was referred to the committee on military 
affairs. 


Presidential Appointments. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Elbert M. Mon- 
roe of Connecticut was appointed a mem- 
ber of the bureau of Indian commission- 
ers, and J. B. McMahon assistant United 
States attorney for the western district of 
Michigan. 


Short of Cash. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—A telegram from 
the examiner in charge says the First Na- 
tional bank of Wilmington, N. C., is prac- 
tically insolvent. The comptroller of the 
currency will appoint a receiver. 


Treasury Balance on the Down Grade. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The heavy pen- 
sion payments and the light receipts have 
had the effect of running down the net 
treasury balance to $33,128,000. 


Odds and Ends. 

Mrs. Senator Hawley’s physician says 
she is progressiug unusually well toward 
recovery. 

McDonald Bros., lumbermen and steam- 
boat owners of La Crosse, Wis., have as- 
signed. The liabilities are about $280,000. 

The treasury department has already 
disbursed nearly $300,000 as bounties on 
sugar under the provisions of the McKin- 
ley bill. 

The treasury department has ruled that 
the consolidation of several consignments 
of foreign goods in one invoice is contrary 
to law, and such invoices are not valid for 
purposes of entry.

Italy to Send an Embassador to America 
to Replace Baron Fava. 

tomE, Dec. 18.—Italy is to send a minis- 
ter to Washington in place of Baron Fava, 
who was recalled from America in conse- 
quence of the New Orleans lynching. The 
name of the proposed minister has not yet 
been announced. Thé government has 
concluded to take this course without 
waiting for an assurance from the Ameri- 
can president that the constitution will 
be changed so as to afford more protection 
to foreigners. : 

Rudini has learned semi-officially that it 
was beyond the power of the president to 
give such assurance. Baron Fava remains 
in favor with the Italian government and 
will possibly succeed Count Menabre, the 
Italian ambassador in Paris, who has rép- 
resented Italy in Paris since 1882. He is 
about to retire on account of old age.

AN INITIATORY STEP 


Which Tends to Threaten the 
Peace of Europe. 


FRANCO-BULGARIAN SPLIT 


Said to Have Been a French Diplomatic 
Scheme Worked Up in the Interest of 
Russia—Queen Victoria's Family Likely 
te Get a Set-Back from the Radicals.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—The rupture of diplo- 
matic relations between France and Bul- 
garia on the pretext of the expulsionof the 
French journalist, Chadouine, now proves 
to be the initial step of a French diplo- 
matic scheme to ask the sultan to use his 
suzerain right to interferein Bulgaria in 
Russian interest. Advices were received 
at the foreign office last night’ that M. 
Cambon, the French ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, has demanded and will ob- 
tain a formal conference on the subject 
with the sultan. 

This development is no surprise to Lord 
Salisbury and his diplomatic allies in 
Vienna and Berlin. M. Cambon, in an in- 
terview with the foreign minister of the 
porte on Wednesday last, was understood 
to intimate that,as France had never 
recognized Prince Ferdinand, the govern- 
ment of France must look for redress to 
the suzerain before taking directly active 
measures. As M. Ribot must know or 
expect that the port will decline to inter- 
fere in a question concerning the internal 
administration of Bulgaria, anxiety pivots 
on what the French government will 
next do. 

The Austrian government, probably act- 
ingin concert with Lord Salisbury and 
Chancellor Von Caprivi, supports the Bul- 
garian bureau. Austria’s agent at Sofia 
has incited Premier Stambuloff to address 
a note to the governments of Turkey, 
Germany, Austria and England, vindicat- 
ing the expulsion of Chadouine. 

It is known all round that M. Ribot 
does not care a straw for the expulsion or 
the expulsee. The St. Petersburg weekly, 
The Vedomosti, after suggesting that it is 
possible that France, failing to obtain sat- 
isfaction, may blockade Bulgarian ports, 
says that Russia would protest against 
the appearance of French ironclads before 
Varna or Bourgas. 

If M. Ribot’s policy results thus, the 
peace of Europe is over. 

France Won't Compromise. 

PARIS, Dec. 19.—M. Ribot, minister of 
foreign affairs, has declined to grant an 
interview to a confidential agent of Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who sent the mes- 
senger to France to explain the Chadouine 


affair. 

ROYALTY “NOT IN IT.” 
Radicals Object to Making a Further 
Grant to the Duke of Clarence. 
Copyright by the New York Associated Press.] 
LONDON, Dec. 19.—Conservative organs 
are trying toeducate the British publicinto 
approvement of a parliamentary grant 
raising the income of the recently affianced 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale to £25,000 
yearly. The queen, it is unerstood, will 
not consent to open the coming session of 
parliament unless the cabinet wiil assent 
to taking the risk involved in bringing 
forward the proposal. The ministers are 
unwilling to go further than to propose a 
dower for Princess Victoria Mary, or an 
annuity of £5000 as a marriagesettlement. 

The Radicals will agree to a moderate 
dowry, butto no further grant to the 
Duke of Clarence, and if the government 
venture to ask for a special provision for 
him, the opposition reckon on a vote of 200 
against the measure. This, thougha mi- 
nority, will take the heart and cordiality 
out of the grant, and bea pill forthe royal 
family, besides weakening the cause of the 
government in the coming elections. The 
Emperor and Empress of Germany, the 
King of Greece, and a hostof German and 
Danish princelings will attend the wed- 
ding of the duke and princess. 


White Slaves in the Soudan. 
Catro, Dec. 19.—Father Ohrwalder, one 
of the Austrian missionaries who arrived 
at Korosko after escaping from the hands 
of the Mahdists, states that forty Euro- 
peans are still held in captivity at Omdur- 
man. These captives are loaded with 
manacles and often cruelly beaten, and 
are so strictly guarded that they have lost 

all hope of ever being able to escape. 


A Cold-Blooded Rascal. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 19.—A shoemaker named 
Vanderavers,at Namur, who attempted to 
poison his brother, has been sentenced to 
death. Vanderavers murdered three broth- 
ers and asister by poisoning them before 
he made the attempt to take the life of his 
other brother. Vanderavers intended to 
kill the whole family, numbering seven, in 
order to obtain their small savings. 


Liverpool's Excuse. 

Lonpbow, Dec. 19.—The Liverpool cham- 
ber of commerce has decided not to take 
part in the Chicago fair as a local center, 
on the ground that the McKinley law has 
deprived Liverpool merchants of their 
Chicago trade, andthe American manu- 
facturers would only copy the English ex- 
hibits.

OUR COUNCILMEN. 


Their Legislative Career in 1891 as Ob- 
served by a Constant Attendant. 


The brief outline of the legislative ca- 
reer of the Councilmer of 1891, bagan in 
the issue of Dec. 11, is continued below:

Mr. Thompson | 
has a deep interest in the legislation at} 
city hall, and it must have taxed his pa- | 
tience to the fullest extent not to be able to 
take a hand in the debates, more especial- 
ly when it is remembered that in the 
Council of 1800 he on more than one oc- 
casion straightened matters that were de- 
lightfully mixed. Mr. Thompson is al- 
ways cool, and those who know him would 
always feel that his presence in the Coun- 
cil would effectually guard the tax payers’ 
interests against unwise and expensive 
legislation. No doubt the customary reso- 
lutions of thanks will be passed to James

The proposition to increase the salary 
of the Commissioner of Public Works 
will meet the approval of every fair-minded 
citizen. The Superintendent of Schools 
receives $2000 annually for his work in 
Quincy, and it certainly seems as if the 
Commissioner of Public Works had at 
least as much labor to perform and fully as 
great a mental strain on account of the 
number of departments and _ interests 
under his care. Mr. Ewell has been a 
highly competent official and his ‘adminis- 
tration of his duties certainly deserves 
proper recognition. By all means faithful 
service should receive suitable recompense, 
and we think it is economy for the city to 
pay a good salary for capable men.

MERCIER’S HOT SHOT 


Levelled at [the Head of .Lieuw 
tenant Governor Angers. 


HE SPEAKS IN PLAIN TERMS 


———— ee 


Of What He Considers Unconstitutional 
Action and Gives Warning That He 
Will Fight to the Bitter End—Excite 


ment is at Fever Heat. 


QUEBEC, Dec. 19.—Mr. Mercier has 
made public his views on the political sit- 
nation and published correspondence be- 
tween himself and the lieutenant gover- 
nor and the interim report of the royal 
commissioners. The report contains about 
3000 words and is signed only by Judges 
Baby and Davidson. It says that Mr. 
Pacaud acted as an intermediary between 
the government and the contractors, who 
were persuaded that this functionary was 
necessary. The report continues: 

The bargain between Armstrong and Pa- 
caud, by which $100,000 was paid to Pacaud, 
was fraudulent, contrary to public order, and 
an audacious exploration of the provincial 
treasury. The government had nothing be- 
fore them to establish that persons with whom 
they were supposed to be transacting were 
legally bound. We are of the opinion that 
Mr. Garneau gave proof of carelessness, but 
that he was in good faith and benefitted in no 
way by the transaction. The factof Hon. Mr.

for that gentleman. Mr. Langel.er was one 


| of the ministers who took the greatest part in 
| the adoption of the Thom proposal, and we 


cannot avoid saying that when Mr. Langelier 
accepted money from Pacaud he was per- 
fectly aware of itssource. Mr. Mercier was 
also included among the indorsers, and when 
payment was made known it was not repudi- 
ated by them and they profited by it. 

The commissioners then point to the 
apparent contradictions between Mr. Mer- 
cier’s statement to the governor and the 
evidence before the commission in con- 
nection with the moneys forwarded for 
his use while in Europe. The report re- 
grets that certain correspondence was not 
produced, and concludes that it is not 
proved that Mr. Mercier knew of the ex- 
istence of a bargain befween Armstrong 
and Pacaud, and that g@atleman declared 
that he benefitted in no way thereby. 
Hon. Messrs. Ross, Sheyhn, Boyer and 
Duhamel derived no advantage from the 
transaction. In transmitting the report 
to Mr. Mercier the governor states that it 
proves carelessness and illegalities, and 
shows the statements and justification of 
the premier 

To Be of No Value. 
“The report,” he says, “forces upon me 
the conviction that the ministry is not 
in a position to advise the representative 
of the crown, and therefore I must dis- 
miss them.”’ 

Mr. Mercier then demands a copy of 
Judge Jette’s letter, supposed tobe dis- 
sentive from the report, and permission to 
publish the letter of dismissal, both of 
which the governor refuses. Then follows 
Mr. Mercier’s reply, in which he says: 

I have to do, not with an impartial head of 
the executive, but with a political adversary 
subjected to the outside influence of evil coun- 
sliors and bad passions. You may have know- 
l id wilfully violated the usages and con- 
stitutional law; you may have had the audac- 
ity todo what our august sovereign, Queen 
Victoria,would never have dared to do in Eng- 
land without provoking a revolution among 
the English people. All good citizens must 
admit that thereisalimitto tyranny, and a 
man,though he may have been a prime min- 
ister, is not a slave. 

The reportis that of two partisans from 
whom you have dragged an unjust and un- 
founded opinion, and it is altogether informal 
and without legal value. The allegations of 
this pretended preliminary report are con- 


trary tothe proof. They contain gratuitous 
insults to your ex-mi 8, Supported by the 
great majority of the legislature of this proy- 
ince. 


Hot Talk. 

Mr. Mercier charges the governor with 
personal and autocratic government,with 
having arrested the working of the gov- 
ernment, with having refused to call the 
legislature at the request of its majority 
to transact public business, and with hay- 
ing carried out one of the most odious 
conspiracies ever entered into against the 
constitutional liberties enjoyed by a free 
people. He taunts the governor with a de- 
sire to place power in the handsof political 
friends by taking abusive advantage of the 
sickness of Judge Jette, against all the 
rules of decency and professional etiquette 
and trampling under foot the dignity of 
the crown. He charges him with leaving 
politics for the bench, where even there he 
was a partisan. 

Mr. Mercier then discusses the consti- 
tutional side of the question, referring to 
Lord Dufferin in the Pacifie scandal, who 
laid the matter before parliament, and he 
eharges the governor with supporting the 
then guilty ministers. Continuing,he says: 

And today you obey the will of the federal 
prime minister, Mr. Abbot, who was himself 
the distributor of this bribery money to the 
ministry. Your conduct puts our political in- 
stitutions in jeopardy. I will try to undo your 
nefarious work with the assistance of my col- 
leagues and my political friends, and will 
willingly expend allthat I possess to save our 
cherished provice. 

I denounce you before public opinion, and it 
is not far distant when the representatives of 
the people will again resume the power of 
which you have stripped them and vindicate 
the constitution which you have broken. You 
will shortly receive from Mr. Abbott, your 
master, the price of your national treachery, 
and I shall soon go before the people and re- 
ceive from its strong and powerful handsa 
new mandate which will enable me to resume 
in the legislature the position from which you 
have driven me, and to chase you, constitu- 
tionally, but surely, from Spencerwood. 

Mr. Mercier left for Montreal yesterday 
afternoon, accompanied by Hon. Joseph 
E. Robidoux, attorney general® of the 
Mercier cabinet, to address a mass meet- 
ing. It is expected that he will address a 
mass meeting at St. Roch Sunday night. 

Mr. DeBoucherville is busy forming his 
new cabinet. It is said he experienced 
some trouble. It is almost certain the 
legislature will meet Dec. 29 in order to 
keep within the law. 

Excitement is Growing. 

The excitement in regard to the dis- 
missal of the Mercier government is rap- 
idly growing among the masses. The 
flaming editorials of Le Lecteur (Mercier’s 
organ) are commented on all over the 
province. 

Universal sympathy is manifested by 
the people of Quebec and the district with 


| Mercier’s cause. The coming fight will 


not be made on the Baie des Chaleurs 
question, but on the dismissal of Mercier, 
who had the support of both houses. One 
of the ministers said Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Angers should have chosen one of 


the ministers not implicated in the Bale 
des Chaleurs scandal to form the new eab- 
inet, as thus he would have respected the 
people’s will. ‘ 

Monster mass meetings are being organ- 
ized by the Liberals throughout the prov- 
ince. Detective corps and syuads of po- 
lice are held in readiness to march to 
Spenerwood, the official residence of the 
lieutenant governor, to protect it against 
any hostile demonstration. The citizens 
of St. Roch and St. Saveur, especially, 
are boiling with indignation. St. Roch 
is perhaps the strongest Liberal strong- 
hold in the Dominion. It is represented 
in the house of commons by Hon. W. “Lau- 
rier (Liberal leader) and in the local house 
py Hon. Mr. Sheyne, ex-provincial treas- 
urer. 

Mercier Speaks at Montreal 

MONTREAL, Dec. _19.—Ex-Premier Mer- 
Cier arrived here last night and addressed 
ameeting of 3000 persons. His speech dea 
with the unconstitutionality of his dis- 
missal, and was anappeal to the people 
for support against the encroachment of 
federal power. He was very bitter in his 
denunciation of Lieutenant Governor An- 
gers and the Dominjon government. He 
assured them that he would go back to 
power and mete out punishment to those 
who had thwarted the will of the people. 


DALZELL’S AMBITION. 


Announces Himself as a Candidate for 
the Senatorial Seat Held by Quay. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — Congressman 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania is out in an in- 
terview announcing himself as a candi- 
date for the United States senate to suc- 
ceed Senator M.S. Quay. In answer to 
the direct question if he was a candidate, 
Mr. Dalzell said: ‘I had hoped not to be 
pressed for an answer to that question at 
this time, but since continued silence on 
my partseems only to be fruitful of mis- 
representation, I will define my position. 
There is undoubtedly a widespread senti- 
ment in Pennsylvania against the re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Quay. In this sentiment, 
wholly apart from any considerations per- 
sanal to myself, I sincerely concur. If 
that sentiment should take form in‘my 
favor and I be elected to the highly honor- 
able and responsibie position of United 
States senator, I shall appreciate the 
honor, and to the best of my ability per- 
form the duties with fidelity and with loy- 
alty on all occasions to the declared princi- 
ples of the Republican paaty.”

From Leading Men of Letters Will Be a 
Feature of the World's Fair. 


CHIcAGo, Dec. 19.—President Bonney 
of the World’s fair auxiliary has sent in- 
vitations of the foremost men of letters of 
all countries, asking them to prepare espe- 
cially for the World’s congresses some 
contribution of prose and verse—in most 
cases verse—representative of the best 
style of the writer thereof. It is expected 
to have songs and verses from the ablest 
of Asiatic, European, Australian and 
American writers. There are to be ninety- 
five congresses, and it is hoped to have an 
oration and a poem for the opening of each 
of them by a famous orator and poet. It 
is hoped, for instance, to get Sir Edwin 
Arnold to write a hymn for the opening 
of the congress on religion. While Tenny- 
son, Whittier and Holmes do not promise 
to write, they hope to be able to do so.

Tuk Scoot ComMirrEeE has made no 
mistake in its choice of Superintendent 
Aldrich’s successor. Principal Lull of the 
High school is eminently fitted from long 
service as a teacher to look out for the 
educational interests of our schvols, and 
he is also a man with considerable business 
vim. But is not the whole action a little 
premature? There is no vacancy in the 
office of Superintendent of Schools, and 
will be none until the first Monday in 
January next. Then there will be a new 
School Committee. True, there will be 
but one new member, but bis views are 
entitled to consideration, both as to who 
the Superintendent shall be and the salary. 

Suppose President Thompson of the City 
Council had given out that he would not 
be a candidate for reelection to that posi- 
tien, and the present Council should pro- 
ceed to elect a president of the Council for 
1892. Without doubt the School Com- 
mittee of 1892 will endorse the action of 
the School Committee of 1891, but it might 
not if there were three or four new mem- 
bers. 

The procedure in the case of the election 
of a superintendent of schools is clearly 
defined in section 33 of the City Charter, 
which reads: ‘*The School Committee 
shall on the first Monday in January, or 
as soon thereafter as may be, choose, by 
vote of a majority of its members, but not 
from their number, a superintendent of 
schools, who shall be under its direction 
and control. Such superintendent shall 
hold office until the first Monday in Jan- 
uary next ensuing, unless sooner removed, 
and until his successor is chosen and qual- 
ified * * * 


THE SALARIES of the Commissioner of 
Public Works and the Superintendont of 
Schools have been compared by many tax- 
payers the past week. The salary of the 
former tbe present year has been $1,650 
out of which he has had to furnish and 
keep at least one horse. The salary of the 
former superintendent of schools has been 
$2000, he also keeping a horse. Many 
came to the conclusion that the former 
should be as large, if not larger. Others 
thought that Mr. Ewell, with but one 
year’s experience as Commissioner was not 
entitled to such an increase. What will 
these latter think of the action of the 
School Committee in hiring an inexperi- 
enced man for Superintendent of Schools 
and at the same time increasing the salary 
$200. We say inexperienced because Mr. 
Lull’s training has been wholly that of a 
teacher. Without commenting on the 
proposed salary of the superintendent, it 
only goes to strengthen our belief that the 
commissioner's salary should be increased. 


SENATOR CHANDLER does not seem to 
be the man that many of our readers in the 
past have taken him to be. When a man 
attacks a pretended wrong to spite a per- 
sonal grievance he belittles himself. 

The Boston Home Journal says: ‘The 
warfare which is being waged by Senator 
Chandler against the Boston & Maine 
railroad is one which is undignified in the 
extreme. Instead of fighting to maintain 
a principle it has openly become a series of 
personal attacks which are seldom if ever 
justifiable under similar conditions, 
Scarcely anything is ever gained when the 
original case is so lost sight of that the 
charges openly assume a personal griev- 
ance. If Senator Chandler sees wrong do- 
ing in the management of the railroad, he 
could have conducted himself in a more 
dignified manner, and his printed state- 
ments and utterances would thereby have 
had more weight, at least with the reading 
public.” 


Fire in Braintree.

LA GRIPPE. 


Several Hundred Are 
Now Sick With it. 


It has Come to Quincy to Spend the 
Holidays, 


Much to the Disappointment of Many 
| Who Were Expecting a Grand Time, 


There is, according to the reports of our 
physicians, a large number of our citizens 
who have the grip; which, they add, is dai- 

| ly increasing in our midst. There are sev- 
| eral hundred down with it, and in some 
cases there are three or more in a house- 
hold. It is said to be in no way connected 
with climate, soil, elevation, or any known 
local terrestrial cause, which sounds some- 
what singular in view of the fact that 
germ diseases, of which the grip is said to 
be one, are the result of climatic condi- 
tions. In fact the causes that usually give 
jrise to germ diseases are heat, moisture 
j and impurities of the air, 

It is contagious, and is said to be a pre- 
cursor of cholera, and attacks constitutions 
rendered delicate by luxurious living, or be- 
cause of weakened systems; to loss of 
vitality from overwork; or those who have 
exhausted their nervous vitality. 

The symntoms usually accompanying the 
grip are slight chills at first, amounting 
sometimes to shivering and alternate 
flushings of heat, with languor and a sense 
of extreme weariness; pain in the head 
and limbs; high temperature. 

The grip of itself is not considered a 
fatal disease, and there are very few 
deaths, considering the large number who 
are attacked. If death occurs it is usual 
due to a complication of diseases, 

Precautions against the disease are: 
Keep warm, look out for sudden changes 
of temperature, use care in the matter of 
diet to keep the system in order; do not 
overload the system with the many good 
things offered at Christmas time.

Was Received in Kansas—Sketch of 


the Busy Life of the Dead Statesman. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—“Oh, my God; 
my head, my head, my head!’ exclaimed 
Senator Preston B. Plumb of Kansas at 
6:45 o’clock Sunday morning, and afew 
minutes later he fell unconscious, never to 
regain knowledge of what was going on 
about him. A little more than five hours 
afterward, the broad-framed, powerful 
looking Kansas senator was stretched out 
dead in his modest apartments on Four- 
teenth street. His physician, Dr. Philip 
S. Wales; his clerk, B. W. Flenniken, and 
his landlord, Mr. Jennings, were with 
him at the end. His wife and two chil- 
dren are in Kansas. Death came from 
apoplexy, the result of exhaustion of the 


| brain. 


It was a case ofoverwork and inattention 


| to the laws of nature. The senator has been 


| physicians warned him that

known for years as the most pushing, en- 
ergetic, hard-working member of the sen- 
ate. A year ago he began to fail,his brain 
became affected and throbbing headaches 
became more and more frequent. His 
continuance 
of his labor meant death, but he refused to 
their warnings. He continued to 
work with the energy of asteam engine 
until yesterday, when still apparenty in 
full vigor and with many years of life be- 
fore him, he died. 
The News of His Sudden Death 


shocked and startled his friends and ac- 
quaintances, of whom he had a great num- 
ber in and out of public life. No one save 
those at his bedside knew that he was 
taken ill. Many persons who heard it 
could scarcely believe thereport. He had 
been in the senate last week and appeared 
to be as wellas ever. He actively looked 
after the interests of his constituents last 
week, and probably leads any other sena- 
tor in number of bills introduced at this 
session. Latterly, however, he had been 
complaining of sleeplessness, vertigo and 
symptoms which are embraced in the term 
aphasia. He complained of persistent 
pains in his head, impairment of memory 
and growing inability to clothe his ideas 
in proper and appropriate words. The 
senator had previously been so remark- 
ably fluent of speech that he was the ter- 
ror of stenographers. 

It was not until two weeks ago, however, 
that Dr. Wales was asked for advice as to 
the trouble. The doctor, after careful 
study of the case, informed the senator 
that his symptoms indicated apoplexy and 
that he must quit work and take a rest, 
but Mr. Plumb was incredulous and 
thought the doctor had become unduly 
alarmed. He worked on his immense per- 
sonal business morning and night besides 
doing a hard day’s work on public affairs 
at the Capitol. Hiseyes troubled him and 
a skilful occulist examined them. His 
kidneys were also examined by a special- 
ist. Each of these persons reported that 
the trouble lay not in the eyes or the kid- 
neys, and their report that there was 

Some Other Organic Trouble 
confirmed the diagnosis of Dr. Wales. A 
few days ago Senator Plumb went to 
Philadelphia with Mr. Quay for the pur- 
pose of consulting Dr. Pepper. He re- 
turned to Washington Saturday night, 
complaining of a violent headache, but 
went toadinner at Chamberlain’s, given 
by ex-Senator Mahone to a few friends. It 
must have been 1 o'clock or later Sunday 
morning when he returned to his quar- 
ters. Shortly before 2 o’clock Mr. Jen- 
nings was awakened by a knock at his 
bedroom door. Senator Plumb told Mr. 
Jennings he was very sick, and requested 
him to comedown stairs and sit up with 
him. Mr. Jennings saw that the senator’s 
condition was serious, and at 2 o’clock 
Dr. Wales was summoned. The doctor 
alleviated the pain and administered 
proper remedies. He stayed with Mr. 
Plumb from 2 until 6:30 o’clock, and then 
left his patient sleeping quietly. 

At 6:45 Senator Plumb woke, and with a 
spring bounded out of bed and and began 
to vomit. His head was aching violently. 
The vomiting ceased after atime. Then 
it was the senator tossed his hands to his 
head and exclaimed: “Oh, my God; my 
head, my head!” the last words he ever 
uttered. 

Mr. Jennings stroked his head to relieve 
the pain, and in a few minutes Mr. Plumb 
lapsed into a slumber and later into uncon- 
sciousness, 

At 10 o’clock B. W. Flenniken, clerk to 
the committee on public lands, of which 
Senator Plumb was chairman, and his 
private secretary for some years, called, as 
was his custom, to assist the senator with 
his correspondence. Mr. Flenniken noticed 
that hewas breathing heavily and sten- 


toriously. Dr. Wales was again sum- } 
moned. Hesaw at once that his patient 


had been stricken with apoplexy. Mr. 
Plumb was unconscious and his tongue 
was paralyzed. The end came at 11:50. 

Dr. Wales said that theimmediate cause 
of death was apoplexy, brought on by 
fatty degeneration of the brain from over- 
work and fatigue. “If he had given up,” 
remarked the doctor, “in all probability it 
would have been different. He had a 
Btrong frame, but he had an enormous 
amount of work to carry,and no man 
could keep up doing what he was doing.” 

The news of the sad event spread rap- 
idly. Within an hour after Mr. Plumb’s 
death, Senator Peffer was at the side of 
his dead colleague. Sergeant-at-Arms 
Valentine and Deputy Reade assumed di- 
rection of the funeral arrangements. An 
undertaker was summoned,who proceeded 
at onee to prepare the body for interment, 
and soon completed the embalming pro- 
cess. His haste gave rise to

The receipt of this telegram caused 
much unavailable regret. The undertaker, 
however, declared that there was indis- 
putable evidence of death in the fact that 
no blood flowed from the arteries when 
they were opened in the course of the em- 
balming process. When the remains had 
been properly prepared, a guard of honor, 
composed of employes of the United States 
senate, was detailed to watch over them 
until they were removed to the Capitol. 
Many senators called during the day. 
They were greatly grieved and condoled 
with one another upon the loss which the 
country, the senate and themselves had 
sustained. The vice president at once 
took steps toward the appointment of a 
committee of senators to direct the obse- 
quies, and communicated with Speaker 
Crisp in order that a corresponding com- 
mittee might be appointed in behalf of the 
house. 

The deceased senator leaves a wife and 
five children. Two daughters are now at 
Emporia with Mrs. Plumb. Two sons are 
at schoolin Pennsylvania, and the third is 
confined to a hospital in Philadelphia by a 
serious ailment. 

Funeral Services at the Capitol. 

At 10 o'clock this morning the body of 
the senator was taken to the marble room 
in the senate wing of the Capitol. It was 
escorted by the Capitol police, in charge 
of the sergeant-at-arms. At 1o’clock the 
body was removed to the senate chamber, 
where funeral services were held, con- 
ducted by Rev. J. G. Butler, chaplain of 
the senate. The following attended the 
services: The president, the members of 
the cabinet, the chief justice and the asso- 
ciate justices of the supreme court, mem- 
bers of the house of representatives, the 
diplomatic corps, the general commanding 
the army and the senior admiral of the 
navy. Other friends of the late senator in 
this city were in the gallery of the senate. 

This evening the body will be taken to 
the Pennsylvania railroad station, escorted 
by the committee of the two houses and 
the members of the senate on foot. The 
persons invited on the floorand the gallery 
of the senate may also march to the sta- 
tion. At the station the body will be 
placed in a special car attached to the 
Columbian express train, and taken to 
Emporia, where the interment is to be 
made. It will probably reach there Wed- 
nesday afternoon. The body will be ac- 
companied by the committees of the sen- 
ate and house,in charge of the sergeant-at- 
arms of the former body. 


THE NEWS IN KANSAS, 


Mrs. Plumb Completely Prostrated—Po- 
‘litical Figuring Begun. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 21.—The news of 

the death of Senator Plumb was a great 


shock to his friends in Kansas. No one 
knew that he had been ailing. Mr. 


Plumb, it is asserted,was the most popular 
manin Kansas. His vigorous campaign 
work last fall is generally credited with 
having been the prime cause of the over- 
whelming defeat of the Alliance, and the 
Republican victory. Governor Ham- 
phrey said he was greatly shocked at the 
news of Senator Plumb’s death. He 
would make an appointment to fill the va- 
cancy until the next legislature meets, one 
year from now, but he had not considered 
any individual. The vacancy might be 
filled at a special meeting of the legisla- 
ture, but as the present legislatureis un 
der control of the Farmers’ alliance, such 
a course is out of consideration. 

The name of ex-Senator Ingalls is al- 
ready prominently mentioned by the poli- 
ticians. No other name has received any 
mention. The fact that the term of the 
appointee expires when the next legisla- 
ture convenes will make the next election 
in Kansas particularly interesting, for the 
legislature elected then will have the 
naming of a senator. 

EMPORIA, Kan., Dec. 21.—This city, the 
home of Senator Plumb, deeply mourns 
his death. Mrs. Plumb, who has been an 
invalid for many years, was yesterday 
able for the first time in several months 
to attend church, and it was there that 
the fact of her husband’s sickness was 
communicated to her. She was overcome 
by the news and was taken home in a car- 
riage. She had scarcely arrived there 
when a second dispatch came announcing 
Mr. Plumb’s death. Mrs. Plumbis now 
completely prostrated. 


The Senator's Career. 

Senator Plumb was born in Delaware 
county, O., Oct. 12, 1837. He left the common 
schools for the printer’s case and, asa jouraey- 
man printer, went in i856 to Kansas, where he 
plunged into the thick of the political strife 
then waging cver the slavery question. He at 
once went to the front and was chosen a mem- 
berof the Leavenworth constitutional con- 
vention in 1859. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1861; served in the Kansas legislature in 
1865, being chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee and was subsequently reporter of the su- 
preme court. When the war broke out he en- 
tered the armry as second lieutenant, and was 
commissioned a colonel im 1862. After the war 
Mr. Plumb wes elected a member and speaker 
of the Kansas house of representatives, and in 
1876 was chosen United States senator to suc- 
ceed James M. Harvey, Republican. He took 
his seat in 1877,and has represented his state 
asa@ senator ever since. His term of office 
would have expired March 3, 1895, 

Undoubtedly Senator Plumb stamped his 
strong individuality upon the legislative his- 
tory of the United States in more permanent 
character than have the majority of his col- 
leagues. He was a man of most positive 
views, but always had a keen appreciation of 
the line of separation between the impracti- 
cable and the expedient. He was devoted to 
Republican principles, but he never hesitated 
to point out what he regarded as mistakes in 
the policy outlined by the party leaders, and 
to use his best efforts to correct them. He 
was peculiarly fitted to grasp details, and he 
amply exercised that faculty asa member of 
the senate committee on appropriations. It 
was generally understood among his brother 
senators that 

Senator Plumb Was Unimpeachable 
in any statement he made concerning the in- 
tricate machinery of the government service. 
He was chairman of the committee on public 
lands and a member of the committee on ag- 
riculture, executive departments, meat prod- 
ucts and the administrative service of the sen- 
ate, Mr. Plumb’s social qualities were highiy 
esteemed in Washitagton. He was wealthy, 
and in addition to his senatorial duties he 
was actively concerned in railroad and in- 
dustrial enterprises, and was widely known 
in financial circles as an indefatigable pro- 
moter.

But they under- 
stand the situation perfectly and are 
shaping their plans accordingly.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS 


Touching Upon New York Bank Wreck- 
ers and Murderers to Re Electrocuted. 
The House Election Committee—Horse- 
flesh as ‘‘Beef’’—About Senator Plumb. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Every available 
source of information in regard to Chilian 
affairs was “tapped” yesterday, with un- 
satisfactory results. The situation is ex- 
asperating, and in the absence of official 
denial or confirmation of alarming reports 
no definite statement as to the true con- 
dition of affairs can be made. Acting Sec- 
retary Seeley said he knew nothing about 
the alleged cablegrams stating that the 
American legation in Chili was menaced. 
Assistant Secretary Wharton said the 
Chilian affair was entirely in the hands of 
Secretary Blaine, and if he knew anything 
about it, which he diplomatically woula 
not admit, he was not at liberty to say so. 
General J. W. Foster, who is helping Sec- 
retary Blaine in the matter of reciprocity 
treaties, said the matter would not come 
to his attention; that Mr. Blaine was 
handling that end of the diplomatic situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Blaine could not be seen, nor could 
a message reach him, as he was in the 
private portion of his residence. His pri- 
vate secretary, however, professed not to 
be alarmed, but showed some curiosity to 
know who issued an alleged translation of 
a cablegram, 

Private Secretary Halford did not be- 
lieve the situation was critical, but had 


on the subject, and was quite certain the 
president would say nothing about it 
even if there was any truth in the report, 
which he was not willing to admit. 
Despite all this, the massing of United 
States war vessels in Chilian waters leads 
to conjectures. It is not customary, and 
diplomats and naval officers are asking 
what it all means. .

What an impression these words carry the 
hardy satyr of the North-West as he 
makes a way for civilization with his axe 
through the dark forests, or to the granite 
quarries of Quiney, and to the brown iron 
worker of Scranton and Harrisburgh, or to 
the weary weavers of Fall River and 
Lawrence, what these words mean only 
Irishmen who are driven from their native 
Jands by the oppressor can tell.”’ 

The speaker then gave a description of 
the Emerald Isle which was in the form of 
a poem of his own composition, and was 
delivered ina magnificent manner, which 
drew tears to the eyes of many of the 
audience, ‘They tell us we are a divided 
people’’ exclaimed the orator, “‘that the 
priests and the people of Ireland are not 
marching together in unison, but that 
grand old national faith together with the 
national politics, have been too strongly 
cemented and too deeply burned into the 
Irish race to be separated by a few small 
fights.”’ 

During the course of the speech Mr. 
Forrester spoke of Thomas Davis’ famous 
poem, “The Battle of Fontenoy” in a 
manner that would have done justice to 
the most eminent elocutionist, and which 
was applauded vigorously. In conclusion 
he said he hoped soon to see Ireland grasp- 
ing America with one hand, and Europe 
with the other; stand once again a free 
and independent country and regain its 
title of ‘‘Gem of the Oeean.” 

At’ the conclusion of the lecture Mr. 
O’Meara announced that a course of _lec- 
tures would be given at specified intervals 
during the winter.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 


Crooked Bank Directors Must Suffer. 
Murderers to Die by Electricity. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The United 
States supreme court, in an opinion ren- 
dered by Justice Gray,has affirmed the de- 
cision of the lower court in the case of 
Peter J. Cyiasen and Frederick Simmons, 
convicted of embezzlement and “kiting” 
operations in connection with the failure 
of the Sixth National bank of New York. 
It is said that counsel for the prisoners 
have under consideration the advisability 
of applying for a pardon. 

Chief Justice Fuller announced that the 
court had affirmed the decision of the 
lower court in the cases of Charles Mc- 
Elvaine, convicted of the murder of the 
Brooklyn grocer, Lucca, and Nicola 
Trezza, also convicted of murder. ‘These 
men sought to secure writs of habeas 
corpus upon Warden Brush of Sing Sing 
prison, to whose custody they were com- 
mitted under sentence of death under the 
recent New York electrocution law. Their 
appeais to the United States supreme 
court did not attack the legality of pun- 
ishment of death by means of electricity, 
the court in the Jugiro and other murder 
eases having settled this question defi- 
nitely, but they maintained that the pro- 
vision for solitary confinement and other 
features of the law were unconstitutional. 

Chief Justice Fuller ordered that the 
mandate of the court should issue at once 
sothat no further delay might occur ip 
executing the death sentence.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.~'The death of 
Senator Plumb will be a. great loss not 
only to the Republican party, but akso to 
the opposition party. He was regarded on 
all sides as the fairest and best equipped 
legislator in that bedy. While he was a 
strict partisan,he always treated his oppo- 
nent with great deference and considera- 
tion. The arts of the demagogue he held 
in thorough contempt.

COUNT TOLSTOI’S OBSERVATIONS, 


Plans Which He Recommends for the 
Relief of Famine-Stricken Peasants. 


St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 22.—Count Tolstoi, 
who has just returned from the famine- 
stricken districts, declares that if the gov- 
ernment would promote village industries 
enough work could be found to prevent act- 
ual starvation. The ordinary authorities, 
he said, should establish public feefing 
places. He himself had started thirty 
such places, which fed 500 persons daily at 
the cost of 3 shillings monthly for each 
person. The meals consisted of wholesome 
vegetable porridges, without meat. Ignor- 
ance as to the situation and amount of 
grain, he said, prevents a proper organiza- 
tion of relief measures. If the govern- 
ment ascertained the true state of affairs 
supplies could be brought from America 
and other countries. 

The count indignantly opposed the gov- 
ernment plan of building railways, which, 
he said, were a curse and would ruin Rus- 
sia. Railways would deprive peasants {of 
their only occupation in winter, when, 
field work being impossible, by acting as 
carriers they earn sufficient to procure 
food for their horses and keep themselves 
in condition until field work recommences. 
The count stated that the wealthy peas- 
ants, to set an example, eat mouldy bread 
and then give the same to the workmen 
and their children, thus causing a terrible 
infant mortality. 


DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE DEAD. 


Was the Father of Lord Cavendish, Who 
Was Assassinated in Dublin, 


LonpDOoN, Dec, 22.—The Duke of Devon- 
shire, who had for a long time been sick at 
his residence, Holker hall, Milnothorpe, 
died last evening. 

By his death his eldest son, the Marquis 
of Hartington, succeeds to the peerage, 
thus leaving a vacancy in the house of 
commons for the northwestern division of 
Lancashire. The deceased, William Cav- 
endish, was the seventh Duke of Devon- 
shire. He was born April 27, 1808. He 
succeeded his grandfather as Earlof Bur- 
lington on May 9, 1834, and succeeded his 
cousin as Duke of Devonshire on Jan. 18, 
1858, 

The late duke had never fully recovered 
from the shock caused by the tragic death 
of his son, Lord Freclerick Cavendish, who, 
on May 6, 1882, shortly after being ap- 
pointed chief secretary for Ireland, was 
assassinated in Phoenix park, Dublin, 
with Under-Secretary Thomas H. Burke. 
The duke was a great patron of the fine 
arts and literatiare. Considering his life 
as a whole, he t ook little part in politics, 
but he recently accepted the chairmanship 
of the Irish Lovyal and Patriotic union. 


Indiane?’s Mining Troubles, er 5 RE 
BRAZIL, Inti, Dec. 22.—Two hundred 
striking miners from Perth, Caseyville 
and Coal Bluff marched into Brazil yes- 
terday, for the purpose of stopping, by 
force, if necessary, the “‘blackleg” train 
from going to mine No. 8. Chief Lauter- 
back, at the head of a posse of citizens, 
halted the crowd and finally persuaded 
them to disperse. The train, with non- 
union miners on board, pulled out of the 
depot at the usual hour.

The cattle commissioners of Massachusetts, 
in their annual report for 1887, say: 

In the annual report for 1886 particular at- 
tention was called to the prevalence of tuber- 
culosis * * * Thefacts of a year ago arein 
the main, the facts of today.

In 1888 Dr. J. F. Winchester of Law- 
rence, Mass., made a report to the cattle 
commissioners upon this disease. He col- 
lected information$from experts all over 
the state. His investigations covered 
thirty-four suspected farms, whereon were 
886 cattle, Of these, 243, or 28 per cent. 
were killed, and 189, or over 28 per cent. of 
the remainder, were suspected. On fifteen 
other farms, with 244 animals,he found 28, 
or 11 per cent., with symptoms of tuber- 


as suspicious. 

Of the 213 suspicious in the latter class, 
some were doubtless affected and were 
sold into other herds, where the disease 
may not have before existed, to act as 

New Foci of Infection. 
Later reports show substantially the same 
condition of affairs. 

The power of the commissioners in for- 
bidding importation into Maine is abso- 
lute. Provision is also made for the ap- 
praisal and payment by the state to the 
owners for cattle killed for the purpose of 
preventing the spread of disease. 

Section 7 provides that no person shall 
receive for transportation, or transport 
from one part of tle state to another, or 
bring from any o! ‘ier state or foreign coun- 
try, any other animals affected with any 
such diseases, especially tuberculosis, 
knowing such animals to be affected, or 
to have been exposed, appropriate penal- 
ties being provided for violation of the act. 

Thus the business in Massachusetts cat- 
tle is stringently forbidden and madea 
The importation of a single cow, 
no matter what the breed, from Massachy 
setts, is absolutely forbidden.

Signed for a Six-Round Boxing Match 
Between Corbett and Mitchell. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 23.—Nearly 4000 
persons attended the great lightweight 
fight in the Olympic club last night be- 
tween Billy Myer and Jimmy Carroll. 
The purse was $5000, $4500 to the winner 
and $500 to the loser. Myer was seconded 
by Eddy Myer, Link Pope and Alf Ken- 
nedy; Carroll by Bob Fitzsimmons, 
Johnny Griffin, Austin Gibbons and James 
Carson. John Duffy wasreferee. Carroll 
weighed at 1381-2 and Myers 1381-4 
pounds. Five-ounce gloves were used. 
Myer wound a small bandage around his 
wrist, At the request of the Myer party 
the pivot blow was barred. 

St. Andrews’ cross was formed at 9:15. 
The first round indicated that both were 
extremely wary, for not a blow was 
struck. 

In the second Carroll planted two heavy 
blows, and in the third round Myer was 
allowed first blood. 

In the sixth round Myer was forced to 
the ropes, and in he seventh he 

Was Driven Around the Ring. 
The fighting then grew hot and the round 
closed with honors even. 

Several rounds passed without much 
damage being done or either man gaining 
any advantage. Both fell in the four- 
teenth round, and Myer fell against the 
ropes in the fifteenth round. 

The seventeenth closed slightly in Car- 
roll’s favor. 

In the following rounds, up io the 
twenty-ninth, although some good blows 
were exchanged, there was much feinting 
and boxing, and the crowd grew impa- 
tient. Some hard fighting ensued, and in 
the thirty-third round Carroll was 
knocked down and looked groggy. He 
was again knocked down inthe thirty- 
fourth. Myer grew very aggressive. He 
seemed the stronger, but was knocked 
down in the thirty-sixth round. There 
was vigorous fighting in the thirty-sev- 
enth. Myers pushed matters, and in the 
forty-second round Carroll was again 
knocked down. Afterward he was forced 
around the ring. 

In the forty-third Myer was aggressive 
and Carroll weak. Heavy exchanges fol- 
lowed, and Carroll received a heavy jab 
from the right on the jaw and was on the 
ground fully twenty seconds. Myer was 
declared the winner amid great cheering. 


CORBETT AND MITCHELL 


Sign Articles for a Six-Round Contest. 
Slavin Will Tackle Sullivan. 

New York, Dee. 23.—After half an 
hour’s talk in The Clipper office between 
James J. Corbett, the champion heavy- 
weight boxer, and Charley Mitchell, the 
Englishman, it was decided between the 
men to spar six rounds in the Madison 
Square Garden, this city, within seven 
weeks, with ordinary gloves. 

Corbett wanted to fight Mitchell toa 
finish for the $12,000 offered by the Olympic 
club of New Orleans, but Mitchell would 
only fight toa finish under London prize 
ring rules. Ordinary glovesare to be used 
and the stake divided according to future 
arrangement. Mitchell also refused to 
enter into an additional round in case the 
referee, who is yet to be named, could not 
give a definite decision at the endof the 
sixth. 

Immediately after signing the Mitchell- 
Corbett agreement, Slavin and Mitchell 
repaired to The Herald office, where they 
met Arthur Lumley, representing Char- 
ley Johnson, John L. Sullivan’s backer. 
Slavin and Lumley agreed to meet at The 
Herald office next Tuesday, and sign arti- 
cles for a fight to a finish for $10,000 a side, 
before the club offering the largest purse, 

It was agreed that the men should fight 
within fifteen weeks after Sullivan’s the- 
atrical contracts expire, which will bring 
the fight into September next, and that if 
Peter Jackson should whip Slavin in their 
fight in London, Sullivan would not meet 
Slavin. 

A Draw at Montreal. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 23.—Jack Fitzpatrick, 
champion featherweight of Canada, and 
Bob Burns of Providence, who defeated 
the former at Boston last summer before 
the Ajax club,met here last night in a ten- 
round contest for $200 aside and the gate 
receipts. The contest was declared a draw, 
although Burns appeared to have the best 
ofit. Six-ounce gloves were used. Neither 
contestants showed many signs of punish- 
ment. 


f Love Has Conquered. 

MUNICH, —Dec. 23.—The Bavarians are 
preparing a national celebration of the 
28th inst., for the marriage of the Princess 
Elvira and Count Rudolf of Urbua. The 
court frowns upon the movement, but in 
vain, as the people fairly worship the 
princess and glory in her having succeeded 
in carrying out a love match to which 
there was much opposition on grounds of 
policy. 

Will Help the Jesuits. 

Paris, Dec. 23.—At a cabinet council, 
M. Bourgeois, minister of public instrne- 
tion and the fine arts, announced that he 
had taken steps to again place the Jesuit 
institutions in Paris onthe same footing 
upon which they stood after the decree of 
1881 against religious bodies had been is- 
sued. 

Brought Backin Time to Die. 

LgEtpsic, Dec. 23.—Herr Winkelhau, a 
bank director of this city who fied to the 
Argentine Repubiie after committing 
frauds upon depositors, but was extra- 
dited, has arrived here ina dying condi- 
tion. He was carried to his cell on a 
stretcher.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION 


Merchants Leav- 
ing and Returning to Thjs Country. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 23.—Judge Han- 

ford has filed an opinion in the United 
States district court in the case of the 
United States vs. Lee Hoey, whichis of 
great importance to Chinese merchants in 
this country. Judge Hanford holds in 
this case that a Chinaman who is a mer- 
chant in this country, permanently dom- 
iciled here and who is permitted to return 
to the United States by collector of cus- 
toms, aftera visit to Victoria, B. C., is not 
liable to be arrested and banished because 
the collector admitted him without the 
production of a certificate,as to the fact of 
his being a merchant, issued by the Chi- 
nese government. 

He holds that the decision of the col- 
lector of customs as to the right ofa 
Chinese merchant to be admitted to a 
country will not be examined by the 
courts for the mere purpose of determin- 
ing whether the action was based upon 
good evidence, and that the Chinaman, 
who is, in fact, entitled to be in this coun- 
try, and who has gained admittance, can- 
not be sent out, for the reason that the 
law requires a judicial determination to 
the contrary before awarrant can beissued 
forthe deportation of a Chinese person; 
that is, it must be adjudged that he is not 
one entitled by law to remain in this coun- 
try. 

CLAIMED TO BE A PREACHER. 


In Regard to Chinese 


New York Police Discover the Den of an 
Extensive Church Thief. 

NEw YORK, Dec. 23.—The police yester- 
day unearthed the den of probably one of 
the most successful church thieves that 
has ever infested the city. They found it 
in the tenement 431 East Seventeenth 
street. It was in apartments on the sec- 
ond floor, and on the door was the sign: 
“Rev. J. Weih, German Pastor. Hours: 9 
a.m. to9p.m.’? A search of his rooms 
revealed every manner of things that 
could be kept in and carried away from a 
church. The articles filles 1 half of the 
public rooms in the station house. There 
were bibles, chalices, pose plated pitch- 
ers, hymn books, Sunday school banners, 
sacred pictures, etc. He had been arrested 
while plying his trade in Hoboken, and 
this gave rise to the suspicion that he was 
plying the same trade in New York. He 
is now in je rill « over in New Jersey. 


ALL ABOUT A DOG. 


Furious Fight Between/ Two Men in 
Which Both are Killed. 

HUNTINGTON, Tenn., Dec. 23.—Harry 
Oliver was assisting Eugene Wyley yes- 
terday in killing hogs just below Rock- 
port. Their dogs got fighting and Wyley 
tried to separate them. He struck 
Oliver’s dog with a cant hook, killing him 
instantly. Oliver rushed up and cut 
Wyley with a large knife used in 
stabbing hogs. Wyley wheeled around 
and struck Oliver with a pole of the cant 
hook, crushing one side of his head,killing 
him instantly. Wyley lived only afew 
minutes, the knife penetrating the heart. 


The Miners Escaped. 

WILEESBARRE, Pa., Dec. 23.—A fire oc- 
curred in the pump house at the bottom 
of the shaft of the Parish mine at Ply- 
mouth, which endangered the lives of the 
600 men employed in the mine. Anumber 
were overcome by smoke, but all were 
finally rescued alive. The damageto the 
mine will be considerable.

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CHILI MUST BEHAVE. 


If She Doesn’t Uncie Sam May Adminis- 
ter Forcible Rebuke. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—An ominous si- 
lence is maintained in offieial circles re- 
specting the news from Chili. It is ev- 
erywhere conceded that important dis- 
patches have been received from Minister 
Egan, but it is impossible to rn the@r 
eontents,so close-mouthed are the officials 
who are in a position to know what they 
are. 

Chili’s provisional government, which 
stil has eontrol of affairs and is respon- 
tible for the events leading up to the 
present condition of things, has an exis- 
tence limited to only about ten days 
longer, and it is not believed that this 
government, unless forced by extraordi- 
nary events, not now foreseen or antici- 
pated, witSparticipate a crisis with with it. 

The administration, while net dsp sed 
torush matters, in view of speedy change, 
is closely watehing the progress of events 
and making preparations to promptly 
meet any emergency which may arise. 
When the new cabinet is formed theremay 
be a foreign minister who will pursue a 
different policy from that of the present 
minister, and with whoma satisfactory 
settlement may be made with out resort to 
unpleasant measures. 

But it is only fair to say that not much 
hope exists that the new government will 
be any more pacifically inclined than the 
present one. On the other hand, the feel- 
ing prevails that Chili is inclined to be 
fractious, and that it will be necessary for 
the United States to administer forcible 
rebuke. 


TURNED OUT IN THE COLD. 


Pitiless Eviction of Forty-eight Families 
from a London Hovel. 

LONDON, Dec. 24.—A_ biock of squalid 
buildings in Leather lane in the Holburn 
district was recently condemned, and the 
tame given for the people inhabiting the 
block to leave their dwellings expired 
last night. Some of them had already 
left, but forty-eight families; comprising 
130 persons, lingered in the hope that they 
would{not be dispossessed. But assoon ashe 
legal limit of time had expired, officers be- 
gan the eviction of the tenants and the 
furniture was threwn into the roadway. 
The tenants were warned not to return to 
the tenements and the doors were locked. 

The scene on the street was distressing. 
Women and children, scantily clad, stood 
about crying “piteoushy, their faces blue 
and pinched, and their forms shivering. 
Some tradesmen in the vicinity took pity 
on the unfortunates and furnished a quan- 
tity of coke. Fires were started in the 
street, and about the welcome piles of 
glowing coke the women and children 
crouched, thankful for even this smaf 
blessing. 

It was believed that the tenants might 
resist their eviction, and a strong force of 
police was on hand and prevented any dis- 
turbance. The evicted people were com- 
pelled to remain in the street ail night. 
There is general indignation that the ten- 
ants have been evicted during such anin: 
clement season. 


A CANDID ADMISSION, 


Dr. Peters Amusing Himself by Gunning 
for Africans. 

BERLIN, Dec. 24.—A private letter from 
Dr. Peters, the explorer, published in The 
Kreuz Zeitung, shows that his principal 
occupation has been the killing of natives. 
He shot 120 natives between Sand 30'clock 
in one day. Dr. Peters compares his apera- 
tions in Africa to a campaign of Frederiek 
the Great. Among many Germans his 
continual slaughter of the Africans only 
excites disgust.

LIFE OF SIN ENDED. 


Josephine Brown Murdered in 
a Boston Lodging House. 


ASSASSIN NOT YET FOUND. 


Two Pistol Shots and a Blood-Bespat- 
tered Room Tell the Story of the End- 
ing of Her Life—The Woman Known 


to the Police as an Old ‘Rounder.’ 


Boston, Dec. 24.—The West End dis- 
trict was startled this morning by a foul 
murder which was committed in the Sad- 
bury house, on Sudbury street, near Al- 
den street. At anearly hour this morning 
theinmates of the building were startted 
by two pistol shots, which rang out in 
rapid succession, and immediately Officer 
Kelley rushed into the building only to 
find that the perpetrator of the crime had 
made good his escape. 

Officer Kelley and others visited the 
sleeping room on the second floer, where 
the crime was committed. On a ditapi- 

| dated bed lay a woman, evidently of the 
| lower type, dead. She was lying on her 
back on the inside edge of the bed, her 
right arm hanging on theinside and her 
left hand was near the wound, which was 
inflicted by a pistol ball, near the ear. 

Her face was completely covered with 
blood, the lower portion being badly dis- 
colored. On the wall, ceiling and head of 
the bed were 

Large Spots and Clots of Blood, 
and five finger marks on the wall showed 
that the murderer had used his hands to 
shut off her cries. The bed was in a badly 
rumpled condition, and underneath the 
victim’s head were two coins, a 5-cent 
piece and a dime. 

After the alarm had been rungin, Offi- 
cer Kelley tried every doorway in that vi- 
cinity, and also inspected the restaurants, 
but no clue te the murderer could be ob- 
tained. As he was about to return to the 
scene of the tragedy, the officer encoun- 
tered two men at the junction of Court 
and Sudbury streets, and soon had the 
taller one of the two under arrest. 

It took but a moment for the officer to 
search the prisoner, and his efforts were 
rewarded by 

Finding a Revolver. 
The man gave his name as Louis V. Chick, 
and stated that he lived at 9 Portland 
street. Men who were present stated that 
Chick was a peaceable man. Officer 
Kelley took no chances and removed Chick 
to the station. 

The victim’s room was again visited by 
officers, and after carefully noting its con- 
tents the guardians of the peace spread 
out and made a thorough search of the in- 
terior of the house. 

The window at the head of the bed was 
open and one of the blinds was swung 
back. Through this the murderer un- 
doubtedly made his escape. ‘The officers 
also went out on the fire escape on the 
rear of the building and commenced a vig- 
orous search. The following is 

The Night Clerk’s Statement. 

“A man about 35 years old and a woman 
about the same age called and asked for 
lodgings at 11.20 o’clock. They were 
shown to a room on the second floor, and I 
gave the matter no further attention. 
About 2 o’clock I heard the shots, and of 
course gave the alarm.. The man was 
|about 5ft. Sin., hada slight dark mus- 
| tache, was rather thin and wore a checked 
shirt. He did not appear to be intoxi- 
cated when he entered and the couple 
were not served with any liquors in this 
house. The woman wore a sort of house 
dress or wrapper, of very dark color and 
much the worse for wear.” 

On a chair near by was an overskirt, and 
a dress of a light material, and on the gas 
jet was hanging a dark crimson ribbon, 
anda piece of black lace, evidently used 
about the neck. 

The man was registered on the book of 
the hotel as “R. T. Scannell, Lawrence, 
Mass. Their is no certainty that this ig 
his real name, and much to indicate that 
it is fictitious. 

The Woman Identified. 

The body of the murdered woman svas 
positively identified late this morning by 
Mrs. Shannon, boarding at 26 Pitts street, 
as Josephine Brown, 35 or 40 years old,who 
resided at 38 Pitts street. Mrs. Shannon 
had known her by sight for two or three 
years. Special Officer Wyman and 
Sergeant Butters of division 3 have ar- 
rested the Brown woman once for drunk- 
enness, for which she did time at the 
island. 

The last time she was arrested was by 
the same officers, when she was sent away 
ona charge of disorderly conduct. She 
was a woman who has been known to the 
Third police as an old “roundep,” and her 
face is pecfectly well known to all the fre- 
quenters about the West Ep4. 

Chick is Probably Innocent. 

The man who was arrested upon susph.- 
cion, on account of having a revelyer jn 
his possession, is undoubtedly innocent of 
any connection with the murder. He tells 
a perfectly straight story in regard to the 
revolver, which was fully loaded, and 
shows no signs of having been fired. An 
officer of division 3 says he knows the man 
well, and has no doubt of the truth of his 
story.

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MERCIGR'S MINISTRY. 


Government Said to Be 
ing Startling Frands. 

MoNFReAL, Dec. 24.—Astonading revela- 
tioms are being made as to the operatiens 
of the Mercierites during their controi 
af the previncial government. The new 
treasurer of the province on taking posses- 
sion Tuesday at once instituted an imvesti- 
gation, and announces a startling state of 
affairs. 

The late government’s last financial 
statement estimated the deficit for the 
year at $600,000, There has been found an 
item in the books called “special expendi- 
ture,”’ which swells the total deficit or ex- 
cess of expenditures over receipts to #2,- 
223,000. The department is now engaged 
in tracing where this extra $1,600,000 has 
gone. 

During this the fact was stumbled over 
that for the past year Philip VaNieres,who 
indorsed Editer Pacaud’s and Minister 
Mercier’s notes in the Baie de Chaleur 
scandal, has had agrivate contract with 
the government, by the terms of which he 
furnished all the public buildings im the 
province with everything in the way of 
furniture, but no price was stipulated, no 
limit made. 

His accownts were regularly audited 
without question and paid, some of the 
prices and quantities of goods being out- 
rageous. He drew hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for goods worth ‘only half what 
he charged for them, and it is inferred the 
ministersstood in with him for the sur- 

ins, 

Valiiers, who is rich, also backed paper 
for ministers when they were short, and 
put bilis through the banks for the gov- 
ernment when it was in a hurry for 
money,.on the latter transaction charging 
&@ substantial bonus, which was always 
paid without question. 


CONCERNING ELECTROCUTION. 


Quebee’s * 


An Authority on Electrcity Offers Some 
Suggestions on the Subject. 

NEw York, Dec. 24.—The Electrical Age 
and Street Railway News, in its issue of 
Dec, 26, will publish an article on electro- 
cution, which contains some suggestions 
with a view of the settlement of the 
question of whether electrocution is a suc- 
cess ora failure. It recommends the ap- 
poimtment of an investigating committee 
to inquire into and report to the proper 
authorities the experience that has been 
gained by the executions that have taken 
place since electrocution hasbeen adopted. 

Their report should be at once made pub- 
lic to imsure the widest circulations 
through the columns of the press, and so 
elicit the impression of the public opinion; 
then, after due and proper discussion and 
investigation, it should remain for the 
legislatage todetermine whether for the 
future electrocution should be thearticle 
for executing, at least in this state, the 
law of capital punishment. 


HATRED OF FOREIGNERS 


Appears to Be the Only Reason for Chi- 
nese Onslaughts on Christians. 


Lonpon, Dec. 24.—The Chronicle's cor- 
respondent at Shanghai says: Scotch Mis- 
sionary Coburn, m an interview, said he 
was unable to trace eithera political ora 
religions motive for the recent outrages. 
The outrages were merely due to hatred of 
foreigners. The soldiery sided with the 
rabble in the attack at Ichang. ‘General 
Lo and 200 soldiers, with a magistrate and 
body guard, were sent to protect us,” said 
Mr. Coburn, “but imstead of doing this, 
General Lo set drinking champagne while 
the sohtiers assisted in looting our prop- 
erty.

CRISPS SELECTION 


Of Members of the House to 
Serve on Committees. 


THE BAY STATE DEMOCRATS 


Receive Sabstantial Recognition Despite 
Their 
Election—The List Pronounced Gener- 
ally Satisfactory—Evident Opportnnity 


Opposition to the Speaker's 


for the Passage of a Free Coinage 
Measure—How New England Fares. 
Other News from the Capitol. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The agony is 
over; the suspense in which representa- 
tives from all sections have been ‘held for 
the last two weeks is relieved. There is 
apparently some disappointment discern- 
able on the countenances of the Millsmen, 
but the committees, as a whole, under the 
peculiar circumstances by which the 
speaker is surrounded, are much more sat- 
isfactory than it was expected they wonid 
be. The speaker has given twenty-fwe 
chairmanships to the northern states and 
thirty one to the southern states, includ- 
in the latter category tlie states of Mary- 
land, Kentucky and Missouri. 

These states did not, however, secéde in 
the late war. Deducting this number 
from the total allotted to the seced- 
ing states, and adding it tothe north- 


ern states, the aggregate is thirty- 
four to northern states and twenty- 


two to southern states. The committees 
allotted to southern states far outrank 
in importance those given to the south. 

Notwithstanding all of the Demoerats 
in the Massachusetts delegation voted 
against Speaker Crisp and did their best to 
defeat him, he has given them good places 
on leading committees: O'Neil, appropria- 
tion; Stevens, ways and means; Willams, 
foreign affairs; Andrews, chairman, of the 
civil service reform; Hoar, manufactures; 
Lodge, naval affairs; Walker, banking and 
currency; Williams, coinage. 

New England’s Share. 

Speaker Crisp has assigned New Eng- 
land members as follows: 

Massachusetts—Committee places: Stev- 
ens, ways and means; O'Neill, appropria- 
tions; Cogswell, appropriations, District 
of Columbia and Columbia exposition; 
Walker, banking and currency; Williams, 
coinage; Randall, commerce, railways 
and canals, and irrigation; Lodge, naval 
affairs and election of president and vice 
president; Andrew, foreign affairs and 
chairman of civil service reform; Crosby, 
military affairs and postoffices; Hoar, 
manufactures; Morse, manufactures and 
alcoholic liquor traffic; Coolidge, Pacific 
railroad and irrigation. 

Maine—Reed, ways and means; Dingley, 
appropriations, Columbian exposition, ex- 
penditures, department of justice; Bou- 
telle, naval affairs, eleventh census; Milli- 
ken, public buildings. 

New Hampshire—Daniell, naval affairs; 
McKenney, manufactures, invalid pen- 
sions, 

Vermont — Grant, appropriations, ex- 
penditures, interior department; Powers, 
judiciary,election president and vice presi- 
dent. 

Rhode Island—Page, chairman manu- 
facture, claims; Lapham, patents, mili- 
tary affairs. 

Connecticut—Russell. District of Colum- 
bia, civil service reform: Sperry, banking 
and currency, civil servire reform; Wil- 
son, Chairman eleventh census, labor; De- 
forest, merchant marine. 

A General Shake-Up. 

The prediction that Speaker Crisp,in the 
make up of his committees, would do vio- 
lence tothe rule of precedence as estab- 
lished by years of practice, was verified by 
the list as announced yesterday. In the 
first committee, elections, the rule is ob- 
served. Representative O’Ferral of Vir- 
ginia, who was second on the minority to 
Crisp himself, last congress, goes to the 
head. Niles Haughen of Missouri is the 
first minority member, being the first 
among survivors on that side. 

The committee on ways and means is 
badly shaken up, as was expected. Mr. 
Springer, wko has not heretofore been con- 
nected with the committee, is chairman, 
and Mr. McMillin holds second place, his 
relative position on the minority last con- 
gress. Mr. Turner is retained, but the 
other members of the majority—Wilson, 
Montgomery, Whiting, Shively, Stevens, 
Cochrane and Bryan—are all new men. 

Instead of promoting Mr. Forney, who 
headed the minority in the last congress, 
Speaker Crisp has made Mr. Holman chair- 
man of the committee on appropriations, 
with Mr. Forney second. All other Demo- 
cratic members are retained, and C. H. 
Breckinridge, Compton and O’Neill of 
Massachusetts added. 

Culberson of Texas goes to the head of 
the judiciary, being the ranking member 
of the old minority, while ex-Chairman E. 
B. Taylor of Ohio heads the minority this 

ear. 

Mr. Oates of Alabama is second, and 
Bynum of Indiana third. This is the best 
place Bynum gets. Had Mills been elected 
speaker, he would probably have been 
chairman of ways and means. 

Henry Bacon of New York, a new man, 
gets the chairmanship of the important 
committee on banking and currency, in- 
stead of Covert of New York, who did not 
vote for Crisp. 

Coinage, weights and measures, as was 
expected, will be presided over by R. P. 
Bland, and the membership of the com- 
mnittee indicates a tender treatment of free 
coinage of silver. 

Mr. Mills is at the head of the new com- 
mittee of interstate and foreign commerce. 
Charles S. Barker of New-York was chair- 
man of the committee on commerce, its 
predecessor, in the last congress, 

Other Changes. 

A half-dozen or more of the house com- 
mittees, principally those having consider- 
ation of matter of interest chiefly to the 
west, are nominally larger in number of 
members than the rules provide, this be- 
ing due to the fact that delegates from the 
territories, who have no vote in committee 
or in the house, have been placed on these 
committees as extra members. The com- 
mittee on war claims is one short in mem- 
bership. The name of Mr. HaHowell of 
Pennsylvania was erased because Penn- 
sylvania had aiready had one member on 
the committee in Mr. Beltzhoover, the 
chairman, and no other name was swbsti- 
tuted, as was intended should be done. 
The erasure of his name from the war 
claims committee left Mr. Hallowell un- 
provided for, and the speaker unimtention- 
ally failed to give himanother assignment. 
The speaker will rectify the error as soon 
as possible. 

How They Stand on Silver.

The members in favor of free coinage,are 
Messrs. Bland, Kiigore, Robertson,Pidrce, 
Epps, MceKeighan, Bartine and 
Those opposed are Messrs. Tracey, 
jams of Massachusetts, Taylor and Stone. 

Of the free coinage members Messrs. 
Bland, Williams of Ifinois, Kilgore, Rap- 
ertson, Pierce and Bartine, were in fie 
last congress and recorded themselves as 
in favor of the free coinage bill. Of the 
new free coinage members Mr. Eppes was 
elected on a free coinage platform; Mr. 
McKeigan comes here as an Independent, 
elected largely by Alliance votes and com- 
mitted to free coinage of silver. 

The Anti-Free Coinage Members 

of the committee, Messrs. Tracey and 
Taylor were in the last congress, and as 
members of the coinage committe worked 
and voted against free silver. Mr. Will- 
iams of Massachusetts takes the placeon 
the committee formerly held by Mr. Walker 
of Massachusetts, who, though in the 
present congress, was not given an oppor- 
tunity to serve on his old committee. Mr. 
Williams, like his predecessor, however, is 
astrong anti-free silverman. The fourth 
man placed in the anti-free coinage listds 
Mr. Stone of Pennsylvania. Mr. Stone 
was not in the Jast congress. He is not in 
the city, but his friends say he is un- 
doubtedly against free silver. 

Mr. Willcox of Connecticut is the one 
Democratic voting member of the com- 
mittee in the last congress who was re- 
elected, but who is not on the committee 
this time. He voted against free coinage. 
Mr. Vaux of Pennsylvania was not re- 
elected, and Mr. Joseph of New Mexico 
being a delegate had no vote. 

The silver men are very well pleased 
with the constitution of the coinage com- 
mittee and regard it as significant of the 
speaker’s purpose to afford opportunity 
for the passage of a free coinage measure, 
The chairman, Mr. Bland, is the mest 
prononnced Democratic advocate of silver 
in the house. 

The silver men strongly urged upon the 
speaker the selection of Mr. Barténe of

OUR COUNCILMEN. 


Their Legislative Career in 1891 as Ob- 
served by a Constant Attendant. 
The brief outline of the legislative ca- 
reer of the Councilmen of 1891, began in 
the issue of Dec. 11, is continued below: 


Councilman Newcomb. 


The senior member of the present Coun- 
cil is Thaddeus H. Newcomb of Ward 
Two. The recent election sends him to 
the Council for the fourth time. By 
virtue of his age it has been his duty to 
call the Council to order in the absence of 
the President. This is his third year on 
the Sewer and Drain Committee, the last 
two as its Chairman. He seldom avails 
himself of his privilege to address the 
Council, and makes no claims to oratory, 
but few members make statements as 
clearly and honestly. He impresses his 
hearers with belief that he has given the 
subject mature consideration. He gener- 
ally offers his advice towards the close of 
the debate. To this man more than any 
other member is due the sudden reaction 
in regard to the new South Quincy school- 
house. The Council was just on the point 
of appropriating money to build a school- 
house intended as an absolute copy of the 
John Hancock, but really nothing more 
than a parody of that beautiful edifice. At 
this juncture he offered a substitute motion 
giving ample money to build a direct du- 
plicate of the John Hancock building. Al- 
though this order was rejected at that 
meeting, the next two weeks brought 
about a complete reaction, and South 
Quincy will have a schoolhouse that all 
the people are willing this section should 
have. 


The Poor in Salem. 


At the meeting of the Overseers of the 
Poor of Salem on Thursday afternoon 
Clerk Edward F. Brown submitted a very 
interesting report for the year, in which he 
urged the importance of action to stem the 
threatening tide of increasing pauperism. 

In 1891 the number of out-door poor as- 
sited in Salem exceeded the number assis- 
ted in 1890 by 5481. 

The report says the public is comfronted 
with the fact that pauperism has increased 
in Salem 58 per cent, since 1881, and if the 
present state of things continues it will be 
the cost of its paupers to the city in 1901 
more than $57,000, or a matter of $3 on a 
thousand on the tax rate. Since 1880 every 
three years has shown a marked in- 
crease of expense over the preceding 
year. The question which presses for a solu- 
tion is worthy of the best thoughts of the 
best minds in the country, and Mr. Brown 
suggests three methods of meeting the 
difficulty ina measure at least: First— 
Any applicant for aid who gives indica- 
tion of becoming a fixed and chronic case 
should be refused all permanent aid out- 
side of the almshouse, and should be givep 
temporary aid only. Second—During the 
month of June, July and August all appli- 
cations for aid should be refused, except 
in very extreme cases. Third—To pur- 
chase all groceries at wholesale and to dis- 
tribute them through the department to all 
applicants. 


A Singular Coincident. 

On Thursday, in the Norfolk Superior 
Criminal court at Dedham, Judge Sherman 
imposed sentence upon two men, both of 
the same name,—Thomas Caffrey,—both 
from Canton, both for drunkenness, and 
both for the same term of imprisonment,— 
thirty days in the Dedham House of Cor- 
rection.

DENVER, Col., Dec. 26.—Dr. Graves 
spent Christmas quietly at the Vallejo. 
His wife was the recipient of many kind 
remembrances from friends the country 
over. 
will give his decision as to the admissi- 
bility of the letter mailed by Dr. Graves 
to Mrs. Barnaby, April 27, and ypon which 
Graves hopes to prove his innocence. The 
letter never reached Mrs. Barnaby, though 
it was addressed to her. Dr. Graves wrote 
and the postmark showed that it was 
mailed in Providence to California on 
March 30 last. The evidence shows that 
the bottle of poison reached Denver 
March 31. 

This is to show that Dr. Graves would 
not write to Mrs. Barnaby in California 
if he knew she was coming to Denver. 
He did not know she would bein Denver, 
so could not have sent the poison. 

Judge Rising’s decision will be impor- 
tant, because it is not thought that a 
precisely similar case has ever before oc- 
curred. A precedent will be established. 

Dr. Graves has placed on of his witnesses 
in a very bad box. When the doctor 
reached Providence on the night of April 
27 last, he went to the Western Union Tele- 
graph office, and there held a conversation 
with a reporter. Euery person then in the 
office was known to the reporter. The 
doctor was said to have maligned the 
woman who had been his benefactress.

“Did you hear Dr. Graves say anything 
about Mrs, Barnaby having lovers?” “‘No, 
sir, nothing of the kind was said.”’ 

When Dr. Graves was asked by Mr. Ed- 
nam, last night, who was present, Dr. 
Graves said that McHenry was. 

“Did you say nothing about Mrs. Bar- 
naby having had any lovers?” ‘The gist 
of my remarks was that she had had 
lovers,” declared the doctor. This gave 
the lie direct to McHenry. The doctor 
will be called for cross-examination. His 
direct examination lasted slx hours, and 
he is not likely to escape with less ques- 
tioning at the hands of Mr. Stevens. 

After he had left the stand, his wife and 
hes mother will be called. 

Their testimony will be speedily heard, 
and then the state will consume about 
two hours with the rebuttal.

SOCIETY 1S EXCITED 


In France Over the Murder ot 
a Baroness. 


ARMY OFFICER ARRESTED 


For the Murder of Baroness Dellard— 
Retired Held—‘‘Help! 
Murder! Stop Him!'’ Were the Cries 
of a Poor Servant Girl. 


Lieutenant is 


Paris, Dec. 25.—The Christmas sensa- 
tion in this city is the arrest of Lieutenant 
Anastuy, a retired army officer, on the 
charge of murdering Baroness Dellard. The 
Lieutenant was subjected toa preliminary 
examination at the perfecture of police and 
after denying that he was guilty, the pris- 
oner was remanded. The evidence sub- 
mitted by the police was about as follows: 

The baroness, it appears, was at about 
fqur o’clock in the afternoon of Dec. 4th, 
seated in the salon of her apartment of 
the first floor of the large and fully inhab 
ited house, which she occupied with her son 

Baroness Dellard was the daughter of 
a general of the First Empire, the widow 
of the colonel Cuirassiers of the guard, 
and was 72 years of age. She is described 
asatall and stately old lady with snow 
white hair, and was held in much respect 
and esteem by her neighbors. Her son, 
Baron Dellard, holds an important posi- 
tion on the clerical staff of the minister of 
war, M. De Freycinet. He is about 4¢ 
years of age, a retired army officer, and a 
Enight of the Legion of Honor. 

At the hour mentioned, 4 P. M. on Fri- 
day December 4,a young man of slight 
built, elegantly dressed, wearing a high 
silk hat and carrying an avocats port- 
folio under his arm, entered the doorway 
of the house in which the baroness lived 
and asked the porter where the apartment 

of the baroness was situated. He was in- 
formed that the baroness lived on the first 
floor; but the stranger went up to the 
apartment immediately above that of the 
baroness and asked the servant who 
answered the bell there if that was where 
the baroness lived. He was informed that 
the baroness lived on the floor below, 
wherepon he descended the stairs to the 
first floor and was heard to ring the bell of 
the baroness’ apartment. 

Here there is a lapse of a short time, 
possibly five or six minutes, at the end of 
which period, Delphine Hourbe, a servant 
employed by the baroness, violently opened 
the window of the latter’s dining-room, 
which opened into the court-yard forming 
the interior of the building, and pointing 
to the porch or archway leading into the 
street, she cried, in choking tones, “Help, 
murder. Stop him.” 

The poor servant-girl, it was seen, had a 
deep wound in her throat, from which the 
blood poured over the front of her dress. 
The girl’s cries, however, were, first, too 
imarticulate to arouse immediate atten- 
tion and alarm, and, in the meanwhile, the 
murderer was able to leave the baroness’ 
apartment and to start down stairs. In 
the porch, just as he was leaving the 
house, the murderer met the concierge, or 
porter’s wife, and coolly recommended her 
to close the front door, as it seemed that 
something had happened in the house. He 
then calmly stepped into the street, and 
the bewildered concierge closed the door 
behind him. Ihe murderer then quietly 
mingled in the throng of passers-by and 
disappeared. 

By this time, the baroness’ servant, in 
spite of the gaping wounds in her throat, 
had managed to stumble, faint from loss 
of blood, down stairs into the court-yard, 
where she fell insensible. This caused the 
concierge to raise an alarm which brought 
anumber of people to the spot, and the 
blood-soaked girl was carried up stairs to 
the apartments of the baroness. 

There a frightful spectacle was disclosed, 
The utmost disorder prevailed in the din- 
ing-room; all the cupboards, desks and 
drawers had been forced open and the best 
part of their contents were strewn on the 
floor. In the bedroom adjoining, was found 
the body of the Baroness Dellard, her 
throat cut from ear to ear, the head, liter- 
ally, being almost being cut from the 
body. Itis evident that her death must 
have been almost instantaneous. 

The police were soon Summoned to the 
spot, and an investigation was made into 
thecrime. The first thing done was to 
try and save the life of the unfortunate 
girl, and this surgeons were able to do, in 
spite of the terrible wounds in her throat 
and the large quantity of blood she had 
lost. When Delphine, a strong and healthy 
country girl, was recovered sufliciently to 
answered the questions put to her, the 
police were able to set to work with a well 
connected story of the crime to guide 
them. 

The servant, it seems, had been sent out 
on an errand and the murderer, who 
is supposed to haye been watching the 
house, was aware Baron Dellard had gone 
out some time previously, knew when Del- 
phine left the Dellard residence that the 
old baroness was alone. 

Consequently he entered the house and 
went to the floor above the baroness, sim- 
ply to see if there was any possibility of 
being interrupted in his work. Thus when 
he rang the bell of the Dellard apartment 
it was the baroness herself who opened the 
door to the assassin. The latter, the in- 
vestigation shows, must have followed the 
baroness into the bedroom of her son, to 
which place the baroness apparently fled, 
terrified by the murderous threats. In that 
bed room the murderer seems to have 
seized his victim and killed her by almost 
severing her head from her body. Then, 
resolving to profit as much as possible by 
the absence of the servant, the murderer, 
according to the story as put together by 
the police, began to ransack the apart- 
ment, and prepared to escape with all the 
valuables he could gather together. 

_this work, however, the murderer 
was interrupted by the unexpected return 
of the servant, Delphine Hourbe. Hastily 
concealing himself, the murderer of Bar- 
oness Dellard resolved to commit another 
murder in order to insure his escape with 
the booty, and then provide against his 
detection. 

He allowed Delphine to enter the 
kitchen, where, it being already dark, she 
resolved to light the lamp, without,jas yet, 
having her suspicions aroused as to there 
being anything wrong about the Dellard 
apartment. When the lamp was lighted, 
Delphine proceeded, carrying it in her 
hand, to her mistress’ room, when sudden- 
ly the lamp was knocked out of her grasp 
and she was seized from behind by the 
assassin, who at the same time 

Stabbed Her in the Breast, 

and hastily withdrawing his knife blade 
from the wound thus inflicted the cut in 
the poor girl’s throat so, who struggled 
desperately to free herself, 

_ In her battle for life Delphine succeeded 
in tearing the murderer’s knife from his 
hand, and it rolled to the nd and to 
some place where he could not find it in 
thedark. While he was hunting for this 


slight injuries. 


blood-stained weapon, Veiphine rar into 
the dining-room. The murderer then saw 
that he had nothing to lose if he wanted 
to escape and hurredly left the apartment 
and mady his way into the street. 

While the police were examining the 
Dellard apartment, shortly after the es- 
cape of the mttrderer, a mounted dragoon 
dashed up to the door of tlie house in 
which the Dellard apartments are situat- 
ed. The dragoon was the bearer of a note 
from Baron Dellard, the murdered won- 
am’s son, saying that she need not expect 
him back to dinner, as he had accepted an 
Invitation to dine with some friends. The 
baron returned home at 1 o’clock the next 
morning and was quite ignorant of the 
tragedy until the fearful news was im- 
parted to him by some people who 
still gathered in front of the hpuse. 

By that time, however, the body of the 
baroness had been removed to the morgue, 
where the legal and official post mortem 
examination was to be made. Delphine 
slowly recovered from her wound; but 
owing to the darkness shedid not retain 
any clear recollection of the assassin’s ap- 
pearance. On the other hand, the servant 
who opened the door to the murderer was 
able to give the police a good description 
ofthe man. In addition, an elderly man, 
who resides in another apartment of the 
same house, was able to give other de- 
scriptive clues to the police, as he claimed 
to have been visited by the same murder- 
ous person some few days previous to the 
date of the murder. He added that not 
knowing the individual who rang his bell, 
mistrusting the story that he was desirous 
of obtaining employment as aclerk, he 
quickly shut the door in his visitor’s face, 
and thereby saved his own life. 

From the first the police were convinced 
that the assassin must have had accom- 
plices, and that he must have been well 
acquainted with the habits of the baron 
and his mother. The crime bore so close a 
resemblance in general details to the 
assassination a short time ago of M. Oli- 
vier, the money lender, at Meully, that the 
police are toa great extent justified in 
their suspicions 

In the case of the murder of M. Olivier, 
the two young criminals were captured 
and confessed to their guilt. The police, 
from certain facts which came into their 
possession at that time, before that the 
Olivier murder and the assassination of 
the baroness, were satisfied it was the 
work of, an organized band of assassins. 
They believe that Lieutenant Anastuy, the 
man arrested yesterday, was possibly 
chief of this gang of assassins. 

The prisoner, when arrested, insisted 
that he is innocent of the crime, but the 
police are confident that they have the 
right man in custody. Lieutenant Anas- 
tuy is said to bea former friend of Baron 
Dellard. The police have a kid glove 
dropped by the murderer, and the knife, of 
English make, and stamped with the in- 
itials of the man who committed the 
crime. The woman bebonged to a most 
distinguished family. She was the craugh- 
ter of Gen. Baron Boulart, who was in 
command of the artillery of the old guard 
of Napoleon I. 

Itis the distinguished position which 
the murdered baron ess occupied, and the 
position in society which she and her son 
occupied, couple] with the cold-blooded 
audacity with waich the crime was com- 
mitted, in the daytime, in a fully in- 
habited house, in a populous and fashion- 
able neighborhood, which have caused 
Paris, France, andeven Europe at large 
to take the greatest possible interest in the 
case. 

Later. 

It is reported later that Lieutenant 
Anastuy has made a full confession. of the 
murder of Baroness Dellard, and that he 
has expressed his deep repentance for the 
crime. He confessed that the motive for 
the crime was robbe-y, that he had every 
reason for being grv.teful to the baroness 
and her husband, a; he owed his position 
to Baron Dellard. It appears that Anas- 
tuy had abandoned a woman with whom 
he had been living for some time. This 
woman knew t)iat he was the murderer, 
and in revenge she denounced him to the 
police. The \r.tter arrested the lieutenant 
onthe day the murdered baroness was 
buried. Atrastuy is but 26 years of age. 
The muralerer’s confession is confirmed by 
the recognition of the maid, whom he 
nearly muy-dered. He is also identified by 
a plumber who was working near the 
scene, anal a portfolio was found in the 
hotel resembling that of Anastuy. 


Blown to Atoms, 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 26.—The three 
story brick dwelling of A. E. Pritc hard on 
Smallmé&a street, was blown to atoms by 
an explosion of natural gas. Mr. Pritch- 
ard, his wife and three small children, a 
hired boy named David Bennett, : and 
Barbara Reich, a servant, were buried in 
the ruins. When rescued they were all 
found to be more or less seriously burned 
and bruised, but noone was fatally in- 
jured. There was a gas leakasre in the 
cellar. Mr Pritchard went to tha cellar to 
find a basket and struck a mstch. The 
explosion followed, pieces of the building 
being blown half a square away. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 26.—A Christmas 
festival given under the auspices of the 
Cincinnati Post for the poor children of 
the city proved one of the grezitest events 
in local history. Five thousand children 
were given a dinner in Musi: hall, every- 
one receiving a box of.candy and auseful 
present. Fifteen hundred vere fed at a 
time, and while cthers were waiting a 
band of music and various specialty per- 
formers were amusing then by a continu- 
ous programme. A featur» was the s.'‘ng- 
ing of “America” by 10,000 voices, accom- 
panied by the big organ. The Post raised 
$5000 to meet the expenses of the dinner. 


Servant Suic ides. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dee. 26.—Bertha Pro- 
guer, aged 22, aservias girl at the resi- 
dence of H. P. Boyd, Allegheny, made 
three attempts at s' sicide yesterday, first 
by hanging herself t @ the kitchen chande- 
lier. and broke it i m the attempt. Then 
shecut her wrists with a carving knife, 
and finally she }F anged herself with a 
cloti.es line froma hook in the cellar. She 
was not dead when. the family came down 
to breakfast at the usual hour, but died a 
few minutes later. Religious insanity ap- 
par ently caused t,he suicide.

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SERIOUS ACCIDENT 


On Old Colony Railroad 
at Braintree. 


Engine of Express Crashes Into a 
Rear Passenger Coach. 


Inability of the Engineer to See Signals 
Assigned as the Cause, 


Thursday night, Christmas eve, an 
accident took place on the Old Colony road 
near the School street crossing, in Brain- 
tree, which seems, from all accounts, there 
was no reason in the world why it should 
have happened. 

This is the manner in which the smash 
occurred: ‘Train 291 left Boston for Brain- 
tree at 7.30, and was followed fifteen 
minutes later by train 293. The first train 
was heavy, owing to the Christmas travel, 
and reached Quincy Adams a trifle late. 
At this station the train usually meets the 
South Shore train due in Boston at 8.15. 
The South Shore train was late, and as it 
has the right of way, 291 was kept moving 
along at slow speed, waiting for the South 
Shore to come on to the main line from the 
branch, cross the south bound track and 
take the other track north as usual. 

Train 293 came along on schedule time, 
Engineer Whitney at the lever of engine 9, 
and Conductor J.W.Wadsworth in charge. 
From Quincy Adams to Braintree the road 
makes a sharp curve, and on this curve 
not only are the electric blocking system of 
signals used, but the semaphores as well. 
The leading train passed this curve at § 
o’clock and was creeping slowly into Brain- 
tree. A minute or two afterward the 
second train came around the curve and 
smashed into the passenger coach on the 
rear of the preceding train. 

Engineer Whitney of train 293 applied 
the air-brakes and also the emergency 
brakes, but he could not prevent the crash. 
The fact that train 291 was moving slowly 
lessened the shock materially, but engine 
No. 9 crushed the platform into splinters 
and penetrated into the cer about three 
feet. 

The car contained quite a number of 
passengers, but with the exception of four 
or five eases, all escaped with only a severe 
shaking up. Those injured were Ira P. 
Morrison, leg fractured, in Massachusetts 
General Hospital; Daniel O. Estes, com- 
pound fracture of the left leg, in the em- 
ploy of J. Marcus Arnold, grocer, Massa- 
ehusetts Hospital; a man of the name of 
Brackett, of Brockton, injuries unknown; 
a young manofthe name of Rudderham, 
injury to the spine, employed in the store 
of Jordan & Marsh, Boston, at home; 
‘Thomas Lang, injury to the spine, since 
settled with the Old Colony Company for 
one hundred dollars. 

These we believe are all the causalities 
and very lucky they were; and that a great 
many lives were not lost. 

As soon as the officials of the road were 
notified, Superintendent Allen collected a 
crew for a wrecking train and at 9 o'clock 
the wrecker left Boston, Mr. Allen going 
along. Arrangements were made to sand- 
wich the incoming and outgoing trains on 
the north bound track, between Quincy 
Adams and Braintree, and the delay to the 
pas: enger service was not serious. 

Tlie track was cleared about 1.30 next 
morning, and the officers of the road will 
make an official investigation.

As was expected a special meeting of the 
School Board was held last Saturday even- 
ing, when another innings in the foot ball 
game of the Brooks avenue schoolhouse 
was enacted, and from the present outlook 
it will be ’93 before Ward Three gets its 
new school building, if it does then. 

Messrs, Crane and Roche worked hard 


to have a_ building erected before next 
September, but the odds were against 
them. 


The session was short but extremely 
interesting and must have been enjoyed 
by the spectators; among whom were 
| Mayor Fairbanks, President Thompson, 
Councilmen Pratt, Bass, Holden, Bryant, 
Moxon, and Morton and Chief 
Engineer Ripley. 

The meeting was called for 7.50, but at 
that hour Messrs. Claflin, Roche and Crane 


Jones 


were the only members present. They 
looked over the plans and were soon 


joined by Messrs. Cotton and Gordon. 

The meeting was finally called to order a 
little after eight when the records were 
read. 

Transfer for Drawing School. 

Mr. Crane moved that the Chairman of 
the School Board request the Council to 
transfer the sum of $50 from the evening 
school account to the evening drawing 
school account, which was adopted. 

Willard Evening School. 
| Father Roche inquired if any arrange- 
ments had been made to open the evening 
school at the Willard. 

He was informed that arrangements bad 
| been made to open that school Monday 
|evening, January 4. 

The Ball in Motion. 


Mr. Crane here set the ball moving by 
| offering the following motion: 

That the School Board hereby formally 
| approves the plans of a square brick build- 
|ing in Ward Three, with slight modifica- 
| tlons in regard to doors and other matters. 
| Father Roche seconded the motion and 
| Loped the committee would vote favorably 
| on the plans. 

Mr. Crane had to Malden and 
| looked at the building there which seemed 
jto be giving general satisfaction, and he 
| hoped the committee would approve of 
| that plan.

Clafiin Objects. 

Chairman Claflin called Mr. Crane to the 
chair and taking the floor said : He hada 
| decided objection to accepting plans which 
| were inferior to others offered for their 
jinspection. ‘Ten or fifteen years hence we 
| would be sorry we had accepted them, 
| when a farther expenditure of $5,000 or 
$6,000 would give us the improved long 
building. He recognized the present 
necessity of a school building in Ward 
Three, but he was in favor of waiting if by 
so doing better plans could be obtained. 
| The committee were not present to accept 
plans for the accommodation of 
| others and he hoped it would lay over to 
| the next committee. 

{| Mr. Cotton inquired what parts in the 
| square building he objected to ? 

Mr. Claflin: The roof rests heavy on 
|the main timbers; itis impossible to get 
as good sanitary conditions as in a long 
building; In case of fire the escape from a 
jlong building would be much easier than 
in a square building. 

Mr. Roche asked if there was any 
probability of their getting a long building. 
If we cannot get what we want, let us take 
what we can get, and it is good enough. 

Mr. Claflin in reply, said there was fair 
ground for thinking that there would be a 

probability of their getting a better 
| building. 

} Mr. Crane, who had been released ot his 
| duties as temporary chairman, thought the 
finding of all these objections came at a 
late date. This plan is practically the 
same as the one we once voted to accept. 
| It is more beautifal on the outside than 
| the barn like John Hancock cut down. If 
| the school in Malden is good enough for 
them ,it is good enough for us. 

Mr. Roche inquired if any member of the 
board was consulted in the formation of 
these plans. Being answered in the neg- 
ative by the chairman he then said: 
with afew modification this building is 
good enough and was more economical 
than a long building. A long building is 
better but we cannot get it. There is no 
guarantee that the Council intend to do 
anything about a long building. The peo-

A Crank in Search of Brains is the 
Latest New York Sensation. 

New York, Dec. 28.--WhHe Cornelius 
Vanderbilt was entertaining a number ef 
friends at his Fifth avenue residence 
Saturday night a good-looking, well 
dressed young man rang the street door 
bell. The porter opened the door and the 
stranger demanded, in a voice that could 
be heard by those within: ‘I want Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt’s brains.” The porter, be- 
lieving the visitor was au imitator of the 
cranks who attacked Russell Sage and 
Dr. Hall, attempted to shut the door. The 
crank jabbed his foot against the jamb to 
prevent its being closed, but the porter 
managed to slip'the chain into its fasten- 
ings on the door. With his foot between 
the door and jamb the crank continued 
talking in an irrational manner. “I want 
Vanderbilt’s brains to take to a medital 
college. Heis rich andI am poor. I want 
to. have his and my brains examined to see 
what difference there is between them. I 
must get his brains as he can make more 
money than I.”’ 

While the porter held the door from the 
inside another servant left the house by 
the basement and summoned a peliceman, 
who arrested the crank. The prisoner 
gave hisnameas John J. Lingman. He 
said he was 20 years old,2 native of this 
country and a resident of this city. He is 
a member of the Young Men’s Christian 
association here. He had no weapon on 
his person. 

Noone of the Vanderbilt family ap 
in court yesterday. Onthe policeman’s 
affidavit Lingman was committed for ex 
amination as to his sanity. 


SENATOR PLUMB'S SUCCESSOR. 


Governor Humprey Says He Intends to 
De Justice to Kansas. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 28.—Governor Hum- 
phrey arrived here last evening, accom- 
panied by adelegation from Oswego, who 
eamein the interest of ex-Congressman 
Perkins. Whena United Press reporter 
called onhim he said in answer to the 
question: ‘‘Have you determined upon a 
successor to Senator Piumb?” 

““Well,I do not care to answer that ques- 
tion directly. I will say, however, that I 
will listen to the friends of the different 
candidates and take under consideration 
all their claims before making an appoint- 
ment. Iwill further say that no under- 
hand work will be tolerated for a moment. 
I propose to appoint a clean, honest man, 
who will work for the interests of this 
State.”’ 

“At has been reported that you had con- 
temphited resigning to secure the appoint- 
ment.” 

“There, that Swill do,’”’ he interrupted. 
“Any such rumors are false and without 
any authority. Iam proud of my state 
and proud to be its governor. The man 
whom I shall appoint must bea repre- 
sentative of the people and not of any 
class.”’ 


WAITING FOR UNCLE SAM. 


Seventeen Nations Have Ratified the 
Anti-Slave Trade Convention. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—An official capie- 
gram announces that the Brussels anti- 
slave trade convention was ratified by the 
French senate Saturday. The chamber of 
deputies took similar action on the24th 
inst. Eighteen powers were represented 
in the Brussels conference, and the adhe- 
sion ofall of them is requisite to render 
this “‘acte generale” effective. France 
makes the seventeenth nation that has } 
ratified the convention, leaving only the! 
United States to determine whether it | 
shall become operative. i 
The latest date for the exchange of rati- 
fication is Feb. 2, 1892, and the exchange 
must be made at Brussels. ‘Lhe question 
will therefore be brought again before the 
United States senate next month.

He Assumes Office Amid Scenes of Re- 
joicing—Amnesty to Balmacedists. 
LONDON, Dec. 28.—A Santiago dispatch 

says: The amnesty bill has been passed. 

Many Balmacedists have been sent aboard 

the gunboat Magellanese owing to at- 

tempts of adherents to create disorder. 

Sixty thousaud Chilians witnessed the 

proclaiming of Admiral Monttias president 

Saturday. There were only 1000 troops to 

keep order along the route of the proces 

sion. Admiral Montt took the oath of 
office in the presence of a brilliant gather- 
ing of officials. He was afterward re 
ceived at the cathedral by the archbishop 
and bishops. Salvos of artillery greeted 
the various ceremonies. The public re- 
joicing continued until past midnight. 
Perfect order was maintained. 


Governor Campbell Talks Politics. 

PitTsBunG, Dec. 28.—Governor Camp- 
bell of Ohio was in the city last night en 
route to New York. Speaking of the out- 
look for the D emocratic presidential nom- 
ination he said that he did net think Mr. 
Cleveland would get the necessary two- 
thirds majority, and if he was not nomi- 
nated on the first ballot he would be de 
feated. In the event of Cleveland’s defeat 
he was of the opinion that a western man, 
possibly General Palmer of Illinois, would 
be chosen

RoME, Dec. 28.—The Catholic pilgrimage 
to Rome, which was interrupted by the 
incident in the Pantheon, whena French 
pilgrim insulted the memory of Victor 
Emmanuel, will be resumed after Easter. 
The first pilgrims will come from Spain, 
Austria and Germany, and French pil- 
grims will follow in April. 

Counterfeiters Captured. 

MISSOURI V ALLEY, Ia.,Dec. 28.—T wo men 
giving the name of Fisher were arrested 
while attempting to pass counterfeit 
money. On being searched 200 counterfeit 
silver dollars were found concealed in their 
clothes, and at the hotel where they were 
stopping a large sum was found in their 
valises.

DEATH OF SAWTELL 


Human Justice Antici- 
pated by the Divine. 


Autopsy on Body Puts at Rest Sus- 
picions of Suicide, 


Interesting Review ol ihe Tragedy from 
Time of Hiram’s Disappearance, 


Coxcorp, N. H., Dee. 28.—Death has in- 
tervened and permitted Isaac B. Sawtell, 
the self-confessed fratricide, to escape the 
gallows. Frem the moment of the first 
attack to the end there was no apparent 
change for the better in the murderer's 
condition. Throughout the whole time he 
Jay unconscious upon his cot in the posi- 
tion in which he was placed when taken 
tothe hopital. “From first to last,” said 
Deputy Robinson, ‘there was never per 
ceptible a voluntary movement of a 
muscle in either limbs or body.” 

At 9:30 Saturday forenoon Guard Ford 
observed a change insSawtell’s face to 
which he 1 deputy’s attention,

and the latter at once saw that it was the 
seal of death. From that time on the pulse 
perceptibly weakened, re tion 

more infrequent and somewhat more con- 
vulsive, and at 10:05 a final gasp an- 
nounced the end.

ISAAC SAWTELL. 
Deputy Warden Robinson, beyond de- 
scribing Sawtell’s sickness, was reluctant 
to give much detailed information con- 


cerning his previous life. The murderer 
was, he averred, much broken down by the 
events of the past few weeks,and especially 
by the disappointment consequent upon 
the failure of his efforts to get a new trial. 
These troubles had worn on him terribly, 
he said, and the results were clearly ap- 
parent in his personal appearance. 
Died a Natural Death. 

Sawtell was not poisoned, as was 
freely rumored on Saturday. He died a 
natural death. That was shown by a post- 
mortem examination held yesterday by 
Drs. Clark and Conn, the latter being 
president of the New Hampshire state 
board of health. 

This will satisfy a good many persons in 
New England who thought that possibly 
the condenmed man secured poison from 
some source, and preferred to die by his 
own hand rather than that of Sheriff 
Hayes of Strafford county. 

According to the physicians’ report 
there is not the slightest evidence to show 
opium poisoning, apoplexy, pure and sim- 
ple, being the cause of death. 

This is about theend. Nothing now re- 
mains but the burial of the body. All that 
is mortal 6f the murderer was taken early 
this morning to Great Falls and there 
placed in charge of Lawyer Edgerly for 
final disposal. ‘The only friend I have on 
earth,” as Isaac wrote, will give his re- 
mains burial. Withthis burial the famous 
ease will become only a matter of history. 


AN INTERESTING STORY 


Of the Circumstances Leading to the 
Crime and Subsequent Events. 
It was on the morning of Feb. 11, 1890, 


that the first news of the strange ooee 
pearance of Hiram Sawtell from his little 
store in Boston became known. At 
1275 Washington street Hiram kept his 
little fruit store, and he lived happily 
with his wife and his three children on 
Dudley street. Then there was released 
from the state prison, where he had been 
serving a long sentence, Hiram’s brother 
Isaac, who came to live with them. Isaac 
found all of his old companions gone, and 
himself an ex-convict without means or 
work; while, on the other hand, his brother 
Hiram was in possession of a comfortable 
little property. Isaac began to brood over 
this seeming injustice, and to turn over in 
his mind some way to get possession of at 
least a part of this, his brother’s property. 
Hiram and Hiram’s wife knew that the 
fraternal guest was casting envious eyes 
on their little possessions, and that fact 
made Mrs. Hiram Sawtell the quicker to 
suspect foul play when Hiram disap- 
peared, 


Isaac's First Move. 

During the last week in January Isaac 
had asked Mrs. Sawtell, Hiram’s wife, if 
he might take one of his brother’s children 
on a Visit with him to Lowell. She feared 
some evil intention and refused the re- 
quest. Then on Feb. 1 Isaac came to the 
house and said that he had asked Hiram 
at the store if he might take Marion, the 
oldest girl, 8 years of age, on a visit with 
him, and that Hiram had given his per- 
mission. Mrs. Sawtell, therefore, dressed 
the little girl in her best clothes and 
allowed her to start with her uncle. When 
Hiram came home from the store at night 
he said he had never given permission to 
Isaac to take the little girl with him. It 
was on Saturday that uncle and niece 
started. On Tuesday, Feb. 4, Hiram re- 
ceived from Rochester, N. H., a telegram 
informing him that Marion was very sick 
and that he would better come at once. 
The next morning there came another tele- 
gram telling him that his daughter was 
better, but that he ought to come to her 
on the first train, and saying that he 
(Isaac) would meet him at the station. 


Hiram’s Departure from Boston. 


Hiram started for the Boston and Maine 
station intending to take the 1 o’alork 


trajn. He was seen in Boston at 12:10, and 
after that no one 
had any trace of 
him. Jsaac came 
back to Boston the 
nextday. Mrs. Hi- 
ram Sawtell asked 
him at once where 
her husband was. 
He said he did not 
not know, that he 

not seen his 
brother; that he 
thought he had 
not seen fit to pay 
any attention to 
the dispatches 
which he had sen 
and that, as th. 
little girl was be 
ter, he had broughi i 
her home. Mrs, @/84M B SAWTELL* 
Sawtell at once accused him of 
having killed his brother. He denied it 
in the strongest terms. The charge was 
repeated several times by the anxious wife. 
Isaac denied it each time, and, after stay- 
ing about the place f lays, he dis- 
appeared on the following Saturday after- 
noon. 

Mrs. Sawtell’s Suspicions. 

The little girl who had accompanied her 
uncle to Rochester told a strange tale to 
her mother when she returned. She said 
she went with Isaac to the house of a 
friend of his, and that this friend gave to 
Isaac a bottle of black medicine, which he 
compelled her to take, although she was 
not in the least sick. This medicine, how- 
ever, made her very sick. Isaac had also 
asked her to take some big pills, which 
she had refused to do. Here was a very 
suspicious circumstance, which made Mrs. 
Sawtell all the more anxious, and induced 
her to make known t facts ef the 
to the police. Then began the work of 
unravelling the mystery. 

Gathering the Evidence. 

Hiram was traced to Rochester. 
also learned that, on the day 
arrived there, Isaac wa I 
boarding plac j id when he re- 
turned at night, he appeared nervous. It 
was further learned t he had had a 
carriage all day, driving away somewhere, 
no one could say* where.

learned he had alse bought, was used in 
connection with the murder.

Capture of the Murderer. 
While this web of circumstantial evi- 


dence was being woven round Isaac, 
other parties were searching for the man 
himself. He was traced to Portland, Me., 


and there arrested just as he was about to 
take the train for Montreal. On _ his 
clothes and his handkerchief blood stains 
were found. He was taken back to 
Rochester, to await the further develop- 
ments of the careful search that was go- 
ing on there for the body of the murdered 
man. This search was constantly bring- 
ing something new to light. One day a 
shoe, identified as one worn by the miss- 
ing man, was found. Then camea bloody 
handkerchief. On Feb. 14, the dismem- 
bered body of the murdered man was 
found buried in a hole in the woods of 
Maine. 


The Climax. 

The trial of Isaac on the charge of mur- 
der beganin Dover on Dec. 15, 1890. It 
lasted nine days. On Christmas day, 1890, 
he was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree, and was sentenced by Judge Doe 
to be hanged on Jan. 5, 1892. Through all 
the trial, and even after the sentence, Saw- 
tell maintained his innocence, and kept 
his belief that he would never suffer the 
penalty of death for his crime. In the 
early part of the present month, however, 
when he felt that his time was growing 
very short, and that some action was 
necessary if he would save his life, Saw- 
tell sueceeded in getting a hearing fora 
new trial, on the grounds that the crime 
was committed in Maine instead of in New 
Hampshire, and that he could not, there- 
fore, ae uly be hanged. This trial was be- 
fore the full bench and was very thorough. 
It resulted in the agreement of the court 
with the previous finding, and back to 
prison went Murderer Isaac Sawtell, and 
the result of that decision broke him down 
completely and was the cause of the shock 
which ultimately caused his death. 


STILL HOLDING HIS OWN. 


Poet Walt Whitman is at Death’s Door 
but Resting Comfortably. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 238.—Walt Whitman 
is said by his attenc’ng physicians to be 
somewhat improve, though he is still ex- 
tremely weak. ‘Tey still say that death 
may occur at any moment. The vitality 
of the aged poet is surprising. It was not 
expected Thursday evening that he could 
possibly last over a few hours. He rallied 
somewhat Friday, only to have another 
relapse Saturday evening, which again 
brought him near death’s door. He is now 
reported as resting very comfortably. 


Whole System Tied Up. 

San Antonio, Tex., Dec. 28.—This morn- 
ing all the employes on the San Antonio 
and Arkansas Pass Railway company’s 
operating department struck, tying up 
the entire system of 600 miles.

CLAN McGREGOR LITERARY SOCIETY: 


Election of Officers—“Socialism,”’ Etc. 


Theregular meeting of this society was 
held on Saturday evening in Doble’s hall. 
The president occupied the chair and 
despite the abominable weather there was 
a good attendance. Office-bearers for the 
ensuing quarter were elected by ballot, and 
| the following was the result: 

President—A. C. Smith. 

Vice-President—John Ross. 

Secretary and Treasurer—A. D. Smith. 

Editor of Magazine—James McAdam, 
re-elected. 

The business for the evening was an 
essay on Socialism by Mr. A. C. Smith. 
This is a subject which is or ought to be 
intensely interesting to every one who has 
the well-being of laboring men and women 
at heart, and this gentleman’s able paper 
well deserved the attention it secured. At 
the outset the essayist defined Socialism as 
simply a theory of industrial society, its 
whole aim and purpose being a closer 
union of social factors. The great wealth 
of the few and the poverty of the many 
who depend entirely on an uncertain wage 
for even a bare existence, are some of the 
mort remarkable jaspects of the society of 
today, and the question to be considered: 
Is Socialism a better form of economic life 
than our present imperfect system, which 
is a kind of perpetual warfare between 
men and men ? 

After pointing out that before the white 
man came to America only common 
in land prevailed, the essayist 
proceeded to give an account of various ex- 
periments which have already been made 
in communism. He says: ‘‘The Shakers 
are the most successfal and promising 
of communism in America and 


be learned from these 
people. 


good, self-sacrificing 
They live in groups or families 
with common production and equal en- 
joyment of whatever is produced and their 
communism is a part of their religious life. 
These people fail to see how those who pro- 


| fess to be Christians can tolerate luxury 
jand poverty side by side amorg 
j; and sisters, for it does not seem to them

at all compatable with Christian love. 


| Economically the Shakers have been a suc- 


cess, and they look forward to the future 
with hope, believing that their history bas 
as yet only begun.”’ 

Other communistic experiments were 
referred to such asythe Harmonists, 
and the 
Perfectionists, who started up in New 
York state. 

“The 


two great periods of a revival of 


' 
interest in communism and the foundation 


of village communities based on that 
principle are 1826, when Robert Owen 
visited this country, and 1842-46, when, 
under the lead of Horace Greeley and others, 
communities were founded. Forty 
or fifty years ago men of education and 
ability thought that communistic villages 
would revolutionize the economic life of 
| the world. The process was viewed in this 


| Way when a few communities had been es- 


tablished, the happy life which people then 


| led would attract the attention of outsiders 


and -win them to join the brotherhood. 
Thus community would follow community 
until the whole earth was redeemed, but 
the selfish spirit of the world has been too 
strong in man to be touched by the specta- 
cle of generous self-renouncing commun- 
all these hopes have been gener- 
ally abandoned. 

**We are thus still face to face with the 
fact that we cannot maintain an harmoni- 
ous social structure with cur present social 
machinery, for in the competitive world of 
the present day some men die of excessive 
indulgence in luxuries while others die of 
starvation.”’ 

Mr. Smith then goes on to show the 
position which Socialism takes up in this 
matter, thus Socialism holds that justice in 
the distribution of the good things of life 
is to be attained in common and systematic 
production in a recreated state, where men 
shall receive the means of enjoyment in 
proportion to the service they have ren- 
dered to society. Labor being the creator 
wealth, it rightfully follows that 
those who labor and create all wealth, 
should enjoy the full result of their toil. 
But a just and exuitable distribution of the 
fruits of labor is impossible under the 
present system of society. 

This fact is shown by the condition of the 
working classes which are in a state of des- 
titution and dependence in the midst of 
their own productions. While hard labor 
brings to the laborer only the harvest 
necessaries of life, others who labor, not 
tiot in labors productions. 

Socialism means the end of the capital- 
istic system and the control of capital by 
organized labor. Socialists believe in a 
universal system of co-operation attending 
itself over the civilized world and embrac- 
ing in the end those countries which are 
not now so far advanced as to be included 
within the regions of civilization. 

The essayist then spoke of the difference 
which exists between peaceful Socialism 
and violent Anarchy. Not only are the 
methods of the anarchist repugnant to the 
true Socialist, but their ultimate aims are 
very fay from being the same. In con- 
cluding, Mr. Smith said that Socialism can 
be introduced only by degrees, and we are 
at present so far from it that it can only be 
contemplated as a distant ideal. Recogniz- 
ing that society is an organic growth, they 
have no hopes of forcing it into conditions 
which for the present are ahead of the de- 
sires of the great mass of the people. 

In the discussion which followed the 
reading of the paper, the criticism was 
mostly favorable to the writer’s yjews. 
There were some who had given the sub- 
ject very little study because they had been 
accustomed to confound Socialism with 
Anarchy,and deemed the matter unworthy 
of serious attention. These gentlemen 
were set to rights on this point and it was 


of all 


jevident that most of them believed in

1891. 


Socialism more or less. The principles of 
co-operation found much favor with some 
and this was pointed out as something 
which had been proved in the past to be a 
decided success, . 

It was generally agreed that the social 
system which prevails at present is largely 
a failure, and it is time a reformation was 
begun of some kind er another. Some of 
the members, as well as the writer of the 
paper, criticised the position of the Chris- 
tian Church on this subject. It is a well 
known fact that many ministers and those 
in authority in the church, will welcome a 
rich man into the sheep fold and gloss over 
his social sins be they many and flagrant. 
While on the other hand the status of the 
poor man is carefully inquired into, and 
woe unto him if he is found wanting. 
Such distinctions certainly should not be. 
To use the words of the essayist, the radi- 
cal business of the Church of Christ of a 
secular sort is the making of this earth 
into 2 place where justice reigns.

A BIG 


FIRE IN BOSTON. | 


Half a Million Dollars Loss in the 
District. 


Leather 


The most destructive fire which has 
raged in Boston since Thanksgiving day of 
1889 occurred Sunday. It was a somewhat 
extended area, and for atime threatened 
millions of dollars’ worth of surrounding 
property. The total loss is about $500,000. 

The block of buildings, of which the 
one burned forms the greater part, extends 
from Federal court, at 125 Federal street,to 
Milton place, at 147 Federal street. It 
comprises several buildings. 

The burned structure was four stories in 
height, with a basement. It was of brick 
construction, fronted with granite and free- 
stone trimmings, and throughout was pro- 
tected with automatic fire alarms and was 
heated by steam furnished from another 
building and lighted by electricity. It is 
owned by the Revere heirs, of which John 
T. Linzee and Edward H. R. Revere are 
the trustees. The value of the building 
is estimated at about $170,000 to $200,000, 
and is fully covered by insurance.

Joseph H. Chadwick, president of the 
Board of Trustees of the cemetery, said: 

“Mr. Edgerly came to our treasurer and 
asksd if Isaac’s wish to be buried beside 
his brother could be carried out, as he 
would pay all the expenses. I consulted 
with several of the trustees and found they 
were opposed to it. 

‘Consequently we were obliged to decline 
the application. If we had allowed it, 
those having graves and lots in the vicinity 
would have immediately had the interred 
bodies removed, and we would have hada 
great sensation. 

“If Mr. Edgerly had simply asked if we 
would bury Isaac in the cemetery we might 
have consented and put him in some re- 
mote corner. But he asked that he might | 
be interred beside his brother Hiram, and | 
we could not ailow that. 

“As Hiram’s widow objects, that is suffi- 
cient anyway. This is a private cemetery, 
owned by lot owners, and we need not 
allow only such interments as are agreeable 
to us.”’

SCHOOLHOUSE ORDER AGAIN. 


Good Attendance of Members. Last_Meet- 
ing this Year. Numerous Orders and Peti- 
tions Referred to Incoming Council. 


The last meeting of the City Council for 
the curreut year, but not the last of this 
Council, was held Monday evening.

$180 from enforcement of liquor law to be 
made a special appropriation to pay elec- 
tion officers for extra services. 

These recommendations were received, 
and the necessary order offered by Council- 
man Pratt, and under suspension of rules 
it was passed to be ordained. 

A communication from the Auditor stat- 
ing that appropriation for pay of fire de- 
partment was exhausted, was filed.

PROTECTION OF FORESTS. 


A Letter from Ex-Senator Edmunds Giv- 
ing His Views on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Willis of the department of agri- 
culture presided at the meeting of the 
American Forestry Association, which be- 
gun here to-day. Ex-Senator Edmunds, 
who is now at Aiken, S. C., sent a letter 
expressing regret at his inability to be 
present, in which he said: 

The subject is of unusual inmortance to the 
fature welfare ofallour countrymen, as well 
hh Vermont as in the arid regions of our coun- 
try. Ihave seenin Europe much of the al- 
most remediless evil of the stripping of hill 
and mountain sides of their forests, great or 
small, andI have seen in our temperate and 
well-watered climate of Vermont how great 
has been the loss from timber and wood cut- 
ting merely for the timber and wood, without 
reference to the inevitable consequence in 
reference to floods, washing away of soils, dry- 
ing up of springs and turning the face of 
otherwise beautiful nature into deserts, So I 
am deeply interested in what the association 
is trying todo. The devastation of a dozen 
years can hardly be repaired in halfa century, 
and so every energy of reason and persuasion 
ought to be brought to bear upon the public 
intelligence to avert the evils that so seriously 
threaten large parts of the Republic from the 
destruction of the forests. 


NASHUA JEWELER SKIPS. 


A Young Lady Clerk Employed by Him 
Has Also Disappeared. 


NasHva, N. H., Dec. 29.—George P. 
Horne, the jeweler, has disappeared under 
very mysterious circumstances. He has 
not been seenor heard from since early, 
Christmas, when he took the first train 
for Worcester. He had done a fine busi- 
ress in the few months he had been 
here, and espécially so for the holidays. 
Late the night before Christmas he packed 
up all the small valuable goods and took 
them away with him, unknown to his 
clerk. 

When the safe was opened yesterday af- 
ternoon it was found empty. Horne paid 
his bill at the Brunswick, where he boarded, 
and his store rent before he left. He owed 
but little money to his mercantile credit- 
ors, mostly Boston men. One of his credit- 
ors, E. C. Percival & Co., put an attach- 
ment on the small stock left, and it is now 
in charge of Deputy Sheriff Marshall. 

Horne left about $500 worth of goods. 
No reason can be assigned for the action. 
His lady clerk, whom it was claimed was 
his sister, disappeared with him. He bore 
an excellent reputation here and in Ports- 
mouth, where he was previously located 


NOT A TRAIN MOVING. 


Concerted Action of Employes Ties Up 
a Southern Railroad. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 29.—The entire 
San Antonio and Arkansas Pass railroad 
system is tied up as the result of the strike 
inaugurated yesterday. The railway oper- 
ators claim they have been poorly paid 
and that a systemof removals and reduc- 
tions have been inaugurated by the new 
superintendent, George Sands. The tele- 
graphers made demands which the man- 
agement would not grant. The demands 
of the telegraphers were backed by all the 
operatives who, on this road, are federated 
for concerted action. A conductor and 
engineer offered to take a mail car out yes- 
terday but Superintendent Sands refused 
to let them do so unless the entire train 
was taken. District Superintendent Evans 
threatens to prosecute the officials of the 
road if the mailis not carried. Nothing 
approaching a settlement has been reached. 
Business is blocked on the entire road and 
850 men are thrown out of work. 


BAIT FOR FISHERMEN. 


Canadian Government's Efforts in That 
Direction Have Proved a Success. 

OTTAWA, Dec. 29.—The experiment in- 
augurated by the fisheries department to 
supply bait to fishermen on the Atlantic 
coast has proved a gratifying success. At 
thesuggestion of the government Mr. Whit- 
man of Canso put up an experimental ar- 
rangement, and secured and froze a quan- 
tity of squid for bait. The result is that 
all the boat fishermen at Canso have con- 
tinued to fish successfully long after the 
boats in other ports were laid up. Several 
United States fishing schooners have pur- 
chased this bait, and one, the Maud M. 
Storey, has secured a good load of fish on 
the Canso and Carouse banks, using only 
this bait. The fishermen are quite en- 
thusiastic about the success of the experi- 
ment, and it seems to be generally admit- 
ted that an extension of this system will 
render our fishermen independent of New- 
foundland, 


In Defense of His Sister. 

HOPKINSVILLE, Ky., Dec. 29.—A_ sensa- 
tion was created here when Charles H. 
Burris, son of a prominent farmer near 
Pembroke, surrendered to the officers of 
the law as the slayer of Bodie Burrus, his 
cousin and brother-in-law, who was 
found murdered in the rear of a saloon at 
Pembroke Thursday night. The murder 
was a mystery until yesterday. He shot 
and killed Bodie Burris because the latter 
drugged and criminally assaulted his (C. 
H. Burrus’) sister. 


The Gun Convicted Him. 

BLACKWATER, La., Dec. 29.—T. J. Hazt 
was murdered here Christmas evenirg. 
There are indications that there was a plot 
to murder young Hart, and several negroes 
are implicated. An uncle of the murderer 
was hung by the searching party rast 
night. The gun with which the crime was 
committed was found in his house sewed 
up in a mattress. 


Bank Failure Savors of Crookedness. 

ELLENDALE, N. D., Dec. 29.—There are 
ugly rumors afloat in connection with the 
recent Farmers’ and Merchants’ State 
bank failure here. The president ef the 
vank, H. O. Barrett, has been arrested on 
the charge of receiving deposits when he 
knew the bank was insolvent. There is 
talk of other arrests. 


Won’t Come Off in New York. 

New Yorks, Dec. 29.—Peter Maher and 
Jack Dempsey were to have signed arti- 
cles yesterday for a match in Madison 
Square Garden in January, but owing to 
apolice order forbidding prize fights in 
this city the pugulists did not appear at 
the designated place.

MINISTER EGAN ALARMED. 


Latest Advices from Washington Indi- 
cate That the Chilian Situation is Becom- 
ing Very Squally. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Thereare studied 
efforts making in various quartersto make 
it appear that there is no serious aspect to 
the Chilian difficulty. At the state and 
navy departments those who understand 
the situation are very much concerned as 
tethe events which are likely to occur 
within the next few days. The secret and 
confidential despatches which Minister 
Egan has conveyed to the government con- 
cerning the conditions which surround 
him indicate that the authorities need not 
be surprised to learn at any moment that 
the legation has been attacked and de- 
stroyed, the refugees seeking an asylum 
there were killed, and the minister driven 
to seek shelter in some other legation, if 
not murdered himself. 

The facts have been known to the presi- 
dentand secretary of state for several 
days, but have been carefully guarded, as 
they hope that Minister Egan is unduly 
aiarmed. At the same time they are not 
indifferent to the 

Possibilities of Such a Crisis. 

The Chilian minister is constantly im- 
pressing the secretary of state with his 
own idea, that there is no cause for appre- 
hension of an open rupture; but, if he is 
aware Of the critical situation at Santiago 
and Valparaiso he very carefully keeps it 
from this government. He is engaged in 
pursuing a policy of delay, which to the 
authorities here is very ominious. 

Unless there is a very decided change in 
the aspect of affairs brought about within 
afew days by the establishment of the 
new government in Chili, which has just 
gone into operation, the president, im- 
mediately upon the re-assembling of con- 
gress, will transmit his proposed special 
message, in which he will detail the facts 
inthe case. He will call attention to the 
duty of the government to defend the 
honor of the country and the lives of its 
citizens, and will leave it to congress to 
determine whether to declare war or to 
submit to continued insults. 

Arbitration Not Likely. 

Around the state department little con- 
fidence is put in the report that Chili will 
ask to have the controversy settled by ar- 
bitration. At least that is not a probabil- 
ity of the near future. Before such a step 
would be reached, in the progress of nego- 
tiations between the two nations, thor- 
oughly committed to arbitration, a long 
way must be traversed. And Chili’s record 
isnot suchas to warrant the basing of 
lively hopes thereon. In the international 
American conference, it will be remem- 
bered, Chili’s delegates voted against the 
proposed agreement to settle troubles by 
arbitration; and that the country has 
taken no steps to place herself in line 
with other American nations on this sub- 
ject. It is the impression among officials 
that Chili will 

Either Apologize or Fight. 

During yesterday afternoon representa- 
tives Lodge and Boutelle called at the navy 
department. They are both Republican 
members of the house committee on naval 
affairs, the chairman of which, Repre- 
sentative Herbert, is absent from the city. 
Unless the house recurs to the old Randall 
rules, the naval committee will retain in 
its charge all matters relating to appropri- 
ations for the naval service, while in the 
senate the concurrent action of the com- 
mittee on appropriations and the com- 
mittee on naval affairs is usually neces- 
sary to secure provision for naval expendi- 
tures. Secretary Tracy was in communi- 
cation with members of each of these 
committees during the day, but with what 
purpose is not definitely known. 

An officer of the department, speaking 
of the consultations, said: ‘It means just 
this—that we are abiding by George Wash- 
ington’s maxim, ‘in time of peace, prepare 
for war.’ We do not believe there will be 
war, but if the adminstration failed to ex- 
ercise all of its power in the matter of pre- 
para*ion, it will be open to severe criticism 
if hostilities should actually ensue.” 


IS READY FOR BUSINESS. 


The San Francisco Arrives at San Diego 
Equipped for a Long Cruise. 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Dec. 29.—The U. S. S. 
San Francisco arrived here yesterday from 
San Francisco. The trip was made with- 
out stopping at Monterey. Rear Admiral 
Brown said: “I shall stop here in San 
Diego harbor until the secretary of the 
navy orders ‘us away. We are ready to 
sailon three hours’ notice, but may re- 
main three weeks. All depends on our or- 
ders from Washington. The ship is 
equipped for a three years’ cruise and we 
have 100 rounds of ammunition for each 
gun. Besides this we have 300 or 400 for 
other ships.” 

‘‘What other ships?” was asked. 

“Well, we may meet some other ships 
that will want some ammunition,” was 
the only answer. 

It is inferred that the Charleston, now 
on her way from Honolulu at Acapulco, 
is to meet the San Francisco here and take 
on ammunition. The Baltimore is also 
coming north from Chilian waters, 
and may want ammunition. While the 
officers refuse to state further plans, 
it is easy to learn that the vessel is ready 
for any emergency. The cruiser made the 
run of 500 miles from San Francisco in 
thirty-six hours.

Office in this city, while engaged at the 
office last evening, looked up at a slight 
noise made in the office and was startled 
at the sight he saw. Standing at a win- 
dow wasa masked man pointing a revol- 
ver square in his face. 

Lewis could do nothing, for an outcry 
might bring a bullet. He was so busily 
engaged in staring atthe man with the 
revolver that he did not hear any person 
behind him, but received a severe blow on 
the back of the head. He turned partly 
around and received another blow in the 
face, which rendered him unconscious.

BANGOR, Me., Dec. 29.—‘‘No Massachu- 
setts cattle need apply”’ is the edict which 
went forth from the Maine cattle commis- 
sion in this city last night, and Dr. George 
A. Bailey, the state veterinary surgeon, 
claims that it was only after the most care- 
ful consideration of the bearings anc the 
consequences that such an important step 
was taken. 

The recent purchase of Lewiston men of 
a Massachusetts herd, which was brought 
to Maine in a frightfully diseased condi- 
tion, was the last straw, and it was de- 
cided at the moment that this discovery 
was made that the importation should 
cease at the earliest possible moment. Itis 
not known that there was single healthy 
animal in. the entire herd. 

Dr. Bailey believes, and his opinion, he 
says, is backed by the best authorities,4 
that over 25 percent. of the cattle in Mas- 
sachusetts are tuberculosed. 


BROKER TITUS IS MISSING.

Led to His Disappearance.

PARIS, Dec 29.—M. Ribot, minister of 
foreign affairs, yesterday made to the 
chamber of deputies a statement of the 
relations between France and Bulgaria. 
The minister gave no new details of the 
Chadourne incident, but said that the 
matter was now in the hands of the porte, 
which had demanded of Bulgaria an ex- 
planation of her actionin expelling the 
French journalist from the country. 

M. Millevoye, commenting on the Bul- 
garian affair, expressed regret that diplo- 
matic action in the matter had been trans- 
ferred from Sofia to Constantinople. M. 
Ribot replied that Bulgaria could not on 
herown authority expel a foreigner, nor 
take measures to that end without refer- 


tain to obtain satisfaction, and the gov- 
ernment would do what was necessary 
without rashness or weakness. 

M. Maillefeu held that the affair had 
been much exaggerated. Bulgaria aimed 
at freedom, and her ministry had com- 
mitted neither atrocities nor acts of 
violence. 

M. Millevoye protested that M. Maille 
feu spoke contrary to what was known to 
be the truth. 

M. Maillefeu shouted: 
your right senses.”’ 

Deputies on all sides immediately 
jumped to their feet, and a tumult ensued. 
The president of the chamber had repeat- 
edly to call for order before the uproar 
subsided. 

After the sitting M. Millevoye sent his 
seconds to M. Maillefeu. The trouble was 
afterward smoothed over and all danger of 
a duel was averted. 


VICTORY FOR BRITISH TROOPS. 


Another Fort Taken Near Gilgit and 
Many Prisoners Captured. 

CALCUTTA. Dec. 29.—A dispatch from 
Gilgit, on the Cashmere frontier, states 
that the British forces have made a for- 
ward movement against the Bunza and 
Nagar tribesmen, and that they have cap- 
tured another fort located a short distance 
from the fort of Nilt. This was probably 
some little time ago, as news from Gilgit 
takes some days to reach India owing to 
the meagre telegraphic facilities.

Officers of That Corporation Parties te 
Suits Involving Over $100,000. 


Boston, Dec. 29.—Receiver Wyman of 
the Royal Ark, together with his counsel, 
Homer Albers, are in hot pursuit: of the 
officers of that corporation, and if they 
are successful in the latest move which 
they have made, the despondent certifi- 
eate holders wil realize something more 
than the price of old paper for their cer- 
tificates. 

Ten suits have just been brought against 
fhe officers, in which an aggregate of over 
£100,000 is claimed by the receiver. The 
first suit is against J. W. Hamilton, and 
the damages claimed in his case are 
$30,000. Henry H. Bailey and Cassius 
Clay Powers are each sued for $15,000. El- 
bridge N. Hill and John E. Avery are each 
asked for $10,000. William D. Holmes and 
Alfred E. Hill $5000 each; Robert D. Peirce 
for $3,000, and E. F. Johnson of Reading,

The writs are all returnable the first 
Monday in February, and the suits are 
actions of contract for money had and re- 
ceived. Lawyer Albers says that he has 
evidence that the officers,when money was 
plenty, voted each other large sums of 
money for which apparently no services 
were rendered, and also that valuable 
presents were made to the officers, for 
which payment was made out of the fands 
of the order. 


JEFF DAVIS’ BOND. 


Interesting Relic of the Rebellion Miss- 
ing from Richmond’s Court Records. 


RICHMOND, Dec. 29.—It has become 
known that the bond given to the United 
States government by Jefferson Davis to 
answer to the circuit court in this city for 
treason is missing from the court records. 
This paper bears the signatures of Horace 
Greely, John Minor Botts, Gerritt Smith 
and others. The present clerk of the 
circuit court, M. F. Pleasants, who was 
chief clerk of the department of justice at 
Washington at the time of his appoint- 
ment to his present position in 1870,found 
that the document was missing shortly 
after his advent as clerk, and ever since he 
has made diligent efforts to find it, but 
without success. He has many offers for 
the original or a fac simile of the paper, 
one of them being from a prominent mag- 
istrate. He told a United Press reporter 
yesterday that he had a suspicion of the 
thief, but declined to say anything about 
the person, except that he was dead. 

Thousands Afflicted with the Grip. 

HAMILTON, O., Dec. 28.—Fully three- 
fourths of this city’s population of 20,000 
are afflicted with the grip. The place is 
mainly supported by its factories, and so 
prevalent is the disease that more than 
balf the places are closed down. The 
death rate is the highest ever known.

Some low grade Brazil coffee was recent- 
ly sold at 11 cents a pound, and, when 
that comes to be doctored by the grind-

Dr. Graves’ Admission’ Con-= 


cerning a Letter. 


HE SHOWS A POOR MEMORY 


Concerning Matters Which Were of 


Much Importance to Him—Defense 


Introduces a Witness Who Unexpect- 
edly Goes Against the Doctor. 


DENVER, Dec. 29.—In the Barnaby trial 
yesterday Dr. Graves was recalled to the 
stand and his cross-examination resumed 
by Mr. Stevens. The doctor thought he 
wasin Denver, after his brother’s death, 
two or three days. He did not meet Judge 
Furman at that time. Mrs. Barnaby was 
a kindly woman, but she was not easily in- 
fluenced. 

“Was she attached to those who did her 
favors?” asked Mr. Stevens. 

“T don’t know.” 

“When you wrote the guardian letter 
did you tell your wife about it?” 

“T don’t think so,” 

“Did you tell Mrs. Graves that people 
came from the Adirondacks and told you 
about Mrs. Barnaby?”

About a Letter. 
Dr. Graves denied having told Mrs. 
Hickey that if Mrs. Barnaby took her 


money out of his hands he would have her 
sent toanasylum. ‘The letter which the 
doctor had sent Mrs. Barnaby at San 
Francisco, but which was returned to him 
through the dead letter office, was again 
the subject of inquiry by the prosecution. 
The envelope of this letter was stamped 
with 3 cents. The contents as exhibited 
in court did not weigh enough to require 
more than the ordinary 2-cent stamp. The 
prosecution insinuated that the doctor had 
replaced the original letter contained in 
the envelope with a letter which would aid 
him in his defense. The doctor, however, 
gave his word of honor that such was not 
the case. 

When asked whether, on his return to 
Providence from Denver with Mrs. Barna- 
by’s remains, he had drawn acheck on her 
funds for $1000, the doctor could not re- 
member. Several other things Dr. Graves 
could not recall at all or did not know 
anything about, although they concerned 
his dealings in the matter as agent for 
Mrs. Barnaby. The prosecution here ended 
their cross-examination of Dr. Graves. 

A Set-Back for the Defense. 

The defense then caused a slight sur 
prise by introducing Daniel Smith asa 
witness. Smith was the hostler who 
cared for Mr. Worrell’s buggy the night it 
contained the bottle of whisky for Mrs. 
Barnaby. Smith had previously appeared 
as a witness for the prosecution, and then 
swore that he had not tampered with the 
package containing the bottle while in 
the livery stable. He was put upon the 
stand and, contrary to the expectations of 
the defense, reiterated his statements 
that he had not opened the package. The 
defense then introduced threé witnesses to 
impeach Smith’s testimony, but they did 
not succeed to any great extent. 

E. R. Bertram was the first of these wit- 
nesses. He swore that Smith told him 
that he had takena drink from the bottle 
of whisky while he was in the stable, and 
that it was good whisky. Bertram, on 
cross-examination, admitted that he had 
been under arrest three times on different 
charges. 

The other two witnesses testified that 
Smith had told them that the bottle could 
have been tampered with while in the 
stable. The above witnesses would not have 
been admitted had not one of the at- 
torneys for the defense given his word 
that the defense had learned of his testi- 
mony only Saturday night. Thisattorney 
afterward admitted to Judge Risiwz that 
it might have been a few days earlier that 
he had heard of it. 

Mrs. John Conrad was called in rebuttal 
and swore that Dr. Graves had told her 
that he thought that Edward Bennett, the 
guide, had sent the bottle of whisky.

OUR COUNCILMEN. 


Their Legislative Career in 1891 a8 Ob- 
served by a Constant Attendant. 
The brief outline of the legislative ca- 
reer of the Councilmen of 1891, began in 
the issue of Dec. 11, is continued below: 


Councilman Bryant. 

Councilman Bryant is a born political 
fighter, and had his first experience before 
coming to Quincy. He probably cares less 
for the opinion of his colleagues than any 
member of the Council. We do him no 
injustice when we state that he is undoubt- 
edly making a record, for we wish that 
there were more playipg the same game. 
We believe that members who are promi- 
nently conspicuous by their desire for 
political preferment look farther ahead 
than the immediate approval or disapproval 
of the voters. They cannot afford to have 
the ultimate effect destroyed, and are thus 
more guarded in their actions, and yet they 
appear to be always ready with flattery or 
the club to gain a point in legislation. 

Mr. Bryant speaks on nearly every sub- 
ject debated by the Council, and although 
he is easily heard and understood at the 
reporter’s table, yet with the slightest dis- 
turbance or at the other parts of the hall 
the listener must pay strict attention to 
catch all he says. It goes without saying, 
that Mr. Bryant is not in the Council to be 
content with its modest honors, but with 
an eye far beyond anything which Ward 
Five has to offer. Living as he does some 
distance from the centre, he can hardly be 
expected to be on the alert for its interests, 
and is probably less known by Wollaston- 
ians than any member who has ever repre- 
sented Ward Five. He takes great interest 
in all legislation coming before the Council, 
and although his remarks are not written, 
yet no member makes more elaborate prep- 
aration. His flattering reelection is a 
tribute to his bravery.

Wash the goods 
through this, thoroughly rubbing all 
soiled spots with the hands. Don’t usethe 
board, as you are liable to rub too hard 
and draw the threads. Use no soap unless 
the garment be very much soiled, and then 
only onthe spots. Rinse twice and wring 
very dry. 

It is now ready forironing. Lay on the 
board right side down, with the hems at 
your right. Smooth with the hand, but do 
not stretch. Take a moderately warm flat- 
iron and run lightly over it across the 
grain, not lengthwise. Then use a hot flat 
and iron till perfectly dry, gradually using 
more strength as it dries. If the garment 
be a dress skirt, of course you iron only a 
portion of it at a time, and great care must 
be taken to iron it dry at the seams. If the 
goods is plaid, be careful to have the 
plaids lie perfectly true before ironing. If 
you prefer to have more stiffness than iron- 
ing it wet will give, you may add a pint of 
whey to the last rinse water. 

Thin white goods may be ironed in the 
fame manner with good results. They 
should be washed by the usual method, but 
not starched. A stiffly starched garment 
is uncomfortable, warm and ungraceful. 
The ironing wet will give to the fabric a 
peculiar stiffness that does not “‘break,’’ 
and retains its beauty forsome time. [Em- 
broideries may be treated the same way, 
remembering it is very essential to use a 
light flat only moderately hot at first and 
plenty of strength and heat as the goods 
dries.—Cor. New England Homestead.

Food for Between Meals. 

“Oh, dear, ’'ve just washed my hands 
and sat down to mysewing, and now you 
want some bread and butter!” exclaims a 
hurried mother to her hungry little one, 
as she reluctantly and impatiently lays 
aside her work, goes down into the cellar 
for the butter, cuts bread and spreads it, 
clears up the crumbs and washes her 
hands, consuming some five minutes of 
valuable time and considerably fraying 
the edges of her temper. And, as every 
mother knows, it is very 2nnoying and 
sadly interferes with accomplishing any- 
thing. 

Here is the way 1 manage this matter: 
When clearing the breakfast table I spread 
what bread I judge necessary for the “‘be- 
tween meal” and cover it up with a basin, 
leaving it where the child can getit. Ifa 
cup of milk is to be allowed, I also set this 
in a cool place, covered from flies, and 
where the child can help itself. My be 
tween meals are always bread and butter 
and milk—nothing richer or more complex 
of digestion, though the giving of dainty 
biis of pie, cookies, cakes, meat, sauce, etc., 
might sometimes be easier to me and ap- 
parently in the interest of economy, but 
these bits are eaten at regular meal times 
or not at all. 

If children require a “between meal,” or 
think they do, health demands that it be 
imple. I teach my children to ask 
for their lunch, but let them get it after 

y are able to walk. Then I keep a wash- 

tl where they can get it to use, and this 
saves me much trouble and many grease 
spots. At noon, before removing the food, 
I make: preparations for the afternoon “be- 
tween meal.” Icannot tell what trouble 
this method saves me and my children 
also, and 1 wish every mother with grow- 
ing, always hungry, little ones would try 
it. It will save many interruptions and 
great loss of patience.—Babyhood. 


Keep Faith with the Little Ones. 

Heredity may be made altogether too 
much of a scapegoat. <A child develops, 
for instance, # most unaccountable habit 
of lying or deceit. The parents are dis- 
tressed and charge the blame to some re- 
mote ancestor. At the same time they 
are unconsciously teaching prevarication 
by breaking promises made to the child. 
“Be a good boy,’’ says the mother, “and 
you shall go to drive with papa this after- 
noon.” The child struggles bravely to 
fulfill the condition. To him the hours of 
waiting seem like days. At length the 
eagerly anticipated time arrives, and the 


parents drive gayly off, comforting the 
sobbing boy with a promise to bring him 
some candy. Possibly this .pledge also 


they fail to fulfill. 

President Lincoln was exceedingly strict 
in keeping faith with his children and re- 
quired the same fidelity in others. At one 
time a visitor at the White House per- 
suaded little Tod to sit on his knee by 
promising as a reward thecharm on his 
watch chain. Shortly after, as the man 
was about dismissing the child, with no 
further thought of the lightly spoken 
promise, the president said sternly, ‘Give 
him the charm, sir!’ In confusion the 
man obeyed the bidding. 

Lord Holland, the father of Charles 
James Fox, once told his boy that he 
should witness the pulling down of astone 
wall on the estate. Forgetting the prom- 
ise, he had the masonry restored after it 
was demolished that he might not fail in 
keeping his word to his son. Such scrupu- 
lous regard for the truth on the part of 
parents will go far toward counteracting 
an inherited tendency to falsehood on the 
part of children.—Exchange. 


The Education of Women. 

Principal Garnett, of the Durham Col- 
lege of Science, in his Newcastle lecture on 
technical education for girls, says perhaps 
the chief fault in the education of women, 
as at present conducted, is the failure to 
inculcate habits of precision in thought, 
word and act. Novels written by women, 
he says, frequently exhibit inconsistencies 
amounting to absolute contradiction. He 
complains that the authoress of a cookery 
book will speak of a pinch of salt, a piece 
of butter as big as a walnut, and so on, as 
if all walnuts had a capacity of exactly 
(say) a cubic inch, or the oldest admiral of 
last century could not take more than two 
grains of snuff at a pinch. 

He quotes this passage: “Blanch and 
drain some curl leafed young parsley and 
a little Taragon. Put to this a pint_of 
veloute and a half pint of clear consomme. 
Stir in a bit of butter; work it well to 
make it smooth.” The pint and half pint, 
he observes, are definite enough; but re- 
marks that, when added to “some,” “a 
little,” and “a bit,” the proportions of the 
several ingredients are rather vague. He 
adds, “Our system of weights and meas- 
ures may be far from perfect, but while it 
exists there is nothing to be gained by ig- 
noring it and returning to savagedom.’”’— 
Toronto Empire. 


Grind Your Coffee. 

it is not easy to roast coffee, for it re- 
quires much close watching, patience and 
experience to bring it just to the proper 
shade, not burned, nor yet too light, neither 
too little nor too much, but just right. It 
can be bought, freshly and perfectly roast- 
ed in the larger grocery houses of good re- 
pute. It is best to buy not more than two 
pounds of this at a time, and it should be 
kept closely covered until the last grain is 
used. I have always found that one-third 
Mocha and two-thirds java make a good 
combination. This costs about thirty-two 
cents per pound at the larger down town 
houses. 

Acoffee grinder—a good one—is worth 
fifty cents. The comfortof the good coffee 
it gives you is worth far more. I use a 
coffee cup full, ground, for a family of five. 
This makes a pound last about a week. 
Put ‘n an eggshell, and fill the pot about a 
third full of cold water. When it boils 


nard, add botling hot water to the quan- 
tity you wish to make. When that boils 
up once put inadash of cold water, and 
cover the coffee pot witha folded towel 
and set on the back part of the stove until 
you wish to use it. If you pour into a sil- 
ver urn, be sure to scald the urn first, that 
the coffee may not be chilled.—Harper’s 
Bazar.

The 
court decided that the state board of can- 
vassers should issue a certificate of elec- 
tion to Nichols, the Democratic candidate 
in the Twenty-fifth district, and to Derby, 
the Republican candidate in the Sixteenth 
district. As to the Fifteenth district, the 
court held that the ‘“‘Mylod” certificate, 
showing that Osborne was elected, was 
sufficient, but left the question open for 
the exercise of judgment of the state 
board of canvassers as to whether the cer- 
tificate of election should be given to 
Deane (Rep.), deceased, or Osborne (Dem.) 

The court held that Sherwood, the Re- 
publican candidate in the Twenty-seventh 
district and received a majority of the 
votes, was ineligible, under the state con- 
stitution, because he held a city office in 
Hornellsville, and was therefore not en- 
titled to receive a certificate of election. 

The senate organization will therefore 
be effected by the Democrats ona majority 
of 16 to 15. As the house stands with a 
majority of Zin favor of the Democrats, 
or 67 to 65, both branches will be in 
sympathy with the governor. 

Note--The contest in the Fifteenth district 
grew out of the fact that the county can- 
vassers threw out thirty-five ballots marked 
with a printer's quad cast for Deane and some 
other irregular ballots, and declared Osborne 
elected by a majority of fourteen. 


THE WATERFORD VICTORY. 


Parnellites Rejoice at Redmond’s Elec- 
tion and Davitt’s Defeat. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 30.—A meeting of the Na- 
tional league was held here with John E. 
Redmond in the chair. The members pres- 
ent congratulated themselves and Mr. 
Redmond upon his election to represent 
Waterford city in parliament. Mr. Red- 
mond declared that the victory in Water- 
ford was the beginning of a revival of the 
trust formerly placed in the Parnellites. 
The prospects of that section of the Irish 
parliamentary party, he said, were now 
especially bright. 

William A. MacDonald, member of the 
house of commons, denied the statement 
that the Parnellite majority in Waterford 
was due to the Tory vote. He main- 
tained that the Parnellite victory was not 

ue in any degree to that vote. Mr. Davy- 
itt’s defeat, he said, arose from the resent- 
ment the voters entertained on account of 
his desertion of the old party principles. 

Mr. Kelly, a deputy from Manchester, 
asked whether Mr. Davitt would now 
stand upin New York and repeat the 
declaration recently made by him, that he 
was willing to accept whatever Liberals 
were inclined to give Ireland. Mr. Par- 
nell’s mantle, he said, could not have 
fallenupon worthier shoulders than those 
of Mr. Redmond. 


PRISONERS MUTINIED. 


Serious Outbreak in a, Prison Quelled 
Without Loss of Life. 

LONDON, Dec. 30.—It has just been dis- 
covered that there has been a serious mu- 
tiny at the new government prison at 
Wormwood Scrubs,near Nottingham,west 
of London. Although it occurred last week 
the officials have carefully kept all knowl- 
edge of the event from the public. It ap- 
pears that on Sunday, Dec. 20, while the 
convicts were attending chapel, at a given 
signal, the entire number burst out in a 
chorus of whistling, yelling and jeering, 
after which they rushed tothe doors. 

How the mutiny was quelled is not yet 
known, but it is certain there was no loss 
of life. The convicts, who comprise some 
of the hardest cases in England, are now 
being drafted to other prisons, while an 
entire change is being made among the 
guards, it being evident that the present 
Officials are both inexperienced and in- 
efficient. The home secretary is now en- 
gaged in making a thorough investigation 
of the affair. 


HE IMPLICATES HIS WIFE. 


A Statement Made by the Suspected Mur- 
derer of Mrs. Munson. 

NEW HAVEN, Dec. 30.—In the inquest in 
the death of Mrs. Munson, the woman 
mysteriously murdered in Shelton last 
week, Coroner Dolen has discovered that 
Hawley, the suspect, made a statement of 
some kind to Theodore Bassett of An- 
sonia. From Bassett the coroner was able 
to learn that Hawley had professed inno- 
cence, and in answer to Bassett’s question 


whether he knew the guilty one, Hawley 
answered in the affirmative. 
When pressed for direct information, 


Hawley burst into tears and said: “It is 
hard for a man to go back on his wife.” 
Whether Hawley said more has not been 
learned, and whether he is trying; to im- 
plicate his wife to shield himself remains 
to be seen. The coroner is still investi- 
gating.

Gibbons Defeats Bowen at New Orleans. 
Fights in ’Frisco and Iowa. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 30.—Andy Bowen 
and Austin Gibbons fought last«night at 
the Metropolitan club for $2500. The men 
wore ounce gloves. Gibbons won in the 
forty-eighth round.

THE JURY CHARGED. 


In Their Hands Rests the Fate of 
Dr. Graves. 


THE COURT'S INSTRUCTIONS 


Warns Them That it is & Case of Life or 
Death—Attorney Pence Makes the Clos- 


ing Argument for the Prosecution. 


DENVER, Dec. 30.—In the Graves trial 
yesterday Judge Rising charged the jury 
as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Jury—The indictment 
upon which the defendant is being tried 
contains three counts. In the first count 
the defendant is charged with having on 
the 19th day of April, 1891, feloniously, 
wilfully, with malice aforethought, killed 
and murdered one Josephine A. Barnaby, 
in the county of Arapahoe, in the state of 
Colorado, by having on the 13th day of April, 
1891, feloniously, wilfully, deliberately, 
etc., administered to and caused to be 
taken and swallowed by the said Josephine 
A. Barnaby, a deadly poison called arsenic, 
from the taking of which poison the said 
Josephine A. Barnaby became sick and 
from which she died on the 19th day of 
April, 1891. 

The third count of the indictment differs 
from the second count in substance, only 
in that it charges the defendant with hay- 
ing caused said deadly poison to be admin- 
istered to, and taken and swallowed by 
said Josephine A. Barnaby, instead of 
charging the defendant with having ad- 
ministered said deadly poison to said Jo- 
sephine A. Barnaby and caused the same 
to be taken and swallowed by her. The 
court instructs you that the law presumes 
the defendant innocent. This presumption 
continues until overthrown by evidence 
sufficient to exclude all reasonable doubt 
of his guilt. 

The court instructs you that in arriving 
at your verdict in this case you must 
wholly disregard anything which you may 
have heard before you were accepted as 
jurors, and you must not allow any feel- 
ings of fearor favor or any expressions 
either in favor or against the defendant to 
influence you in any degree, and your 
verdict must be based solely on the evi- 
dence in the case. 

The Prosecution’s Closing Argument. 

Lawyer Pence then began his closing 
argument for the prosecution. “We are 
reaching now,” said he, “the final step in 
this tragedy. Itis not a pleasant duty, 
that which you are called upon to per- 
form, neither is our duty a pleasant one. 
You have no right to take a man’s life 
unless the law allows you, and I have no 
right to ask you to take this man’s life 
unless the law justifies me. There is no 
private prosecution here. You are de- 
termining the important question of life 
and death. The law asks you to take 
what the law cannot give again. The law 
requires you to be satisfied without a 
reasonable doubt before you find him 
guilty. 

“If Dr. Graves did not prepare the fatal 
draught that sent his benefactor to death, 
and you donot believe he did from the 
evidence, then let him go. Itis not be- 
cause counsel can create facts or because 
the attorneys have any right to insist 
upon any unfair conclusions. It is be- 
cause a solemn duty rests on us as well as 
you; it is because the law requires us to 
seek the truth, and it is because of this 
that counsel may be able to refresh your 
recollection so as to guide you toward 
the truth. 

A Challenge. 

“There were opening statements made. 
Mr. Stevens told what the people expected 
to prove, and Judge Furman said the 
prosecution would drop of its own weight. 
I challenge him to prove this now. Is there 
any doubt that Josephine Barnaby, in the 
midst of her friends,in spite of physicians, 
in spite of everything that human hand 
could do, died the victim of a poison? I 
think now that I have no fear in saying,as 
all the testimony showed, that Mrs. Bar- 
naby did so die. 

“Was it at the hand of Dr. Graves, who 
had no allies to assist him, but unaided or 
aided, was he the man? That isthe the- 
ory you are tosolve. There is no excuse 
for any jurorin the world to hesitate a 
moment in bringingin the verdict that he 
poisoned this woman. His relations with 
her began a year before her husband’s 
death. She was his patient. It must be 
evident to you, as it is to me and her chil- 
dren, that the husband who had spent a 
long life with Mrs. Barnaby better under- 
stood her needs, the proper limitations to 
be placed on her after his death, than did 
the tramp interloper who came in after his 
death. 

Mr. Pence spoke for five hours. 

Last evening Colonel Ballou opened the 
argument for the defense and spoke until 
alate hour, when court adjourned tntil 
today. 

Mast Answer to Perjury. 

One of the first things the district at- 
torney will do, as soon as Dr. Graves’ trial 
is out of the way, will be to cause the ar- 
rest of Jim White, Ed Mack and James A. 
Alexander, the three stablemen who testi- 
fied for the defense Monday afternoon. He 
will file information against them before 
the grand jury for perjury, and will sum- 
mon Mr. Macon of counsel for the defense, 
the court stenographer and some of the 
jury to substantiate his complaints. 


Rallroad Wreck and Fire. 

READING, Pa., Dec. 30.—A bad wreck 
occurred on the Reading railroad near 
here. <A fast freight ran into the rear end 
of a coal train and a moment lateranother 
train came aleng and crashed into the 
wreck. One of the locomotives was thrown 
into a field, while the other was badly 
damaged. After the collision a part of the 
wreck took fire. No one was injured.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—At the tenth an- 
nual meeting of the Ameriean Feresty as- 
sociation, the report of the corresponding 
secretary showed a gratifying progress in 
the work of the association. The several 
efforts of the year have been tosecure the 
reservations of portions of the public 
lands of the western states and territories 
under the provisions of the act of congress 
ef March last. Favorable consideration 
of the claims of the association on the sub- 
ject have been given by the President of 
the United States, Secretary Noble and 
the commissioners of the land - office. 
Several reservations have already been 
made, and surveyors from the land office 
are now examining other tracts which 
have been recommended as forest re- 
serves. 

The committee on Arbor day reported 
that tree planting is now observed on that 
day in thirty-eight states and territories.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Rev. Dr. R. R. New- 
ton of All Souls Protestant Episcopal 
church is dangerously ill. Dr. Newton 
was very busy the week before Christmas, 
and his friends think that he was over- 
worked. He worked hard on Thursday, 
and when he returned to the rectory he 
fainted. It was supposed that he was suf- 
fering from an attack of the grip. He was 
confined to his bed, and was unable to con- 
duct his Christmas dinner. 

On Monday he became delirious. He 
would not permit the physicians who were 
attending him to feel his pulse, and he 
suffered from hallucinations.

Boston, Dec. 30.—Chief Wadlin of the 
state census bureau is hard at work, with 
a large corps of assistants, carrymg out 
the resolve passed by the legislature of 
1891, directing him to prepare a catalogue 
of the number, names, conditions, etc., of 
the large population of Boston who live in 
tenement houses in the poorer sections of 
the city, where the close and crowded tene- 
ments of two and three rooms are located. 
Mr. Wadling has found a large portion of 
the occupants to be recently arrived im- 
migrants, whose former cramped sur- 
roundings in the old country have not as 
yet had time to expand so that they take 
in the possibilities of a comfortable life in 
this country. 

“The problem of immigration is a most 
serious problem, or, more properly, it is a 
serious element of the larger social prob- 
lem of which it forms a part,”’ said Mr. 
Wadlin toa reporter yesterday. “It seems 
to be generally agreed, however, that the 
assisted immigrants, the pauper and the 
convict 

Must No Longer Be Permitted 
to come here. That in recent years many 
such have been sent to us, is well under- 
stood. The growthof an urban popula- 
tion is, of course, one of the marked 
features of modern life. Today in our 
commonwealth more than 62 per cent. of 
population, nearly 72 per cent. of our tax- 
able property and about 67 per cent. of the 
industrial capital are found within city 
limits. It is within the cities that the 
effect of immigration is most marked. 


Interesting Figures. 


“Now we will trace the foreign influence 
back to the second generation. We find 
that in the city of Boston less than one- 
third of the people have whoily native 
parentage, but even this proportion is ex- 
cessive when we compare the leading in- 
dustrial cities. In Fall River, for instance, 
only 18 persons in 100 have both parents 
native; in Lawrence, but 29; in Lowell, 
but 30; while in Holyoke but 16 in 100 are 
of purely native parentage. This propor- 
tion is exceeded in some of the cities. 
For instance, the number of such persons 
in 100 im some of our cities is as 
follows: New Bedford, 46; Haverhill, 57; 
Lynn, 55; Newburyport, 57; Springfield, 45; 
Newton, 48; Somerville, 43; Brockton, 55; 
Chelsea, 48; Fitchburg, 46. In others be- 
sides those previously cited, however, a 
smatier proportion is found. For instance, 
Pittsfield, 40; Taunton, 40; Gloucester, 40; 
Northampton, 40; Cambridge, 33; Quincy, 
88; Worcester, 37; Woburn, 35. In Wal- 
tham the proportion is 44 in 100, the same 
as it is in the state at large.

California Laws. 


A law was passed during the last session 
of the California legislature making it the

The Administration Evidently Not Wor- 
ried by Warlike Rumors — Secretary 
Rusk Tells How to Send Grain to 
Russia—McKinley’s Letter to Blaine. 


WASHINTON, Dec. 30.—There have been 
rumors current within the past few days tc 
the effect that the members of the house 
who supported Roger Q. Mills in the 
speakership contest intended to prepare a 
tariff bill on the lines of the Mills bill. 
There appears to be very little foundation 
for the report, although the Mills con- 
tingent is not satisfied with the proposed 
tariff reform plans that Speaker Crisp and 
his friends are said to be formulating. It 
is feared that the Mills men may antago- 
nize the scheme of passing single bills re- 
ducing duties on principal raw materials, 
which have been suggested by some of the 
New England members. There is a very 
strong sentiment among the members 
from the south and west in favor of the 
absolute repeal of the McKinley bill and 
to make their stand on that idea. 

Before any definite plans are adopted, it 
is proposed to hold a caucus and endeavor 
to reach some harmonious action as to the 
policy of tariff reform and other legisla- 
tion, especially the silver question. This 
caucus will be held immediately after the 
reassembling of congress. Ever since the 
settlement of the speakership contest 
there has been manifested a bitter feeling 
on the part of Mr. Mills’ adherents, and 
they have shown very little disposition to 
submit to the inevitable. There are some 
who do not believe the two factions will 
be able to reconcile their differences.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.— The cabinet 
meeting lasted two hours yesterday and 
was evidently satisfactory in its conclu- 
sions to Secretary Blaine, who walked 
from the White House to his residence in 
company with Secretary Rusk. He was 
apparently far from considering war an 
immediate or threatening possibility. 

“Anything for the public?” was asked 
by the United Press reporter. 

“Nothing,” the secretary responded, 
“and when I say nothing, I mean that we 
give nothing to the press for the reason 
that we have no news of importance to 
impart. The most important news is that 
of which the people are are already in- 
formed, that Mr. Egan did not attend the 
inauguration of President Montt Satur- 
day.” 

‘“‘Was he instructed with reference to 
his course in that matter?” was asked. 

“He was not,’’ emphatically replied the 
secretary, thus officially confirming the 
statements in these dispatches, that the 
minister acted entirely upon his own 
judgment. The secretary did not return 
to the department during the afternoon, 
and there were no callers of importance. 

Inquiry of the several naval bureaus 
was rather discouraging to those who 
sought war information.

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WOMEN AND POULTRY. 


RAISING CHICKENS DOES NOT MEAN 
RICHES EASILY WON. 


Some Terse Advice Regarding the Con- 
duct of a Poultry Farm—The Success 
of Two Young Women from the City. 
They Have to Work Hard at Times. 


One of the largest poultry farms in the 
vicinity of New York city is managed by 
{wo young women, who, only three years 
kgo, were pupils in Dr. West’s seminary 
for young women, on the Heights in Brook- 
lyn. ‘The farm is situated near Baldwin’s, 
Long Island. 

“Our business venture,’ said one of these 
young women, “was brought about in a 
purely accidental manner. An acquaint- 
ance of ours has been reading in some 
newspapers about poultry raising as a busi- 
ness for women, and laughingly told us 
that we ought to go into the business and 
make some money. 

“The remark was only made in a jesting 
spirit, but we began to talk the matter 
over between ourselves, and finally decided 
to make a venture. A relative of my 
friend’s bought a farm for us on Long 
Island about twenty miles from the city, 
within easy reach of the market for our 
produce. 

“We have been established about two 
years and a half. Our farm consists of six- 
teen acres. Our chicken house is 216 feet 
long, and we have asmaller building for 
brooding purposes. Westarted with about 
fifty hens; now we have hundreds, and we 
have raised thousands of ducks. 

“We had both been born and reared in 
town, and never had seen the country, ex- 
cept on the short vacations city people 
take during the summer. We knew noth- 
ing about the poultry business when we 
started. 3 

“‘We did not even have book knowledge 
on the subject. We made up our minds to 
succeed, and we have succeeded. At the 
same time, though there is a good living in 
the business. 

NO WOMAN WILL FIND A FORTUNE. 

“We never advise women to follow our 
example, because where one might succeed 
a dozen might fail. We constantly re- 
ceive letters from. women asking our ad- 
vice on this subject. 

“School teachers want to abandon their 
nerve wearing vocation, widows and spin- 
sters with a little capital think they see in 
the chicken business an easy road to for- 
tune. 

“It is only fair, for the benefit of this 
class of inquirers and hundreds of other 
women whose thoughts are turned to this 
branch of women’s work, to give them 
some idea of what the labor connected 
with the business really is. 

“First of all, no woman should dream of 
entering this business unless she is pos- 
sessed of astrong constitution. Thisisa 
species of work which requires the most 
robust health. 

“It is preposterous to think that semi-in- 
valids could ever be successful in poultry 
business; I mean, of course, if they are 
carrying on the business for the purpose of 
making money. Then, again, you must 
have enough capital to make a fair start or 
you will fail. 

REAL HARD WORK FOR WOMEN, 

A young woman wrote to us from Con- 
necticut the other day, saying that she 
had #00, and thought of goinginto the 
business; we advised her not to do it. 
She could not carry on the business alone; 
it takes two to attend to the work, and 
sometimes, literally, we have to work day 
and night. 

“For instance, we only pick and prepare 
our chickens to order. Friday is our busi- 
est day, for customers—restaurant, board- 
ing house and hotel keepers—are prepar- 
ing for Saturday and Sunday. 

“On Friday night, when we have fin- 
ished a big day’s work, we may receive by 
telegraph three or four orders to be filled 
atonce. That means that the chickens 
are to be sent by the carly morning ex- 
press. The consequence is that we are 
obliged to sit up all night to pick the 
chickens, fer all our fowls are sent dry 
hand picked. 

“Some one asks: ‘Why don’t you em- 
ploy help?’ 

“Because the help, nine times outeof ten, 
would not do the work properly; it is very 
difficult to get that kind of assistance 
when you are most in need of it, and it 
would eat up too much of the profits to 
keep pickers on hand all the time, be- 
cause they would not be constantly em- 
ployed. 

WHY AMATEURS FAIL. 

“Amateurs think it is easy to find cus- 
tomers for their fine poultry, and any 
ether kind it certainly would not pay a 
woman to raise. If you send to middle 
men— jobbers—they take all the profits. 

“In the large hotels the chef purchases 
all such food from the produce dealers. 
Those who raise spring broilers or Pekin 
ducks are obliged to charge a good price 
for them to cover expenses and yield a fair 
profit on the labor. We found at the out- 
set the butchers could not afford to pay 
our prices, and we soon learned that ail 
the very rich were the hardest of all to se- 
cure as patrons, 

“The truth is, after you have got the 
poultry to sell, it requires a great deal of 
hard work and enterprise. No woman 
must think that simply because she can 
raise fine poultry she will find at oncea 
profitable market forthesame. Of course, 
she will find a demand for good fowl, but 
she must receive fair prices or she cannot 
conduct the business profitably. 

“Amateur poultry raisers generally fail 
because they go into the business too ex- 
tensively, and in their employment of help 
al the profits are eaten up.’’—Boston Her- 
ald. 


Potash for Cleaning. 

Tbe laundry, which has a floor of un- 
painted boards, gets athorough scrubbing 
once a week with water into which suf 
ficient potash is dissolved to make it quite 
sharp. All unpainted doorsteps, board 
walks and the like get the same sort of 
bath every few days. I never yet have 
come across an animal or vegetable germ 
that seemed to flourish after an application 
of fairly strong potash water. 

L think tl@ the value of this article as 
an auxiliary to healthful conditions has 
never been properly estimated. It will kill 
weeds in the walks, destroy ants’ nests and 
eat up and dissolve most substances that 
attract flies. I donotapprove of dampness 
caused by too free use of potash water. It 
is too irritating to weak throats and lungs, 
but thoroughly used and dried away it is 
one of the most important items in the 
housekeeper’s provisions for the health of 
her family. 

It may be well to say that almost all 
metal receptacles are injured by contact 
with strong potash water. Tin and zinc 
especially suffer. Galvanized iron is but 
slightly affected, and cast iron, if cleaned 
and dried, suffers no harm. Porcelain or 
earthenware must not be used for strong 
solutions of this substauce.—Interview in 
New York Ledger.

THE GRIPPE. 


The Somerville Journal says: It is 
amusing to bystanders to see how 
suddenly people who have never had the 
grippe and who sneer at it as a disease of 
the imagination, and deny that it is really 
an epidemic, change their tone when they 
begin to feel the pesky pains in the back 
and the back of the neck themselves. 
When the newspapers say that any disease 
is epidemic there area good many people 
who are sure to imagine that they are 
afflicted with it, whether they really are 
ornot. Any one who has ever had a real 
attack of the grippe, however, knows that 
there is no mistaking its reality, and few 
grippe patients will ever believe in the efti- 
cacy of the mind-cure applied to the dis- 
ease. Without any reference to the 
imagination, the grippe is epidemic now, 
and here in this city there are a good 
many hundred people who do not need to 
be told anything about it—although they 
would undoubtedly like to be told how 
to recover from its effects. 

The disease is well-named, too. When 
once it gets its grip upon a patient, he 
realizes that he is in the clutches of a 
malicious monster, and it does not let him 
go until it gets good and ready in spite 
of all the patient’s wiil power or the 
doctor's skill may do. People who pride 
themselves on their habit of shaking off 
other diseases find that they can’t shake 
off the grippe. Ifthey try it, the grippe 
demon is apt to take his revenge by 
clutching them anew with a firmer hold 
than before, and the last state of the 
recalcitrant patient is a  hundred-fold 
worse thanjthe first. 

One of the most exasperating pecaliari- 
ties of the disease is its after-effect upon 
its victim. The Irishman, quoted in one 
of the funny papers, expressed it well 
when he said that after he had the grippe 
it took him three weeks to feel better after 
he was entirely well. ‘The disease is a 
persistent one, and the patient who ex_ 
pects to recover when he gets well will 
be disappointed, as the Irishman was, For 
a long time after he ought to be cured he 
issure to feel shaky and uncertain, and 
he is lucky if he escapes without a perma- 
nent reminder of the plague which some 
of these who escaped it still say is ‘‘a dis- 
ease of the imagination.” 


HINGHAM HARBOR. 


A petition to Congress is receiving many 
signatures in Hingham for an appropriation 
for an improvement of the harbor. It 
represents that there is need of a channel

Sprinkling the Streets. 

The city of Boston has undertaken to 
sprinkle the streets the coming year, so far 
as they may need watering to lay the dust. 
This duty is assumed under authority of 
the law passed by the last Legislature, 
which was hailed at the time as in some 
way an indorsement of the Nationalists’ 
views concerning a paternal government 
that should do pretty much everything for 
its citizens. But it is really little, if any, 
advance beyond the line of the duties 
already performed by the municipal 
government. The city lays out streets, 
paves them and sweeps them, all at the 
public cost, paying for these services out 
of the general tax levy.—Boston Com- 
monwealth,

Though hot punches, sangaree 
and wines of every sort were drunk in 
great quantities and at all times, Lady 
Washington seems to have been as unwill- 
ing to serve them as was one of her recent 
successors. 

Imagination can scarcely paint a more 
charming scene than her parlors must now 
have shown. On whichever side one 
looked beaut; and wisdom, birth and 
wealth, bravery and distinction marked 
the brilliant assemblage. There was a 
stately dignity and breeding, an indescrib- 
able atmosphere of elegance, that were 
surely part of “the grace of a day that is 
dead,” for we never see them now. Al- 
though music enlivened the reception the 
guests were not without occupation. Con- 
versation had uot then become a lost art, 
and on such occasions as this it reached its 
highest perfection. As 9 o’clock struck, 
Lady Washington rose, and, stepping for- 
ward with a complacent smile, said, ‘'The 
general usually retires at 9 o’clock and I 
always precede him,” and with the deep 
and graceful courtesy that, with other 
beautiful things, has fallen into the limbo 
of desuetude, she withdrew, and the first 
presidential New Year’s reception was a 
thing of the past.—Home Journal. 

New Zealand Holidays. 

The colonists of New Zealand, according 
to Mr. Edward Wakefield, are a holiday 
making people. There is almost an aver- 
age of one recognized holiday to a month, 
and it isa common practice for all work- 
ing people to take twoor more days at 
Christmas, New Year’s and Easter, so as 
to make an unbroken play time of three or 
four days, including a Sunday.

On awarm and tempting New Year’s 
day an enterprising burglar might walk 
through a New Zealand city and help 
himself undisturbed to the contents of 
most of the houses. Dwellings and streets 
are alike deserted, and the casual sojourner 
who does not understand the ways of the 
place seeks in vain for some one to speak 
to or something to do. By 6or7o’clock 
in the evening the streets are lively with 
returning crowds.—Youth’s Companion.

OUR COUNCILMEN. 


Their Legislative Career in 1891 as Ob- 
served by a Constant Attendant, 

The brief outline of the legislative ca- 
reer of the Councilmen of 1891, began in 
the issue of Dec. 11, is concluded today: 

Councilman Rinn. 

We are in doubt whether between fluent 
speech and absolute silence on orders de- 
cided by the Council there is really any 


choice. Suppose that every man in the 
Council spoke as often as Messrs. Bryant 


and Jones. Instead of meeting every 


other week it would be necessary to meet 


every evening, Sundays included. 

Councilman Rinn has never to our re- 
membrance addressed the Council, and yet 
the record of his voting is as clear as that 
of Mr. Jones or Mr. Bryant. 

We believe that all the talk that has 
been make in the Council has always 
failed to turn the tide. Councilmen sel- 


dom change their minds, and we doubt if 
the result would have been different in any 
single instance if the votes on all questions 
We enter 
into this matter at some length to show 
that a Councilman’s duty to his con- 


had been taken without debate. 


stituents does not lie in his ability or dis- 


position to speak. Faithful attendance at 
all meetings, a clear and impartial study of 


all legislation, beginning at the root, and 


an attempt to act as an unprejudiced juror 
on all legislative projects makes the Coun- 


cilman, and not a continual display of one’s 
oratorical disposition. 


We would vote for Mr. Rinn in prefer- 
ence to those who make it a point to ad- 
dress the meeting several times each even- 


ing and for this reason: Messrs. Fallon, 
Jones and Bryant, having vigorously ex- 


pressed their opinions, would not, at the 
risk of being thought inconsistent, vote 


differently; while the silent legislator is 


uncommittal and can continue his reflec- 


tions until the roll is called. 
In concluding these records we will not 
enter into a history of the legislation ac- 


present Council. Even if we did, it would 
not perhaps enlighten the readers of the 
LEDGER as tothe ability of this Council 
compared with °90 or even ’89. 

It was sincerely hoped and confidently ex- 
pected by those men who were the strongest 
advocates of a city form of government, 
that the citizens who were prominent in 
town affairs would be Councilmen. But, 
excepting Messrs, Federhen, Pinkham and 
Whitman, the voices heard in the Council 
chamber during ’89 were strangers in the 
old town meetings. 

The committee of fifteen seemed to dis- 
appear or lose their interest in city affairs, 
| and in the place of Messrs. Hodges, King, 
| Field, Cahill, Byron and others the Coun- 
|cils of °S9, °90 and °91 were made up of 
| novices in Quincy’s legislation. We doubt 

if our worthy Mayor would claim any great 
knowledge of Quincy’s town affairs previous 
to Jan. 1, 1889. 
It isnot the purpose of this closing to 
detail the mistakes of the Council of ’89, 
| for they can best be told by a few members 
lof that body, and the light of the future 
| will best show the merits and demerits of 
the Council of 91, but we venture the as- 
| Sertion that the orders passed during the 
| present year have been more carefully con- 
|sidered and better understood by this 
Council than the acts of any previous legis- 
lative body in Quincy.

This servant of God, who had many

| month by month, at last to pass away in 
| the presence of those who loved and cared 
| for him. 

Three years ago_in November he suffered 
an irreparable loss in the death of his wife. 
Since his illness he has not lacked for care 
or comfort having two sons, Frank and 
Edwin, and one daughter, Flora, who have 
devoted most filial love and tenderness to 
their beloved father. 

His funeral services were held Wednes- 
day at Dr. Frunk F, Davis’ residence 
on Elm street. Rev. R. T. Polk and Rev.

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A PLEA FOR GRAVES. 


A Talk to the Jury on Circumstantial 
Evidence, 


AN ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. 


Judge Macon says he Thinks the Worrell 
Family killed Mrs. Barnaby for the Pur- 
pose of Throwing her Property Into the 
Hands of the Conrads. 


DENVER, Dec. 31.—la the Graves trial 
yesterday Judge Macon made a closing 
argument for the defense. The judge 
looked pale and sick and spoke ina very 
weak'voice. “It has been my custom,” he 
said, “to help a man rather than to sink 
him deeper, knowing that it is better that 
ninety-nine men escape than that one man 
be punished illegally. A man must be 
tried by the rules of law. Courts are par- 
ticular that the juries should try the man 
by these rules. A ruleof law is that itis 
the duty of the prosecuting attorney to 
protect the defendant from an illegal con- 
vietion. When the representative of the 
people suppresses testimony which would 
aid the prisoner he violates his oath. If 
the mere fact that an indictment had been 
found is to deprive him of his rights, he is 
nolonger entitled to the protection of the 
law. The court says this indictment is no 
evidence of guilt and your belief that he 
is guilty must be so strong—in the lan- 
guage of Chief Justice Shaw of Massa- 
chusetts—so strong and so unyielding that 

You Would Act Upon That Belief. 

“His honor says the indictment is no 
evidence of guilt;then it is in the testi- 
mony you must look to find evidence of 
guilt. His honor explains what circum- 
stantial evidence is, and you must be con- 
vinced of the truth of the evidence beyond 
areasonable doubt. After you have de- 
termined that the circumstance is estab- 
lished, you must believe that it is abso- 
lutely consistent with the guilt of the de- 
fendant.’’ 

Here he had his son read the instructions 
to the jury on circumstantial evidence, 
and Judge Macon continued: 

“This rule was established 500 years ago. 
We know in these times the courts were 
not notorious for tenderness. The rule 
was not made because of sympathy but be- 
cause ofright. We have but one law- 
giver who could give out this law without 
study. We have only onesuch. We may 
never have another. If men were not 
criminals there would be no government, 
no science nor advancement. Now in Den- 
ver we have a corporation of about 160,000 
people, a bustling people. Under the ex- 
citement of prosperity or adversity, men 
are more er less likely to commit crimes. 
Yet there are very fewcriminals here. You 
know how the world has been 

Filled with Mourning and Anguish ‘ 
by the oppression of the strong against 
the weak; you know the strongest barrier 
could not protect the oppressed against the 
English crown; you know when Jefferys 
went through Munster and filled that dis- 
trict with judicial murders the defendant 
was not allowed counsel, but the people 
rose in their wrath and set up rules by 
which innocence might be maintained.” 

Judge Macon, continuing his speech, 
said Dr. Graves was innocent and he 
thought the Worrell family the guilty 
ones. He said he did not think that Mrs. 
Worrell, Sr.. had drank from the fatal 
bottle. He thought the whole thing wasa 
conspiracy to hang an innocent man and 
to throw Mrs. Barnaby’s estate into the 
hands of the Conrads. 

Attorney Belford, for the prosecution, 
then spoke, the principal pointin his argu- 
ment being that there was not the slight- 
est doubt as to Graves’ guilt. 

At the end of Judge Beiford’s speech the 
court adjourned. Itis probable that the 
case will be given to the jury some time 
today. 


GREAT BRITAIN FAVORED. 


She Has an Advantage Over Russia and 
China in Disputed Territory. 

CaLcuTtTA, Dec. 31.—Advices from Gil- 
git, the British post close to the border of 
Cashmere, state that the advance move- 
ment by the British has been successful. 
The town of Hunza has been occupied by 
the advance column. No opposition was 
offered by the tribesmen, whose submis- 
sion is now complete. The British will 
now be able to construct a road from Gil- 
git to the Pamir and this, upon the com- 
pletion of the road from Cashmere to 
Gilgit, will afford an easy means of access 
for the British to Pamir, the country 
now in dispute between Great Britain, 
Russia and China. 


A Peculiar Accident. 

JAMAICA, L. I., Dec. 31.—Three of the 
principal bridges crossing the Long Island 
railroad here were torn down and demol- 
ished last night by a large steam digger 
loaded on a flat car which was part of a 
train running into this station at a speed 
of twenty miles an hour. Nobody was 
injured. Gas and water mains, under the 
flooring of the bridges, were broken, and 
large quantities of water and gas escaped. 


Turkey Intercedes for Bulgaria. 

Paris, Dec. 31.—The Turkish grand 
vizier has asked M. Ribot to renew the re- 
lations of France with Bulgaria. The 
grand vizier says the Turkish government 
will pledge itself that henceforth all meas- 
ures affecting foreigners in Bulgaria will 
be communicated tothe porte and to the 
representative of the country concerned 
before further action is taken. 


Haytian Exiles Will Go Home. 

New YorK, Dec. 31.— Advices from 
Kingston, Havana, say: The general am- 
nesty proclaimed by President Hippolyte 
In Hayti has been recognized by a large 
proportion of the Haytians in exile here, 
and many have applied to the Haytian 
consulate for passports to return to 
Hayti.

FHE FUTURE OF CANADA, 


Hust Become an Independent Republic 
or Get Under the Eagle’s Wing. 

Lonpbow, Dec. 31.—Truth, Henry Labon- 
chere’s paper, publishes an article on Cana- 
da’s future drawn out by the teoubles in 
the: province of Quebec, which resulted 
in the ousting from office or Mr. Mercier, 
the prime minister of Quebec, and the 
membefs of his cabinet, Truth says that 
it is the manifest destiny of the Domirfion 
to become a new United States, or become 
attached to the great Republic. The 
thange is inevitable, and the sooner 
It comes the better. The emancipation of 
the grotesque dominion ana its absorption 
in the United States would be a benefit to 
the Canadians andalso to Great Britain. 

Such a course would felieve Great Brit- 
ain of the necessity of engaging in the 
trans-Atlantic squabbles in which she has 
no concern. It would, moreover, give the 
Canadians energy and enterprise which no 
mere colonists can possess. The only suf- 
ferers would be transferred to the tender 
mercies of what is probably the most cor- 
rupt and rascally institution on the 
earth—the Washington Indian bureau. 

The paper further says that Canada 
once free, Australia would soon follow. 
Indeed, it is quite possible that Australia 
will be the first to sever the bonds by which 
she is attached to Great Britain. The 
talk of Australian loyalty to the British 
crown, Truth says, is all buncomb.

New York Central Employes 
with Manslaughter. 
TARRYTOWN, N. Y., Dec. 31.—The cor-

guilty of manslaughterin the second de-- 


gree for the deaths of Thomas Polley and 
others in the accident on the New York 
Central railroad above Hastings, on the 
night of Dec. 24, and also hold Augustus 
Ossman, train dispatcher, as accessory 
thereto. We censure the New York 
Central railroad for employing utterly in- 
competent men to discharge the duties in 
responsible positions. We also censure 
Station Agent Charles Delancy of Hast- 
ings for not finding out the cause of Brake- 
man Herrick’s appearance at the station. 
We also recommend that the New York 
Central railroad adopt some system so 
that the lives of passengers may be more 
secure. Coroner Mitchell will issue two 
warrants for the arrest of Herrick. Dis- 
trict Attorney Platt will bring the case 
before the grand jury which meets in 
February. 


MILITARY STATION NEEDED 


To Stop Depredations by Lumber 


Thieves in Northern Minnesota. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 31.—The government 
expedition which has been for four months 
investigating the stories of trespassing on 
government timber lands in northern 
Minnesota has returned to civilization. 
Although only a portion of the streams and 
waterways on the boundary were ex- 
amined, evidence was found of extensive 
trespassing on government pine lands. 
The expedition travelled 1500 miles, mostly 
by canoe. The report to the government 
will doubtless recommend the establish- 


ment of a government post at the mouth * 


of the Rainy river. The party will prob- 
ably return in the spring and examine 
Lake Reservation. which is entirely 
drained by rivers flowing north. Most 
flagrant lumber depredations have been 
committed on this tract, the logs being 
floated off to Rat Portage. 


OHIO POLITICS 


Are Waxing Hot Over the Choice of Sen- 
ator Sherman’s Successor. 

CoLumBts, O., Dec. 31.—The contest for 
offices in the gift of the legislature, which 
convenes Monday next, is overshadowed 
by the struggle fora successor to Senator 
Sherman in the United States senate. Ex- 
Governor Foraker, with a full force of 
workers, has arrived and begun active 
operations. Senator Sherman will come 
from Washington today. The senatorial 
caucus will probably be held Tuesday 
next, and the two branches will vote sep- 
arately for senator Jan. 12. The managers 
on both sides are claiming enough votes to 
insure the caucus nomination. The sena- 
torial lines are pretty closely drawn in the 
contest for speaker of the house, and a fair 
indication of the relative strength of the 
senatorial candidates will be had Saturday 
night, when the house caucus will be held. 


THE MESSIAH CRAZE. 


Indications That Last Winter's Scenes 
Will Be Repeated Out West. 


GUTHRIE, 0. T.,Dec. 81.—A courier from 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservations 
states that the Messiah craze has broken 
out anew among the Indians. Left Hand, 
head chief of the Arapahoes, and Old 
Crow and Whirlwind, chiefs of the Chey- 
ennes, have gathered a thousand Indians 
about them among the interior hills, and 
for many days and nights have kept the 
dance up continually, declaring they will 
not stop until the Saviour arrives, 


Sensational Reports Contradicted. 

GALVESTON, Dec. 31.—Notwithstanding 
sensational reports the Galveston News 
dispatches show no new developments in 
the Garza revolution. Intimations that 
the revolution is backed by prominent 
Mexicans in the City of Mexico lack con- 
firmation. Rumors of desertion from the 
regular army to the revolutionists are not 
substantiated. 


Going Ont of Business. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 31.—The stockhold- 
ers of the Commonwealth National bank 
have determined to go into liquidation 
and to close the bank. The consolidation 
of the business of the Commonwealth 
with that of the Seventh Naticnal is pro- 
ceeding rapidly.

A MARRIAGE FAILURE.

One bullet entered Mrs. Thomas’ 
throat, another struck her chia, 
while a third, which was fired from be- 
hind, had gone through the back of the 
head. Surgeons say that either the wound 
in the throat or that back of the head are 
sufficient to cause death. 

The bullets which Thomas fired imto his 
head apparently inflicted only serious in- 
juries. Neither had found its way very 
far into the head, and the doctors who 
examined him said he could be taken to 
the lock-up. Both the parties are colored 
and have been married about five years. 
Common report has it that their married 
life has not been a very happy one, and 
thaton many oceasions Thomas has eruelly 
abused his wife. Mrs. Thomas was 2 
years old and her husband 27. 


FAST MAIL WRECKED. 


Four Men Killed on the Union Pacific. 
Other Railway Disasters. 


LA GRANDE, Ore., Dec, 31.—The fast 
mail train on the Union Pacific was 
wrecked near here. Engineer Law, Fire- 
man Miller and two tramps were killed. 
In rounding a curve the head engine 
caused the rails to spread, precipitating 
the second engine, mail and baggage car 
into the river, a distance of fifty feet. The 
remainder of the train kept the track, 
none of the passengers being injured. 

ALLIANCE, O., Dec. 31—A wreck oc 
curred near Salem on the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railroad. Eighteen 
cars were destroyed and three men were 
badly hurt, two fatally. 

Morristown, Tenn., Dec. 31.—A broken 
rail on the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad,four miles west of Bristol, 
wrecked the west-bound passenger train 
and ditched two coaches. Seven passen- 
gers were severely injured. 


WORTH THOUSANDS OF POUNDS. 


A Miserable Pair of Misers Allow Them- 
selves to Starve to Death. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 31.—At Tullovallen James 
Murphy, a farmer, and his sister Mary, 
were found lying dead ina pile of filthy 
straw in their miserable cottage, having 
died of slow starvation. Everything in 
their surroundings and manner of life in- 
dicated wretched poverty, yet it was 
known to their neighbors that they were 
well off. After death it was found that 
they had deposits in banks amounting to 
£7000, the receipts for which were found 
hidden away in different parts of the 
house. Murphy also owned quite a large 
amount of land besides the farm upon 
which he lived. The total value of the 
estate is estimated at £40,000. It is believed 
that the Murphys had relatives in America, 
who inherit the property, but whose 
whereabouts cannot at present be learned. 


UNCLE SAM SAYS NO 


But Italians Assert That Indemnity 
Will Be Paid for the Mafia Lynching. 

RoME, Dec. 31. — Notwithstanding the 
denial made by American officials, it is 
again asserted, and apparently with au- 
thority, that the Italian and American 
governments have agreed that an indem- 
nity shall be given in the case of any vic- 
tims of the New Orleans lynching, proven 
to be Italian subjects. These repeated as- 
sertions of concession on the part of the 
American government are attributed, in 
some quarters, to the desire of the Radini 
administration to make an excuse to the 
Italian people for resuming full diplo- 
matic relations with the United States. 
The American denials have excited much 
surprise, and caused embarrassraent to 
the government and its friends. 


FISHERMEN’S LUCK. 


Some Have Already Made a Good Win- 
ter’s Work Off Newfoundland. 


Sr. Joun’s, N. F., Dec. 31.—Advices from 
Bay de Nord and Sound Island report that 
herring struck in very plentifully last 
week. Between 12,000 and 15,000 barrels 
were hauled in one night at Sound Island, 
and the merchants and packers are ex- 
hausted from overwork and loss of rest. 
All the salt herring fleet are loaded there. 
Twenty-four American freezers were at 
Carbon and eight at Recontre and thirty 
Seines were full of herring, ranging from 
300 to 2000 barrels, There is great activity 
and some crews have made a good winter’s 
work already. 


Serious Snow Block ades. 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Dec. 31.—Both 
the Santa Fe and Atlantic and Pacific 
roads are troubled with serious snow 
blockades. No eastern mails have been 
received here for four days. The snow- 
storms in the mountains are reported to 
be something ugheard of for severity and 
stories of great suffering in the villages 
are in circulation.

kaiser has been desirous of drawing the 
Bavarians closer to the empire, in thrs-re- 

spect, departing from the policy of his 

grandfather, who withheld as much as 

possible from interference with Bavaria 

in order not to excite the jealousy of that 
eople toward Prussia. 

When the kaiser attended the Bavarian 
maneuvers he offered Prince Luitpold, the 
regent, the office of chief inspector of the 
imperial army. Luitpold did not seem as 
gratified by the offer as the kaiser ex- 
pected, and declined it on the ground of 
old age, being over 70. The kaiser then 
offered the place to the regent’s brother, 
Prince Leopold. Leopold also declined, 
giving as a reason that he preferred to 
live in Munich, and acceptance of the 
office would involve residence in Berlin. 
This was the kaiser’s very reuson for mak- 
ing the offer, as he wished to draw the 
royal family of Bavaria nearer to his own. 
It was noticed the kaiser was afterward 
cool and formal, both toward the regent 
and Leopold, and it was soon after that he 
wrote in the golden book of Munich: 
“Regis Voluntas Suprema Lex.” (The will 
of the king is the highest law.) 

Instead of the kaiser’s visit closing the 
breach between Bavaria and Prussia it 
has steadily widened, until now the Bava- 
rian press teems with reflections, more or 
less acute, upon the Prussian tendency to 
infringe upon Bavarian rights. Both the 
ruling family and the people seem toshare 
the anti-Prussian sentiment, and itis re- 
ported that neither Regent Luitpold, nor 
his brother, Prince Leopold, will be at the 
kaiser’s reception in Berlin on Friday. 

The words written in the golden book 
appear to rankle in Bavarian minds, and 
asthe people are deeply attached to the 
reigning house, notwithstanding its taint 
of insanity, the kaiser is looked upon as 
having aimed an insult at the dynasty. 


SALVADOR AND GUATEMALA 


Have Fallen Into Line on the Reciproc- 
ity Arrangements with America. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Reciprocity ar- 
rangements were signed yesterday by 
Secretary Blaine with the ministers of 
Guatemala and Salvador for their respec- 
tive countries. The arrangements with 
Guatemala require the approval of the 
congress of that country, but it is ex- 
pected that the arrangement with Salva- 
dor will go into operation Feb. 1 next.
